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Amalgamation,  Sale*  and  Lease* 

Amalgamation,  My  Lords  think  it  desirable  to  draw  the  attention  of  the  Select  Committees 

Sale,  and  Lease.      on  Railway  Bills  to  the  following  paragraphs  from  the  Fifth  Report  of  the  Select 

Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Railway  and  Canal  Bills  of  the  Session 

of  1853. 

At  page  6  of  that  Report  it  is  stated  that,  "  It  is  also  to  be  observed,  that 
"  while  actual  amalgamation  requires  the  consent  of  Parliament,  combination 
"  of  interest,  under  private  agreement,  is  a  matter  of  constant  occurrence,  and 
u  produces  to  a  certain  extent,  the  same  result  as  regards  the  public  conve- 
"  nience,  establishing  a  community  of  purpose  between  two  or  more  Companies, 
"  and  enabling  the  managers  of  those  Companies  to  exercise  over  the  traffic  a 
€€  combined  control.  It  has  been  contended  by  some  of  the  witnesses,  that  since 
"  it  is  not  possible  wholly  to  prevent  this  kind  of  combination,  it  is  idle  to  refuse 
"  the  formal  sanction  of  Parliament  to  the  principle  of  amalgamation.  But 
"  your  Committee  are  of  opinion  that  there  is  a  wide  difference  between  arrange- 
"  ments  of  this  nature  and  actual  amalgamation  by  Parliamentary  enactment. 
"  The  latter  once  conceded,  no  change  can  be  made,  if  at  any  subsequent  time, 
"  either  from  a  change  of  circumstances  or  from  a  change  of  management,  it 
"  becomes  desirable  again  to  divide  the  Companies  which  have  been  thus  united. 
"  But  if  working  arrangements  not  now  valid  in  law,  shall  be  sanctioned  by 
"  Parliament  under  definite  conditions,  and  for  limited  periods,  capable  of  being 
"  renewed  by  the  same  authority  when  approaching  the  term  of  their  existence, 
€€  it  will  be  in  the  power  of  the  Companies  to  coitfract  affiances  useful  for  the 
"  conduct  of  traffic,  while  it  will  be  open  to  Parliament  to  interfere  for  the  pre- 
"  vention  of  permanent  public  mischief." 

And  at  page  8  it  is  observed  that,  "  with  a  view  therefore  of  securing  to  the 
"  Railway  Companies,  and  to  the  public,  as  far  as  may  be  possible,  all  the 
"  advantages  of  amalgamation,  and  yet  of  retaining  in  the  hands  of  Parliament 
"  all  the  power  which  it  may  be  necessary  to  employ  in  future  for  better 
"  securing,  from  time  to  time,  the  application  of  railway  facilities  to  the 
"  general  good  of  the  community,  your  Committee  would  advise  that  working 
"  arrangements  for  a  time  to  be  limited,  confirming  intimate  relations  between 
"  different  Companies  on  the  subject  of  the  regulation  of  their  traffic  and  the 
'*  division  of  the  proceeds,  may  with  propriety  be  sanctioned." 

And  amongst  the  general  recommendations  was  the  following,  numbered  b> 
at  pages  20  and  21  of  the  Fifth  Report,  viz. : 

"  That  working  arrangements  between  different  Companies  for  the  regu- 
"  lation  of  traffic  and  the  division  of  profits  should  be  sanctioned,  under  proper 
"  conditions,  and  for  limited  periods ;  but  that  amalgamation  of  Companies 
"  should  not  be  sanctioned,  except  in  minor  or  special  cases,  where  it  clearly 
"  appears  to  the  Standing  [Select?]  Committee  that  the  true  and  only  object 
"  of  such  amalgamation  is  improved  economy  of  management,  and  consequent 
"  advantage  to  the  public." 

The  foregoing  remarks  appear  to  be  applicable  to  a  sale,  or  a  lease  for  a 
long  term,  as  well  as  to  amalgamation- 

The  conditions  which  Parliament  has  in  recent  Sessions  attached  to  the  grant 
of  powers  toRailway  Companies  to  enter  into  working  and  traffic  arrangements 
have,  with  a  view  to  uniformity,  been  recently  made  the  subject  of  a  general 
enactment,  and  form  Part  III,  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

My  Lords  would  also  suggest  that  in  all  cases  of  Bills  by  which  amalgama- 
tion, sale,  or  lease  for  a  long  term,  may  be  sanctioned,  provisions  should  be 
inserted  to  prevent  tha  Railway  Company  acquiring  extended  control  from 
using  their  powers  to  interfere  with  the  natural  flow  of  traffic  over  the  most 
convenient  routes,  and  to  secure  that  the  local  interests  of  the  public  shall  be 
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regarded.    Hie  tolls  might,  moreover,  be  revised,  with  a  view  to  assimilating  Amalgamation, 
the  rates  for  the  several  lines  to  be  united.  &&$  °*&  I*"*- 

Provisions  for  these  purposes  were  inserted  in  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire 
and  East  Lancashire  Railways  Amalgamation  Act,  1859,  sections  48,  63-78, 
and  78. 

My  Lords  would  further  observe,  that  when  Railway  Companies  apply  to 
Parliament  for  largely  increased  privileges,  an  opportunity  is  afforded  for  a 
review  of  the  manner  in  which  they  have  exercised  their  powers,  in  order  that 
any  existing  grievances  may  be  remedied  before  these  additional  powers  are* 
granted. 

In  some  of  the  Bills,  the  amalgamation,  sale,  or  lease  is  not  at  once  effected  Public  notice  tf 
on  the  passing  of  the  Act;  but  power  is  given  to  the  Companies  to  make  the  Transfer. 
transfer  at  a  future  time,  to  be  agreed  upon  between  them. 

As  it  is  desirable  that  the  authorities  who  have  to  enforce  the  obligations 
attaching  to  the  ownership  of  the  Railway  (with  respect  to  returns  of  traffic 
and  accidents,  cheap  trains,  level  crossings,  &c),  and  th£  public  generally,  con- 
cerned with  the  traffic  of  the  line,  should  be  informed  when  the  transfer  takes 
place,  it  might  be  proper  to  require,  in  all  cases  of  such  future  powers  as  have 
been  mentioned,  that  within  a  specified  time  (say  21  days),  after  the  execution 
of  a  lease,  sale,  or  agreement  for  amalgamation,  a  notice  thereof  shall  be 
inserted  m  the  Gazette  (London,  Edinburgh,  or  Dublin,  as  the  case  may  be), 
and  a  certified  copy  of  such  instrument,  together  with  a  copy  of  the  Act,  shall 
be  and  remain  deposited  for  public  inspection  at  the  principal  offices  of  the 
Companies,  parties  to  the  arrangement,  and  with  the  clerks  of  the  peace  of  the 
several  counties  into  which  the  works  of  the  respective  Companies  extend,  in 
manner  and  for  the  purposes  required  by  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845  <c.  20,  s.  162,  or  c.  33,  s.  153,  as  the  case  may  be). 

A  provision  of  this  kind  will  be  found  in  the  Athenry  and  Tuam  Railway 
(Leasing  or  Sale)  Act,  1860,  s.  10. 


Running  Powers. 

With  respect  to  running  powers,  or,  in  other  words,  the  conceding  to  one  Running  Pouters. 
Company  powers  of  traversing,  without  consent,  the  lines  of  another,  the 
Select  Committee  of  1853  remarked  in  their  Fourth  Report  (page  6),  "  This 
"  practice  has  always  been  regarded  as  questionable  from  considerations  of 
<c  public  safety,  and  your  Committee  advise  that  the  attention  of  the  Select 
"  Committee  upon  each  Bill  should  in  every  case  be  specially  directed  to  this 
"  subject,  and  that  running  clauses  should  be  admitted  with  great  caution,  and 
u  only  in  cases  where  it  is  clearly  shown  that  the  apparently  hostile  clauses 
u  are  not  inserted  as  a  cloak  for  amalgamation ;  and  also  that  effectual  security 
*  may  be  and  has  been  taken  for  conducting  the  traffic  without  danger,  if  the 
u  Companies  continue  independent  of  each  other ." 

Accordingly  the  above-mentioned  Fifth  Report  of  the  Select  Committee  of 
1853,  contained  the  following  recommendation  with  respect  to  running  powers, 
numbered  6,  at  pages  20  and  21,  viz. : 

"  That  running  powers  should  generally  be  discouraged  on  the  score  of 
u  danger,  and  conceded  only  in  cases  where  the  public  object  of  free  transit 
w  from  one  system  to  another  cannot  practically  be  insured  by  other  means/' 

My  Lords  would  also  observe,  that  the  necessity  there  may  formerly  have 
been  for  allowing  running  powers  may  be  considered  to  be  now,  to  some  extent, 
obviated  by  the  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act  of  1854,  17  &  18  Vict.  c.  31, 
which  requires  Railway  Companies  to  afford  all  reasonable  facilities  for  the 
transmission,  on  their  lines,  of  traffic  passing  from  and  to  lines  in  connexion 
with  them,  and  by  special  provisions  for  ensuring  the  due  transmission  of  traffic 
by  through  booking,  through  conveyance,  &c.,  which  may  be  adopted  when 
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Running  Powers,     proper  cases  are  presented.    It  may  therefore  be  assumed  that  running  powers 

r»-r"  are  now  only  practically  necessary  in  cases  where  a  Company  requires  to  pass 

for  a  short  distance  over  the  line  of  another  Company  to  reach  a  station  at 

which  to  deposit  and  receive  traffic,  or  when  such  short  piece  of  line  is  a  link 

necessary  for  the  completion  of  a  special  railway  system. 


Railway  and  Canal  Companies. 


C^^dCaml-     In  the  case  °f  some  of  the  Bills  of  the  present  Session  by  which  it  is  pro- 
*  posed  to  authorise  the  union,  or  arrangements  for  the  joint  working,  of  the 

undertakings  of  two  or  more  Companies,  it  may  be  found  that  some  of  the 
Companies  in  question  are  owners  or  lessees  of,  or  exercise  control  over  canals, 
which  are,  in  some  cases,  the  key  of  the  water  communication  of  the  district  in 
which  they  are  situated. 

My  Lords  would  point  out  that  in  such  cases  the  proposed  power  to  enter 
into  arrangements  might  enable  the  Companies  to  form  combinations,  involving 
new  or  increased  inducements  to  divert  traffic  from  Canals,  which  are  under  the 
control  of  any  of  the  contracting  Companies,  to  Railways,  and  so  might  lead  to 
impediments  being  thrown  in  the  way  of  the  public  desirous  of  using  the  Canals 
as  part  of  a  continuous  line  of  water  communication. 

As  to  the  particular  Bills  in  which  precautions  should  be  adopted  against  the 
mischief  above  referred  to,  and  as  to  the  particular  precautions  which  should 
be  adopted  in  any  case  (whether  by  limiting  the  charges  which  the  contracting 
Companies  may  make  on  their  Canals  to  rates  not  exceeding  those  which  they 
may  be  charging  at  the  passing  of  the  Bill,  or  by  subjecting  the  Canal  rates  to 
revision  at  any  time  by  a  public  department,  or  by  requiring  publicity  to  be  given 
to  agreements,  or  otherwise),  my  Lords  do  not  make  any  suggestion,  as  they  dc 
not  possess  the  opportunities  which  the  Committee  on  the  Bill  will  have  of  ex- 
amining the  circumstances  of  each  case,  and  of  hearing  all  parties  interested. 


Deviations  from  Levels  and  Gradients. 

Deviations  from  In  some  Bills,  chiefly  those  for  Railways  in  and  near  the  Metropolis,  it  is 

^G^l^d  proposed  to  give  to  the  Company  power,  in  the  construction  of  the  Railway,  to 

deviate  from  the  levels  and  gradients,  as  marked  on  the  deposited  sections,  to 
such  an  extent  as  may  be  necessary  or  convenient  for  avoiding,  accommodating, 
preserving,  or  improving  the  drainage  or  sewers,  or  other  works,  in  or  under 
the  lands  through  which  the  Railway  will  be  made,  and  to  alter  the  inclination  of 
the  Railway  accordingly,  anything  in  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845/'  to  the  contrary  notwithstanding. 

This  power,  though  it  goes  in  some  respects  beyond,  does  not  appear  to 
exceed  materially  the  power  of  deviating  from  levels  contained  in  the  Metro- 
politan Railway  Act,  1854  (c.  221,  s.  62),  and  the  subsequent  Acts  relating  to 
that  Railway  and  its  extensions,  all  of  which  were  to  be  made  below  the  surface 
of  the  ground ;  and  it  might  perhaps  be,  in  general,  conceded  in  the  case  of 
the  underground  portions  of  a  proposed  line  of  Railway.  But  as  regards  the 
portions  which  are  to  be  constructed  above  ground,  there  does  not  appear  to  be 
the  same  reason  for  relaxing  the  restrictions  of  the  General  Act  with  respect  to 
deviations  from  the  levels  and  gradients ;  and  in  those  cases  in  which  the  Railways 
are  to  be  partly  above  and  partly  below  the  original  surface  of  the  ground,  the 
power  of  deviation  above-mentioned  could,  as  a  general  rule,  be  properly 
limited  to  the  portions  to  be  made  below  the  surface. 


Dimensions  of  Bridges. 


Dimensions  of  With  regard  to  some  Bills  for  new  works,  my  Lords  are  desirous  of  calling 

Bridge*.  attention  to  the  fact  that  power  is  sought  in  them  to  make  the  dimensions  of 

the  bridges  by  means  of  which  public  roads  are  proposed  to  be  carried  under 
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the  Railway  smaller  than  those  laid  down  in  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolida-  Dimensions  of 
tion  Acts.  My  Lords  would  observe,  for  the  consideration  of  the  Select  Com-  Bridges. 
mittees,  that  the  dimensions  laid  down  in  that  Act  were  fixed  with  reference  to 
the  ordinary  heights  of  the  loads  of  vehicles ;  that  a  power  of  this  description  will 
have  the  effect  of  limiting  the  traffic  on  the  roads  on  which  it  is  granted  in  per- 
petuity ;  that  unless  a  Railway  Bill  is  affected  by  some  rival  interest,  proposals 
of  this  nature  are  frequently  not  opposed,  because  the  private  persons  who  will 
be  chiefly  affected  by  them  cannot  afford  to  incur  the  expense  attendant  upon 
Parliamentary  contests ;  and  that  therefore  great  caution  should  be  exercised 
in  allowing  any  departure  from  the  rules  laid  down  by  the  Railways  Clauses 
Consolidation  Acts. 

With  respect  to  cases  in  which  the  width  of  bridges  under  the  Railway  is 
authorised  to  be  less  than  that  prescribed  by  the  General  Act,  it  may  deserve 
consideration  whether  there  should  not  always  be  inserted  in  the  Bill  a  proviso 
to  the  following  effect,  viz. : 

u  Provided  always,  that  if  at  any  time  after  the  construction  of  the  Railway 
"  the  average  available  width  of  any  of  the  said  roads  respectively  shall  be  in- 
"  creased  beyond  the  width  of  the  bridge  provided  for  the  same  respectively,  on 
"  either  side  thereof,  the  Company  shall  be  bound  at  their  own  expense  to  increase 
"  the  span  or  width  of  that  bridge  to  such  extent  as  may  be  required  by  the 
a  trustees  or  surveyors  of  such  road,  not  exceeding  the  width  of  such  road  as 
"  so  widened,  or  the  maximum  width  required  for  a  bridge  in  the  like  case  by  * 
" '  The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845.'  " 

A  clause  to  that  effect  is  contained  in  the  South  Western  Railway  (Works 
and  Capital)  Act,  1858,  s.  25. 


Works  affecting  Foreshore  or  Tidal  Waters. 

In  the  case  of  works  affecting  the  rights  of  the  Crown  in  the  foreshore  be-   Works  affecting 
tween  high  and  low  water-mark,  or  affecting  tidal  waters,  it  is  the  policy  of  *J??^lEf w 
Parliament,  in  order  to  secure  for  the  protection  of  the  Crown  rights,  and  of  Jidal  Water8t 
navigation,  due  consideration  of  the  works  as  they  will  be  actually  constructed^ 
to  require  that  any  such  work  shall  be  constructed,  or  afterwards  altered,  only 
according  to  such  plan,  and  under  such  restrictions  and  regulations,  as  the 
Commissioners  of  Her  Majesty's  Woods,  Forests,  and  Land  Revenues,  and  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  shall  severally  approve  of  in  writing. 

In  practice,  effect  is  given  to  that  object,  by  incorporating  in  the  Special  Act 
either  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845  (c.  20  or  c.  33),  or  the 
Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act  1847  (c.  27). 

Of  each,  the  two  Acts  of  1845,  the  17  Sec,  and  of  the  Act  of  1847,  the 
12  Sec,  relate  to  the  assent  of  the  two  Public  Departments  to  the  intended 
work. 

Power  is  thus  reserved  to  each  of  those  Departments  to  require  working 
drawings  of  the  work,  as  it  will  be  actually  constructed,  to  be  submitted  to 
them  for  approval. 

In  the  last  Session,  a  general  Act  (the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863)  was 
passed,  which,  with  a  view  to  securing  uniformity,  contains  (amongst  other 
provisions)  clauses  relating  to  the  protection  of  navigation  (Sects.  13-19);  to 
which  effect  is  to  be  given  by  the  incorporation  of  those  clauses  in  the  Special 
Act  in  proper  cases. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  however,  that  cases  have  occurred  in  which  the  incor- 
poration of  the  Clauses  Consolidation  Acts  in  the  Special  Act,  having  been 
qualified  by  the  addition  of  words,  such  as  "  so  far  as  the  provisions  of  those 
Acts  are  not  varied  or  excepted  by  the  provisions  of  this  [the  Special]  Act," 
doubt  has  arisen  whether  the  promoters  are  not,  by  the  addition  of  those  words, 
authorised  to  execute  their  works  according  to  the  deposited  plan  and  section, 
without  any  power  of  modification  by  the  Commissioners  of  Woods,  or  by  the 
Board  of  Trade.

In  order  to  obviate  such  doubt,  it  is  desirable,  with  reference  more  parti- 
cularly  to  the  subject  above  referred  to,  that,  in  the  qualifying  words  above- 
mentioned,  should  be  inserted  "  expressly"  before  "  varied,"  &c. ;  and  that  the 
clause  in  each  Bill  which  authorises  the  execution  of  works  affecting  the 
foreshore  or  tidal  waters,  according  to  the  deposited  plans  and  sections,  should 
also  contain  such  words  as  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  incorporated  Acta 
and  parts  of  Acts."

The  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863. 

In  the  Act  of  the  last  Session  (26  &  27  Vict.,  c.  118),  "  for  consolidating  in 
one  Act  certain  Provisions  frequently  inserted  in  Acts  relating  to  the  Consti- 
tution and  Management  of  Companies  incorporated  for  carrying  on  Under- 
takings of  a  public  Nature,"  the  objects  of  the  Legislature,  in  reference  to  the 
provisions  in  the  Act,  are  declared  to  be  the  avoiding  the  necessity  of  repeating 
such  provisions  in  the  Acts  relating  to  such  undertakings,  and  the  ensuring 
greater  uniformity  in  the  provisions  themselves. 

The  portions  of  that  Act  to  which  my  Lords  would  first  refer  in  this  Report 
are  Part  II.,  containing  provisions  for  regulating  the  creation  and  issue  of  addi- 
tional capital  by  new  ordinary  or  preference  shares  or  stock ;  and  Part  III., 
containing  provisions  for  regulating  the  creation  and  issue  of  debenture  stock. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  effect  can  only  be  given  to  the  various  provisions  of 
this  General  Act  by  incorporating  them  with  the  Bills  having  objects  to  which 
it  is  the  intention  of  the  General  Act  that  such  provisions  should  be  made 
applicable. 

It  will  be  found  in  several  Bills  of  this  Session,  which  purport  to  incorporate 
Part  II.  or  Part  III.,  that  there  are  clauses  in  the  Bill  substantially  different 
from  the  general  enactment,  and  that  the  incorporation  of  Part  II.  or  Part 
III.  is  qualified,  in  some  cases,  by  excepting  some  of  their  provisions,  in  others 
by  the  addition  of  words,  such  as  "  so  far  as  the  same  parts  are  not  varied  by 
the  provisions  of  this  Act." 

In  cases  of  proposed  additions  to  classes  of  shares  or  stock  by  Companies 
whose  powers  in  respect  of  those  matters  are  already  regulated  by  provisions 
differing  from  those  of  the  General  Act  above-mentioned,  it  might  be  conve- 
nient, as  preserving  uniformity,  to  refer  to  those  existing  provisions,  and  to 
extend  them  to  the  new  power ;  and  in  such  cases  there  should  be  no  incorpo- 
ration of  the  corresponding  part  of  the  General  Act.  But  for  the  most  part,  it 
seems  desirable,  as  best  calculated  to  give  effect  to  the  purposes  of  the  Legislature 
in  the  General  Act,  that  special  clauses  should  not  be  admitted  in  Bills  relating  to 
additional  capital  or  debenture  stock  which  can  vary  the  provisions  of  Parts 
II.  and  III.,  when  incorporated  with  the  Bill. 

In  many  of  the  Bills  of  this  Session  for  constituting  new  Railway  Com- 
panies, as  well  as  in  most  of  those  relating  to  existing  Railway  Companies,  it  is 
proposed  to  incorporate  Part  I.  relating  to  "  Cancellation  and  Surrender  of 
Shares,"  of  "The  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Among  the  provisions  of  Part  I.  are  sections  4  to  7?  which  regulate  the  can- 
cellation by  a  Company,  without  the  consent  of  the  holders,  of  shares  which  have 
become  forfeited  in  due  course;  and  sections  8  and  9,  which  respectively 
authorise  a  Company — 

(1)  With  the  consent  of  the  holder,  to  cancel  any  share  which  is  declared 
forfeited,  or  on  which  any  sum  remains  unpaid  ;   and, 

(2)  To  accept  surrenders  of  any  shares  which  have  not  been  fully  paid 
up. 

With  respect  to  sections  8  and  9,  my  Lords  have  to  observe  that  the  powers 
given  to  Companies  by  those  clauses  of  making  arrangements  with  shareholders, 
by  which  the  latter  may  be  released  from  all  responsibility  for  calls  remaining 
:; ,  unpaid 
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unpaid  on  the  shares  held  by  them,  may  affect  materially  the  remedies  of  The  Companies 
execution  creditors  of  the  Company  against  the  shareholders,  under  the  36th  Clauses  Act,  1863. 
section  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845t  (Scotland,  s.  38)  ;  — — " 

and  those  powers  may  also  diminish  the  efficacy  of  the  provision  uniformly 
inserted  in  Railway  Acts  that  grant  a  new  borrowing  power,  which  makes  it  a 
condition  precedent  to  the  exercise  of  such  power,  that  the  whole  of  the  shares 
in  the  capital,  on  the  basis  of  which  the  borrowing  power  is  granted,  have  been 
subscribed  for  bond  fide,  and  are  held  by  subscribers  or  their  assigns,  and  for 
which  such  subscribers  or  their  assigns  are  legally  liable. 

My  Lords  find  that  provisions  such  as  those  in  sections  8  and  9  of  the  Com- 
panies Clauses  Act,  1863,  have  been  frequently,  in  late  Sessions,  admitted  into 
the  special  Acts  of  existing  Railway  Companies ;  and  it  seems  to  have  been 
with  a  view  to  render  the  terms  of  such  powers  more  uniform  in  cases  in  which 
Parliament  sees  fit  to  grant  them,  that  sections  8  and  9  were  made  a  part  of 
that  General  Act. 

But  it  has  not  hitherto  been  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  allow  such  provi- 
sions to  form  a  part  of  the  Act  of  original  incorporation  of  any  Company. 

The  attention  of  the  legal  officers  of  the  Houses  of  Parliament  will,  no  doubt, 
he  directed  to  this  point ;  and  it  will  be  for  the  Select  Committees  on  the  Bills 
to  determine  in  what  special  Acts  sections  8  and  9  of  the  Companies  Clauses 
Act,  1863,  may  be  properly  incorporated. 


Capital. 

Upon  the  subject  of  appropriation  of  capital  to  specific  purposes,  my  Lords         Capital 
flunk  it  desirable  to  draw  attention  to  the  remarks  which  they  have  made  in 
several  recent  Sessions,  and  which  appear  applicable  to  many  of  the  Bills 
now  before  Parliament,  viz. : 

"  Previously  to  the  year  1847,  considerable  laxity  prevailed  in  the  manner  of  Intended  JppKca* 
framing  the  provisions  relating  to  the  raising  of  capital  in  Railway  Bills,  and  *™n  tfP0***. 
powers  of  this  kind  were  frequently  given  without  any  express  limitation  of  *™D?n °ereitru*ed 
the  purposes  to  which  the  money  should  be  applied.  In  1847  the  Commis- 
sioners of  Railways,  in  their  Reports  to  Parliament  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
that  Session,  had  occasion  to  remark  on  this  and  other  irregularities  in  the 
form  of  the  money  powers.  And  in  1848,  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House 
of  Commons  on  Railways,  in  their  Third  Report,  suggested  that  Committees 
on  Railway  Bills  should  in  future  give  increased  attention  to  the  money  clauses 
of  such  Bills,  and  more  especially  that  they  should  refuse  to  allow  any  power 
of  raising  money,  unless  the  general  application  of  such  money  was  set  forth 
in  the  BUI.  And  this  recommendation  of  the  Committee  was  enforced  by  an 
Order  of  the  House  of  Commons  of  the  31st  May  1848.  Since  that  time  it 
has  become  the  established  practice  in  Bills  authorising  Railway  Companies 
to  raise  money  by  shares  or  loan,  to  provide  that  the  money  to  be  raised  by 
either  mode  shall  be  applied  to  the  purposes  of  the  Act,  and  to  no  other 
purpose." 

At  page  2  of  their  Third  Report  above  mentioned,  the  Select  Committee  on  Amount  of  Nem 
Railway  Bills  of  1848  took  exception  to  some  of  the  Bills  of  that  Session,  as  Capital  should  be 
appearing  "  to  contain  irregular  or  undefined  powers  of  raising  money,  or  other  M*^ 
"  provisions  which  require  special  inquiry  by  the  Committees ; "  and  amongst 
the  objectionable  provisions  pointed  out  by  them  were  general  powers  for 
raising  money  to  pay  off  debts  or  liabilities  of  the  Companies,  or  for  like  pur- 
poses, when  the  Bills  contained  no  distinct  recital  of  the  facts,  or  specification 
of  the  amounts. 
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Duellings  of  the  Labouring  Classes. 

zS^'  °cuL$       The  191st  StandinS  0rder  of  the  House  of  L01^  with  a  Tiew  t0  the  better 
Kfifig  umei.   consideration  of  the  effect  that  proposed  works  may  have  in  the  displacement 

of  persons  of  the  labouring  classes  from  their  dwellings,  requires  that,  in  the 

case  of  any  Bill  for  making  any  work  in  the  construction  of  which  compulsory 

power  is  sought  to  take  30  houses  or  more,  inhabited  by  the  labouring  classes, 

in  any  one  parish  or  place,  the  promoters  shall  deposit  a  statement  of  certain 

particulars  relating  to  such  displacement,  and  the  remedy  (if  any)  proposed  for 

the  inconvenience  to  be  caused  by  it. 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Lords  on  Metropolitan  Railway  Com- 
munication of  last  Session,  in  the  5th  paragraph  of  their  Third  Report,  expressed 
their  opinion,  "  that  with  the  view  of  giving  further  effect  to  the  provisions  in 
"  favour  of  the  labouring  classes,  contained  in  the  191st  Standing  Order,  it  is 
"  desirable, — 

"  That  in  every  Bill  for  making  any  work,  in  the  construction  of  which 
"  compulsory  power  is  given  to  take  30  or  more  houses  inhabited  by  the 
"  labouring  classes,  in  any  one  parish  or  place,  a  clause  be  inserted  to  enact 
"  that  the  Company  shall,  not  less  than  four  weeks  before  taking  any  such 
€€  houses,  make  known  their  intention  to  take  the  same,  either  by  personal 
"  notice  to  heads  of  families  inhabiting  the  same,  at  the  time  of  giving  such 
"  notice,  or  by  placards,  handbills,  or  other  general  notice  placed  in  public 
€C  view  upon  or  within  a  reasonable  distance  from  such  houses,  and  that  the 
"  Company  shall  not  take  any  such  houses  until  they  have  obtained  the 
"  certificate  of  a  justice  that  it  has  been  proved  to  his  satisfaction  that  the 
"  Company  have  made  known  their  intention  to  take  the  same  in  manner 
"  required  by  this  provision." 

It  would  be  for  the  consideration  of  the  Select  Committee  on  any  Bill  for  a 
scheme  which  involves  works  in  densely  populated  parts  of  the  metropolis,  or 
of  any  other  large  town,  whether  a  clause,  such  as  that  suggested  in  the  above- 
mentioned  Report  of  the  Lords'  Committee,  might  not  be  properly  inserted  in 
the  Bill. 


There  are  points  in  some  of  the  Railway  Bills  adverted  to  in  the  foregoing 
Report  which  appear  to  call  for  observation,  on  the  part  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
more  in  detail  than  could  conveniently  here  be  inserted.  My  Lords  propose  to 
make  those  Bills,  as  well  as  the  Bills  relating  to  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Tidal 
Waters,  the  subject  of  special  Reports,  which  will  be  made  before  the  several 
Bills  come  under  consideration  by  the  Select  Committees.

To  lease  lands  at  their  Cannon  Street  Terminus  for  an  Hotel,  and  to  con- 
tribute 65,000  /♦  for  the  purposes  of  such  Hotel. 

To  extend  to  the  subjects  of  this  Bill  the  powers  of  making  a  lease  or  sale  to 
♦  the  South  Eastern  Railway  Company,  contained  in  "  The  Charing  Cross  Railway 
Act,  1863," 

Section  17.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  proposed  general  power  observation!, 
of  leasing  tl  any  lands  already  or  hereafter  acquired  by  the  Company  at  or  near 
to  Cannon  Street,"  should  not  be  restricted  to  lands  already  or  hereafter  acquired 
under  the  authority  of  any  Act  relating  to  the  Company  already  passed,  or  of 
this  Act.

Charing  Cross  (Northern)  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The   Charing  Cross  (Northern)   Railway  Com-  Object*, 
pany,"  with  a  capital  of  2,000,000  /.,  iq  20  I.  shares,  and  650,000  /.  by  loan,  for 
making  the  following  Railways  : — 

(No.  1.)  Length  2  miles,  from  a  junction  with  the  Charing  Cross  Railway,  at 
the  eastern  side  of  its  Charing  Cross  Terminus ;  thence  northward  under  the  Strand 
and  by  the  east  side  of  St.  Martin's-lane,  under  the  western  end  of  Long  Acre ; 
thence  north-eastward,  across  and  under  Little  Queen-street  and  Holborp;  thence 
northward,  near  the  east  side  of  Red  Lion  and  Brunswick-squares,  across  and 
under  the  Eustori-road,  to  a  junction  with  the  Great  Northern  Railway,  at  the 
southern  end  of  its  King's  Cross  Station : 

(No.  2.)  Length  44  chains,  from  a  junction  withNo,  1,  near  and  to  the  south  of 
King's  Cross,  across  and  under  the  Euston-road,  to  a  junction  with  the 
authorised  Extension  to  London  of  the  Midland  Railway,  near  the  Saint  Pancras 
Workhouse  : 

(No.  3.)  Length  65  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1 ,  near  Brunswick-square, 
across  and  under  the  Euston-road,  to  a  junction  with  the  London  and  North 
Western  Railway,  near  the  northern  end  of  the  Euston  Station  : 

To  be  completed  within  five  years. 

Each  of  the  three  proposed  Railways  will  pass  over  the  Metropolitan  Railwa  y 
at  the  Euston-road,  uhich  latter  will  be  raised  for  that  purpose. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised   to  enter  into  working  and  traffic 
arrangements  with  the  Great  Eastern,  the  Great  Northern,  the  Midland,  the* 
London  and  North  Western,  the  South  Eastern,  and  the  Charing  Cross  Railway 
Companies,  or  any  of  them. 

Section  20  allows  four  years  for  the  exercise  of  the  compulsory  powers.    The  Observations. 
period  usually  allowed  does  not  exceed  three  years. 

Section  22.  After  "subject to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be  added, 
"  and  of  the  Acts,  and  parts  of  Acts,  incorporated  herewith. " 

Section  23.  The  commencement  and  terminations  of  the  proposed  Railways 
are  not  stated  with  reference  to  streets  or  other  places,  described  by  name,  as  is 
usual  in  Railway  Acts. 

Section  36.  Instead  of  112  lbs.,  the  limit  of  luggage  here  proposed  to  be 
allowed  to  first-class  passengers,  the  usual  limit  in  Railway  Acts,  is  now  120  lbs. 

Section  43.  The  terms  of  this  clause  authorising  terminal  charges  do  not 
appear  to  correspond  with  the  provisions  now  usually  inserted  in  Railway  Acts. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe,  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River

My  Lords  have  to  observe,  that  interferei^ce  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  Thames

Railway  No.  1,  at  the  first  mile  from  its  commencement,  crosses  the 
River  Thames  by  a  bridge  of  seven  arches,  two  of  95  feet  span  and  16  feet 
high  ;  two  of  105  feet  span  and  17  j  feet  high ;  two  of  115  feet  span  and 
19  feet  high  each ;  and  one  of  120  feet  span  and  20  feet  high,  all  above 
Trinity  high-water  mark.

It  seems  to  be  a  question,  on  the  terms  of  these  clauses, 
whether  the  Company  might  not  retain  indefinitely,  the  ownership  of  the  houses, 
&c,  in  the  new  streets,  instead  of  being  required,  according  to  the  practice  of 
Parliament,  to  dispose  of  such  property,  or  of  the  reversion  in  the  case  of  leases 
having  been  granted  by  the  Company,  within  the  period  of  10  years,  limited  by 
"The  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,*'  s.  127,  for  the  sale  of  superfluous 
lands. 

Section  35.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  contains  no  limit  of  time  for 
the  exercise  of  the  powers  for  executing  the  works  other  than  the  Railways. 

Sections  42  and  43.  The  words,  "  in  his  own  charge,9'  in  these  two  clauses 
are  questionable,  as  they  appear  to  be  intended  to  relieve  the  Company  from  the 
ordinary  responsibility  of  carriers,  in  respect  of  a  reasonable  amount  of  passen- 
gers' luggage,  which  r  ponsibility  it  is  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  leave  with 
Railway  Companies. 

Section  52.  The  proposed  power  to  contract  for  the  construction  of  the  un- 
dertakings of  the  new  Company  by  other  Companies  is  one  which  it  is  the 
practice  of  Parliament  not  to  sanction. 

'Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  Ifeve  to  observe  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River 
Thames,  in  its  present  state,  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  1  terminates  on  the  northern  foreshore  of  the  Thames* 
near  Charing  Cross  Railway  Bridge,  within  the  line  of  river  wall  of  the 
embankment  authorised  by  "  The  Thames  Embankment  Act,  1862/' 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1 863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments.

London  and  Blackball  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to 'empower  the  London  and  Blackwall  Railway  Company —  Objects. 

To  make  a  Railway,  No.  1,  length  2  miles  25  chains  from  their  Main  Line,  at 
the  east  of  Limehouse  Station,  passing  between  the  River  Thames  and  the  western 
ends  of  the  West  India  Docks,  thence  southwards,  eastwards,  and  northwards, 
parallel  with  the  River  Thames,  to  Manchester  Road ;  with  Branches  No.  2, 
length  19|  chains,  and  No.  "3,  length  20|  chains,  to  the  bank  of  the  River 
Thames,  at  Johnson-street,  and  at  the  Atimiralty  Works,  in  the  Isle  of  Dogs : 
and  a  Railway,  No.  4,  length  38 J  chains,  to  connect  the  Company's  Extension  to 
Bow  at  Stepney  with  their  Main  Line  at  Limehouse  ;  such  works  to  be  completed 
within  five  years: 

To  widen  the  Company's  Main  Line  on  its  south  side  near  Stepney  Station  : 

To  enlarge  the  Fenchurch-street  Terminus  towards  Mark-lane  : 

To  take  additional  land  at  the  eastward  of  the  Limehouse  Station : 

To  arrange  with  the  East  and  West  India  Dock  Company  with  respect  to  the 
construction  and  management  of  opening  bridges  to  carry  Railway  No.  1.  over 
their  Cuts : 

To  construct  tramways  from  Railways  Nos.  1,  2,  and  3,  to  any  private  pre- 
mises at  the  river  side,  with  the  consent  of  the  owners,  and  of  road  authorities : 

To  raise  260,000  L  as  new  ordinary  or  preference  capital,  and  80,000  /.  by 
mortgage 

Section  5.  The  proposed   power  at  the  end  of  this  clause  would  enable  the  observation. 
Company  to  purchase  and  acquire  compulsorily  "any  easement,  right,  or  limited 
interest,"  &c. :  this  is  inconsibtent  with  "  The  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act, 
1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  which  authorises  the  taking  of  partial 
interests  in  land,  by  agreement  only. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters.

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River 
Thames,  in  its  present  state,  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following  in- 
stances, viz. : —    • 

Railways  Nos.  2  and  3  are  to  terminate  at  the  high  water-mark  on  the  northern 
shore  of  the  Thames;  one  opposite  Greenwich  Hospital,  and  the  other  about 
three  quarters  of  a  mile  lower  down  the  river,  the  limits  of  deviation  extending 
about  100  and  130  yards  into  the  river. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  €(  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  u  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments.

London  and  North  Western  Railway  {Additional  Powers)  Bill. 

This   Bill  proposes  to  empower  the  London  and  North  Western   Railway 
Company  to  make  the  following  Railways,  viz. :  0b- 

(1.)  Length  73J  chains,  in  connection  with  their  Chester  and  Crewe 
Branch,  near  its  junction  with  their  Main  Line  ; 

(2.)  Length  15f  chains,  at  Warrington,  to  connect  the  Company's  Rail- 
way with  the  Saint  Helen's  Railway  ; 

(3.)  Length  2  miles  7  chains,  near  Hereford,  to  connect  the  Worcester, 
Abergavenny,  and  Hereford,  and  the  Hereford,  Ross,  and  Gloucester  Lines 
of  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company ; 

(4)  and  (6.)  Lengths  54}  chains,  and  65  chains,  near  Harlesden,  to 
connect  the  Hampstead  Junction  Railway  with  the  Company's  Main  Line, 
and  with  the  West  London  Railway  ; 

(6.)  Length  7|  chains,  at  the  Company's  Wapping  Station,  at  Liverpool ; 

(7,)  (8,)  and  (9.)  Lengths  1  mile  70J  chains,  1  mile  48  chains,  and  32 
chains,  in  connection  with  the  Shropshire  Union  and  the  Vale  of  Llan- 
gollen Railways,  near  Ruabon, 

And  a  new  approach  to  the  Euston  Station,  through  the  northern  portion 
of  Euston-square ; 

To  deviate  three  roads  near  Mold  and  Flint,  to  close  certain  streets  at 
Manchester,  and  in  the  parish  of  Saint  Mary  Shoreditch,  and  to  stop  up 
certain  footpaths  near  Bagillt  Station ; 

Such  works  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

To  retain  for  ten  years  superfluous  lands  at  Pinner,  Bedford,  Linslade, 
Birmingham,  Rugby,  and  Saint  Albans  : 

To  abandon  the  construction  of  the  Railway  between  Cheadle  Bulkeley, 
and  the  Stockport,  Disley,  and  Whaloybridge  Railway,  authorised  in  1861, 
and  to  sanction  the  abandonment  by  the  South  Staffordshire  Railway  Com- 
pany of  the  Junction  Line  to  the  Oxford,  Worcester,  and  Wolverhampton 
Railway,  authorised  in  1855  : 

To  use  certain  Railways,  of  Messrs.  Allsopp  and  Sons,  at  Burton-on- 
Trent:     " 

To  contract  with  the  Great  Western  Railway  Company  with  respect  to 
the  working  and  use  of  the  intended  Railway  (3) :  and  with  the  Vale  of 
Clwyd  Railway  Company  with  respect  to  the  working  and  traffic  of  that 
Company's  undertaking : 

To  enter  into  arrangements  with  the  Midland  Railway  Company  with 
respect  to  the  traffic  of  their  respective  Railways  ;  and  with  respect  to  the 
latter  Company  taking  a  joint  interest  in  the  lease  with  the  London  and 
North  Western  Railway  Company  of  the  Lancaster  and  Carlisle  Railway 
undertaking,  including  the  Lancaster  and  Preston  Junction  and  the  Kendal 
and  Windermere  Railways : 

To  contract  with  the  Lancaster  and  Yorkshire  Railway  Company  with 
respect  to  Preston  Station : 

To  raise  300,000/.  as  new,  ordinary,  or  preferential  capital,  and  1 00,000/. 
by  mortgage. 
19— XI.  Section 
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Section  6.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  maximum  aggregate  rates 
for  the  use  of  the  line,  carriages,  and  locomotive  power,  on  the  Railways  at 
Wrexham,  Ruabon,  and  Llangollen,  mentioned  at  the  end  of  this  clause,  are 
limited  in  the  manner  required  by  the  practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  12.  The  exception  of  Crown-street  contained  in  page  3,  line  27,  of 
this  Bill  is  not  repeated  in  the  corresponding  part  of  Section  12. 

Sections  25,  26,  and  28.  With  reference  to  the  powers  of  entering  into  agree- 
ments contained  in  these  clauses,  it  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  this  Bill 
should  not  incorporate  Part  III.  (relating  to  Working  Agreements)  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Section  27.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation, 
Sale,  and  Lease,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Railway  Bills, 
1864,  page  18.  • 

The  powers  to  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  of  granting, 
and  to  the  Midland  Railway  Company  of  accepting,  an  interest  in  the  Lancaster 
and  Carlisle  Railway  undertaking  are  not  made  subject  to  the  usual  condition 
of  assent  of  special  meetings  of  the  two  Companies. 

Section  37  proposes  to  extend  to  all  Railways,  for  the  time  being,  vested  in 
or  worked  by,  the  Company,  the  provision  in  their  Act  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  204 
(s.  70),  which  subjects  trespassers  on  the  London  and  Birmingham,  the  Grand 
Junction,  and  the  Manchester  and  Birmingham  Railways,  amalgamated  by  that 
Act,  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  ten  pounds. 

It  may  be  observed,  that  such  an  enactment  in  a  special  Act  is  not  usual ;  the 
offence  of  trespass  being  generally  left  stbject  to  the  general  enactment  against 
wilful  trespassing  on  a  Railway,  which  is  contained  in  the  Act  for  regulating 
Railways,  3  &  4  Vict.  c.  97,  s.  16.  That  clause  imposes  a  penalty  not  exceeding 
Jive  pounds,  or  three  months'  imprisonment. 

If  all  the  Railways  of  the  Company  be  assimilated  to  each  other  in  this  parti- 
cular, the  occasion  might  perhaps  be  taken  (1)  to  assimilate  them  also  in  respect 
of  the  provision  contained  in  Section  73  of  the  same  Act  (9  &  10  Vict,  c.  204), 
requiring  the  Company  to  furnish  engine  power  in  certain  cases :  and  [(2)  to 
increase  the  maximum  weights  of  luggage,  which  passengers  may  take  free  from 
charge  on  the  three  amalgamated  Railways  above  mentioned  from  112  lbs., 
60  lbs,  and  40  lbs.,  as  limited  by  section  66  of  the  last-mentioned  Act,  to  120  lbs., 
100  lbs.,  and  60  lbs.,  the  quantities  now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts,  to 
first,  second,  and  third-class  passengers  respectively. 

Section  45.  The  terms  of  this  clause,  enabling  the  Company,  in  lieu  of 
borrowing,  to  raise  money iC  by  the  creation  of  stock,  in  such  manner  and  subject 
to  such  conditions  as  they  think  fit,"  leave  it  doubtful  whether  debenture  stock 
may  not  be  created  for  this  purpose.  If  it  is  intended  to  authorise  debenture 
stock,  it  seems  desirable  that  the  power  should  be  expressly  given ;  and  in  that 
case  Part  III.  (relating  to  debenture  stock )  of"  The  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 
should  be  incorporated  with  this  Bill,  or  some  existing  provision  regulating  the 
Company's  creation  of  debenture  stock  should  be  made  applicable  to  the 
additional  amount.

London  and  South  Western  Railway  (Additional  Works)  Bill 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  authorise  an  amalgamation  with  the  London  Object*, 
and  South  Western  Railway  Company,  when  assented  to  by  a  special  meeting 
of  that  Company,  of — 

(1.)  The  North  Devon  Railway  and  Dock  Company,  on  the  terms  stated  in 
the  First  Schedule,  viz.,  their  6  per  cent,  redeemable  preference  stock  (not  ex- 
ceeding 38,512/.)  to  become  like  stock  of  the  South  Western  Company  at  par, 
and  each  100/.  of  their  A.  stock  (not  exceeding  25,152/.),  of  their  B.  stock  (not 
exceeding  25,152/.),  and  of  their  ordinary  stock  (not  exceeding  245,41 5  /.),  to 
be  exchanged  respectively  for  20/,,  100/.,  and  50/.  of  ordinary  stock  of  the 
South  Western  Company  ;  and  of — 

(2.)  The  Bideford  Extension  Railway  Company,  on  the  terms  stated  in  the 
Second  Schedule,  viz.,  their  ordinary  stock  (not  exceeding  55,000/.),  to  be  ex- 
changed at  par  for  4  per  cent,  preferential  stock  of  the  South  Western  Company, 
but  the  dividends  thereon  till  31st  December  1869  to  be  at  the  rate  of  3  per 
cent.  only. 

Also  to  amalgamate  with  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  Company 
the  Southampton  and  Net  ley  Railway  Company,  as  from  1st  January  1864,  on 
the  terms  stated  in  the  Third  Schedule,  viz  ,  that  their  shareholders  are  to  be  paid 
off  at  par  by  the  South  Western  Company. 

In  each  case  the  amalgamated  Company  are  to  be  dissolved  ;  the  amount  of 
their  authorised  share  and  loan  capital  is  added  to  the  share  and  loan  capital  of 
the  South  Western  Company:  their  debenture  debt  becomes  debenture  debt  (as 
part  of  the  increased  loan  capital)  of  the  South  Western  Company  ;  and  the 
latter  Company  are  authorised  to  issue  new  shares  to  the  amount  of  the  capital, 
and  to  attach  a  5  per  cent,  preferential  dividend  thereto. 

The  Bill  empowers  the  Company  to  make — 

1.  A  Railway,  length  49  chains,  at  Leatherhead,  to  connect  the  Epsom 
and  Leatherhead  and  the  Dorking  and  Leatherhead  lines. 

2.  A  Railway,  length  71}  chains,  at  Battersea,  to  connect  the  Company's 
Richmond  Line  with  the  West  London  Extension  Railway ;  and, 

3.  A  diversion  of  the  existing  branch  of  the  West  London  Extension  Rail- 
way, which  joins  the  Company's  Main  Line  near  Falcon  Bridge,  at 
Battersea ; 

Such  works  to  be  completed  within  three  years* 

The  period  for  the  completion  of  the  Andover  and  Redbrktge  Railway  is  to  be 
extended  to  29th  June  1866,  the  time  allowed  for  the  completion  of  certain 
junctions  therewith  authorised  in  186&. 

The  Bill  authorises  a  lease  or  sale  by  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South 
Coast  Railway  Company  of  a  portion  near  Leatherhead  of  the  Dorking  and 
Leatherhead  Line,  now  being  constructed  by  them,  to  that  Company  and  the 
London  and  South  Western  Railway  Company  jointly ;  and  agreements*  may  be 
entered  iuto  between  the  two  Companies  with  respect  to  the,  working  and 
traffic  of  that  portion  of  Railway,  and  the  joint  management  thereof 
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Agreements  may  also  be  entered  into  between  the  Company  and  the  West 
London  Extension,  and  the  London,  Chatham  and  Dover  Railway  Companies, 
with  respect  to  the  construction,  using,  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railway  at 
Battersea,  and  of  any  adjoining  portions  of  the  lines  of  the  three  Companies. 

The  Bill  further  empowers  the  Company — 

To  grant  leases  of  sites  for  Hotels  at  their  Southampton  terminal  station,  and 
at  their  Exeter  station ;  and 

To  raise  for  their  intended  works  at  Leatherhead  and  at  Battersea  respectively, 
15,000/.  and  24,000/.  as  new,  ordinary,  or  preference  capital,  and  6,000/.  and 
8,000/.  by  mortgage. 

Observations.  Section  5.  With  respect  to  the  additional  capital  authorised  by  this  Bill,  it  is 

to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not  incorporate  Part  II.  relating  to  additional 
capital,  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863.  In  lieu  of  such  incorporation, 
Section  5  extends  to  the  intended  new  capital  certain  provisions  of  the  Company's 
Act  of  1862,  c.  42. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  those  provisions  differ  from  Part  II.  of  the  Com- 
panies Clauses  Act,  1863,  in  the  following  particulars,  viz. : 

1.  Section  50  of  the  Special  Act  of  1862  authorises  the  issue  of  preferential 
capital,  with  a  condition  that  future  capital  may  be  issued  with  priority  thereto, 
a  course  which  is  not  recognised  in  the  General  Act  of  1863  ;  and 

2.  The  Special  Act  of  1862  does  not  appear  to  contain  the  provision  that  in 
the  issue  of  new  shares  or  stock,  not  less  than  the  full  nominal  amount  of  any 
share  or  portion  of  stock  be  payable  or  paid  in  respect  thereof,  which  is  con- 
tained in  Sect.  21  of  the  General  Act  of  1863. 

Section  10  increases  the  capital  of  the  South  Western  Company  by  the  amount 
of  the  authorised  capital  of  the  North  Devon  Company ;  and  Section  11  increases 
the  amount  which  the  South  Western  Company  may  borrow  by  the  amount  which 
the  North  Devon  Company  are  authorised  to  borrow. 

Similar  provisions  are.  contained  in  Sections  16  and  17,  and  22  and  23,  with 
respect  to  the  capitals  and  borrowing  powers  of  the  Bideford  and  Netley  Com- 
panies. 

Section  75  authorises  the  South  Western  Company  to  raise  by  new  shares  all 
the  capital  so  added  to  their  other  capital. 

With  respect  to  the  North  Devon  Company's  capital,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that 
in  the  preamble  of  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  (Exeter  and  North 
Devon)  Act,  I860  (c.  103),  their  authorised  capital  was  stated  to  consist  of  their 
Taw  Vale  Railway  and  Dock  capital  of  15,000  /„  and  River  Taw  Vale  Extension 
Railway  capital  of  426,400  /. ;  that  of  that  latter  capital,  318,779  /.  had  been  paid 
up  and  expended,  and  that  shares  for  113,280  Z.  therein  were  held  by  the  South 
Western  Company ;  and  by  the  60th  Section  of  that  Act  the  South  Western 
Company  were  authorised  to  subscribe  for  additional  shares  in  the  capital  of  the 
North  Devon  Company. 

In  the  last  return  made  to  Parliament  by  the  North  Devon  Company  of  their 
share  and  loan  capitals  (in  No.  492  of  Session  1863),  their  authorised  share  and 
loan  capitals,  as  on  31st  December  1862,  were  stated  to  be  621,400/.  and 
207,100  L  respectively,  making  together  828,500  /. ;  and  the  total  amount  raised 
by  them  by  shares  and  loan  was  stated  to  be  499,842  /. ;  from  which  it  would 
appear  that  the  South  Devon  Company  claimed  to  be  entitled  to  raise  further 
sums,  amounting  to  328,658  /.,  to  complete  that  sum  of  828,500  l. 

The  effect  of  Sections  10  and  11  of  this  Bill  would  seem  to  be  to  transfer  to  the 
South  Western  Company  all  the  unexercised  powers  of  raising  money  of  the 
North  Devon  Company,  and  (having  regard  to  Section  75,  relative  to  the  creation 
of  new  shares)  to  enable  the  South  Western  Company  to  issue  new  shares  in 
respect  of  the  amount  for  which  they  already  hold  shares  in  the  capital  of  the 
North  Devon  Company.  And  it  is  further  to  be  observed,  that  if,  as  is  proposed 
by  the  arrangement  in  the  First  Schedule  of  this  Bill,  a  portion  of  the  stock  of 
the  North  Devon  Company  be  converted  into  stock  of  the  South  Western  Company 
of  less  amount,  the  difference  between  the  nominal  amounts  of  those  two  stocks 
would  represent  a  sum  which  the  South  Western  Company  would,  by  Section  10 
of  this  Bill,  acquire  power  to  raise  by  shares,  notwithstanding  it  has  already  been 
raised  by  the  North  Devon  Company. 

Reference 
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Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Capital "  in  the  General 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  23,  with 
a  view  to  its  being  considered  whether,  in  accordance  with  the  recommendations 
of  the  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons,  1848,  therein  referred  to, 
and  the  practice  of  Parliament  since  pursued, there  should  not  be  inserted  in  this 
Bill  specific  statements  of  the  authorised  amounts  of  the  share  and  loan  capitals 
of  the  three  dissolved  companies  respectively,  and  of  the  portions  of  those 
capitals  which  the  South  Western  Company  have  been  authorised  to  subscribe 
for ;  and  also  specific  statements  of  the  sums  which  the  South  Western  Company 
will  be  authorised  to  raise,  in  respect  of  the  powers  of  each  of  the  North  Devon, 
the  Bideford,  and  the  Netley  Companies ;  and  a  definition  of  the  purposes  to 
which  such  sums  are  to  be  primarily  applicable,  having  regard  to  the  objects 
for  which  those  powers  were  given  to  the  dissolved  companies  respectively. 

By  Section  45  the  South  Western  Company  are  required  to  complete  the 
incomplete  works  of  the  other  four  companies ;  and  it  may  deserve  consideration 
whether  the  sums  to  be  raised  under  the  unexercised  powers  of  those  companies 
should  not  be  made  primarily  applicable  to  the  completion  of  their  respective 
works. 

Sections  25  and  26  will  convert  the  6  per  cent,  preference  stock  of  the  North 
Devon  Company,  which  is  now  entitled  to  payment  of  arrears  from  time  to  time 
of  its  fixed  dividends  out  of  future  profits,  into  stocks  of  the  South  Western 
Company,  not  carrying  arrears  beyond  each  current  year.  It  seems  to  be  a 
question  whether  these  are  not  alterations  of  an  existing  preference  within  the 
Standing  Orders  of  Parliament. 

Section  34  would  empower  the  Company  to  purchase  comjmls'orily  any  right, 
easement,  or  privilege  in  or  affecting  the  lands  shown  on  the  plans.  It  is  the 
practice  of  Parliament,  in  accordance  with  the  "  Lands  Clares  Consolidation 
Act,  1845,"  not  to  empower  a  Railway  Company  to  acquire  an  easement,  or 
other  partial  interest  in  land  otherwise  than  by  agreement  with  the  owners. 

Section  44.  This  general  power  to  stop  up  roads  permanently  is  inconsistent 
with  the  16th  section  of  the  u  Railway  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and 
with  the  practice  of  Parliament 

Section  75  authorises  the  Company  to  create  new  capital  to  the  full  amount 
of  the  capital  of  any  other  Railway  Company  added  by  the  Bill  to  that  of  the 
Compan}.  It  seems,  however,  to  be  proper  that  the  amount  of  new  capital 
should  in  each  case  be  limited  to  the  amount  of  the  respective  Railway  Com- 
pany's capital  which,  if  this  Bill  were  not  passed,  the  respective  Railway  Com- 
pany might  raise.  Such  a  limitation  was  inserted  in  Section  99  of  the  South 
Western  Railway  Act,  1863  (c.  90),  together  with  the  further  provision,  that 
moneys  so  raised  should  be  applied  only  to  the  purposes  for  which  the  same 
might  be  raised  by  the  respective  Railway  Company,

1.  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Railway  (Additional  Powers)  Bill. 

This  Bill  has  for  objects  to  empower  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Object* 
Railway  Company — 

To  acquire  additional  lands  for  the  enlargement  of  their  Bricklayers'  Arms 
Station  ;  and  near  their  Croydon  and  Balham  Hill  Line,  at  Croydon. 

To  make  the  following  Railways,  viz. : — 

1.  "South  London  Railway  and  Heme  Hill  Junction,"  length  2  miles  4 
chains,  to  connect  the  Company's  authorised  lines  at  Peckham  and  at 
Knight's  Hill. 

2.  ct  Peckham  Junction,"  length  20|  chains ;  and,  3.  "  Bri'xton  Junction," 
length  38  chains,  to  connect  authorised  lines  of  the  Company,  and 
of  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company,  at  Peckham 
and  at  Brixton. 

4.  "  New  Tooting  Branch/'  length  1  mile  45  chains,  from  a  junction 
with  a  line  of  the  Company,  authorised  in  1863,  to  Mitcham,  and  to  be  in 
substitution  for  two  other  lines  authorised  by  that  Act. 

5.  "  West  Croydon  and  Balham  Junction,"  length  27J  chains,  to  connect 
the  Company's  Croydon  and  Balham  Line  with  their  Epsom  Branch,  at 
Croydon, 

6.  "  Croydon  (Central)  Railway/'  length  30  chains,  from  the  Company's 
authorised  South  Croydon  Line  to  High-street,  Croydon. 

7.  "  Lewes  and  Uckfield  Junction/*  length  2  miles  and  11  yards,  to  con- 
nect the  Company's  Lewes  and  Uckfield  Line  with  their  Brighton,  Lewes, 
and  Hastings  Line,  at  Lewes. 

8.  "  Ford  Junction,"  length  44  chains,  to  connect  the  Company's  Little- 
hampton  Branch  with  their  Pulborough  and  Ford  Line,  at  Leomirifcer,  in 
Sussex. 

Such  works  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

To  agree  for  and  effect  amalgamations  with  the  Company's  undertaking,  of 
the  respective  undertakings  of  the  Horsham,  Dorking,  and  Leatherhead,  the 
Horsham  and  Guildford  Direct,  the  Bognor,  the  Brighton,  Uckfield,  and  Tun- 
bridge  Wells,  the  Baustead  and  Epsom  Downs,  and  the  East  Grinstead,  Groom- 
bridge,  and  Tunbridge  Wells  Railway  Companies;  and  the  substitution  of  new 
capital  of  the  Company  for  the  respective  capitals  of  those  six  Companies. 
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To  raise  for  the  purposes  of  the  intended  Railways  and  Works  390,000  /.,  by 
new  ordinary  or  preference   shares,  and  130,000/.  by  mortgage. 

The  Bill  provides  for  the  appropriation  to  the  Company  of  the  two  southern- 
most, and  to  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company  of  the  two 
northernmost,  lines  of  rails  on  their  respective  Railways,  between  Stewart's  Lane 
at  Battersea,  and  Rye  Lane  at  Peckham. 

Observations.  Section  16  provides  that  on,  and  in  respect  of,  all  the  Railways  of  the  Com- 

pany, they  may  make  terminal  charges  "  as  well  for  and  in  respect  of  animals,, 
carriages,  merchandise,  articles,  matters,  or  things,  as  for  or  in  respect  of  goods." 
As  this  appears  to  have  for  its  object  the  authorising  the  Company  to  make 
terminal  charges  in  cases  in  which  they  cannot  now  be  made  under  the  Act  of 
last  Session,  by  which  theCompany's  charges  on  their  Rail  ways  were  regulated  anew, 
this  clause  will  doubtless  have  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Committee  on  the 
Bill. 

Section  25.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "Amalgamation, 
Sale,  and  Lease,"  including  those  on  "  Notice  of  Transfer,"  in  the  General  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Railway  Bills,  1864,  pages  18  and  19. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  Tidal  Waters  is  proposed 
by  this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  7  crosses  the  River  Ouse  three  times  above  Lewes,  viz. : 
— At  the  second  furlong,  by  a  bridge  of  one  arch  of  25  feet  span  and  12  feet 
high ;  at  6±  furlongs,  by  a  bridge  of  one  arch  of  25  feet  span  and  14  feet 
high ;  and  at  1|  of  a  mile,  by  a  bridge  of  one  arch  of  60  feet  span  and 
16  feet  high. 
Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.,  "Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 
The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments. 


Objects. 


2.  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Railway  (New  Lines  in  Battersea) 

Bill. 

The  objects  of  this  Bill  are  to  empower  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South 
Coast  Railway  Company — 

To  make  the  following  works,  viz. : 

Railway  No.  1,  length  1  mile  164  chains,  to  shorten  the  distance 
between  two  points  on  their  Crystal  Palace  Line  at  Battersea ; 

Railway  No.  2,  length  53}  chains,  to  connect  No.  1  with  the  London, 
Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway,  at  the  Wandsworth-road ; 

Railway  No.  3,  length  2  miles  67  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1 
at  Long  Hedge  Farm-lane,  passing  southward  under  Clapham  Common,  to 
a  junction  with  the  Company's  Croydon  and  Balham-hill  Line,  at  Streatham ; 

And  alterations  of  the  QueenWoad  and  Prince  of  Wales-road  at  Battersea, 
in  lieu  of  works  authorised  by  "  The  Queen's  Road  Battersea  Extension 
Act,  1863  ;•' 

To  be  completed  within  five  years : 

To  raise  430,000  Z.  by  new  ordinary  or  preference  shares  or  stock,  and 
1*5,300/ .  by  mortgage  or  debenture  stock  or  perpetual  annuities : 

To  contract  with  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company 
with  respect  to  the  use  and  traffic  of  their  respective  Railways. 

No  observation  appears  requisite.

London ,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  (No.  l)  BilL 

This  Bill  proposes  to  constitute,  as  a  separate  undertaking,  to  be  called  "The  Objects. 
City  Lines  Undertaking/'  of  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Com- 
pany (in  the  Bill  called  the  Dover  Company),  so  much  of  the  Railways  to  the 
north  of  EarUstreet,  Blackfriars  (authorised  in  1860  as  part  of  ihe  "  City  Sec 
tion"  of  the  "  Metropolitan  Extensions ")  as  the  Company,  by  their  London, 
Chatham/  and  Dover  Railway,  No.  2  (New  Lines)  Bill  of  this  Session  may  not 
be  authorised  to  abandon,  together  with  any  Railways  to  the  north  of  Earl-street, 
which  may  be  authorised  by  that  Bill.  For  this  separate  Undertaking  the  Dover 
Company  are  to  have  a  "  City  Lines  Capital"  of  1,000,000/.  in  new  shares  or 
s;ock,  and  power  to  borrow  333,300  /. ;  to  which  capital  the  Great  Northern  Rail- 
way Company  are  to  be  required  to  contribute  300,000/.  (s.  12),  such  contribution 
being  entitled  to  a  dividend  of  1  /.  15  s.  half-yearly,  to  be  recoverable,  in  case  of 
deficiency  in  the  profits  of  the  **  City  Lines,"  by  distress  and  entry  on  any  other 
Undertaking  of  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company  (s.  17). 

The  Dover  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  take  tolls  for  the  "  City  Lines" 
Railways,  additional  to  those  chargeable  for  the  **  Metropolitan  Extensions,"  of 
which  they  were  originally  part  (ss.  24-32). 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  agree  with  the  Great  Northern  and  the 
Metropolitan  Railway  Companies  with  respect  to  the  use  of  the  City  Lines  Under- 
taking (ss.  36.  38). 

The  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  on  payment  of  their  contribution  of 
300,000/.,  are  to  be  entitled  to  work  certain  traffic  over  the  City  Lines  Under- 
taking, and  any  other  Railways  of  the  Dover  Company  within  16  miles  of  their 
station  at  Earl-street,  including  that  station,  and  their  Victoria  and  Crystal 
Palace  Stations  (ss.  39,  40),  and  the  Dover  Company  are  to  have  a  reciprocal 
right  to  use  the  Kings  Cross  Station. 

The  Dover  Company  are  to  be  empowered  to  raise  1,500,000  I.  by  "  General 
Sh  ares,  1864,"  as  additional  capital  in  their  General  Undertaking,  and  600,000  /. 
by  mortgage  of  that  undertaking ;  and  1,600,000  /.  by  "  Metropolitan  Extension 
New  Shares,  1864/'  as  additional  capital  in  their  Metropolitan  Extensions,  and 
633,000/.  by  mortgage  of  those  Extensions  (ss.  43-61). 

Provision  is  made  for  the  consolidation,  with  the  consent  of  certain  special 
meetings,  of  the  Metropolitan  Extensions  unpreferred  capital  with  the  ordinary 
capital  of  the  General  Undertaking  (s.  60). 

Sections  8  and  44.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  powers  to  issue  1,000,000  7.  as  Observation*. 
"  City  Lines  Capital,"  1,500,000  /.  as  additional  capital  of  the  General  Under- 
taking, and,  1600,000  l.  as  additional  capital  of  the  Metropolitan  Extensions,  "on 
such  terms  and  conditions  as  may  be  determined  by  the  resolutions  of  any  ordi- 
nary or  special  meeting  of  the  Dover  Company,"  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill 
does  not  incorporate  Part  II.  Additional  Capital  of  the  Companies  Clauses 
Act,  1863,  in  respect  of  such  additions  to  the  capital  of  the  Dover  Company  ; 
and  the  proposed  powers  will  therefore  not  be  subject  to  the  usual  provisions 
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requiring  the  assent  of  three-fifths  of  the  proprietors  at  the  meeting  to  any  prefer* 
ential  privileges  to  be  annexed  to  the  new  shares ;  that  the  preferential  divi- 
dend shall  not  exceed  a  stated  rate ;  that  the  shares  shall  not  be  issued  at  a 
discount ;  that  the  special  terms  shall  be  stated  on  the  certificates  of  the  new 
shares ;  and  that  existing  preferences  shall  retain  priority. 

Section  17.  The  proposed  charge  in  favour  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway 
Company  upon  the  income  and  profits  of  the  Dover  Company,  other  than  those 
of  the  City  lines  Undertaking,  is  not  qualified  by  any  reservation  of  existing 
charges  upon  such  income  and  profits  by  way  of  mortgage  or  preference. 

It  therefore  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the  terms  of  such  existing  charges 
may  not  be  altered  by  this  clause. 

Sections  24  to  34.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  tolls  to  be  taken  under  these 
clauses  will  increase  the  rates  that  might  have  been  charged  under  the  Dover 
Company's  existing  Acts  in  respect  of  the  Dover  Company's  lines  between  Earl- 
street  and  the  Metropolitan  Railway  and  Smithfield,  which  they  have  been  already 
authorised  to  construct  as  part  of  their  Metropolitan  Extensions :  and  by  section 
34,  it  would  seem  to  be  anticipated  as  a  consequence  of  the  intended  separation 
of  the  City  Lanes  Undertaking  from  the  rest  of  the  Dover  Company's  Undertaking, 
that  it  will  be  the  interest  of  proprietors  of  City  lines  shares  and  stock  that  the  tolls 
and  charges  proposed  by  this  Bill  to  be  authorised  on  that  undertaking  shall  not 
be  reduced. 

Section  37.  It  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  any  pf  the  purposes  of  agree- 
ments, specified  in  section  36,  "  relate  to  traffic,"  and  consequently  whether  the 
insertion  of  the  words  u  so  far  as  they  relate  to  traffic/'  in  Section  37  would  not 
nullify  the  incorporation  of  Part  III.  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1803. 

Section  38.  If  the  incorporation  of  Part  III.  of  the  Companies  Clauses  Act 
1863,  is  proper  in  respect  of  agreements  to  be  entered  into  under  Section  36, 
it  might  be  proper  that  such  incorporation  should  be  made  applicable  also  to 
agreements  under  Section  38. 

Section  44.  See  above,  under  Section  8. 

Section  55.  The  proposed  power  to  effect  exchanges  of  new  shares  for  existing 
preference  shares  or  mortgages  is  not  subject  to  the  usual  restriction,  that  the  aggre- 
gate annual  charge  in  respect  of  preferential  dividend  of  the  new  shares  shall  not 
exceed  the  aggregate  annual  charge  in  respect  of  the  preferential  dividend  or 
interest  of  the  shares  or  mortgages  taken  in  exchange  by  the  Company. 

Section  56.  The  terms  of  this  Clause  would  seem  to  include  authority  to  the 
Dover  Company  to  give  shares  of  a  greater  aggregate  nominal  value  in  exchange 
for  shares  of  a  less  aggregate  nominal  value,  which  seems  objectionable  in  principle, 
and  opposed  to  the  practice  of  Parliament.

London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  (No.  2)  (New  Lines,  $c.)  Bill. 

This  Bill  empowers  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company  (in  Objects 
the  Bill  called  "  the  Company")  to  make — 

Certain  Railways,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  1  mile  76  chains,  and  diver- 
sions of  existing  Railways,  at  and  near  Battersea,  called  the  "Battersea  Works/' 
and  certain  Railways  and  alterations  of  authorised  Railways,  of  an  aggregate 
length  of  3  miles  63}  chains,  at  and  near  Heme  Hill. 

A  widening  for  a  length  of  1  mile  10  chains  of  a  portion  of  the  Company's 
"  West-End  Section,''  from  the  Wandsworth  Road  to  Shepherd's  Lane,  Brixton, 
such  works,  called  the  "  Southern  Works/'  to  become  part  of  the  "  West-End 
Section"  of  the  Company's  u Metropolitan  Extensions." 

Certain  Railways,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  1  mile  30  chains,  called  the 
"Kent  Works,"  to  connect  the  Company's  authorised  Greenwich  Line  with  the 
North  Kent  Line  and  the  authorised  Tunbridge  Line  of  the  South-Eastern  Rail- 
way Company,  and  to  become  part  of  the  "  Eastern  Section"  of  the  Company's 
Metropolitan  Extensions ;  and 

Certain  Railways,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  31  £  chains,  to  connect  the 
Company '8  authorised  line  north  of  Earl  Street,  Blackfriars,  at  Snow  Hill,  with 
the  Metropolitan  Railway  at  Charles  Street,  and  with  the  Finsbury  Extension 
of  that  Railway  at  Smithfield  Bars,  to  become  part  of  the  "  City  Section"  of  the 
Company's  Metropolitan  Extensions,  or,  if  sanctioned  by  the  passing  of  the 
Company's  (No.  1)  Bill  of  this  Session,  part  of  their  separate  "  City  Lines 
Undertaking": 

Such  several  works  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

Provision  is  made  for  the  abandonment  of  parts  of  the  existing  West  London 
Extension  Railway,  and  of  an  authorised  Junction  Line  of  the  Company,  at 
Battersea ;  and  of  part  of  a  Railway  of  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South-Coast 
Railway  Company  near  Heme  Hill,  authorised  in  1863 ;  and  also  of  the  portion 
north  of  Ludgate  Hill,  and  originally  intended  to  have  a  terminus  at  Brazier's 
Buildings,  Farringdon  Street,  of  the  u  City  Section"  of  the  Company's  "  Metro- 
politan Extensions,"  authorised  in  1860;  and 

For  extending  for  one  year  the  time  for  the  completion  of  the  Farnborough 
Extension. 

The  Bill  gives  mutual  running  powers  to  the  South-Eastern  Railway  Com- 
pany over  the  Lines  of  the  Company  and  of  the  Crystal  Palace  and  South- 
London  Junction  Railway  Company  between  certain  parts  of  the  South-Eastern 
Railway  and  the  Crystal  Palace;  and  to  the  two  latter  Companies  over  the 
North-Kent  Railway  to  its  Woolwich  Arsenal  Station ; 

Running  powers  to  the  C  ompany  over  the  West  London  Extension  Railway 
to  its  Kensington  Station ; 

Running  powers  to  the  Company  and  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company 
over  all  parts  of  the  Metropolitan  BJailway  ; 

Running  powers  to  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company  over  the  Crystal 
Palace  and  South-London  Junction  Railway ; 
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Powers  to  the  Company  to  enter  in  agreements  with  the  Crystal  Palace  and 
South-London  Junction,  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South-Coast,  the  Great 
Western,  the  South-Eastern,  and  the  West-London  Extension  Railway  Com* 
panies,  or  any  of  them,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bill ; 

Powers  to  the  Company  to  raise,  for  the  purposes  of  the  "  Kent  Works,*' 
220,000/.  by  "  Eastern  Section  Shares,  1864,**  in  the  "  Metropolitan  Extensions 
(Eastern  Section)/'  and  73,300  /.  by  mortgage  of  the  "  Eastern  Section ;"  and 
to  raise  100,000  /.  by  "  General  Preference  Shares,"  to  be  applied  in  discharge 
of  further  arrears  of  dividends  on  the  guaranteed  capital  of  600,000/.,  created 
under  the  Company's  "Extension  to  Dover  Act,  1855;"  and  to  be  redeemed, 
together  with  60,000  /.,  authorised  in  1861  to  be  raised  for  the  like  purpose,  in 
15  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Bill. 

The  Company  are  to  be  exempted  from  payment  of  Margate  Pier  and  Harbour 
dues  in  respect  of  coal,  &c,  consumed  or  conveyed  on  Railways  of  the  Company 
or  of  the  Kent  Coast  Railway  Company ;  and  from  interference  with  their  traffic 
by  the  licensed  porters,  carmen,  or  carriers  at  Dover. 

Observations.  Section  33.    The  proposed  period  of  five  years  to  be  allowed  for  the  completion 

of  the  new  works  will  extend  from  1865  to  1869,  the  time  limited  by  the 
London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Metropolitan  Extensions  Act,  1860, 
for  the  completion  of  the  connexion  between  the  Company's  Railway  and  the 
Metropolitan  Railway. 

On  the  subject  of  the  length  of  time  to  be  allowed  for  the  execution  of  works 
in  crowded  parts  of  the  Metropolis/see  Observations  under  the  head  "  Interrup- 
tion of  Thoroughfares,"  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Metropolitan 
Railway  Schemes,  1864,  presented  to  Parliament  by  Royal  Command. 

It  is  the  practice  of  Parliament  not  to  grant  an  extension  of  time  exceeding 
three  years,  at  one  time ;  and  it  seems  to  be  a  question  whether,  as  regards  the 
works  north  of  Snow  Hill,  the  Company  are  not  virtually  seeking  an  extension  of 
time  for  completing  authorised  works. 

Sections  47-57.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Running 
Powers  "  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session. 

Section  56.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  proviso  in  this  clause, 
that  tolls  awarded  to  be  payable  by  a  Company  using  the  line  of  another  under 
the  Bill  may  be  more  than  those  which  that  other  Company  may  be  authorised 
to  levy,  should  not  be  qualified,  so  as  to  preclude  such  increased  tolls  being 
charged  to  the  public.

panies, &c,  by  incorporation  with  this  Bill  of  Part  III.  of  the  Railway  Clauses 
Act,  1863, 

Sections  60-72.  With  reference  to  these  clauses  authorising  the  raising  of 
additional  preference  capital,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not 
incorporate  Part  II.  relating  to  additional  capital  of  the  Companies  Clauses 

Act,  1863.

Company ,"  with  a  capital  of  1,500,000 1,  in  10  /.  shares,  and  500,000  /.  by  loan, 
to  which  the  Corporation  of  London  may  subscribe  to  any  amount,  for  making 
the  following  Railways,  viz, : 

(1.)  Length  one  mile  62f  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Great  Eastern 
Railway  at  Bow,  to  the  Mile  End-road  at  Charrington's  Brewery,  thence  along 
and  under  that  road  to  near  the  Mile  End  Tollgate. 


"or 


(2.)  Length  one  mile  49 $  chains,  from  the  last-mentioned  point,  passing  along 
and  under  Mite  End-road  and  Whitechapel-street,  and  by  the  north  east  of 
Houndsditch,  and  under  Finsbury-krircus  to  a  Junction  with  the  authorised 
eastern  termination  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway,  Finsbury-circus  Extension. 

(3.)  Length  one  mile  69J  chains  from  the  last-mentioned  point,  passing 
eastward  by  the  side  of  (2)  to  the  middle  of  Houndsditch,  thence  southward  Und 
south-westward  under  the  eastern  part  of  Fen  church-street  and  westward  along 
and  under  Cannon-street,  to  a  junction  with  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover 
Railway  Metropolitan  Extension,  at  the  northern  end*  of  its  bridge  over  the 
Thames,  near  Earl-street,  Blackfriars.

The  Company  are  to  be  empowered — 

To  form  subways  for  such  purposes  as  they  think  fit,  and  to  contract  for  the

To  contract  with  the  Corporation  of  London,  the  Commissioners  of  Sewers  of 
the  City  of  London,  and  the  Metropolitan  Board  of  Works,  for  the  improving 
and  forming  of  streets  in  the  line  of  the  intended  Railways.

tropolitan, and  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Companies. 

Observations.  Sections  3  and  26.  The  proposed  power  to  take  easements  and  other  partial 

interests  in  land  compulsorily,  and  not  by  agreement  only,  is  inconsistent  with 
the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  and  with  the  practice  of  Parlia- 
ment. 

Section  11.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  amount  of  any  contri- 
bution which  the  Corporation  of  London  may  be  authorised  to  make  should  not 
be  limited  by  the  Bill. 

Section  26.    See  Section  5,  above. 

Section  38.  The  weight  of  luggage  now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts  to 
first-class  passengers,  is  120  lbs.,  not  112  lbs.  only.  • 

Section  48.  This  provision  differs  from  that  which  is  now  usually  adopted  in 
Railway  Acts  for  authorising  terminal  charges.

Pimlico  Railway,  along  and  under  Lupus-street,  by  the  west  and  north  of  Mill- 
bank  Penitentiary,  crossing  the  Thames  south  of  Lambeth  Bridge,  by  a  bridge 
of  seven  spans  of  103  feet  each,  over  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  in 
Lambeth,  and  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  near  and  at  the  south  of 
the  Elephant  and  Castle,  by  the  north  and  east  of  the  Bricklayers'  Arms  Station, 
to  a  junction  at  St.  James's-road,  Bermondsey,  with  the  Branch  Line  to  that 
station  of  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast,  and  the  South  Eastern 
Railways :

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Company  ;  the  Bricklayers'  Arms  Station  of  the  London,  Brighton,  an  d  South 
Coast  and  the  South  Eastern  Railway  Companies ;  and  the  Farringdon-street 
Station  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company ;  and  to  run  over  portions  of 
Railways  near  those  stations. 

The  Company,  and  each  of  the  Great  Eastern,  the  Great  Northern,  the 
Midland,  the  London  and  North  Western,  the  Great  Western,  the  North  and 
South  Western  Junction,  the  West  London,  the  West  London  Extension,  the 
London  and  South  Western,  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast,  the  South 
Eastern,  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover,  and  the  Metropolitan  Railway 
Companies  are  to  afford  mutual  traffic  facilities ;  and  the  Company  may  contract 
with  those  13  Companies,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  working  and  traffic 
of  the  intended  Railways. 

Obsenratioaa.  Section  7.    The  conditions  of  the  exercise  of  the  borrowing  power  are  not  in

Section  23.  The  proposed  power  to  take  easements  or  other  partial  interests 
in  land,  compulsori/y,  and  not  by  agreement  only,  is  inconsistent  with  the  "  Lands 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  25.  The  period  for  the  exercise  of  the  compulsory  powers  is  usually 
limited  to  three  years. 

Sections  27-29.  The  jurisdiction  proposed  in  these  Clauses  to  be  given  to 
the  Admiralty,  has  iJeen  transferred  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  and  the  provisions  in 
question  are  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  incorporation  with  this  Bill  (section  22) 
of  Part  ],  relating  to  construction  of  a  Railway,  of  the  "Railways  Clauses

Sections  39  and  42.  The  proposed  provision  that  certain  matters  shall  be 
settled  in  case  of  disagreement  "  by  arbitration  or  the  Board  of  Trade,"  appears 
of  doubtful  meaning.  It  might  be  more  accurate,  if  any  reference  of  such,  matters 
be  authorised,  to  provide  that  they  shall  be  settled  "  by  an  arbitrator  to  be  ap- 
pointed by  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  the  application  of  either  party." 

Section  40.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  u  Running 
Powers,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session,  page  19. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe,  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River 
Thames,  in  its  present  state,  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz.:  — 

Railway  No.  3,  from  the  first  3  furlongs  to  about  1J  mile  runs  along 
the  northern  foreshore  of  the  River  Thames,  and  from  thence  skirts  the 
shore,  by  a  tunnel,  to  about  If  mile ;  and  at  3  miles  crosses  the  Thames  by 
a  bridge  of  seven  openings,  of  103  feet  span  each  ;  with  a  headway  under 
the  centre  span  of  23  feet  above  Trinity  high-water  mark. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  *c  The  Rail* 
ways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  «c  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments.

No.  32.  "Brompton  to  Westminster  Bridge,"  length  2  miles  20£  chains, 
commencing  at  a  point  near  Alfred  Place  West,  Thurloe  Square,  at  which  point 
the  Extension  Railway,  proposed  by  the  Metropolitan  Railway  (Notting  Hill

No.  21  a,  from  No.  10  to  a  proposed  line  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Com- 
pany near  Stamford  Hill : 

No.  22,  from  No.  10  to  the  Stratford  Branch  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway 
at  Hackney  Wick : 

No.  23,  from  Nos,  10  and  25  to  the  Hackney  Wick  Station  of  the  North 
London  Railway : 

No.  27,  from  No.  26  to  the  junction  of  the  Great  Eastern  and  Blackwall 
Extension  Railway  at  Bow  : 

No.  28,  from  No.  25  to  the  North  London  Railway  at  the  Limehouse  Cut : 

Nos.  28  and  29,  from  No.  26  to  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast,  and 
The  South  Eastern  Railways  at  New  Cross  Station : 
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The  total  lengths  of  the  proposed  "  Main  Inner  Circle  "  and  "  Main  Outer 
Circle"  Railways  will  be  4  miles  69  chains,  and  20  miles  3}  chains  respectively, 
and  the  aggregate  length  of  the  proposed  branches  will  be  12  miles  1J  chains. 

The  Bill  provides  (ss.  19  and  37)  that  the  Railways  and  Works  numbered 
32,  33,  and  34,  which  form  the  "  Main  Inner  Circle/'  and  those  numbered  from 
1  to  25  both  inclusive,  which  form  so  much  of  the  "  Main  Outer  Circle,"  and  its 
branches,  as  extends  from  Clapham  round  the  west  and  north  of  the  Metropolis 
to  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  at  Bow,  shall  be  the  "  Immediate  Undertaking  " 
of  the  Company,  to  be  completed  within  seven  years ;  and  the  remainder  of  the 
Railways  and  Works,  numbered  from  26  to  31,  both  inclusive,  may  be  deferred 
until  4,000,000  /.  have  been  expended  on  the  "  Immediate  Undertaking,"  and 
are  then  to  be  completed  within  such  period  as  the  Board  of  Trade  may 
prescribe. 

The  capital  of  the  Company  will  be  6,000,000  /.  in  20  /.  shares,  which  may 
be  issued  as  preferred  and  deferred  half  shares ;  and  2,000,000  /.  by  loan,  which 
may  be  borrowed  in  successive  portions,  when  certain  amounts  of  the  share 
capital  have  been  subscribed  for  and  paid  up  respectively  ;  and  a  further  sum  of 
2,000,000  I.  by  loan  when  the  Company  have  expended  4,000,000  L  on  their 
undertaking.  The  6,000,000  /.,  and  the  first-mentioned  2,000,000  /.,  are  to  be 
devoted  to  the  construction  of  the  Main  Inner  Circle  (Nos.  32,  33,  and  34),  and 
the  parts  of  the  Main  Outer  Circle,  and  its  branches  between  Clapham  and  Bow 
(Nos.  1  to  25) ;  and  the  further  sum  of  2,000,000  /.  is  to  be  devoted  to  the  con- 
struction of  the  remaining  parts  of  the  Main  Outer  Circle  and  its  branches,  from 
Bow,  across  the  Thames,  to  New  Cross  (Nos.  26  to  31). 

The  Company,  and  all  others  using  their  Railways,  are  to  be  empowered  to 
ran  over  the  lines  of  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast,  and  the  London, 
Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Companies,  between  the  Old  Kent  Road  and  the 
Wandsworth  Road ;  and  over  the  West  London  Extension  Railway  between 
Battersea  and  Earl's  Court,  Brompton. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Metropolitan  Railway 
Company  for  the  working  of  their  respective  undertakings  ;  and  with  any  Railway 
Companies  having  termini  within  the  Metropolis,  constructed  or  authorised, 
with  respect  to  the  working  and  traffic  of  the  Railways  proposed  in  this  Bill. 

Section  1.  The  exception  of  '•  Clause  92  of  the  said  Act  of  1860  "  is  erroneous.  Observations. 
It  is  perhaps  intended  to  except  Clause  92  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845,  which  provides  that  no  party  shall  be  required  to  sell  a  part  only  of  a 
house  or  other  building,  or  manufactory.     This  departure  from  the  general  law 
tould,  my  Lords  think,  be  objectionable  in  policy,  and  without  any  precedent. 

Section  7.  It  seems  a  question  whether  "expenditure,"  in  lines  23  and  28  of 
page  8,  is  not  used  erroneously  for  "  payment  up." 

Section  10.  The  grounds  of  the  proposed  relaxation  in  this  case  of  the  general 
prohibition  against  payment  of  interest  on  calls  paid  up,  seem  to  require  careful 
investigation.  At  the  same  time  it  may  be  observed,  that  if  a  Company  abstain 
from  making  calls  on  shares,  and  accept  payments  in  advance  of  calls,  share- 
holders making  such  advances  may  receive  interest  on  the  sums  so  paid  in 
advance.  This  mode  of  enabling  shareholders  to  receive,  during  the  con- 
struction of  the  Railway,  interest  on  sums  paid  in  respect  of  shares,  appears 
to  be  not  unfrequently  pursued  in  practice. 

Section  20.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  a  power  such  as 
tins,  under  the  head  (i  Deviations  from  Levels  and  Gradients,"  in  the  General 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  20.  It 
is  to  be  observed,  that  a  large  portion  of  the  u  Main  Outer  Circle"  is  proposed 
to  be  constructed  above  the  surface  of  the  ground,  and  in  comparatively  rural 
districts ;  and  that  the  word  "  streets,"  as  used  in  this  clause  to  describe  the 
places  in  which  deviations  from  levels  and  gradients  may  be  made,  is  to  have 
(by  Section  2)  the  meaning  attached  to  it  in  "  The  Metropolis  Local  Management 
Act,  1855,"  s^pd  will  consequently  include  any  highway  not  being  a  turnpike 
road. 

Section  36.  The  first-mentioned  period  of  Jive  years  in  this  clause  (in  the  third 
line)  would  seem  to  be  a  mistake  for  three  years. 

Section  37  provides  that  the  Railways  which  are  to  constitute  the  "Immediate 
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Undertaking/*  shall  be  completed  within  seven  years,  and  that  the  rest  of  the 
Undertaking,  i.  e.  between  Bow  and  New  Cross,  with  the  Eastern  Bridge  over 
the  Thames,  shall  be  completed  "  within  such  period  as  the  Board  of  Trade 
may  prescribe.* ' 

Section  39  provides  the  usual  deposit  security  for  the  completion  of  the  "  Im- 
mediate Undertaking"  within  the  seven  years ;  but  the  Bill  makes  no  provision 
for  securing  the  completion  of  the  portion  between  Bow  and  New  Cross  within 
such  period  as  may  be  prescribed  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  pursuant  to  Section  37, 

The  discretion,  which  it  is  proposed  in  Section  37  to  give  to  the  Board  of  Trade, 
is  such  as  that  Board  might  find  it  scarcely  practicable  to  exercise  with  effect ; 
and  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether,  as  a  limit  of  time  (viz.,  five  years)  is 
to  be  fixed  by  Section  36  for  the  exercise  of  compulsory  powers  for  the  portion 
of  the  undertaking  between  Bow  and  New  Cross,  a  time  mi^ht  not  also  be 
limited  by  the  Bill  (say  eight  years  from  the  passing  of  the  Bill)  for  the  comple- 
tion of  that  portion  of  the  undertaking. 

The  limitations  of  rates,  &c,  contained  in  Sections  42-45,  appear  to  be  intended 
to  apply  to  the  "  Main  Outer  Circle"  only.  On  the  other  hand,  Section  46, 
relating  to  passengers'  luggage,  should  apply  to  both  the  u  Inner  Main  Circle'* 
and  the  "  Outer  Main  Circle."  These  points  do  not  appear  to  be  at  present 
expressed  in  the  Bill  with  sufficient  clearness. 

Section  62.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Running 
Powers"  in  the  above-mentioned  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade, 
page  19. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River 
Thames,  in  its  present  state,  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following  instances, 
viz.  :-r- 

Railway  No.  1  crosses  the  Thames  between  Cheyne  Walk  and  Battersea. 
Park,  by  a  bridge  of  five  arches  of  150  feet  span  each,  and  19  feet  headway, 
above  Trinity  high|water-mark. 

Railway  No.  26  crosses  the  Thames  about  170  yards!  above  Limehouse 
Dock,  by  an  arch  of  one  span  of  750  feet,  and  130  feet  headway  in  the 
centre,  and  125  feet  at  the  abutments,  above  Trinity  high  water-mark. 

Railway  No.  32.  The  limits  of  deviation  extend  below  the  present  high 
water-mark  of  the  River  Thames,  at  the  northern  side  of  the  western  end 
of  Westminster  Bridge. 

Railway  No.  33  runs  along  the  north  foreshore  of  the  Thames,  within  the 
line  of  the  river  wall  of  the  embankment  authorised  by  "The  Thames 
Embankment  Act,  1862,"  from  the  western  end  of  Westminster  Bridge,  to 
the  northern  end  of  Blackfriars  Bridge. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.,  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments.

Metropolitan  Grand  Union  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill   is  to    incorporate    "  The   Grand    Union   Metropolitan   Railway  Objects. 
Company ,"  with  a  capital  of  4,000,000/.,  in  20 /.  shares,  and  1,330,000 /.  by 
loan,  for  making  the  following  Railways  and  Works,  viz. : — 

No.  1,  length  7  miles  30f  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  West  London 
Railway  on  its  west  side,  between  the  Uxbridge  and  the  Hammersmith  road?, 
crossing  under  the  Hammersmith-road  and  the  West  London  Extension  Railway, 
then  eastward  by  the  north  of  Earl's  Court,  Old  Brompton,  and  Pelham-crescent, 
under  the  Fulham-road,  and  Sloan e-square,  by  the  north  of  Victoria  Station 
and  of  Victoria- street,  under  the  Broad  Sanctuary  and  Bridge-street,  to  the 
Thames  Embankment  (north  side),  thence  under  the  roadway  of  the  Embank- 
ment, to  near  Blackfriars,  under  a  portion  of  the  intended  new  street,  then  in  a 
line  a  little  north  of  Upper  and  Lower  Thames-streets,  under  the  authorised 
Cannon-street  Terminus,  crossing  under  King  William-street,  by  the  north  of 
the  Monument  and  the  north- west  side  of  Trinity -square,  passing  under  the 
London  and  Black  wall  Railway  near  America-square,  and  terminating  by  a 
junction  with  that  Railway  on  the  north  side  at  Christian-street,  St.  George-in- 
the-East. 

No.  2,  length  1  mile  Hi  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1  near  Trinity-square, 
northward,  crossing  under  Minories  and  Aldgate,  passing  at  the  north  of  the 
St.  Katherine  Dock  Company's  Depot,  then  westward,  crossing  under  Bishops- 
gate-street  Without,  crossing  under  the  Northr  London  Railway  (City  Branch), 
and  Finsbury  Pavement,  at  the  north  of  Finsbury  Circus,  to  a  junction  with  the 
Metropolitan  Railway  Extension  to  Finsbury  at  its  north  side,  at  Milton -street. 

No.  6,  length  2  miles  58  chains,  to  be  connected  with  Nos.  1  and  2  near 
Trinity-square,  and  of  which  the  northern  portion  runs  northward  in  a  line 
parallel  to  No  2,  then  crossing  under  Union-street  and  Bishopsgate-street 
Without,  near  their  junction,  terminates  by  a  junction  with  the  North  London 
Railway  (City  Branch)  at  its  west  side,  near  Bateman's-row ;  and  the  southern 
portion  runs  southward  along  Qreat  Tower-hill,  crossing  the  River  Thames  by  a 
bridge  of  one  arch,  820  feet  span,  and  100  feet  above  Trinity  high  water  level, 
for  which  a  pontage  toll  is  to  be  chargeable,  then  south-eastward  along  the  side 
of  the  London  and  Greenwich  Line  of  the  South  Eastern  Railway  to  a  junction 
with  that  Lone  in  Bermondsey,  east  of  Spa  Road  Station. 

Nog.  5  and  17  to  connect  No.  1  by  tunnels  with  the  London,  Chatham,  and 
Dover,  and  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Railways,  in  the  Victoria 
Station,  Pimlico ; 

No.  7  to  connect  No.  6  with  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Railway 
in  Bermondsey,  east  of  Spa  Road  Station  ; 
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Nos.  8  and  9  to  connect  No.  &r  a^az  Trinity  Square,  with  No.  1,  at  its  eastern 
termination  at  Christian-street ; 

No.  10  to  connect  No.  6  with  the  Hay  don  Square  Branch  of  the  London  and 
North  Western  Railway ; 

Nos.  11,  12,  13  and  14,  lines  running  parallel  to  Nos.  2  and  6,  between 
Aldgate  and  Bishopsgate,  to  form  additional  connexions  between  those  lines ; 

No.  15,  from  No.  6,  at  Bishopsgate,  to  a  point  at  Worship-street,  where  it  may 
join  the  proposed  Great  Eastern  Railway  Extension  to  Wormwood-street ; 

No.  16,  to  connect  No.  6  with  the  North  London  Railway  fCity  Branch)  on 
ite  east  side. 

The  aggregate  length  of  the  proposed  Railway  is  15  miles  75  chains. 

The  Bill  also  empowers  the  Company  to  form  a  new  street  from  Aldgate  High- 
street,  near  the  north-east  side  of  Houndsditch,  to  Bishopsgate-street  Without, 
at  Artillery  Lane,  at  which  new  street  it  is  proposed  to  construct  portions  of  the 
Railways  Nos.  2,  6,  11,  12,  13  and  14. 

The  Company  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Great  Western,  the  Great  Eastern,  the 
London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast,,  the  South  Eastern*  the  London  and  South 
Western,  the  London  and  North  Western,  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover, 
the  Metropolitan,  the  London  and  Blackwall,  the  North  London,  the  Great 
Northern,  and  the  Midland  Railway  Companies  on  the  other  hand,  are  to  be 
required  to  afford  each  other  traffic  facilities ;  and  the  Company  may  contract 
with  any  of  those  12  Companies  witk  respect  to  the  working,  use,  traffic,  and 
receipts  of  the  intended  Railways. 

Observations.  Sections  1&  and  20.  The  periods  ofjfoe  years  and  seven  years  here  allowed 

for  compulsory  purchase  and   for  completion,   exceed  those  usually  allowed, 
viz.,  three  years  znAfroe  years. 

Section  22.  After  words  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be 
added,  "  and  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith/9 

Section  23  (at  the  end).  This  general  power  of  stopping  up  permanently 
highways*  &c.,  which  are  not  specified  in  the  Bill,  seems  to  be  inconsistent  with 
the  16th  section  of  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  and  with  tha 
practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  24,  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  proposed  powers  to  deviate  laterally 
and  vertically  exceed  the  limits  allowed  by  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845,  sections  11  to  15  ;  and  in  the  case  of  extensive  works  to  be  exe- 
cuted chiefly  in  streets  or  in  lands  "continually  built  upon,"  within  those 
clauses,  such  powers  might  seriously  affect  the  owners  of  property  along  the 
intended  Railways.  A  power  to  deviate  underground  portions  of  the  line  to 
accommodate  it  to  sewers  and  other  existing  works*  would  be  more  in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice  of  Parliament  in  like  cases.  See  Observations  on 
"  Deviations*  in  Levels  and  Gradients/'  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of 
Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  2o. 

Section  35.  The  proposed  three  shillings  charge  for  parcels  between  5G  lbs. 
and  112  lbs.,  does  not  seem  to  be  proportionate  to  those  for  less  and  greater 
weights. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters* 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River 
Thames,  in  its  present  state,  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following  instances, 

Railway  No.  1  passes^  by  a  tonne!,  along  the  northern  foreshore  of  the 
River  Thames,  from  Westminster  Bridge  to  Blackfriars  Bridge,  wrthiii 
the  line  of  rive*  wall  of  the  embankment  authorised  by  <c  The  Thames 
Embankment  Act,  lSCE,"  and  the  ffmits  of  deviation  extend  into  the  rivey 
beyond  the  line  of  river  wail.

1. — Metropolitan  Railway  {Additional  Powers)  Bill. 

2.— Metropolitan  Railway  (Notting  Hill  and  Brompton  Extension)  Bill. 

3. — Metropolitan  Railway  (Trinity-square  Extension)  Bill. 


1. — Metropolitan  Railway  (Additional  Powers)  Bill. 

This  Bill  proposes  to  empower  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company —  Objects* 

To  make  a  Railway,  length  15  chains,  near  King's  Cross,  to  connect  their 
main  line  with  a  proposed  Branch  from  the  authorised  Extension  to  London 
of  the  Midland  Railway;  to  alter  portions  of  the  existing  connections  with  the 
Great  Northern  Railway ;  and  to  widen  the  line  of  the  Company  at  the  westward 
of  the  Edgware-road  Station : 

To  exercise  for  extended  periods  of  three  years  the  powers  of  taking  land  for, 
and  of  completing  the  Railways  authorised  by  the  Company's  "  Finsbury  Circus 
Extension  Act,  1861,"  and  another  Act  of  1861  : 

To  contract  with  the  Midland  Railway  Company  with  respect  to  the  passage 
of  the  traffic  of  the  latter  Company  : 

To  raise  450,000/.  by  new  ordinary  or  preference  capital,  and  150,000  I.  by 
mortgage  or  debenture  stock. 

The  Bill  proposes  to  change  the  security  for  the  completion  of  the  Extension 
to  Finsbury  Circus  from  a  deposit  of  32,000  /.,  liable  to  forfeiture,  to  a  penalty  of 
50  /•  per  day. 

Section  17  proposes  to  make  applicable  to  offences  against  certain  classes  of  Observations, 
bye-laws  of  the  Company  certain  proceedings  and  penalties  under  the  "  Railways 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  sections  140-160,  which  seem  to  be  at 
present  applicable  only  to  offences  against  that  Act,  or  against  a  Railway  Com- 
pany's Special  Acts,  e.g.,  the  levying  by  distress  the  amount  of  damage  to  the 
Company's  property  by  an  offender,  to  be  assessed  by  the  Justices  who  convict 
such  offender ;  and  authority  to  the  Company's  officers  to  detain  an  offender 
whose  name  and  address  are  not  known  to  them. 

Such  assimilation  of  the  remedies  for  infractions  of  provisions  in  a  Railway 
Company's  bye-laws,  sanctioned  by  the  prescribed  authority,  to  those  for  infrac- 
tions of  provisions  in  their  Acts,  would  not,  perhaps,  be  undeserving  of 
adoption  by  the  Legislature  as  an  amendment  of  the  general  law  ;  but  it  appears 
questionable  whether  the  public  ^should  be  subjected  by  the  Special  Acts  of 
individual  Railway  Companies  to  liabilities  beyond  those  of  the  general  law  for 
the  time  being. 

The  proviso  in  Section  17  seems  to  have  for  its  object  to  authorise  the  Com- 
pany's officers  to  detain  an  offender  against  their  Acts,  or  against  certain  classes 
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of  their  bye-laws,  who  is  not  knowa  to  the  officers,  until  the  name  and  address 
given  by  him  can  reasonably  be  ascertained  to  be  correct. 

The  above  observation  on  Section  17  appears  to  be  applicable  to  this  proviso 
also.

2. — Metropolitan  Railway  {Notting  Hill  and  Brompton  Extension)  BUI. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company — 

To  make  an  Extension,  length  I  mile  7j  chains,  from  the  authorised  western  ter- 
mination of  their  Railway  near  the  Great  Western  Hotel,  Paddington,  passing  near 
the  south  side  of  Moscow-road,  Bayswater,  under  the  Uxbridge-road,  at  the  eastern 
end  of  Notting  Hill  High-street,  to  a  point  at  Kensington-place,  Notting  Hill,  near 
and  to  the  south-west  of  the  junction  of  High-street  and  Silver-street ;  and  a 
further  Extension,  length  1  mile  43  chains,  from  that  point  passing  near  and  by 
the  west  side  of  Church-lane,  under  High-street,  Kensington,  near  the  north- 
west angle  of  Kensington-square  and  the  junction  of  CHoucester-road  and 
Cromwell-road,  to  a  point  at  Alfred-place  West,  Thurloe-square,  near  the  South 
Kensington  Museum,  to  be  completed  within  five  years  ;  and  also  a  Road  out  of 
the  Cromwell-road,  opposite  Exhibition-road,  to  Alfred-place  West. 

To  raise,  for  these  purposes  1,200,000  /.  by  new  shares,  which  may  be  issued 
as  a  separate  capital  charged  on  the  profits  of  these  Extensions,  and  400,000  /. 
by  loan. 

Section  10.  As  the  Company  have  a  Railway  open  for  traffic,  it  appears  to  be 
a  question  whether,  for  this  provision  for  securing  the  completion  of  the  Exten- 
sion Railway  by  retainer  of  the  deposit,  there  should  not  be  substituted  a  daily 
penalty  after  default.

3. — Metropolitan  Railway  (Trinity-square  Extension)  Bill 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  Metropolitan  Railway  Company —

This  Bill  recites  that  "  in  certain  parts  of  London  pneumatic  tubes  have  been  objects, 
laid  down,  and  parcels,  despatches,  and  messages  are  thereby  conveyed  with 
great  regularity  and  expedition  ;  and  it  is  believed  that  the  same  principle,  or 
some  other  adaptation  of  atmospheric  air  as  a  power,  can  be  applied  with  great 
advantage  to  the  purposes  "  of  the  proposed  underground  railway ;  and  it 
incorporates  "The  Oxford  Street  and  City  Railway  Company  "  with  a  capital 
of  600,000/.  in  10 1  shares,  and  200,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  a  Railway, 
length  2  miles  32J  chains,  from  the  junctiQn  of  Edgware-road  and  Oxford- 
street,  along  and  under  Oxford-street,  New  Oxford-street,  High  Holborn, 
Greville-street,  and  Charles-street,  to  a  point  at  or  near  the  Farringdon-street 
Station  of  the  Metropolitan  Railway ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years.

Obfcrratioin.  Sections  16,  20,  and  23.  There  seems  to  be  no  provision  in  the  Bill,  under 

which  the  Company  can  raise  money  for  their  subscription  (which  may  amount 
to  100,000/.)  to  the  Dock  Company's  capital,  except  the  powers,  to  raise 
150,000  /.  by  new  shares  in  Section  20,  and  50,000  /.  by  mortgage  in  Section

the  subscription  to  the  Dock  Company,  it  seems  to  be  requisite,  in  accordance 
with  principle,  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  not  to  grant  borrowing  powers 
in  respect  of  the  capital  to  be  created  for  the  purpose  of  a  subscription  to  the 
capital  of  another  Company,  that  the  proposed  limit  of  the  new  borrowing  power 
in  Section  23  should  be  one-third,  not  of  150,000  /.  but  of  50,000  /. 

Section  27.  The  words  "  and  to  mortgages  granted  and  money  borrowed,'* 
near  the  end  of  this  clause,  seem  to  be  inapposite,  and  should  be  omitted. 


Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instance,  viz : — 

The  limits  of  deviation  extend  into  the  German  Ocean  for  about  170 
yards,  at  the  termination  of  the  Railway,  about  half-a-mile  southward  of  the 
town  of  Blyth. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863. 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  each  of  these  enactments.

To  contract  with  the  Clyde  Navigation  Trustees  with  respect  to  the 
construction,  maintenance,  &c.  of  any  tramways  or  other  works  of  the 
Trustees  at  the  quays  of  Glasgow  and  the  docks,  and  the  interchange  of 
traffic. 

Section  6.  The  special  grounds  on  which  the  Company  seek  this  enlarge-  Observations, 
mentof  the  powers  of  deviation,  restricted  by  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
(Scotland)  Act,  1845,  seem  to  require  explanation.

Section  22.  This  power  of  entering  into  agreements  with  the  Clyde  Naviga- 
tion Trustees,  with  respect  to  the  use  of  works  of  those  Trustees,  is  not  made 
subject  to  the  usual  reservation  of  the  right  of  third  parties  to  use  those  works 
on  the  same  terms  as  if  there  were  no  such  agreement. 
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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. — 

(1.)  The  limits  of  Railway  or  Tramway  No.  4  extend  about  half  a  fur- 
long along  Rnnieston  and  Lancefield  Quays,  near  to' the  edge  of  the  north 
shore  of  the  River  Clyde  at  Glasgow. 

(2.)  At  the  commencement  of  Railway  No.  5,  the  limits  of  deviation 
extend  below  high-water  of  the  River  Clyde ;  and  at  1  f  mile  the  line 
crosses  the  Kelvin  Water,  by  a  bridge  of  one  arch  90  feet  span,  and  8  feet 
high. 

It  may  be  a  matter  for  inquiry  whether,  with  a  view  to  any  future  wants  of 
shipping,  there  should  not  be  an  opening  span  in  this  bridge. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  u  The 
Railway  Clauses  Consolidation  (Scotland)  Act,  1845/*  and  of  Part  L  "  Con- 
struction of  a  Railway/*  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments. 


3.  CaJne  Railway  Bill. 


Objects.  This  Bill  is  to  cancel  shares  for  12,830  i.  in  the  authorised  capital  of  the 

Calne  Railway  Company  (amounting  to  36,000  /.)  which  have  been  subscribed 
for,  but  upon  which  nothing  has  been  paid ;  and  to  enable  the  Company  to 
issue  new  shares  with  a  6  per  cent,  preference  dividend  in  lieu  thereof,  and  also 
to  raise  further  sums  of  16,000/.  as  new  ordinary  or  preference  capital,  and 
5,300  by  loan. 

No  observation  is  necessary.

1.  Carnarvon  and  Llanberis  Railway  (No.  1)  BilL 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "The  Carnarvon  and  Llanberis  Railway  Com-  Objects, 
pany,"  with  a  capital  of  74,000/.  in  10  L  shares,  and  24,600/.  by  loan,  and 
power  to  create  4 J  per  cent,  debenture  stock,  for  making  a  Railway,  length 
7  miles  70  chains,  from  a  Junction  with  the  Bangor  and  Carnarvon  Branch  of 
the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  near  its  Carnarvon  Station,  to  a  point 
in  the  parish  of  Llanberis.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  u  The  Carnarvon  and  Llanberis  Railway  Company"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  110,000/.  in  10/.  shares,  and  36,600/.  by  loan,  for  making 
Railways  (1),  length  8  miles  63 £   chains,  from  a  Junction,  in  the  parish  of 
Llanbeblig,  with  the  authorised  line  of  the  Carnarvonshire  Railway,  near  and  to 
the  northward  of  Coed  Helen  Mansion,  to  the  south  end  of  Llyn  Padarn  Lake, 
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in  the  parish  of  Llanberis ;  and  (2),  length  52i  chains,  from  (1),  to  the  Nanttle 
Railway  and  to  the  Canarvonshire  Railway,  near  Canarvon  Castle :  to  be  com- 
pleted within  five  years.

The  proposed  Railway  No.  1  encroaches  on  the  Harbour,  and  it  will  be  a 
question,  looking  at  the  interests  of  navigation,  whether  the  works  should  not  be 
confined  to  the  land.

a  junction  with  the  authorised  line  of  Railway,  No.  1,  of  the  Stockport,  Tim-

1.  Chichester  and  Midhurst  Railway  (No.  l)  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Chichester  and  Midhurst  Railway  Company,"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  140,000/.  in  10 1,  shares,  and  46,600/.  by  loan,  for  making  a 
Railway,  length  11  miles  48  chains,  in  two  sections — 

No.  1,  from  a  junction  with  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast  Rail- 
way, near  and  at  the  north-east  of  Chichester,  and  passing  at  the  eastward  of 
Chichester  to  a  point  in  the  parish  of  Oving;  and  No.  2,  from  that  point, 
passing  near  and  at  the  westward  of  East  Lavant,  West  Dean  and  Cocking,  to 
the  intended  point  of  junction,  near  and  at  the  south-west  of  Midhurst,  of  the 
authorised  lines  of  the  Mid  Sussex  and  Midhurst  Junction  and  the  Petersfield 
Railways;  to  be  completed  within  seven  years.

1.  Chipping  Not%ton  and  Banbury  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Chipping  Norton  and  Banbury  Railway  Objects. 
Company,"  with  a  capital  of  375,000  I.  in  10  /.  shares,  and  125,000  /.  by  loan, 
for  making  a  Railway,  length  15  miles  9  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Chip- 
ping Norton  Branch  of  the  Great  Western  Railway,  at  its  Chipping  Norton 
Station,  to  a  junction  at  King's  Sutton,  south  of  Banbury,  with  the  Oxford  and 
Birmingham  line  of  the  Great  Western  Railway :  to  be  completed  within  five 
years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Great  Western 
and  the  Bourton-on-the- Water  Railway  Companies,  or  either  of  them,  with 
respect  to  the  Working  and  Traffic  of  the  intended  Railway, 

No  observation  is  necessary. 


2.  Clyde  Navigation  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  enable  the  Trustees  of  the  Clyde  Navigation —    Objects. 

To  lay  lines  of  Tramway :  (1),  length  one  mile  46  chains,  along  the  north 
side  of  Glasgow  Harbour,  from  Kelvinhaugh  to  near  the  north-west  corner 
of  Glasgow  Bridge,  and  (2),  length  one  mile  47  chains,  along  the  south 
side  of  the  Harbour,  from  a  point  opposite  Kelvinhaugh,  to  near  the  south- 
west corner  of  Glasgow  Bridge  ;  such  Tramways  not  to  be  used  with  steam 
or  atmospheric  power : 

To  contract  with  the  Caledonian,  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow,  the 
Glasgow  and  South  Western,  and  the  General  Terminus  and  Glasgow 
Harbour  Railway  Companies,  and  any  other  Companies  having  power  to 
make  Railways  in  connection  with  the  proposed  Tramways,  with  respect  to 
the  acquisition  of  lands  for  and  construction  of  the  proposed  works,  and 
the  interchange  of  traffic : 

To  charge  for  the  use  of  cranes,  &c,  according  to  new  scales  of  rates,  in 
lieu  of  those  authorised  by  the  Clyde  Navigation  Consolidation  Act, 
1858: 

To  levy  mileage  rates  for  passage  along  parts  of  the  River  Clyde,  in  lieu 
of  the  rates  leviable  by  stages  under  the  Act  of  1858 : 

To  borrow  for  the  proposed  Tramways,  and  for  the  other  purposes  of 
their  undertaking,  further  sums  not  exceeding  496,000/.,  making  the 
aggregate  amount  which  the  Trustees  may  borrow  2,000,000/.

Observations.  Section  2.     With  respect  to  the  proposed  exception  from  incorporation  of 

clauses  39  to  44  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  (Scotland)  Act, 
1845,"  it  is  to  be  observed  that  those  clauses  contain  certain  reservations  in 
favour  of  landowners  whose  lands  may  be  interfered  with  for  obtaining  mate- 
rials, &c. ;  and  as  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  in  the  Bill  the  clauses  32,  &c, 
which  authorise  such  interference,  the  proposed  exception  of  clauses  39  to  44 
seems  questionable. 

It  may  also  deserve  consideration  whether  section  76,  relating  to  the  making 
of  branch  railways  in  connexion  with  the  authorised  works,  ought  to  be  ex- 
cepted from  incorporation  with  this  Bill,  as  is  proposed  in  Section  2. 

Part  I.,  relating  to  "  Construction  of  a  Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses 
Act,  1863,"  should  be  incorporated  with  the  Bill. 

Section  8.  The  Bill,  though  it  limits  the  period  for  the  exercise  of  powers 
for  compulsory  purchase,  does  not,  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parlia- 
ment, limit  the  period  for  the  execution  of  the  new  works. 

Section  21.  In  the  last  line  of  this  clause  it  might  be  proper  to  add,  after 
*'  the  rates  and  tolls  authorised  by  this  Act,"  the  words  "  or  the  recited 
Act." 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe,  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instance,  viz. : — 

The  construction  of  the  Tramways  on  either  side  of  the  River  Clyde  at 
Glasgow,  from  near  Kelvinhaugh  Ferry  to  Glasgow  Bridge,  the  limits  of 
deviation  extending  to  high-water  mark. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  (Scotland)  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Con- 
struction of  a  Railway,"  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  the  first  only  of  these  enactments,  with 
certain  exceptions.

Corris  Railway  orTramroad  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed—  ^J*5* 

To  change  the  name  of  "  The  Corris,  Machynlleth  and  River  Dovey  Tramroad 
Company,    incorporated  in  1858,  into  "The  Corris  Ra?lway  Company." 

To  authorise  the  Company — 

To  make  a  Railway,  length  6  miles  72  chains,  from  Rognant  House  at  Corris, 
in  the  parish  of  Talyllyn,  running  near  the  Machynlleth  and  Dolgelly  Turnpike 
Road,  to  Boyncastell  Farm,  at  Garthgynfawr,  in  the  parish  of  Dolgelly,  about 
three  and  a  half  miles  from  that  town,  to  be  completed  within  five  years: 

To  use  locomotive  engines  (prohibited  in  this  Company's  Act  of  1858),  on 
their  existing  and  intended  railways  and  tramroads : 

To  raise  further  sums  of  24,000  /.,  as  new  ordinary  or  preference  capita],  and 
8,000/.  by  loan: 

To  create  debenture  stock : 

To  abandon  the  use  or  construction  of  the  Company's  existing  or  authorised 
tramroads  between  Ffynon  Garsiwn  at  Machynlleth,  and  Garreg  on  the  River 
Dovey : 

To  contract  with  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown,  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth, 
and  the  Aberystwith  and  "Welsh  CoastTtaJlway  Companies,  or  any  of  them,  with 
respect  to  the  working  and  use  of  the  Company's  tramroads  and  the  interchange 
of  traffic. 

The  Bill  extends  to  the  Company  and  their  Undertaking  provisions  in  "The 
Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Act,  1861,"  authorising  working  and 
traffic  arrangements  between  four  Companies  named  in  that  Act. 

This  Company  was  incorporated  by  an  Act  of  1858  (c.  95,  local)  for  making  Observations, 
the  several  tramroads  mentioned  in  tne  preamble  of  this  Bill;  which  were  to  be 
completed  within  four  years  from  that  time,  when  the  Company's  powers  for 
execution  of  works  was^o  cease. 

The  20th  section  of  that  Act  enacted,  "  The  said  tramroads  being  intended  for 
the  conveyance  of  slates,  minerals,  and  merchandize,  and  to  be  worked  by  horse 
power,  travelling  at  low  rates  of  speed  only,  it  shall  be  lawful  to  construct  the 
same  upon  a  gauge  of  2  feet  3  inches ;  and  it  shall  not  be  lawful  to'  use  or 
employ  any  steam  or  kcomotive  engine  on  the  said  tramroads  or  any  part 
thereof:' 
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It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  Bill  should  not  state  more  definitely 
than  at  present  which  of  the  authorised  tramroads  have  been  constructed,  and 
on  what  gauge ;  what  is  the  intended  gauge  of  the  proposed  new  Railway  ;  and, 
whether  it  is  intended  to  construct  it  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  no  rates  are  defined  in  the  Act  of  1858,  or  in  this 
Bill,  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers  and  their  luggage ;  and  that  this  Bill  con- 
tains no  provision  precluding  the  conveyance  of  passengers  on  the  intended  new 
Railway. 

Section  10.  See  the  observations  on  "  Dimensions  of  Bridges9'  in  the  General 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  20, 

Section  17.  With  reference  to  the  proposed  power  to  create  preferential 
capital,  it  does  not  appear  that  the  Company  have  opened  that  part  of  their 
original  Railways  which  is  not  proposed  to  be  abandoned. 

Section  25.  It  is  proposed  that  the  Company  shall  sell  the  site  of  the  abandoned 
tramroads  "  within  ten  years  from  the  time  of  sucjh  abandonment." 

If  the  abandonment  is  to  take  effect  at  the  passing  of  this  Bill,  that  period 
might  be  properly  referred  to  as  the  commencement  of  the  ten  years.  If  the 
abandonment  may  take  place  at  any  future  time,  the  period  for  sale  is  left  prac- 
tically uncertain.  #

Crystal  Palace  and  South  London  Junction  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  Crystal  Palace  and  South  London  Junction  Objects. 
Railway  Company  to  make  a  Railway,  length  1  mile  26  chains,  from  a  junction 
with  their  authorised  Line  at  Oak-of-Honour  Hill,  to  a  junction  with  the 
authorised  Greenwich  Line  of  the  London,-  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Com- 
pany, where  it  crosses  the  London  Bridge  and  Croydon  Railway :  to  be  completed 
within  five  years,  and  to  be  subject  to  the  same  provisions  as  the  Company's 
authorised  Line  with  respect  to  Working  and  Traffic  Arrangements  between  the 
two  Companies. 

The  Bill  authorises  a  transfer  or  loan  of  the  Company's  undertaking  to  be 
made  at  any  time  to  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway  Company,  with 
power  to  the  latter  Company  to  allot  and  issue  to  the  proprietors,  mortgagees, 
and  other  creditors  of  the  former  Company,  by  way  of  compensation,  any  stocks 
or  shares,  rentcharges,  mortgages,  or  securities  of  the  Dover  Company. 

Section  11.  The  provision  in  this  clause,  with  respect  to  powers  of  the  Act  Observations, 
being  exercised  by  the  Directors,  is  unusual,  and  seems  to  be  objectionable. 

Sections  14  and  17.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalga- 
mation, Sale,  and  Lease,"  including  those  on  "  Notice  of  Transfer,"  in  the 
General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  • 
page  18. 

Section  15.  The  Bill  does  not  contain  any  such  limitation  as  would  be  re- 
quired by  the  practice  of  Parliament  of  the  amount  of  the  stocks  or  shares,  rent- 
charges,  annuities,  mortgages,  or  securities  of  the  Dover  Company  which  may 
be  issued  under  this  clause,  and  which,  as  it  would  seem,  are  to  be  additional  to 
those  which  the  Dover  Company  are  already  authorised  to  issue  under  their  own 
Acts. 

It  also  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the  "  other  creditors  of  the  Com- 
pany *  (not  being  their  mortgagees),  who  are  referred  to  in  the  second  line  of 
this  clause,  and  to  whom  securities  of  the  Dover  Company  may  be  issued,  should 
not  be  further  defined,  in  order  that  it  may  appear  that  the  debts  in  question 
have  been  incurred  for  the  authorised  purposes  of  the  Company's  undertaking. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not  reserve  the  priority  of  existing  pre- 
ferences, mortgages,  &c.  granted  by  the  Dover  Company,  over  such  as  may  be 
granted  by  them  under  this  clause. 

Section  25.  The  charge  which  it  is  proposed  by  this  clause  may  be  made  by 
the  Dover  Company  on  "  the  profits  of  their  general  undertaking  applicable  to 
dividend  "  ought,  as  it  would  seem,  to  be  limited  to  that  portion  of  guch  profits 
.  which  is  applicable  to  the  payment  of  dividends  on  ordinary  shares  and  stocks, 
so  as  not  to  affect  preferential  dividends,  &c.  already  charged  on  the  profits  of 
the  general  undertaking.

Denburn  Valley  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  refers  to  the  successive  schemes  *for  connecting  the  Scottish  North  Objects. 
Eastern  and  the  Great  North  of  Scotland  Railways,  at  or  near  Aberdeen,  which 
have  been  sanctioned  by  Parliament ;  and  to  the  provision  contained  in  "  The 
Great  North  of  Scotland  Railway  (Aberdeen  Junction)  Act,  1863,'^which  directs 
that  the  Junction  Railway  hereby  authorised  (the  latest  of  those  schemes)  should 
not  be  constructed,  if  in  1864  an  Act  should  be  passed  for  a  Junction  Railway, 
Boch  as  herein  described,  passing  up  part  of  the  Denburn  Valley. 

In  pursuance  of  that  provision,  the  Bill  proposes  that  the  Scottish  North 
Eastern  Railway  Company  may  make  a  Railway,  length  1  mile  63  J  chains,  from 
a  point  in  their  Line  440  yards  south  from  their  Passenger  Station  at  Guild 
Street,  passing  along  part  of  the  Denburn  Valley,  to  a  point  in  the  Great  North 
of  Scotland  Railway,  110  yards  north  from  the  Kittybrewster  Station  of  that 
Railway ;  and  a  Joint  Passenger  Station  between  Mary  well  and  Wapping  Streets, 
and  Approaches  thereto,  with  alterations  of  certain  streets  at  Aberdeen : 

Such  works  to  be  completed  within  three  years. 

The  portions  of  the  new  Railway  porth  and  south  from  the  Joint  Passenger 
Station  are  respectively  to  belong  to  the  Great  North  of  Scotland  and  the 
Scottish  North  Eastern  Railway  Companies  separately,  as  parts  of  their  respective 
undertakings :  and  the  Bill  contains  provisions  for  regulating  the  construction 
and  maintenance  of  the  Joint  Passenger  Station,  and  its  management  by  a  Joint 
Committee. 

The  two  Companies  are  to  book  through,  and  afford  mutual  facilities  for  the 
transmission  of  all  traffic  from  or  to  their  respective  Lines. 

The  Scottish  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  are  to  apply  to  the  purposes  of 
the  Bill  70,000/.,  which  may  be  part  of  the  sum  of  350,000/.  authorised  by 
"The  Scottish  North  Eastern  Railway  Amendment  Act,  1862,"  to  be  raised  by 
means  of  shares :  and  the  Great  North  of  Scotland  Railway  Company  are  to 
apply  to  the  purposes  of  the  Bill  125,000/.,  which  they  may  raise  in  exercise  of 
their  powers  of  creating  new  share  capital  contained  in  "  The  Great  North  of 
Scotland  Railway  (Aberdeen  Junction)  Act,  1863." 

Section  21.  As  the  Scottish  Northern  Junction  Railway  (for  the  purposes  of  Observations, 
which  it  is  here  mentioned  that  the  Company  have  been  authorised  to  raise  and 
apply  the  sum  of  350,000/.)  will  not  be  constructed,  it  seems  to  be  a  question 
whether  any  part  of  that  sum,  beyond  the  70,000/.  to  be  applied  to  the  proposed 
Denburn  Valley  Railway  under  this  clause,  will  be  requisite  for  any  other  pur- 
pose of  the  Company's  undertaking ;  and  if  not,  whether  all  the  powers  under 
the  Act  of  1862,  to  raise  more  than  70,000  /,,  either  by  shares  or  by  borrowiug* 
should  not  be  extinguished.

This  Bill  is  to   empower  the  Dublin,   Wicklow,  and    Wexford    Railway  Object*. 
Company — 

To  make  a  Railway,  length  60  chains,  from  a  point  in  the  Company's  Rail- 
-way,  at  Castlemacadam,  45  miles  from  Dublin,  to  Coolgarrow,  in  the  parish  of 
Ballintemple,  in  the  county  of  Wicklow,  in  substitution  for  a  portion  of  the 
Branch  Railway  authorised  by  the  Company's  Act  of  1863  : 

A  Railway,  length  15  miles  16  chains,  frdm  a  point  at  Templeshannon,  in  the 
Company's  Enniscorthy  Extension,  authorised  in  1860,  to  Slaney-street,  in  the 
parish  of  Saint  Selskar's,  in  the  county  of  Wexford : 

A  Railway,  length  17  miles  53  J  chains,  from  a  point  in  the  Branch  Railway, 
authorised  in  1863,  to  Latbaleere,  in  the  parish  of  Baltinglass,  in  the  county  of 
Wicklow: 

To  be  completed  within  five  years  : 

To  make  terminal  charges,  in  addition  to  the  authorised  maximum  rates  for 
the  conveyance  of  animals  and  things  : 

To  raise  further  sums  of  150,000  /.,  as  new  ordinary,  or  preference  capital,  and 
50,000  /.  by  loan ; 

To  create  5  per  cent,  debenture  stock. 

Section  2.  "  The  Railways  Act  (Ireland),  1851,"  though  referred  to,  and  "The  Observations. 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  are  not  incorporated  with  this  Bill. 

The  words  "  or  inconsistent  with,"  are  not  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of 
Parliament,  and  should  be  omitted. 

Section  13.  If  five  years  be  allowed  for  the  completion  of  the  Railway  to  be 
substituted  for  a  portion  of  the  Branch  Railway  authorised  in  1863,  the  time 
already  limited  for  the  completion.of  that  Branch  Railway,  will  be  extended. 

Section  15.  The  words  "warehousing  and  wharfing"  do  not  occur  in  the 
usual  form  of  this  clause,  relating  to  terminal  charges. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instance,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  2  near  its  commencement  crosses  the  River  Slaney,  about  , 
140  yards  above  Enniscorthy  Bridge  (dimensions  of  bridge  not  given),  and 
skirts  the  western  shore  of  that  river  to  Wexford,  thereby  cutting  off  com- 
munication between  land  and  water;  and  it  crosses  a  small  bay  of  the  Slaney 
about  half  a  mile  west  of  Wexford. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  *?The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  1.  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of"  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  the  latter  only  of  these  enactments.

Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Railway  Company  to  objects, 
raise  further  sums  of  320,000  /.  as  new  ordinary  or  preference  capital,  and 
106,000/.  by  loan. 

To  make  Railways  in  eight  sections,  and  Tramways  in  four  sections,  of  an 
aggregate  length  of  9  miles  46  chains,  at  and  near  Glasgow,  in  connexion  with 
the  Company's  main  line,  and  their  Glasgow,  Dumbarton  and  Helensburgh 
line,  at  Cowlairs,  and  between  Maryhill  and  the  River  Clyde,  and  at^the  Harbour 
of  Glasgow ;  the  Railways  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

To  take  additional  lands  for  station  or  siding  accommodation  at  Maryhill, 
Pointhouse,  Helensburgh,  Stobcross,  Finnieston  and  Whitchurch,  near  Glasgow.

No.  1 1  (Tramway)  at  its  termination,  the  limits  of  deviation  extend  into 
the  River  Clyde. 

No.  12  (Tramway)  for  its  whole  distance  skirts  the  northern  shore  of 
the  River  Clyde,  the  limits  of  deviation  extending  to  high-water  mark. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  (Scotland)  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Con- 
struction of  a  Railway, "  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1 863."

1.  Farnham,  Aldershot  and  Woking  Junction  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  the  "  Farnham,  Aldershot  and  Woking  Junction  Objects. 
Railway  Company,"  with  a  capital  of  105,000/.,   in  10/.  shares,  and  35,000/. 
by  loan,  for  making  the  following  Railways  ;  viz. : 

(No.  1.)  Length  2  miles  64  chains,  from  a  junction  at  Farnham  with 
the  Farnham  and  Alton  Branch* of  the  London  and  South  Western  Rail- 
way, to  a  point  at  Thornbill  Hollow,  in  the  parish  of  Aldershot : 

(No.  2.)  Length  4  miles  48£  chains,  from  the  termination  of  No.  1  to 
a  junction  with  the  main  line  of  the  London  and'  South  Western  Railway, 
in  the  parish  of  Pirbright,  at  29  J  miles  from  London  : 

(No.  3.)  Length  l.mile  7  chains,  from  the  termination  of  No.  1  to  a 
junction  with  the  Readihg  and  Reigate  Branch  of  the  South  Eastern 
Railway,  in. the  parish  of  Ash  and  Normandy :

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Rnchley,  Willesden  and  Acton  Railway  Com- 
pany," with  a  capital  of  90,000  /.  in  10  /.  shares  and  30,000/.  by  loan,  for  making 
a  Railway,  length  3  miles  76  chains,  from  a  junction  at  East  Acton  with  the 
North  and  South  Western  Junction  Railway  to  a  junction  in  the  parish  of 
Hendon,  with  the  authorised  line  of  the  Midland  Railway  Extension  to  London, 
to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  and  the  Midland  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised 
to  contract  with  respect  to  the  working,  use  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Rail- 
way. 

It  is  Part  Three,  not  Ptot  Two,  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,  which  relates 
to  working  agreements.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Garstang  and  Knot  End  Railway  Company, "  Objecto. 
with  a  capital  of  60,000/.,  in  10/.  shares,  and  20,000  /.  by  loan,  for  making  a 
Railway,  length  10  miles  36  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Lancaster  and 
Preston  Junction  Railway  (on  lease  to  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway 
Company)  near  and  at  the  north  of  Garstang  Station  to  Knot  End,  at  the  eastern 
side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Wyre  Water,  opposite  Fleetwood,  and  two  Branch 
Railways,  length  73  chains  and  37  chains,  from  the  former  to  the  Lancaster  and 
Preston  Junction  Railway  at  and  near  Garstang  Station,  to  be  completed  within  .

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  4,  at  about  a  mile  from  its  commencement,  crosses  the  River 
Forth;  near  Blackness  Castle,  where  that  river  is  about  two  miles  in  width, 
by  a  viaduct  3,920  yards  in  length,  consisting  of  two  adjoining  spans,  600 
feet  each,  and  1 25  feet  high  above  high  water  of  Spring  Tides,  and  two 
spans,  one  on  each  side  of  the  said  spans,  300  feet  each,  and  125  feet  above  ' 
high  water  of  Spring  Tides,  and  45  spans  of  200  feet  each,  and  gradually 
diminishing  in  height  from  100  feet  to  60  feet  above  high  water  of  Spring 
Tides. 

This  project  is  a  rival  one  to  that  contained  in  "  The  Forth  Bridge  Railway 
Bill,"  to  their  report  on  which  Bill  the  Board  of  Trade  desire  to  refer.  The 
present  scheme  is  less  objectionable  on  the  ground  of  injury  to  navigation  than 
the  rival  scheme,  since,  instead  of  130  piers  on  the  bed  of  the  channel,  only  48 
are  here  proposed,  and  the  height  and  M'idth  of  the  openings  are  much  greater. 
Still,  this  scheme  is  also  open,  though  in  a  less  degree,  to  the  same  serious 
objections  as  its  rival,  viz. : — that  the  piers  will  be  impediments  to  the  free 
navigation  of  the  Forth  Estuary.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  City  of  Glasgow  Union  Railway  Company,"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  800,000/.  in  10 /.shares,  and  266,600/.  by  loan,  and  power 
to  create  4i  per  cent,  debenture  stock,  for  making  a  Railway,  length  3  miles  28 
chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Glasgow  and  Paisley  Joint  Line,  near  and  at 
the  west  of  its  Joint  Station,  passing  over  the  River  Clyde,  between  Victoria  and 
Hutcheson  Town  Bridges,  by  a  bridge  of  five  arches,  each  of  75  feet  span,  thence 
norlh-eastward  across  College  Green,  by  Garngad  Turnpike,  passing  under  the 
Garnkirk  Line  of  the  Caledonian  Railway  to  a  junction  with  the  Sighthill 
Branch  of  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Railway,  near  and  to  the  north  of  the  road

At  page  18,  line  17,  mention  is  made  of  "  so  much  of  the  Rail- 
ways of  the  said  other  Companies  respectively  as  the  Company  may  pass  over 
and  use  with  their  engines  and  carriages,  under  the  powers  hereinbefore  con- 
tained.', 

It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  Bill  contains  any  provision  empower- 
ing the  new  Company  to  pass  over  and  use  with  their  engines  and  carriages 
the  lines  of  other  Companies,  so  distinct  in  its  terms  as  to  the  portions  of 
Railway  to  be  used,  and  as  to  the  nature  of  the  use,  as  the  practice  of  Parlia- 
liament  requires  when  running  powers  are  created.

Gloucester  and  Ledbury  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Gloucester  and  Ledbury  Railway  Company,  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  200,000 1,  in  20/.  shares,  which  may  be  converted  into  preferred 
6  per  cent  half  shares  and  deferred'  half  shares,   and  66,600/.  by  loan,  for 
making — 

Railways  No.  1  and  No.  4,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  19  miles  63  J  chains* 

•  from  a  junction  with  the  Midland  Railway  in  Barnwood  Parish,  about  two 

miles  east  of  its  Gloucester  Station,  to  a  point  in  the  parish  of  Maisemore, 

and  thence  to  a  junction  with  the  Great  Western  Railway,  Worcester  and 

Hereford  Line,  at  Ledbury ; 

No.  2.  Length  30  chains,  a  junction  spur  from  No.  1,  southwest  ward 
to  the  Midland  Railway  at  Barnwood  ; 

No.  3.  Length  1  mile  6  chains,  to  connect  No.  1  at  Maisemore  with  the 
Gloucester  and'  Dean  Forest  Railway  at  Town  Ham  ; 

No.  6.  Length  33  chains,  to  connect  No.  1  with  the  authorised  line  of 
the  Worcester,  Dean  Forest,  and  Monmouth  Railway  at  Oxenhall ;  and 

No.  6.  Length  26  chains,  a  Junction  spur  from  No.  4  to  the  Great 
Western  Railway  at  Ledbury,  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  empowered — 

To  lay  down  additional  rails  for  the  narrow  gauge  on  the  Gloucester  and 
Dean  Forest  Railway  between  the  intended  junction  and  its  station  at 
Gloucester,  and  thence  to  the  junction  of  that  Railway  with  the  Midland 
Railway ; 

To  run  over  the  Great  Western  Railway,  Worcester  and  Hereford 
lane,  between  the  intended  junctions  and  the  Ledbury  station,  and  the 
Burton  station  at  Hereford  ;  over  the  Gloucester  and  Dean  Forest  Railway 
between  the  intended  junction  and  its  junction  with  the  Midland  Railway, 
and  over  the  Midland  Railway  between  the  intended  junction  and  its 
Gloucester  station ; 

To  require  all  or  any  of  the  London  and  North  Western,  the  Midland, 
the  Great  Western,  the  Shrewsbury  and  Hereford,  the  Gloucester  and  Dean 
Forest,  and  the  Worcester  Dean  Forest  and  Monmouth  Railway  Companies, 
to  afford  facilities  to  the  new  Company's  traffic,  by  through  booking  and 
carriages,  and  interchange  of  rolling  stock ; 

To  contract  with  those  six  Oompanies,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the 
use,  working  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railways.

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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters.

Hamilton  and  Strathaven  and  Caledonian  Hallway  Companies  Bill 

Tnis  Bill  is  to  amalgamate,  as  from  1st  August  1864,  the  Hamilton  and  Objects. 
Strathaven  Railway  Company,  incorporated  in  1857,  with  the  Caledonian 
Railway  Company,  on  the  terms  of  the  latter  Company  paying  off  at  par  the 
holders  of  the  existing  16,910/.  five  per  cent,  preference  shares  in  the  former 
Company,  and  converting  the  53,090  /.  ordinary  stock  of  the  latter  Company  into 
a  "  Caledonian  Railway,  Hamilton  and  Strathaven  Stock,"  to  be  entitled  after

The  tolls  for  the  Hamilton  and  Strathaven  Rail  wary  are  to  be  assimilated  to 
those  for  the  Caledonian  Railway  Company's  Clydesdale  Junction  Line. 

By  Sections  4  and  16  it  is  proposed  to  repeal  provisions  relating  to  tolls,  &c,  Observations, 
in  the  Hamilton  and  Strathaven  Railway  Act,  1857  (c.  128),  and  to  assimilate 
the  tolls  on  the  Hamilton  and  Strathaven  Railway  to  those  leviable  for  the 
Clydesdale  Junction  Line  (under  9  &  10  Vict.  c.

But  it  is  to  be  observed  that  among  the  provisions 
proposed  to  be  repealed  is  Section  43  of  the  Act  of  1857,  which  allows  to  first, 
second,  and  third-class  passengers  on  the  Hamilton  and  Strathaven  Railway 
312  lbs.,  100  lbs.,  and  60  lbs.  weight  of  luggage  free  from  luggage,  the  effect  of 
which  repeal,  together  with  Section  16  of  this  Bill,  will  have  the  effect  of 
reducing  the  weight  of  luggage  which  the  three  classes  of  passengers  may  take 
'with  them  free  from  charge  to  100  lbs.,  60  lbs.,  and  40  lbs.,  the  maximum  weights 
allowed  by  the  Clydesdale  Junction  Railway  Act,  9  &  10  Vict.  c.  379,  s.  43. 

Sections  7  and  12  appear  to  provide  for  a  compulsory  acceptance  by  the 
holders  of  the  existing  5  per  cent,  preference  shares  of  the  Hamilton  and 
Strathaven  Railway  Company  of  the  terms  of  redemption  here  mentioned.  In 
the  preamble  of  this  Bill,  pages  4  and  5,  it  is  stated  that  these  terms  •'  have  been 
arranged."  It  seems  to  be  matter  for  inquiry  whether  the  holders  of  the  shares  in 
question  consent  to  the  terms  on  which  it  is  proposed  to  pay  them  off.

With  reference  to  the  proposed  power  to  attach  a  10  per  cent, 
preference  dividend  to  the  additional  share  capital  for  the  Extension  Railways, 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Company  have  not  opened  their  original  line.

Sections  21  and  24.  It  appears  to  be  desirable,  for  the  due  incorporation  of 
the  Lands  and  Railways  Clauses  Acts,  that,  in  lieu  of  the  words  u  and  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be  adopted  the  usual  form 
"  so  far  as  the  same  are  not  expressly  varied  by  this  Act"

To  issue  any  part  of  the  Company's  capital  in  preferred  and  deferred  half 
shares,  and  to  divide  in  like  manner  shares  already  issued. 

Section  8.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  to  the  proposed  division  of  Observations* 
shares  into  half  shares  there  should  not  be  attached  the  usual  condition,  that 
payments  in  respect  of  calls  on  each  divided  share  shall  be  credited,  first  to  the 
deferred  half  share,  until  paid  up  in  full,  and  then  to  the  preferred  half  share.

77  chains,  for,  amongst  other  things,  improving  the  communication  between 
Gateshead  and  South  Shields ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years.

1.  North  Western  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  enable  the  North  Western  Railway  Company,  upon  a  resolution  Objects, 
being  duly  passed  at  a  special  meeting,  to  divide  each  20  /.  share  in  their  original 
capital,  amounting  to  785,560/.,  into  12/.  u  North  Western  Railway  A.  Pre- 
ferential Stock/'  to  be  entitled  to  a  fixed  5  per  cent,  dividend  out  of  the  3/.  10,?. 
per  cent,  per  annum,  payable  by  the  Midland  Railway  Company  in  respect  of  the 
original  shares,  under  the  lease  to  that  Company  of  the  North  Western  Railway 
undertaking ;  and  8  /.  "  North  Western  Railway  B.  Stock,"  to  be  entitled  to  a 
fixed  dividend  of  1  /.  5  s.  (the  remainder  of  the  3  /.  10  *.  per  cent,  per  annum 
payable  by  the  Midland  Railway  Company),  and  also  to  any  contingent  advan- 
tages secured  to  the  original  shares  by  the  lease. 

~  No  observation  is  necessary. 


2.  Okehampton  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  Okehampton  Railway  Company — 

To  make  Deviation  Railways   (Nos.  1  and  2)  (lengths,  5  miles  10  chains  and  Objects. 
7  miles  5|  chains)  between  a  point  at  Sampford  Courtenay,  and  a  point  at  Bride- 
stowe,  and  passing  through  the  parish  of  Okehampton,  in  lieu  of  corresponding 
portions  of  theLines  authorised  by  this  Company's  Acts  of  1862  and  1863. 

Section  5.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether,  for  the  reference  in  this  Observations, 
clause  to  "  a  field  numbered  1,173  on  the  tithe-map  of  the  said  parish  of 
Okehampton/'  there  should  not  be  substituted  a  reference  to  the  corresponding 
point  in  the  plana  deposited  for  the  purposes  of  this  Bill,  as  the  latter  is  more 
accessible  than  the  former  to  Public  Departments  and  other  parties  interested  in 
the  due  execution  of  the  authorised  works. 

Sections  7  and  8.  See  observations  on  "  Dimensions  of  Bridges/'  in  the 
General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session, 
page  20. 

Section  11.  The  Bill  does  not  contain  the  usual  provisions  for  making  com- 
pensation to  landowners  on  the  line  abandoned,  for  injury  arising  from  non- 
completion  of  purchases  in#pursuance  of  contracts  or  notices,  and  also  continuing 
the  Company's  liabilities  for  damage  done  in  surveying  or  setting-out  the  Line 
abandoned.

Oswestry  and  Newtown  and  other  Railway  Companies  {Amalgamation,  8j>c.9  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  dissolve  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown,  the  Objects. 
Llanidloes  and  Newtown,  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth,  the  Aberystwith  and 
Welsh  Coast,  and  the  Oswestry,  Ellesmere,  and  Whitchurch  Railway  Com- 
panies, and  to  incorporate  theirf  shareholders  as  "  The  Cambrian  Railways 
Company/'  in  which  new  Company  the  Bill  vests  all  the  Railways  and  works 
authorised  by  certain  recited  Acts  relating  to  the  dissolved  Companies. 

The  Bill  repeals  all  existing  provisions  as  to  the  capital  and  borrowing  powers 
of  the  three  dissolved  Companies :  and  the  amount  of  the  present  capital  of  the 
new  Company  is  declared  to  be  2,074,992  /. ;  of  which  485,550  /.  (stated  to  be 
the  amount  of  the  present  5  per  cent,  preferential  capital  of  the  Oswestry  and 
Newtown  Railway  Company)  is  to  be  "Oswestry  Preference  Capital,"  entitled 
to  a  5  per  cent,  dividend,  and  to  be  a  first  charge  on  the  profits  applicable  to 
dividends  from  the  Undertaking  of  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Railway  Com- 
pany ;  and  85,000  /.  (stated  to  be  the  amount  of  the  present  5  per  cent,  prefe- 
rential capital  of  the  Llanidloes  and  Newtown  Railway  Company),  and  60,000  L 
(stated  to  be  the  amount  of  the  present  ordinary  capital'  of  the  same  Company) 
are  to  be  "Llanidloes,  No.  1,  Preference  Capital,"  and  "Llanidloes,  No.  2, 
Preference  Capital,"  entitled  to  5  per  cent,  dividends,  and  respectively  to  be  a 
first  charge  and  a  second  charge  upon  the  gross  receipts  from  the  Undertaking 
of  the  Llanidloes  and  Newtown  Railway  Company ;  and  the  authorised  capital 
of  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth  Railway  Company  is  to  become  110,000/. 
"Machynlleth,  No.  1,  Preference  Capital","  and 80,000/.  "Machynlleth,  No.2t 
Preference  Capital,"  respectively  entitled  to  5  per  cent,  and  4  J  per  cent,  divi-  * 
dends,  and  lo  be  a  first  charge  and  a  second  charge  upon  the  gross  receipts  from 
the  Undertaking  of  that  Company  :  and  the  authorised  preference  capital  of  the 
Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Company  is  to  become  150,000/., 
"  Welsh  Coast  Preference  Capital,"  entitled  to  5  per  cent,  dividends,  and  to  be 
a  first  charge  on  the  profits  applicable  to  dividends  from  the  Undertaking  of  that 
Company :  and  those  six  classes  of  preference  capital  are,  subject  as  aforesaid, 
to  be  a  charge  on  the  general  profits  of  the  general  Undertaking  applicable  to 
dividend  and  of  the  remainder  454,442  /.  (stated  to  be  the  amount  of  the 
present  ordinary  capitals  of  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown,  and  #the  Oswestry, 
Ellesmere  and  Whitchurch  Railway  Companies  respectively)  is  to  be  "  Ordi- 
nary Capital,  No.  1,"  charged  upon  the  general  profits  applicable  to  dividends 
of  the  Railways  and  property  of  the  Oswestry,  the  Llanidloes,  the  Machynlleth, 
and  the  Whitchurch  Companies,  and  650,000  /.  stated  to  be  the  amount  of  thcf 
present  ordinary  capital  of  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Com- 
pany is  to  be  "  Ordinary  Capital,  No.  2,"  charged  upon  the  general  profits 
applicable  to  dividends  of  the  Railway  and  property  of  that  Company. 

The  new  Company  is  to  be  authorised  to  raise  an  additional  sum  of  30,000  /. 
by  new  shares  or  stock,*  which  may  have  a  5  per  cent,  preferential  dividend; 
and  to  borrow  to  the  amount  of  10,000  /.,  inclusive  of  the  sums  due  on  mort- 
gage by  the  dissolved  Companies. 
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The  Bill  authorises  the  new  Company  to  contract  with  all  or  any  of  the 
following  eight  Companies,  viz.,  the  Bishop's  Castle,  the  Mid  Wales,  the  Brecon 
and  Merthyr  Tydfil  Junction,  the  Hereford,  Hay  and  Brecon,  the  Kington  and 
Eardisley,  the  Carnarvonshire,  the  Wrexham,  Mold,  and  Connah's  Quay,  and 
the  Manchester  and  Milford  Railway  Companies — with  respect  to  the  con- 
struction, maintenance,  and  working  of  the  Railways  and  Works  of  the 
contracting  parties,  the  interchange  of  traffic,  the  division  of  receipts,  and  other- 
wise in  any  way  relating  to  the  traffic,  revenues,  capital,  debts,  and  engage- 
ments of  the  contracting  parties. 

The  Bill  provides  uniform  tolls  and  rates  for  all  the  Railways  of  the  new 
Company. 

Observations.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  amalgamation  of  the  five  Companies,  reference 

may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  *'  Amalgamation,  Sale,  and  Lease,"  in  the 
General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session, 
pages  18 'and  19. 

Section  12.  The  Bill  does  not  limit  the  number  of  lines  of  rail,  or  prohibit 
shunting  at  the  level  crossings.  * 

Section  14.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  aggregate  capital  of  the  new 
Company,  viz.,  2,074,992  /.,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  that  amount  includes  sums 
of  75,000  £  and  30,000  /.,  which  the  Bill  states  the  Oswestry  Company  have 
raised  and  subscribed  to  the  capitals  of  the  Aberystwith  and  the  Whitchurch  Com- 
panies, and  25,000  /.,  which  the  Bill  states  the  Llanidloes  Company  have  raised 
and  subscribed  to  the  capital  of  the  Aberystwith  Company.  Consequently  the 
Bill  would  have  the  effect  of  duplicating  those  sums  by  making  them  parts  of 
the  amalgamated  capitals  of  the  Companies  subscribing  and  subscribed  to. 
This  seems  to  be  inconsistent  with  principle,  and  the  practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  16.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  proposed  provision  that 
the  Llanidloes  and  Machynlleth  preference  capitals  shall  respectively  be  a  first 
charge  and  a  second  charge  upon  the  gross  receipts  derived  from  the  Llanidloes 
and  the  Machynlleth  Railways  might  not  prejudice  the  holders  of  mortgages 
upon  those  Undertakings,  by  postponing  the  interest  on  their  mortgages. to  the 
dividends  on  those  preference  shares  ;  and  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether 
the  expression  "  the  profits  applicable  to  the  payment  of  dividends,"  which  ia 
used  in  the  first  part  of  this  clause  with  respect  to  the  Oswestry  preference 
shares,  should  not  be  substituted  for  u  gross  receipts." 

Section  28.  The  word  u  inclusive  "  in  the  third  line  of  this  clause  appears  to 
be  a  mistake  for  "exclusive/*  It  may  deserve  consideration  ^whether  the  Bill 
should  not,  as  is  usual  in  such  cases,  specify  the  sum  which  is  to  be  the  maxi- 
mum amount  which  the  new  Compeny  may  borrow  on  mortgage.  With  respect 
to  such  maximum  amount  it  may  be  observed  that  the  Llanidloes  and  Newtown 
Railway  Company  are  not  at  present  authorised  to  borrow  so  much  as  one-third 
of  their  authorised  share  capital ;  and  also,  that  it  is  the  practice  of  Parliament 
not  to  enlarge  the  borrowing  powers  of  a  Railway  Company  in  respect  of  any 
share  capital  which  they  may  have  been  authorised  to  raise,  for  a  contribution 
to  the  Undertaking  of  another  Company. 

Section  44.  The  proposed  power  to  the  new  Company  and  the  eight  other 
Companies  named  in  the  Bill  to  make  and  carry  into  effect  agreements  "  in 
any  way  relating  to  the  capital,  shares,  mortgages,  loans,  debts,  liabilities,  or 
engagements,  of  any  parties  to  the  agreement,"  appears  to  be  unduly  vague  and 
extensive,  it  would  seem  to  include  guarantees  of  dividend  on  capital  and  of 
principal  and  interest  of  debt,  or  of  liabilities  exceeding  the  authorised  money 
powers,  &c,  and  to  go  beyond  the  purposes  of  arrangements  usually  authorised 
between  Railway  Companies. 

Section  53.  The  quantity  of  luggage  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts  to- 
second-class  passengers  is  100  lbs.,  not  80  lbs.  only.

Oswestry  and  Newtown,  London  and  North  Western,  and  other  Railway 

Companies  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  authorise  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown,  the  Objects. 
Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool,  the  Llanidloes  and  Newtown,  the  Oswestry,  Elles- 
xnere  and  Whitchurch,  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth,  the  Hereford,  Hay,  and 
Brecon,  the  Brecon  and  Merthyr  Tydfil  Junction,  the  London  and  North 
Western,  and  the  Great  Western  Railway  Companies,  or  any  of  them  (pro- 
vided that  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Railway  Company  be  one,  and  the 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  be  another),  to  enter  into  agree- 
ments wilh  respect  to  the  division  of  receipts  from  traffic,  and  the  use,  working, 
maintenance,  and  management  of  their  respective  Railways ;  joint  committees 
and  joint  accounts  ;  and  guarantee  of  dividends,  interest,  or  periodical  or  other 
sums.  . 

The  Bill  confirms  several  arrangements,  set  out  in  the  schedule. 

Section  1 .  It  may  be  observed  that  under  the  terms  of  this  section  the  London  Observations, 
and  North  Western  and  the  Great  Western  Railway  Companies,  joining  with 
them  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Railway  Company,  might  enter  into  an  agree- 
ment for  fixing,  dividing,  and  apportioning  between  them  the  tolls  and  charges 
arising  from  traffic,  and  for  having  joint  committees  of  management,  and  joint 
accounts  for  all  their  respective  railways. 

It  seems  questionable  whether  powers  of  combination  between  the  London  and 
North  Western  and  the  Great  Western  Railway  Cpmpany  extending  to  the 
whole  of  their  respective  systems,  could  be  properly  given  by  a  Bill  purporting 
to  relate  to  certain  railways  in  Wales.  It  seems  not  improbable  that  it  is  in 
fact  intended  by  the  promoters  that  the  agreements  to  be  authorised  by  the  Bill 
shall  relate  only  to  the  working  and  management  of  the  railways  in  or  near 
Wales. 

Section  4.  The  substance  of  agreements  E.  F.  and  L.  appears  to  be  that  the 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  are  to  work  the  railways  of  the 
Oswestry  Company  (46  miles),  the  Llanidloes  Company  (13  miles),  the  Whit- 
church Company  (20  miles),  and  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth  Railway  (23 
miles) ;  and  all  receipts  from  those  railways  from  local  and  through  traffic,  and 
all  other  sources,  and  also  a  rebate  of  60  per  cent,  from  the  mileage  receipts  of 
the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  from  traffic  passing  between 
that  Company's  lines  and  the  Welsh  lines  are  to'  form  a  joint  fund,  out  of  which 
are  to  be  paid  the  expenses  of  working,  maintenance  and  repair  of  the  Welsh 
Railways,  the  interest  and  dividends  of  the  debt  and  preference  capital  of  the 
Welsh  Companies,  and  dividends  on  agreed  amounts  of  the  ordinary  capitals  of 
those  Companies,  at  a  rate  equal  to  the  rate  of  dividend  for  the  time  being  on  the 
ordinary  capital  of  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company. 

The  arrangement,  which  is  by  Agreement  E.,  article  18,  made  determinable  by 
four  years'  notice,  after  the  expiration  of  31  years,  seems  to  be  made  perpetual 
by  Agreement  F. 
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It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  proposed  confirmation  of  these  agree- 
ments Would  not  be  equivalent  to  a  lease  of  the  Welsh  Railways  to  the  London 
and  North  Western  Railway  Company. 

Reference  maybe  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale  and 
Lease/9  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Boftid  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session,  page  18. 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  though  the  Bill  proposes  to  make  future  working  and 
traffic  arrangements  subject  to  decennial  revision  by  the  Board  of  Trade  (section 
2),  it  contains  no  such  provision  as  regards  the  several  agreements  set  out  in  the 
Schedule. 

Agreement  F.  contains  stipulations  (page  15,  Articles  5,  6,  and  7)  relative  to  a 
contemplated  sale  by  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  and  the 
Shropshire  Union  Railways  and  Canal  Company,  of  the  portions  of  the  latter 
Company's  Canal  between  Newtown  and  Hurlston,  to  the  Welsh  Railway  Com- 
panies, and  the  subsequent  abandonment  of  those  portions  of  the  Canal. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Railway  and  Canal 
Companies  "  in  the  General  Report  above  mentioned,  page  20.  It  seems  not 
improbable  that  the  proposed  confirmation  of  agreement  F.  is  intended  to  be 
regarded  as  giving  to  the  conversion  and  abandonment  of  portions  of  the  Canal 
"  the  authority  and  sanction  of  Parliament/9  referred  to  in  the  5th  and  6th 
articles  of  that  agreement.  It  may  deserve  consideration,  however,  whether, 
before  the  sanction  of  Parliament  is  given,  the  proposed  transaction  between  the 
Companies  with  respect  to  the  Canal  should  not  be  made  the  subject  of  specific 
enactment  after  full  notice  to  the  public,  of  the  intended  transfer  and  dis- 
continuance of  the  water  communication.  If  this  view  be  adopted  it  might  be 
well  to  introduce  into  this  Bill  a  declaration  that  the  confirmation  of  Agreement 
R  shall  not  be  deemed  to  give  the  authority  or  sanction  of  Parliament  to  the 
transfer,  conversion  or  abandonment  of  the  portions  of  the  Shropshire  Union 
Canal,  referred  to  in  Articles  5,  6,  and  7  of  that  Agreement

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  authorize   any  one  or  more  of  the  following  Objects. 
Twenty-two  Railway  Companies,  viz. : — 

The  Oswestry  and  Newtown,  The  Kington  and  Eardisley, 

*  The  Llanidloes  and  Newtown,  The  Brecon    and    Merthyr    Tydfil 
The  Oswestry,  Ellesmere,  and  Whit-        Junction, 

church,  The  Brecon  Junction, 

The  Newtown  and  Machynlleth,  The  Dulais  Valley, 

The  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast,  The  Taff  Vale, 

The  Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool,  The  Rhymney, 

The  Shropshire  Union  Railways  and    The  Llanelly  Railway  and  Dock, 

Canal,  The  Vale  of  Towy, 

The  Carnarvonshire,     .  The  Central  Wales, 

The  Manchester  and  Milford,  The  Bishop's  Castle,  and 

The  Mid-Wales,  The  Wrexham  Mold   and  Connah's 

The  Hereford  Hay  and  Brecon,  Quay, 

to  grant,  and  any  others  of  them,  provided  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Rail- 
way Company  be  a  lessee  or  lessees,  to  accept  leases  of  their  respective  under- 
takings.

an  agreement  of  30th  January  1862  between  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  and  the 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Companies,  as  to  the  use  of  the  former 
Company's  Station  at  Welchpool,  by  the  latter  Company :  and  heads  of  agreement 
entered  into  in  August  1860,  on  behalf  of  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  and  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Companies,  with  respect  to  the  use  by  the  latter  of  the 
Station  and  a  portion  of  the  Railway  of  the  former  Company,  at  Oswestry. 

The  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorized  to  raise, 
by  New  Ordinary  or  Preference  Shares,  50,000/.,  for  a  subscription  to  the 
capital  of  the  Bishop's  Castle  Railway  Company ;  and  by  New  Ordinary  or 
Preference  Shares  150,000/.,  and  by  loan  50,000/.,  to  be  applied  in  doubling 
the  line  of  their  Railway,  and  other  general  purposes  of  their  undertaking. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale,  and  Observations. 
Lease,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
the  Session  (page  18). 

Section  6.  "  Twenty,"  in  the  first  line,  appears  to  be  a  mistake  for  "  Twenty- 
two." 
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The  proposed  power  to  the  Twenty-four  Companies,  referred  to  in  this  clause, 
to  make  and  carry  into  effect  agreements  as  to  any  matter  "  in  any  way  relating 
to  the  capital,  shares,  mortgages,  loans,  debts,  liabilities,  or  engagements  of  the 
parties  to  the  agreement,  or  any  of  them,"  appears  to  be  unduly  vague  and 
extensive.  It  would  seem  to  include  guarantees  of  dividend  on  capital,  and  of 
principal  and  interest  of  debt,  or  of  liabilities  exceeding  the  authorized  money 
powers,  &c:  and  to  go  beyond  the  purposes  of  arrangements  usually  authorized 
between  Railway  Companies. 

It  is  also  to  be  observed  that  some  of  the  Companies,  who  might  be  enabled 
to  grant  guarantees  to  other  Companies,  have  not  completed  their  own  original 
undertakings. 

Section  13.  With  reference  to  the  objects  of  the  proposed  increase  of  capital, 
it  may  deserve  consideration  whether  a  time  should  not  be  limited  within  which 
the  doubling  of  the  line  of  the  Oswestry  and  Newtown  Railway  shall  be  com- 
pleted, with  the  usual  penalty  in  case  of  default.

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  1  is  proposed  to  be  carried  across  the  River  None  at 
Wisbeach,  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  above  the  existing  Roadway  Bridge 
by  a  bridge  of  three  spans,  each  40  feet  wide,  and  with  six  feet  headway. 

Tramways,  Nos.  1  and  2,  are  to  be  carried  along  the  western  shore  of 
the  River  Nene  at  Wisbeach,  over  their  entire  distance,  cutting  off  access 
between  land  and  water. 
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My  Lords  recommend  that  one  of  the  three  spans  of  the  proposed  bridge 
should  be  an  opening  span  of  not  less  than  40  feet. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Glauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/'  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  making,  at  any  time  hereafter,  of  a  transfer,  or  a  Objects, 
lease,  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool  Railway  Company 
(whose  authorised  capital  is  246,000  /.  by  shares,  and  72,000  /.  by  loan),  to  the 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company,  or  to  that  Company  and  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company  jointly. 

In  the  event  of  a  transfer  the  Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool  Railway  Company 
are  to  be  dissolved. 

The  Loudon  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to 
raise  the  sum  necessary  for  a  transfer  to  them,  by  creating  new  ordinary  or  pre- 
ference shares,  and  as  to  a  part  by  borrowing. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  te  Amalgamation,  Sale,  and  Observations. 
Lease,"  including  those  on  "  Notice  of  Transfer,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the 
Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  pages  18  and  19. 

Section  2.  This  Bill  contains  no  provision  for  submitting  the  terms  of  a  sale 
and  purchase,  to  special  meetings  of  the  contracting  Companies.  Section  29 
contains  sucil  provisions  as  to  the  terms  of  a  lease  only. 

Section  3.  The  Bill  contains  no  limitation  of  the  compensation  which  the 
Great  Western  Railway  Company  may  grant,  in  the  case  of  their  joining  in  the 
purchase,  nor  any  definition  of  the  manner  in  which  they  may  raise  such 
compensation. 

Section  22  authorises  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  to 
raise  by  new  shares  or  stock  "any  sums  which  may  be  necessary  for  effecting 
the  purchase  " — i.e.  the  whole  consideration  for  the  purchase — of  the  Shrewsbury 
and  Welchpool  Railway,  or  any  share  or  interest  therein.  Section  23  authorises 
that  Company,  for  the  purposes  of  any  such  purchase,  to  il  borrow  one-third  of 
the  amount  which  they  are  by  this  Act  authorised  to  raise  by  new  shares  or  new 
stock  for  those  purposes,"  i.e ,  one-third  of  the  whole  consideration  for  the  pur- 
pose. It  would  seem  to  be  more  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament 
if  the  limit  of  the  new  borrowing  power  were  to  the  following  effect,  viz. 
"  not  exceeding  in  the  whole  one-fourth  of  any  sums  which  may  be  necessary 
for  eflecting  the  purchase  of  the  Railway  of  the  Company,  or  any  share  or 
interest  therein." 

It  seems  to  be  a  question,  however,  whether  the  purchasing  Company  or 
Companies  can  be  properly  authorised  to  borrow  and  re-borrow,  for  the  purposes 
of  the  purchase,  to  a  greater  amount  than  72,000  /.,  the  limit  of  the  borrowing 
powers  of  the  Shrewsbury  and  Welchpool  Railway  Company.

Section  31.  This  clause,  which  is  for  the  most  part  in  the  terms  of  Section  113 
of  "The  Railways  Claoses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/'  omits  the  final  part  of  that 
enactment,  which  imposes  on  the  lessee  the  obligations  by  that  Act  or  the 
Special  Act  imposed  on  the  leasing  Company. 

The  Bill  also  omits  Section  112  of  "The  Railway  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845/'  relating  to  the  covenants  to  be  contained  in  the  lease. 

It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  Sections  112  and  113,  "  with  respect 
to  leasing  the  Railway/'  of  the  General  Act,  should  not  be  incorporated  with 
this  Bill,  in  lieu  of  Section  31  of  the  Bill.

Sections  17,  18  and  21.  These  clauses,  and  the  Bill  generally,  seem  to  leave 
it  uncertain  whether  the  295,000  I.  further  capital  is,  or  is  not,  to  include  the 
new  preferential  capitals  of  the  South  Eastern  Company,  to  be  substituted  for 
the  first  and  second  preferential  capitals  of  the  Mid  Kent  Company.

Section  7*  The  word  "  public  "  is  omitted  before  "  traffic."  If  the  convey- 
ance of  passengers  on  the  Railway  and  Tramway,  or  either  of  them,  is  not  to 
be  obligatory  on  the  Company,  it  might  be  properly  so  stated  in  the  Bill. 

With  respect  to  Railway  No.  2,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not 
state  that  it  has  been  opened  for  public  traffic ;  nor  does  the  Bill  contain  any 
provision  for  securing  its  being  so  opened  within  a  definite  time.

1.  South  Yorkshire  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  South  Yorkshire  Railway  and  River  Dun  Com-  Objecu. 
pany  to  make  a  Railway,  length  1  mile  9  chains,  from  a  point  in  their  Barnsley 
Coal  Railway,  near  Ardsley  Station,  to  the  Railway  authorised  (in  1863)  to  be 
constructed  by  the  Midland  Railway  Company  between  Carlton  and  Barnsley. 

The  proposed  Railway  is  to  be  completed  within  four  years. 

No  observation  is  necessary. 


2.  South  Yorkshire  Railway  and  River  Dun  Company  (Transfer,  $c.)  Bill.

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  that,  in  pursuance  of  an  Agreement  of  8th  June  Objects, 
1861,  between  the  Manchester,  Sheffield,  and  Lincolnshire  Railway  Company 
(called  in  the  Bill  the  Sheffield  Company)  and  the  South  Yorkshire  Railway  and 
River  Dun  Company  (called  in  the  Bill  the  South  Yorkshire  Company),  which  is 
to  be  modified  and  confirmed  by  the  Bill,  the  undertaking  of  the  South  Yorkshire 
Company,  including  as  well  their  Railways  as  their  Canals  and  Navigations, 
shall,  on  1st  January  1864,  be  vested  in  the  Sheffield  Railway  Company  for  999 
years,  at  a  half-yearly  rent,  sufficient  to  pay  the  half-year's  interest  and  dividend 
on  the  South  Yorkshire  Company's  mort gages  and*  debenture  stock  and 
guaranteed  and  preference  stock  (including  so  much  of  the  latter  as  is  held  by 
former  proprietors  of  the  Navigations  and  Canals)  ;  and  also  to  pay  a  half-year's 
dividend  at  5  per  cent,  per  annum  on  the  South  Yorkshire  Company's  ordinary 
shares  and  stock  (including  shares  and  stock  held  by  former  proprietors  of  the 
Navigations  and  Canals,  and  entitled  to  like  dividend,  and  also  including 
additional  capital  to  be  expended  by  the  South  Yorkshire  Company  under  any 
Act  of  this  Session) ;  together  with  one-half  of  the  clear  profits  from  the  under- 
taking of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company  remaining  after  the  three  payments 
before-mentioned. 

The  Bill  repeals  the  existing  provisions,  except  pontage  for  the  Trent  Bridge, 
and  substitutes  new  provisions,  relating  to  tolls  and  maximum  rates  for  the 
Railways  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company. 

The  Bill  also  authorises  an  absolute  transfer  to  be  made  at  any  time  of  the 
undertaking  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company  to  the  Sheffield  Company,  where- 
upon the  former  Company  is  to  be  dissolved. 
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Observations,  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale  and 

Lease,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session  (page  18),  and  also  to  the  observations  on  "  Railway  and  Canal 
Companies,"  in  the  same  Report  (page  20) ;  with  regard  to  which  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  in  the  Agreement  of  8th  June  1861,  there  is  a  provision  (page 
27,  article  6)  against  intentional  diversion  of  coal  and  mineral  traffic  from  the 
Railways  to  the  Navigations  or  Canals  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company. 

Section  16.  This  clause  does  not  contain  the  usual  provision  respecting 
terminal  charges,  and  definition  of  a  terminal  station. 

Section  17.  It  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the  proposed  six-mile  "  short 
distance "  provision  would  be  appropriate  to  articles  for  which  an  increased 
mileage  rate  is  authorised  by  Sections  13  and  16,  if  conveyed  for  a  distance  not 
exceeding  15  miles.

The  provision  in  Section  17,  that  when  articles  or  persons  are  "  conveyed 
exceeding  15  miles,  the  Company  may  demand  tolls  and  charges  as  for  15  miles 
at  the  least,"  seems  unnecessary,  and  is  perhaps  inserted  in  mistake. 

Section  24.  With  reference  to  the  provision  that  upon  a  transfer  by  way  of 
sale  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company's  undertaking,  the  shareholders  in  that 
Company  shall  become  shareholders  in  the  Sheffield  Company,  "  and  shall  be 
entitled  to  such  fixed  or  fluctuating  dividend,  &c,"  it  seams  to  be  a  question 
whether  the  positions  which  the  South  Yorkshire  and  the  Sheffield  shareholders 
would  hold  with  respect  to  each  other  are  defined  in  the  Bill  as  the  practice  of 
Parliament  requires ;  and  whether  sufficient  provision  is  made  against  the  altera- 
tion of  the  terms  of  preferences  granted  by  the  two  Companies  respectively. 

It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  this  Bill  should  not  provide  that  in  the 
event  of  a  transfer,  and  of  the  South  Yorkshire  Company  being  dissolved  there- 
upon, £art  V.  (relating  to  Amalgamation)  of  "The  Railway  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 
shall  be  incorporated  with  the  Bill.

to  their  works — or  which  did  not  exist  previous  to  the  execution  of  such  works.

Moss-side,  in  the  parish  of  Methven,  to  a  point  at  Crieff,  near  the  terminus  of 
the  Crieff  Junction  Railway  ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorized  to  run  over  and  use  the  Stations  of  the 
Perth,  Almond  Valley,  and  Methven  Railway,  between  the  intended  Railway  and 
the  Scottish  North  Eastern  Railway. 

The  Scottish  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  run 
over  and  use  the  Stations#of  the  intended  Railway,  and  are  to  be  required  to 
subscribe  and  hold  shares  for  25,000  /.  in  the  capital  of  the  new  Company,  with 
power  to  raise  that  sum  by  new  ordinary  or  preferential  shares  or  stock.

The  usual  provision  with  respect  to  charges  for  services  at  u  Ter- 
minal Stations"  is  omitted,  though  Section  39  has  reference  to  such  provision. 

Section  40.  See  observations  on  u  Running  Powers"  in  the  above-mentioned 
General  Report,  page  19. 

Sections  44 — 47.  It  may  deserve  consideration,  whether  Part  II.  "Additional 
Capital," of  "The  Companies'  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  should  not  be  incorporated 
with  this  Bill,  and  Sections  44 — 47  be  omitted.

Erith  Tramways  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  authorise  Lieutenant-Colonel  William  Wheatley  (who  is  Objects, 
described  as  the  tenant  in  fee-simple,  subject  to  a  mortgage,  and  to  leases,  of  the 
lands  in  question),  his  heirs  and  assigns,  to  make  and  maintain  two  Tramways, 
lengths  40  chains  and  60  chains,  from  the  Ballast  Pits  or  Cliffs  at  Erith,  in  Kent, 
to  the  Vpper  and  Lower  Ballast  Wharves,  respectively,  on  the  River  Thames ;  and 
a  Tramway,  length  30  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  North  Kent  Railway  to 
the  Cray  Wharf,  on  the  River  Thames,  at  Erith :  to  be  completed  within  15  years  ; 
with  power  te  take  tolls  for  the  use  of  the  Tramways,  and  to  grant  leases  thereof 
to  certain  persons. 

Section  2.  Having  regard  to  the  power  to  cross  roads  on  the  level,  in  Section  14,  Observations, 
and  to  use  such  crossings  with  locomotive  engines,  it  would  be  proper  to  add  to 
the  Acts  incorporated  with  this  Bill  Part  I.  (u  Construction  of  a  Railway*)  of 
"  The  Railway  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Section  4.  In  this  clause  it  would  be  desirable  to  add,  after  the  words  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  the  words,  "and  Part  I.  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 

The  practice  of  Parliament  requires,  in  accordance  with  the  "  Lands  Clauses

No.  3,  length  19|  chains  a  branch  at  Mostyn  from  No.  2  to  the  embankment 
at  the  foreshore  of  the  river  Dee : 

No.  4,  length  4  miles  20  chains  from  a  junction  with  Nos.  1  and  2  at  Holywell, 
to  a  junction  with  an  authorized  line  of  the  Mold  and  Denbigh  Junction  Railway, 
at  Ysceifiog ;  and  No.  5,  length  59  chains  to  form  a  second  junction  between  the 
last-mentioned  line  and  No.  4  :

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  authorise  a  transfer  by  way  of  sale  of  the  under-  Objects 
taking  of  the  Company  of  Proprietors  of  the  Grand  Western  Canal,  incorporated 
in  1796,  which  extends  from  Taunton  Saint  James  to  Tiverton,  to  the  Bristol 
and  Exeter  Railway  Company,  for  30,000  I. ;  to  be  applied  primarily  in  payment 
of  the  mortgage  and  other  debts  of  the  Canal  Company.  That  sum  the  Railway 
Company  are  to  be  enabled  to  raise  by  new  ordinary,  or  preference  shares  or 
stock  in  their  own  undertaking;  with  power,  if  by  arrangement  with  the  Canal 
Company  the  incumbrances  of  the  Canal  are  to  be  paid  by  the  Railway  Company, 
to  borrow  and  reborrow  for  the  payment  of  such  incumbrances. 

The  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  stop  up  and  dispose  of  the  portion 
of  the  Canal  between  Firepool  Bridge,  at  Taunton  Saint  James,  and  Loudwell  Lock, 
at  Holcombe  Rogus ;  and  the  part  of  the  River  Tone,  near  Taunton,  which  by  the

To  the  reservations  in  this  Clause,  it  might  be  desirable  to  add  the 
Canal,  and  present  and  future  general  Acts  relating  to  Canals,  and  the  future 
revision  or  alteration  by  Parliament  of  the  authorised  tolls  and  charges  for  the

Company,"  with  a  capital  of  90,000/.  in  10/.  shares,  and  30,000/.  bv  loan, 
with  power  to  create  5  per  cent,  debenture  stock,  for  making  a*  Railway, 
length  2  miles  64£  chains,  from  a  double  junction  with  the  Lancashire  and 
Yorkshire  Railway,  near  and  to  the  north  of  the  Joint  Passenger  Station  of 
that  and  other  Railways  at  Halifax,  to  Netherton  Mill,  in  the  township  of 
Northowram  :  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Lancashire  and 
Yorkshire,  the  Great  Northern,  and  the  Leeds,  Bradford,  and  Halifax  Junction 
Railway  Companies,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  working  of  the 
intended  Railway  by  the  three  latter  Companies,  and  of  the  Railway  and 
Stations  of  those  three  Companies  by  the  new  Company.

half  of  their  number  only  annually ; 

To  give  further  and  altered  powers  to  the  Trustees ; 

To  authorise  the  levying  of  increased  Harbour  Rates  in  certain  particu- 
lars, according  to  new  Schedules  of  maximum  rates  annexed  to  the  Bill, 
with  power  to  the  Trustees  to  increase  such  maximum  rates  by  one-fourth  ;

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Hubberston  Docks  Company,"  with  a  capital  Objects, 
of  100,000/.  in  10/.  shares  (to  which  the  Mil  ford  Railway  Company  are  to  be 
authorised  to  subscribe  10,000/.)  and  33,300/*  by  lean,  for  working  a  Wet  Dock 
at  Hubberston  Pill,  in  Milford  Haven,  near  the  Milford  Railway  Company's 
Milford  Station,  with  a  Dry  or  Graving  Dock  and  other  works  :  to  be  completed 
within  five  years. 

Facilities  for  the  use  of  the  new  Company's  wharves,  &c,  are  to  be  afforded  to

and  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether  a  similar  provision  should  not  be 
expressly  made  in  this  Bill,  if  the  issue  of  additional  debenture  stock  be 
authorised.

Lancaster  Canal  Transfer  Bill. 


By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  confirm — 

Heads  of  arrangement  (in  Schedule  A.)  between  the  Lancaster  Canal  and  the  Objects, 
Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  Companies  for  leasing  in  perpetuity,  as  from  1st  July 
1864,  to  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal  Company,  the  portion  of  the  South  Level 
of  the  Lancaster  Canal  from  Johnson's  Hillock  to  Kirkless  (which  portion  is 
interposed  between  the  eastern  and  western  sections  of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
Canal),  at  a  yearly  rent  of  7,075  /: 

Heads  of  arrangement  (in  Schedule  B.)  between  the  Lancaster  Canal  Com- 
pany and  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  for  transferring  to 
the  latter  Company,  as  from  1st  July  1864,  the  rest  of  the  undertaking  of  the 
Lancaster  Canal  Company,  including  their  shares  in  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
Canal  Company,  in  consideration  of  a  yearly  payment  of  12,665  17$.  6d. ;  such 
transfer  to  be  continued  in  favour  of  the  Lancaster  and  Carlisle  Railway  Com- 
pan y  in  the  event  of  a  determination  of  the  lease  of  that  Company's  undertaking 
to  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company,  and — 

Agreements  of  1823  and  1825  (in  Schedule  C.)  between  the  Lancaster  Canal 
Company  and  the  River  Lune  Commissioners. 

The  Bill  fixes  reduced  rates  to  be  taken  by  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal 
Company  and  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company,  for  the  respec- 
tive portions  of  the  Lancaster  Canal  to  be  transferred  to  them,  and  contains  pro- 
visions for  the  maintenance  of  the  Canal  navigation  and  of  the  supply  of  water 
thereto ;  and  for  enabling  the  Board  of  Trade  upon  complaint  made  to  them  of 
defect  in  the  condition  of  the  Canal  or  its  works,  to  make  orders  upon  the  two 
Companies  respectively ;  and  in  case  of  default,  to  authorise  the  complainant  to 
carry  into  effect  such  orders  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

The  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised,  with 
the  consent  of  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  Company,  to  stop  up  and 
dispose  of  the  portion  of  the  tramway  of  the  Lancaster  Canal  Company  which 
extends  from  Fishergate-street,  in  Preston,  over  the  river  Ribble.to  the  south  side 
of  the  Preston  and  Chorley  turnpike  road  ;  and  to  raise  on  mortgage  of  their 
present  undertaking  20,000 1,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Lancaster  Canal. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  under  the  head  "  Railway  and  Observations. 
Canal  Companies  *  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  Railway  and 
Canal  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  20. 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  proposed  transfer  of  a  portion  of  the  Lancaster 
Canal  to  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  will  include  shares 
held  by  or  on  behalf  of  the  Lancaster  Canal  Company  in  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool 
Canal. 

The  vesting  of  those  shares  in  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany might,  therefore,  have  an  important  effect  on  the  future  management  and 
use  of  the  Leeds  and  Liverpool  Canal. 
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The  union  of  railways  with  canals  was  a  subject  which  came  under  the  con 
sideration  of  the  Select  Committees  of  the  House  of  Commons  appointed  in  1846 
and  1853,  to  consider  the  principle  of  amalgamation  as  applied  to  Railway,  or 
Railway  and  Canal  Bills.  Observations  on  that  subject  will  be  lound  in  the 
Second  Report  of  the  former  Committee,  and  in  pages  10  and  11  of  the  Fifth 
Report  of  the  latter  Committee,  which  may  be  here  referred  to. 

Section  6.  The  saving  in  this  clause  of  "  tolls,  rates,  and  duties  on  the  South 
End  to  be  collected  and  received  for  the  use  of  the  lessees  of  the  North  Union 
Railway  under  the  provisions  of  the  Act  (local  and  personal)  of  1  Vict.  c.  121," 
has  reference  to  the  tolls,  &c,  leviable  on  a  portion  of  the  traffic  ou  the  South 
End,  which  are  now  collected  for  the  benefit  of  the  London  and  North  Western 
and  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire  Railway  Companies,  as  joint  lessees  of  the 
North  Union  Railway,  in  consideration  of  a  fixed  rent  payable  by  those  Companies 
to  the  Lancaster  Canal  Company  This  saying  will  have  the  effect,  as  it  would 
seem,  of  leaving  the  present  authorised  maximum  of  those  several  tolls,  rates,  and 
duties  unaltered,  though  a  reduction  is  proposed  to  be  effected  by  the  Bill  in 
respect  of  tolls,  rates,  and  duties  leviable  on  other  traffic  on  the  South  End. 

On  the  subject  of  tolls,  &c,  leviable  for  the  use  of  the  Lancaster  Canal,  my  Lords 
have  to  state  that  in  the  Session  of  1863,  when  a  Bill  was  pending  in  Parliament  for 
the  transfer  of  the  whole  of  the  Lancaster  Canal  undertaking  to  the  London  and 
North  Western  Railway  Company,  leaving  the  maximum  tolls  which  might  be 
charged  on  the  Canal  unaltered,  the  Board  of  Trade  received  memorials  from 
various  public  bodies,  and  classes  of  traders*  in  the  district  through  which  the 
Lancaster  Canal  passes*  alleging  that  the  maximum  rates  of  charge  at  present 
authorised  are  so  high  that,  if  those  rates  were  to  be  charged,  the  public  would 
virtually  be  deprived  of  the  use  of  the  Canal. 

With  respect  to  the  present  Bill,  however,  the  Board  of  Trade  has  not  received  any 
communication  showing  that  the  maximum  tolls*  &e.,  which  will  be  leviable  in 
case  the  BUI  be  passed,  will  be  considered  open  to  objection  in  the  district  in 
question* 

Section  18  provides,  that  such  of  the  lands  of  the  Lancaster  Canal  Company  as 
are,  for  die  tine  being,  converted  to  or  used  for  other  purposes  than  canal 
purposes  shall  not  be  entitled  to  the  partial  exemption  from  Parliamentary  or 
parochial  taxes,  rates,  or  assessments,  conferred  by  an  Act  of  1792,  relating  to> 
the  Lancaster  Canal. 

It  appears  that  under  those  Acts,  lands  and  buildings  belonging  to  the  Canal 
Company  can  be  rated  to  all  Parliamentary  and  parochial  assessments  only  in  the 
same  pioportions  as  adjoining  lands,  and  net  according  to  their  improved  value, 
in  the  haads  of  the  Company. 

Exemptions- of  this  kind  were  frequently  conferred  by  Parliament  about  the 
period  referred  to,  with  a  view  to  encourage  the  extension  of  inland  navigation. 

The  question  may  perhaps  be  raised  before  the  Committee  on  the  Bill,  by  local 
authorities  desiring  the  discontinuance  of  the  exemptions,  whether,  on  thft 
occasion  of  the  proposed  transfer  of  the  Lancaster  Canal,  the  privilege  of  assess* 
ment  at  a  reduced  rate  should  continue  to  attach  to  any  of  the  lands  and  build- 
ings, now  belonging  to  the  Canal  Company,  during  the  continuance  of  the  leases, 
to  be  confirmed  by  the  Bill.  My  Lords,  however,  have  not  in  the  present 
Session  received  any  communication  on  this  subject,  showing  that  the  partial 
surrender  of  the  present  exemption,  which  is  proposed  in  Section  laof  this  Bill,, 
will. not  be  satisfactory  in  the  district. 

Section  29.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  reservations  of  this 
elause  should  not  be  extended  to  general  Acts  relating  to  Canals  or  Navigations 
(such  as  the-  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1854),  and  to  the  revision  of  the 
maximum  rates  authorised  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  the  Lancaster  Canal.

1.  Newry  and  Armagh  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Newry  and  Armagh  Railway  Company, —  Object*. 

To  cancel  8,954,  New  5  per  Cent.  Preference  10  /,  Shares  in  their  authorised 
capital,  which  have  been  forfeited  : 

To  raise  250,000/.  by  New  Preference  Shares,  which  may  have  a  6  per  cent, 
dividend,  with  priority  over  the  Company's  existing  5  per  cent.  Preference  Shares, 
amounting  to  102,460  /.,  and  to  raise  58,000  /.  by  loan. 

The  sums,  amounting  to  308,000  /.,  the  raising  of  which  is  to  be  authorised  by 
the  BiU,  are  to  be  applied  to  the  discharge  of  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  Company, 
which  are  stated,  in  the  Preamble,  to  amount  to  250,000  /.,  or  thereabouts. 

It  seems  to  be  a  matter  for  inquiry  whether  the  debts  and  liabilities  to  be  dis-  Observations, 
charged  by  means  of  the  intended  new  share  and  loan  capital  have  been  duly 
incurred  for  the  purposes  of  the  Company's  authorised  undertaking.  • 

Section  6.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  proviso  to  Section  13  of  "The  Com- 
panies Clauses  Act,  1863,"  which  it  is  proposed  to  exempt  from  incorporation  with 
this  Bill,  is  that  which  reserves  the  priority  of  existing  preference  capital  over  new 
preference  capital. 

2.  Newry  and  Armagh  Railway  Extension  Bill.

To  make  Railways  No.  (1),  length  9  miles  45  J  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the 
Ulster  Railway,  at  Armagh,  to  a  junction  with  the  Portadown,  Dungannon,  and 
Omagh  Junction  Railway,  at  Trew,  east  of  Dungannon  ;  No.  (3)  length,  12  miles 
1 0  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  last-mentioned  Railway  at  Ballysaggart,  west 
of  Dungannon,  to  a  junction  with  the  Cookstown  Extension-  of  the  Belfast  and 
Northern  Counties  Railway,  at  Cookstown ;  and,  No.  (2)  length,  5  miles  64£ 
chains,  to  connect  Nos.  (1)  and  (3)  ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years : 

To  run  over  the  portion  of  the  Portadown,  Dungannon,  and  Omagh  Junction 
Railway,  between  the  intended  junctions  therewith  of  Nos.  (1)  and  (3),  and  to  use 
Dungannon  and  Trew  Stations  : 

To  require  traffic  facilities  by  through  booking,  and  otherwise  to  be  afforded  by 
the  Company  owning  or  working  the  last-mentioned  Railway :  • 

To  raise  further  sums  of  275,000/.  by  new  10/.  shares,  which  may  be  issued  as 
Preferred  5  per  cent,  and  Deferred  Half  Shares,  and  are  to  constitute  a  separate 
capital  for  the  purpose  of  the  new  Railways,  which  are  to  be  a  separate  undertak- 
ing ;  and  91,000  /.  by  loan. 
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To  contract  with  the  Portadown,  Dungannon,  and  Omagh  Junction  Railway 
Company  with  respect  to  the  use,  working,  and  traffic  of  the  Newry  and  Armagh 
Railway  Company's  undertakings. 

Section  7.  After  "subject* to  the  provisions  in  this  Act,"  should  be  added, 
"  and  in  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith/ ' 

Section  9  proposes  to  authorise  the  Company  to  reduce  to  twenty  feet  the 
width  of  every  public  carriage  road,  over  or  under  or  on  the  level  of  which  the 
Railways  are  to  be  carried. 

Parliament  does  not  usually  grant  a  general  power  of  this  kind  to  reduce  all 
roads  to  a  less  width  than  that  prescribed  by  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation 
Act,  1845." 

With  reference  to  this  general  power,  anS  the  dimensions  of  certain  bridges  or 
arches,  specified  in  the  latter  part  of  section  9,  see  observations  on  "  Dimensions 
of  Bridges,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills 
of  this  Session,  page  20. 

Section  15.  See  observations  on  "Running  Powers"  in  the  above-mentioned 
General  Report,  page  19. 

Section  35.  Having  regard  to  the  provision  in  section  23,  that  the  new  Rail- 
ways shall,  for  financial  purposes,  form  a  separate  undertaking,  it  seems  to  be  a 
question  whether  the  mortgages  to  be  granted  under  this  new  borrowing  power 
should  not  be  chargeable  on  that  separate  undertaking  only.

This  Bill  is  to  transfer  to  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth  Railway  Company  Object* 
the  powers  of  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Company,  under  their 
Act  of  1861,  for  making  the  portion  now  unfinished  north  of  Borth,  of  the 
Railway  No.  1,  authorised  by  that  Act,  between  Aberystwith  and  the  Dovey,  in 
order  that  it  may  be  forthwith  completed,  and  give,  together  with  the  rest  of 
Railway  No.  1,  already  opened,  and  with  Railway  No.  5,  authorised  by  the 
same  Act,  and  already  constructed  by  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Rail- 
way Company,  railway  access  to  Aberystwith  from  Machynlleth,  and  places  to 
the  eastward. 

The  provision  in  the  Act  of  1861,  that  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast 
Railway  Company  should  not  make  Railway  No.  1  more  expeditiously  than 
their  authorised  Railways,  Nos.  2  and  3,  to  Towyn  and  to  Barmouth,  is  no 
longer  to  have  effect. 

The  Newtown  and  Machynlleth  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to 
raise  further  sums  of  70,000/.,  as  new  ordinary,  or  preference  capital,  and 
23,000/.  by  loan. 

The  two  Companies  are  to  have  mutual  running  powers  over  each  other's 
portions  of  the  Railways  between  Aberystwith  and  Machynlleth,  and  may  enter 
into  agreements  with  respect  to  the  working,  use,  and  traffic  of  their  respective 
Railways. 

Section  7.   It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  provides  no  security  for  the  Observation, 
completion  within  any  definite  time  by  the  Newtown  and  Machynlleth  Railway 
Company  of  the  portion  of  Railway,  the  powers  for  constructing  which  it  is 
proposed  to  transfer  to  that  Company.

240,000  /.  in  10  /.  shares,  and  80,000  /.  by  loan,  for  making  a  dock  at  the  north 
and  west  of  the  site  of  Sandown  Castle,  near  Deal,  two  piers  in  the  sea,  a 
navigable  channel,  and  a  lock-gate  across  the  River  Stour,  more  particularly 
described  below : 

A  Railway  or  Tramway,  length  about  one  mile,  (for  which  the  estimate 
is  5,000 1.)  from  a  junction  with  the  Deal  Branch  of  the  South  Eastern 
Railway,  at  about  two  miles  from  Deal,  to  the  western  end  of  the  proposed 
Dock ; 

The  works  to  be  completed  within  seven  years. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  South  Eastern 
Railway  Company,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  working  of  the  intended 
Railway,  and  the  appropriation  and  occupation  of  any  part  of  the  dock 
and  wharves. 

Section  3.  To  give  due  effect  to  the  incorporation  with  this  Bill  of  Part  I.  Observations, 
of  the  "  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  it  should  be  explained  in  this  clause 
that  "  in  the  application  to  the  works  hereby  authorised  of  Clauses  13  to  19 
inclusive,"  relating  to  "  Protection  to  Navigation"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses 
Act,  1863,"  the  words  "  work"  and  "  railway"  shall  include  all  works  authorised 
by  this  Act.* 

At  page  3,  line  1,  "  expressly,"  should  be  inserted  before  "  varied." 

Section  24.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  provides  no  penalty  upon  the 
Company,  to  guard  against  their  interfering  further  with  the.  waters  of  the 
River  Stour  than  this  clause  purports  to  permit. 

Section  25.  The  terms  of  this  clause  appear  to  authorise  the  Company  to 
operate  on  the  whole  of  the  River  Stour  from  Sandwich  to  the  sea,  which  is 
perhaps  more  than  is  intended,  or  may  be  requisite  for  the  purposes  of  the  new 
works. 

Sections  27  &  28.  These  clauses  being  part,  and  part  only,  of  the  provisions 
for  "  Protection  of  Navigation  in  Part  1.  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863," 
which  will  be  incorporated  with  this  Bill,  would  be  better  omitted. 

Section  46.  After  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  the  Merchant  Shipping 
Act,  1854,"  should  be  added  "  and  of  any  other  Act  for  the  time  being  in 
force." 

Section  71.  After  "  docks"  should  be  added  "  or  piers" ;  and  after  "  car- 
ried in  ships",  should  be  added  "or  pilotage,  or  lights,  buoys  and  beacons, 
or  the  rights,  privileges,  and  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Lighthouse  Autho- 
rities." 
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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

Two  piers  extending  into  the  sea,  in  an  easterly  direction  from  Sandown 
Castle,  the  north  pier  extending  about  800  feet  below  high-water  mark, 
and  the  southern  one  about  1,350  feet : 

A  dock  at  the  western  or  landward  extremity  of  the  piers : 

A  new  cut,  length  3  miles  7\  chains  from  the  River  Stour,  near  Sand- 
wich, to  the  proposed  dock : 

A  lock-gate  across  the  River  Stour,  about  1,700  feet  below  Sandwich 
bridge. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  with  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction 
of  a  Railway/'  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863:* 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments,  as  well  as  the  "  Railways 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845."

Forth  Bridge  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Forth  Bridge  Railway  Company,"  with  a  Objects, 
capital  of  600,000  L  in  20  J.  shares,  and  200,000  /.  by  loan,  for  making  a  Rail- 
way, length  4  miles  65  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow 
Railway  at  Pardovan,  in  the  parish  of  Linlithgow,  thence  northward  to  the  shore 
of  the  Firth  of  Forth,  near  and  to  the  west  of  Blackness,  and  across  theJFirth 
by  a  Bridge  exceeding  two  miles  in  length,  more  particularly  described  below,  to 
a  junction  with  the  Charleston  line  of  the  North  British  Railway,  at  a  point  near 
Charleston,  in  the  parish  of  Dunfermline,  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

For  the  passage  of  the  Bridge,  the  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  take 
tolls  as  for  10  miles  on  the  Railway. 

Running  powers,  including  the  use  of  stations,  are  to  be  given  to  the  new 
Company,  and  to  the  North  British  Railway,  while  using  the  new  line,  over 
the  main  line  of  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Railway  from  the  intended 
junction  at  Pardovan,  eastward  to  the  North  British  Railway,  and  westward  to 
Glasgow  ;  and  to  the  new  Company,  and  to  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Kail* 
way  Company,  while  using  their  line,  over  the  North  British  Railway,  between 
the  intended  junction,  near  Charleston,  and  the  joint  station  at  Dunfermline. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  North  British 
and  the  Edinburgh  and  Glasgow  Railway  Companies,  or  either  of  them,  with 
respect  to  the  working,  using  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railway. 

Sections  17  and  20.  In  these  clauses,   after  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  Observations, 
this  Act,"  should  be  added  "  and  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated 
herewith." 

Section  24.  See  observations  on  "  Dimensions  of  Bridges "  in  the  General 
Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  20. 

Section  25.  The  reasons  for  the  enlarged  power  of  lateral  deviation,  which, 
if  this  clause  is  not  nugatory,  is  here  sought  for,  appear  to  require  explanation. 

Section  31.  "  Terminal  Station"  is  not  defined  in  this  Bill,  as  required  by 
the, practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  34.  The  quantity  of  luggage  usually  allowed  to  first-class  passengers 
is  not  less  than  120  lbs. 

Sections  38  and  39.  See  observations  on  a  Running  Powers"  in  the  above- 
mentioned  General  Report,  page  19. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme,  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

The  Railway  crosses  the  River  Forth  immediately  westward  of  Black- 
ness Castle,  by  a  viaduct  3,979  yards  in  length,  consisting  of  14  arches, 
40  feet  in  span,  and  of  an  average  height  of  50  feet ;  42  arches,  40  feet  in 
span,  and  of  an  average  height  of  68  feet  6  inches ;  24  openings,  each 
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207  feet  span,  of  an  average  height  of  87  feet ;  2  openings,  each  290  feet 
span,  and  100  feet  in  height;  4  openings,  each  207  feet  span,  and  of 
an  average  height  of  95  feet  6  inches ;  and  44  arches,  40  feet  span,  and 
of  an  average  height  of  84  feet. 

This  scheme  involves  a  great  and  objectionable  interference  with  the  naviga- 
tion of  the  estuary  of  the  Forth.  This  estuary,  at  the  site  of  the  proposed 
bridge,  has  a  depth  of  from  24  feet  to  60  feet  at  low  water,  with  a  rise  at 
spring  tides  of  18  feet  more,  and  is  navigable  for  several  miles  beyond  by 
vessels  of  considerable  burthen. 

The  scheme  proposes  to  intersect  and  obstruct  the  bed  and  channel  of  the 
.estuary  by  no  less  than  130  piers,  which  together  occupy  about  1,500  feet, 
or  one-eighth  of  the  entire  breadth  of  the  river.  Such  piers  would  probably 
cause  serious  injury  by  the  formation  of  shoals  in  the  stream ;  but  this  is 
not  the  only  nor  the  chief  objection.  The  channel  is  now  navigable  at  all 
times,  and  by  every  possible  class  of  vessel,  and  they  may  have  to  beat  up  or 
down  at  all  conceivable  inclinations  to  the  course  of  the  stream  or  openings  of 
the  arches ;  they  would,  therefore,  in  so  doing  be  subjected  to  serious  interrup- 
tions and  probable  destruction,  especially  during  gales  or  spring  tides. 

The  openings  provided  by  no  means  obviate  these  objections.  And  it 
is  to  be  remembered  that  at  Queensferry,  only  four  miles  below  this 
proposed  bridge,  a  Railway  Ferry  (that  is,  a  ferry  to  carry  railway  trains)  is 
already  authorized,  which  will  to  a  considerable  extent  meet  the  wants  of  die 
Railway  traffic.

No  observation  is  necessary.

Section  19.  See  observations  on  "Running. Powers,"  in  the  General  Report  of 
the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  19. 

Section  29.  The  expression  "  one- third  of  the  additional  capital  which  the 
Company  may,  from  time  to  time,  raise  under  the  powers  of  this  Act,"  seems 
to  be  inaccurate  for  the  purpose  of  limiting  the  new  borrowing  power;  and 
it  would  be  better  to  specify,  as  is  usual,  a  sum  of  money  as  the  limit. 

Section  33  would  make  the  further  sums  anthorised  to  be  raised  by  the 
Bill  applicable  to  the  purposes  of  the  Company's  undertaking  generally.  It 
is  usual,  however,  to  appropriate  an  adequate  portion  of  the  newly  authorised 
funds  primarily  to  the  purposes  of  the  new  works.

Railway  No.  3  is  proposed  to  be  carried  across  the  River  Tawe,  about 
half  a  mile  above  Swansea,  by  a  viaduct  of  11  arches,  six  of  37  feet  span, 
and  30  feet  high ;  two  of  40  feet  span  and  40  feet  high ;  two  of  50  feet 
span  and  58  feet  high  ;  and  one  opening  or  drawbridge,  of  50  feet  span  and 
70  feet  high  ;  the  heights  being  above  the  bed  of  the  river. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,'*  and  of  Part  I.,  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863."

No.  1,  length  20  miles  9f  chains,  from  a  point  in  the  Borough  of  Hanley, 
passing  by  the  west  of  Burslem,  and  east  of  Tunstall,  then  south- 
westward,  under  the  Grand  Junction  Railway  between  Madeley  and 
Basford  Stations,  to  a  junction  with  the  Nantwich  and  Market  Drayton 
Railway,  near  its  Market  Drayton  Station ; 

No.  2,  length  9  miles  39f  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  authorised 
Line  of  the  Wellington  and  Drayton  Railway  at  Hodnet,  to  a  junction 
with  the  Shrewsbury  and  Crewe  line  of  the  London  and  North  Western 
Railway,  about  two  miles  north  of  Shrewsbury ;

Observations.  Section  35.      Reference  may  be  made   to  the   observations   on  "  Running 

Powers/'  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the .  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session  (page  19). 

Section  38.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether,  if  the  new  Company  become 
empowered  to  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  constructing  a  portion  of  the 
authorised  line  of  the  Wellington  and  Drayton  Railway  Company,  there  should 
not  be  a  corresponding  diminution  of  the  money  powers  of  the  latter  Company. 

Section  63.  The  proposed  power  to  contract  with  respect  to  the  construction 
of  the  Railways  of  the  contracting  Companies  goes  beyond  the  purposes  for 
which  agreements  are  usually 'sanctioned;  it  being  the  practice  of  Parliament  to 
leave  the  construction  of  works  to  the  Company  who  obtain  powers  of  taking 
land  and  of  raising  funds  for  that  purpose.

(Nos.  2%  and  3)  lengths  30  chains  and  1  mile  8  chains,  to  connect  No.  i 
with  the  South  Devon  Railway,  and  with  the  Exeter  Canal  Basin,  at 
Exeter : 

(No.  4)  length  9  miles  61  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Company's 
authorised  line  at  Bovey  Tracey,  to  Buckfastleigh  :  and 

(No.  5)  length  36  chains,  to  connect  No.  4  with  the  authorised  line  of 
the  Moretonhampstead  and  South  Devon  Railway  at  Bovey  Tracey,  to  be 
completed  within  five  years : 

To  lay  mixed  gauge  rails  on  all  or  any  part  of  the  Company's  Railways :  # 

To  raise  further  sums  of  285,000  /,  by  new  ordinary  or  preferential 
shares,  and  95,000  /.  by  loan : 

To  require  facilities  by  through  booking  and  otherwise,  to  he  afforded 
to  the  Company's  traffic  by  the  London  and  South  Western,  the  South 
Devon,  and  the  Moretonhampstead  and  South  Devon  Railway  Com- 
panies : 

To  contract  with  the  London  and  South  Western  and  the  South  Devon 
Railway  Companies,  or  either  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  working  and 
use  of  the  Company's  Railways,  and  the  interchange  of  traffic. 

Sections  5,  8,  &  10.  In  these  clauses,  after  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Obserrationa.

Section  12.  See  observations  on  "  Dimensions  of  Bridges/'  in  the  General

Section  14.  The  general  power  of  lateral  deviation  in  this  clause,  being 
intended  to  exceed  the  power  of  deviation  allowed  by  the  1 5th  Section  of  the 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845  (otherwise  this  clause  would  be 
nugatory),  is  objectionable  in  principle,  and  is  not  in  accordance  with  the 
practice  of  Parliament. 
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Section  21.  The  proposed  power  to  make  a  charge  for  small  pareels'conveyed 
by  "  express  trains,"  in  excess  of  the  special  rates  which  have  been  authorised 
for  such  parcels  by  this  Company's  Act  of  1863,  is  not  usually  sanctioned  by 
Parliament.

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 


My  Lords  have  to  observe,  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed 
by  this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  1,  at  about  7i  miles  from  its  commencement,  crosses  the 
River  Exe  by  a  viaduct  of  12  arches,  each  of  40  feet  span,  and  of  an 
average  height  of  50  feet.

To  authorise  the  Earl  and  his  successors — 

To  borrow,  for  the  purposes  of  the  Bill,  on  the  security  of  the  harbour 
rates  and  of  his  entailed  estate,  206,000 1  inclusive  of  the  sum  of  54,000  /.     " 
already  borrowed  under  the  existing  power  to  borrow   86,168/.,   and 
subject  to  the  establishment  of  a  sinking  fund  when  the  sums  owing  shall 
exceed  120,000/.: 

To  improve  the  harbour,  and  make  docks,  breakwaters,  and  other 
works : 

To  contract  with  the  Glasgow  and  South  Western  Railway  Company 
with  respect  to  railways  and  other  works  for  the  accommodation  of  pas- 
sengers and  goods. 

Section  5.  It  is  proposed  to  except  from  incorporation  with  the  Bill  amongst  Observations, 
other  provisions  (to  the  proposed  exception  of  which  there  does  not  appear  to 
be  any  objection)  Section  50  of  "  The  Harbour,  Docks,  and  Pier  Clauses  Act, 
1847." 

That  clause  requires  that  an  account  in  abstract  shall  be  annually  published, 
showing  the  receipts  and  expenditure  of  monies  levied  by  virtue  of  the  special 
Act.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  such  an  account  should  not  be 
published  in  respect  of  the  rates  on  vessels,  &c,  proposed  to  be  authorised  by 
this  Bill ;  more  especially  as  it  is  proposed  that  the  amount  of  the  sinking  fund 
to  be  established  under  Section  19  of  this  Bill  shall  be  dependent  on  the  average 
annual  surplus  revenue  of  the  harbour.

Bute  Docks  (Cardiff)  Bill. 

By  this  Bill,  promoted  by  the  Trustees  of  the  late  Marquis  of  Bute,  it  is  ohi^^ 
proposed : — 

To  vary  provisions  in  Acts  of  1830  and  1834,  which  enabled  the  late 
Marquis  to  execute  works  and  levy  certain  tonnage  and  wharfage  rates,  at 
Cardiff  and  the  River  Taff,  and  under  which  the  late  Marquis  constructed 
the  Bute  West  Dock,  and  improved  the  access  thereto ;  and  to  empower 
the  Trustees  to  execute  further  works,  more  particularly  described  below, 
during  periods  varying  from  foWto  fifteen  years,  to  levy  new  tonnage  and 
Wharfage  rates,  and  to  exercise  other  additional  powers. 

Section  2.  The  grounds  appear  to  require  explanation,  on  which  it  is  proposed  ObaerratioM. 
to  except  from  incorporation  with  the  Bill  Section  29  (exempting  from  second 
payment  of  rates  vessels  which  return  from  stress  of  weather),  and  Section  50 
(providing  for  annual  publication  of  an  account  in  abstract  of  receipts  and 
expenditure),  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847/' 

Sections  7  and  10.  After  t€  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act "  should  be 
added  "  and  of  the  Acts  incorporated  herewith." 

Sections. 23-27-  These  clauses,  which  relate  to  works  on  the  foreshore  only, 
might  be  properly  omitted,  and  replaced  by  provisions  in  the  terms  of  Sections 
13,  18,  and  19,  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,*  with  the  explanation  that 
"in  the  application  of  these  provisions  to  the  works  authorised  by  this  Bill,  the 
term  '  Company '  shall  mean  the  '  Undertakers.* " 

Section  51 .  The  proviso  in  this  clause  appears  to  imply  that  masters  of  vessels 
and  others  may  not  employ  their  crews  in  shipping  and  unshipping  goods,  if 
the  undertakers  will  supply  labourers  for  the  purpose. 

This  does  not  appear  to  be  reasonable. 

Section  58.  After  "  dues  on  shipping "  should  be  added  "  or  to  pilotage,  or 
to  lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  or  to  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  or  jurisdiction 
of  the  General  Lighthouse  Authorities."

(3).  The  construction  of  a  Pier  or  Landing  Place  to  the  eastward  of  the 
Dock  Works. 

(4).  The  improvement  of  the  River  Taff  between  its  mouth  and  the 
Entrance  Channel  to  the  Bute  Docks,  by  embanking,  scouring,  widening, 
deepening,  dredging,  &c. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Harbours  Docks  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  and  of  Part  L  "  Construction  of 
a  Railway/'  of  aThe  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  only  the  first  of  these  enactments,  but  clauses 
23, 24, 25,  and  26  of  the  Bill  appear  to  a  certain  extent  to  provide  for  the  several 
points  alluded  to  therein. 

That  part  of  the  "  Cardiff  Flats,*  where  it  is  proposed  by  this  Bill  to  con- 
struct the  dock*  and  pier,  lies  in  the  bight  to  the  east  of  Penarth  Head, 
and  also  forms  the  northern  side  of  Cardiff  Roadstead.  In  consequence  of  the 
great  rise  of  the  tide,  amounting  to  35  feet  at  high  water  springs,  and  29  feet 
at  neaps,  these  mud  fiats  are  very  useful  to  vessels  beating  up  or  down 
channel  (especially  to  the  Newport  trade),  because  by  them  they  can  avoid  the 
adverse  stream  running  through  Cardiff  Roadstead;  and  also,  from  being 
protected  from  westerly  and  sbuth-westerly  winds,  vessels  may  lie  close  in  upon 
the  mud*  under  good  shelter,  instead  of  waiting  in  the  exposed  anchorage  of  the 
Roadstead. 

The  proposed  conversion  of  this  mud  bight  into  docks,  and  the  extending  of 
a  pier  right  across  it  to  be\ow  low  water  mark,  will  interfere  materially  with 
these  advantages  which  can  be  ill  spared  in  the  Bristol  Channel,  and  will  more 
especially  be  felt  by  the  Newport  trade. 

It  may  also  prove  detrimental  to  the  channel  through  Cardiff  Roadstead. 

It  will  also  deprive  vessels  using  the  Port  of  Gloucester,  and  other  vessels  using 
the  Bristol  Channel,  of  a  large  portion  of  the  existing  roadstead ;  and  it  is 
alleged  by  some  that  the  pier  will  have  a  mostprejudicial  effect  upon  the  deep 
water  roadstead  under  the  shelter  of  Penarth  Head. 

It  will  no  doubt  be  brought  to  the  notice  of  the  Committee,  that  a  question 
concerning  the  free  use  of  the  Flats  in  question,  appears  to  have  been  raised  in 
1830  on  the  occasion  of  the  passing  of  an  Act  for  making  a  channel  across  the 
Flats  to  the  Bute  Docks,  and  that  on  that  occasion  the  rights  of  the  public 
were  reserved.  The  clause  relating  to  this  point  1  Will.  IV.  cap.  CXXXIII, 
s.'7>  is  recited  at  length  at  page  7,  in  the  Preamble  of  the  present  Bill

The  company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  London  and  South 
Western,  the  Exeter  and  Crediton,  and  the  Bristol  and  Exeter  Railway  Companies, 
or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  construction,  use,  working,  and  traffic  of 
the  intended  Railways. 

.    Section  43.  The  quantity  of  luggage  now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts  to  Obiervationt, 
first-class  passengers  is  120  lbs.,  not  112  lbs.  only. 

Section  49.  The  proposed  power  to  contract  with  other  Companies  with  respect 
to  the  construction  of  the  new  Railways  is  not  usually  sanctioned  ;  it  being  the 
practice  of  Parliament  to  leave  the  execution  of  the  works  to  the  Company  who 
obtain  powers  to  take  lands  and  raise  funds  for  the  purpose.  %

Gloucestershire  and  Wiltshire  Railway  BUI. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "The  Gloucestershire  and  Wiltshire  Railway  Objects. 
Company/'  with  a  capital  of  180,000/.  in  20 1,  shares,  and  60,000/.  hy  loan, 
for  making  a  Railway,  length  16  miles  70  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the 
authorised  line  of  the  Stonehouse  and  Nailsworth  Railway  at  Dudbridge,  in  the 
parish  of  Minchinhampton,  passing  by  Tetbury  and  Malmesbury,  to  a  junction 
with  the  Great  Western  Railway,  at  Christian  Malford,  between  Wootton 
Bassett  and  Chippenham  stations ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised— 

To  contract  with  the  Great  Western  and  the  Midland  Railway  Companies,  or 
either  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  construction,  use,  working,  running  over,  and 
traffic  of  the  intended  Railway  ; 

To  run  over  the  Stonehouse  and  Nailsworth  Railway,  between  the  intended 
junction  therewith  and  the  terminus  at  Stonehouse ; 

To  require  traffic  facilities  by  through  booking  and  otherwise  to  be  afforded  by 
the  Midland,  the  Great  Western,  and  the  Stonehouse  and  Nailsworth  Railway 
Companies. 

The  Bill  confirms  an  agreement  (in  the  Schedule)  purporting  to  be  between 
the  new  Company  and  the  Stonehouse  and  Nailsworth  Railway  Company,  for, 
amongst  other  things,  the  laying  by  the  former  Company  of  an  additional  rail 
for  the  mixed  gauge  on  a  portion  of  the  Stonehouse  and  Nailsworth  Railway, 
and  for  the  use  of  that  Railway, 

Section  17.  This  appears  to  be  a  case  in  which  the  gauge  of  the  intended  observations. 
Railway  would  be  properly  specified  in  the  Bill. 

Section  23.  This  provision  for  "  hunting  gates  *  at  level  crossings  of  public 
roads  appears  to  be  a  novel  one.  If  the  gates  referred  to  are  such  as  may  be 
opened  for  the  passage  of  horses  across  the  Railway  without  the  intervention  of 
the  gatekeeper  at  the  level  crossing,  it  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  they  can 
be  authorised  consistently  with  the  47th  section  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Con- 
solidation Act,  1845. 

Section  36.  It  is  not  usual  to  sanction  contracts  for  the  construction  by  a 
Company  of  works,  for  which  another  Company  is  authorised  to  take  lands  and 
raise  funds. 

Section  38.  See  observations  on  *  Running  Powers"  in  the  General  Report  of 
-the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  19.

Llanelly  Harbour  Improvement  Bill. 

The  principal  objects  of  this  Bill  are —  Objects. 

To  alter  the  constitution  of  the  Commissioners  acting  under  certain  Acts  for 
the  improvement  of  the  navigation  of*  the  rivers  Burry,  Loughor,  and  Lliedi, 
and  of  the  harbour  of  Llanelly ;  and  to  incorporate  the  existing  Commissioners  as 
u  The  Llanelly  Harbour  and  Burry  Navigation  Commissioners" : 

To  authorise  the  making  of  two  ship  locks  and  docks,  Nos.  1  and  2,  more  par- 
ticularly described  below,  and  railways  to  connect  the  docks  with  the  Railway  of 
the  Llanelly  Railway  and  Dock  Company,  arid  with  the  South  Wales  Railway 
respectively ;  also  the  laying  of  additional  rails  on  a  part  of  the  railway  of  the 
Llanelly  Railway  and  Dock  Company :  such  works  to  be  completed  within  ten 
years,  and  to  be  constructed  either  by  the  Commissioners,  or  with  their  consent,  as 
to  Dock  No.  1  and  the  railways  connected  therewith,  by  the  Llanelly  Railway  and  •

60,000  /.  by  new  ordinary,  or  preference  shares,  and  20,000  /.  by  borrowing : 

To  empower  the  Commissioners,  and  others  using  .their  railways,  to  use  the 
railways  of  the  Llanelly  Railway  and  Dock  Company,  and  the  South  Wales  and 
the  Carmarthenshire  Railway  Companies,  in  the  parish  of  Llanelly: 

To  constitute  the  Commissioners  the  pilotage  authority  for  the  Port  of 
Llanelly. 

Section  4.  The  provision  that  the  word  "  lands  "  shall  be  taken  to  include  any  observations, 
right  or  easement  in,  over,  or  affecting  lands,  would  authorise  the  Commissioners, 
under  the  powers  of  section  14  of  this  Bill,  to  take  easements,  or  other  partial 
'  interests  in  lands  compulsorily,  which  would  be  inconsistent  with  "  The  Lands 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  authorise 
the  purchase  of  such  partial  interests  by  agreement  only. 

Section  17.  The  proposed  period  of  ten  years  for  the  exercise  of  compulsory 
powers,  considerably  exceeds  the  time  usually  allowed  by  Parliament. 
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Section  18.  The  works  here  proposed  render  necessary#  the  incorporation 
with  this  Bill  of  "The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  in 
the  same  manner  as  in  sections  56  and  57  of  "  The  Navigation  and  Harbour  Act 
of  1858." 

Section  21.  To  give  due  effect  to  the  incorporation  of  Part  I.  of  "The  Rail- 
way Clauses  Act,  1863,°  it  shonld  be  stated  in  this  Bill  that  "in  the  application 
to  the  works  hereby  authorised,  other  than  railway  works,  of  such  of  the  clauses 
18  and  19,  '  Protection  to  Navigation/  in  Part  I.  of  *  The  Railways  Clauses 
Act,  1863/  as  will  be  applicable  to  such  works,  the  w*rds  'work*  and  'rail* 
way/  where  used  in  those  clauses,  shall  include  the  docks  and  dock  works  autho- 
rised by  thk  Act/9 

Section  24.  It  may   deserve  consideration    whether  the  present  borrowing 

Eowers  of  the  Commissioners,  and  the  amount  of  their  existing  debt  should  not 
e  stated  in  this  Bill. 

Section  30.  As  the  two  Companies  are  limited  by  sections  25  and  26,  to  an 
expenditure  of  70,000  Z.  and  60,000/.,  respectively,  which  amounts  they  are  to 
be  authorised  to  raise  by  shares,  it  appears  to  be  a  question  for  what  purpose 
they  are  to  be  authorised  to  raise  further  sums  of  25,000  L  and  20,000/.  by 
mortgage. 

Section  46.  It  is  proposed  to  make  applicable  to  the  subject  matter  of  this 
Bill,  sections  65  and  67-68  of  i( The  Navigation  and  Harbour  Act  of  1858.° 

Section  669  which  it  is  proposed  to  omit,  enables  the  Board  of  Trade,  in  case 
of  complaint,  to  appoint  an  auditor  to  examine  the  accounts  of  the  Commis- 
sioners. It  is  not  apparent  why  that  provision  should  not  be  extended  to  the 
receipts  in  respect  of  the  intended  new  works. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

The  construction  of  two  docks  in  the  harbour  of  Uanelly,  viz. :— - 

Dock  No.  1,  to  have  an  entrance  from  the  main  channel,  near  the  mouth  of 
the  River  Dafen,  and  to  extend  eastward  along  the  course  of  that  river,  which  is 
to  be  diverted. 

Dock  No.  2,  to  have  an  entrance  near  the  west  side  of  the  mouth  of  the  Lliedi 
River,  and  to  extend  northward. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1846,"  "The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers 
Clauses  Act,  1847/*  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a  Railway/'  of  "The  Rail- 
ways Clauses  Act,  1863.* 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  the  Acts  of  1845  and  1863,  but  not  the  Act 
of  1847.

Southampton  and  Netley  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Southampton  and  Netley  Railway  Company,  in  Objects- 
lieu  of  a  portion  of  their  authorised  Line  at  and  near  its  junction  with  the  London 
and  South  Western  Railway,  to  make  a  Deviation,  length  60  chains,  having  a 
junction  with  that  Railway  near  and  at  the  south  of  its  Ports  wood  Station,  to  be 
completed  within  two  years :  also  to  make  a  diversion  of  a  public  roa4  in  the 
parishes  of  St.  Mary  Extra  and  Hound. 

The  Bill  also  proposes  to  amalgamate  the  Southampton  and  Netley  Railway 
Company  with  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  Company,  as  from  1st 
January  1864,  on  the  terms  stated  in  the  Schedule,  viz.,  that  the  shareholders  of  the 
former  Company  are  to  be  paid  off  at  par ;  that  Company  is  to  be  dissolved ; 
the  amount  of  their  share  and  loan  capital  is  added  to  the  share  and  loan  capital 
of  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway.  Company,  and  their  debenture  debt 
becomes  debenture  debt  (as  part  of  the  increased  loan  capital)  of  the  London  and 
South  Western  Railway  Company.  The  tolls  on  the  Southampton  and  Netley 
Railway  are  to  be  assimilated  to  those  on  the  Main  Line  of  the  London  and 
South  Western  Railway. 

This  amalgamation  is  also  proposed  to  be  effected  by  the  London  and  South 
Western  Railway  {Additional  Works)  Bill  of  this  Session. 

Section  4.  This  clause  should  commence  with  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  Observations, 
this  Act  and  of  the  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith." 

The  clause  purports  to  empower  the  Company  to  purchase  compulsorily  any 
right,  easement  or  privilege,  &c.  It  is  the  practice  of  Parliament,  in  accordance 
with  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  not  to  empower  a  Railway 
Company  to  acquire  an  easement,  or  other  partial  interest  in  lands  otherwise 
than  by  agreement  with  the  owners. 

Section  7.  After  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act"  should  be  added, 
"and  of  the  Acts  and  Parte  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith." 

Section  10.  The  general  power  in  this  clause  to  stop  up  permanently  all  roads,  &c., 
appears  to  be  inconsistent  with  the  16th  section  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Con- 
solidation Act,  1845,  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  which  requires  that 
roads,  &c.,  which  may  be  stopped  up  shall  be  specified  in  the  Bill. 

Section  15.  See  observations  on  "Amalgamation,  Sale  and  Lease,"  in  the 
General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session, 
page  18. 

Section  19.  The  creation  of  new  ordinary  or  preferential  shares,  or  stock,  by 
the  South  Western  Company,  which  is  here  authorised,  is  not  subjected  by  the 
Bill  to  regulation,  either  by  reference  to  existing  provisions  in  that  Company's 
special  Acts,  or  by  incorporation  of  Part  II.  (Additional  Capital),  of  "The  Com- 
panies Clauses  Act,  1863." 
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Sections  18,  19,  and  20.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  increase  of  the  South 
Western  Company's  powers  of  creating  capital,  and  of  borrowing,  it  is  to  be 
observed,  that  it  would  be  in  accordance  with  ths  practice  of  Parliament  to  limit 
the  application  of  monies  so  raised  to  paying  off  the  shareholders  and  mortgage 
creditors  of  the  Southampton  and  Netley  Railway  Company,  and  to  the  purposes 
of  the  Southampton  and  Netley  Railway  Company's  undertaking.  See  a  provision 
of  this  kind  in  the  South  Western  Railway  Act,  1863  (c.  90),  sect  99. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme,  in  the  following 
instance,  viz. : — 

The  Railway,  at  a  distance  of  three  furlongs  from  its  commencement,  crosses 
the  river  Itchen,  by  a  viaduct  of  130  yards  in  length,  containing  six  openings  of 
60  feet  span  each,  and  of  an  average  headway,  above  ordinary  high  \yater,  of  20 
feet. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  (Construction  of  a 
Railway)  of"  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments.

The  two  Companies  to  contract  for  the  working  of  the  Rathkeale  Railway  by 
the  Waterford  Company  for  a  term  of  20  years,  renewable  for  10  years,  according 
to  the  terms  of  an  agreement  in  the  Schedule,  which  is  to  be  confirmed  by  the 
Bill,  and  to  enter  into  further  contracts  for  such  working,  and  for  the  interchange 
of  traffic : 

The  Waterford  Company  to  raise  further  sums  of  30,000 1.  by  new  ordinary  or 
preference  shares,  and  lo,000/.  by  loan  : 

The  Foynes  Company  to  raise  by  preference  shares  or  stock  the  sum  of  5,000 Z., 
which  by  the  Rathkeale  Act  of  1861  they  were  authorised  to  contribute  towards 
the  capital  of  the  Rathkeale  Company  : 

The  Rathkeale  Company  to  cancel  unissued  shares,  and  to  issue  new  shares 
with  a  5  per  cent,  preference  dividend  :  * 

Each  of  the  three  Companies  to  create  5  per  cent,  debenture  stock  : 

An  amalgamation  at  anytime  of  the  Foynes  Company  and  the  Rathkeale 
Company,  or  either  of  them,  with  the  Waterford  Company.  • 

Section  5.  It  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  working  agreement  here  proposed  to  Observations, 
be  confirmed  is  to  continue   for  20  years,  and  to  be  renewed  for  10  years,  if 
required,  by  either  party ;  and  that  it  is  not  by  the  Bill  made  subject  to  the 
provision  for  saving  the  rights  of  third  parties,  or  the  other  usual  conditions  con- 
tained in  Part  III.,  Working  Agreements,  of  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863. 

Section  6  would  make  an  increase  in  the  Waterford  Company's  borrowing 
powers  to  the  extent  of  one-third  of  the  proposed  additional  capital  for  their  sub- 
scription to  the  Rathkeale.

Sectiou  16.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  Bill  should  not  provide 
that,  in  the  event  of  an  amalgamation,  there  shall  not  be  a  duplication  of  capital 
in  respect  of  shares  held  by  a  subscribing  Company  in  the  capital  of  one  of  the 
other  Companies,  and  of  shares  created  by  the  subscribing  Company  in  their 
own  capital  for  the  purpose  of  raising  such  subscription.

Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  of  which  Part  III.  relates  to  Debenture  Stock,, 
it  would  be  desirable,  if  the  Company  may  create  Debenture  Stock,  that  such 
power  should  be  given  expressly  in  the  Bill. 
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Section  22.  The  proposed  periods  of  four  years  and  sir  years  for  compulsory 
purchase  and  for  completion,  exceed  those  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts,  viz., 
three  years  and  five  years.

Section  42.  The  proposed  power  to  contract  with  other  Companies  with 
respect  to  the  construction  of  the  new  Railways  is  not  usually  sanctioned  by 
Parliament,  which  leaves  the  execution  of  the  works  to  the  Company  who  obtain 
powers  to  take  lands  and  raise  funds  for  that  purpose.

('  Protection  to  Navigation')  in  Part  I.  of  'The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,' 
as  will  be  applicable  to  such  works,  the  words  '  Work'  and  '  Railway'  shall 
mean  the  Pier  or  Jetty  Works  authorised  by  this  Act" 

Section  3.  It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to 
insert  in  the  Bill  a  more  particular  description  of  the  locality  and  length  of 
the  new  works  proposed  to  be  authorised. 

Section  6.  It  would  seem  that,  practically,  an  extension  of  two  years  is 
proposed  for  the  execution  of  the  Pier  Works  already  authorised.

Hartlepool  Port  and  Harbour  Bill. 


By  this  Bill,  promoted  by  the  Hartlepool  Port  and  Harbour  Commissioners,  Object*. 
it  is  proposed  that,  in  lieu  of  the  Northern  Pier  authorised  by  their  Act  of  1855, 
the  Commissioners  shall  be  authorised  to  make  the  Extension  Pier,  and  Break* 
water  more  particularly  described  below,  and  to  raise  aud  apply  for  that  purpose 
100,000  I.  (including  a  sum  of  22,000  Z.,  stated  in  the  Bill  to  have  been  already 
expended  on  the  Northern  Pier),  as  part  of  the  sum  of  835,000  /.  by  the  Act  of 
18,55,  authorised  to  be  raised  by  mortgages  of  the  Hartlepool  Port  and  Harbour  • 
Fund  : 

To  alter  the  limits  of  the  Harbour,  as  defined  in  the  Act  of  1855,  so  as  to 
correspond  with  the  proposed  alteration  in  the  works. 

Section  12.  With  respect  to  Sections  15x  76,  77,  and  78,  of  the  Act  of  1855,  Observations- 
which  are  among  those  provisions  of  that  Act  which  this  clause  makes  applicable 
to  the  proposed  new  works,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  they  purport  to  give  to  the 
Admiralty  powers  in  respect  of  the  new  works  which  by  virtue  of  "  The  Harbour 
Transfer  Act,  1862,"  would  have  to  be  exercised  by  the  Board  of  Trade. 

General  provisions  for  reserving  to  the  Board  of  Trade  powers  for  the  protection 
of  navigation  are  contained  in  Sections  13-19  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act, 
1863."  Those  provisions  might  be  usefully  incorporated  with  this  Bill,  with  a 
declaration,  in  order  to  adapt  them  to  the  circumstances  of  the  case,  that  "  In 
the  application  to  the  works  hereby  authorised,  of  such  of  the  clauses  13  to  19, 
Protection  to  Navigation, — in  Part  I.  of  '  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,*  as  will 
be  applicable  to  such  works,  the  words  *  Work '  and  '  Railway/  where  used  iu 
those  clauses,  shall  mean  the  Pier,  Harbour,  and  other  works  authorised  by 
this  Act." 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

My  Lords  have  to  observe  that  interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by 
this  scheme  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

The  extension  of  the  existing  portion  of  the  Northern  Pier  at  Hartlepool, 
to  the  extent  of  about  150  yards;  and  the  construction  of  a  Breakwater 
about  350  yards  long,  to  the  southward  of  it ;  leaving  a  space  between  them 
of  about  300  yards. 

Such  interference  would  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of 
Sections  12  and  13  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847," 
and  of  Part  I.,  "Construction  of  a  Railway,"  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863/* 
which  should  be  made  applicable  to  this  case,  as  above-mentioned  in  this  Report. 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  only  the  first  of  these  enactments. 

In  the  year  1855,  an  Act,  entitled  "The  Hartlepool  Port  and  Harbour  Act, 
1855,"  was  passed,  by  which  a  body,  styled  the  Hartlepool  Port  and 
Harbour  Commissioners,  were  incorporated  aud  authorised  to  construct  a  large 
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Harbour  of  Refuge  in  the  Bay  of  Hartlepool,  by  means  of  tolls  to  be  levied  on 
ships  using  it. 

These  works  have  not  yet  been  constructed  or  even  commenced,  for  want  of 
sufficient  funds :  and  there  does  not  appear  to  be  any  probability  that  sufficient 
funds  will  be  forthcoming. 

Objections  are  raised  to  the  scheme  on  the  grounds  that  the  Bill  proposes  to 
relinquish  the  Northern  Pier,  authorised  by  the  Act  of  1855,  and  that  the  works, 
if  carried  into  effect,  will  stand  in  the  way  of  the  more  extensive  scheme 
authorised  by  the  Act  of  1855. 

On  the  other  hand,  it  is  alleged  that  the  works  now  proposed  will  be  of  great 
advantage,  and  that  the  local  authorities  ought  not  to  be  prevented  from  con- 
structing them  on  the  ground  that  they  would  interfere  with  a  scheme  which 
they  have  no  means  of  carrying  into  effect.

Commercial  Docks  and  Grand  Surrey  Docks  and  Canal  Bill. 

Br  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  amalgamate  the  Commercial  Docks  Company  Objects, 
and  the  Grand  Surrey  Docks  and  Canal  Company  as  on  1st  January  1865, 
by  incorporating   their  respective  shareholders  by  the  name  of  "The  Surrey 
Commercial  Docks  Company ." 

The  Bill  defines  the  share  capital  and  borrowing  powers  of  the  New  Company, 
and  authorises  the  raising  of  additional  monies  by  shares  and  by  loan;  the 
creation  of  5  per  cent,  debenture  stock ;  and  the  execution  of  certain  new 
works  and  alterations  of  works. 

Sections  61  and  62.  Powers  such  as  those  which  it  is  proposed  in  these  Observations, 
clauses  to  give  to  the  Admiralty,  now  belong  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  virtue 
of  "The  Harbour  Transfer  Act,  1862."     It  would,  therefore,   be  proper  to 
substitute  the  Board  of  Trade  for  the  Admiralty  in  these  two  clauses. 

It  may  also  deserve  consideration  whether  power  should  not  be  secured  to 
the  Board  of  Trade  and  to  the  Board  of  Conservancy,  or  one  of  them,  to 
abate  works  of  the  Company  in,  over,  or  affecting  the  River  Thames,  which 
may  be  abandoned  or  suffered  to  fall  into  decay.  A  general  provision  for 
giving  such  power  to  the  Board  of  Trade  is  contained  in  Section  18  of  "The 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 

Section  118.  There  should  be  added  to  this  clause  the  specific  reservation  of 
the  provisions  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Acts  of  1 853  and  1854,  which  is  con- 
tained in  Section  39  of  "  The  Grand  Surrey  Docks  and  Canal  Act,  I860."

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Dublin  and  Baltinglass  Railway  Company,"  Object* 
with  a  capital  of  180,000 1.  in  10  /.  shares,  and  60,000  /.  by  loan,  for  making  a 
Railway,  length  23  miles  20  chains,  from  a  junction  near  Naas  with  the  Great 
Southern  and  Western  Railway,  to  Baltinglass,  in  the  county  of  Wexford ;  to 
be  completed  within  five  years. 

Section  29.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  limits  of  100  lbs.,  60  lbs.,  and  Observations. 
40  lbs.  for  the  luggage  of  first,  second,  and  third-class  passengers,  to  be  con- 
veyed without  charge ,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  third-class  passengers  by  Par- 
liamentary trains  are  entitled  to  take  with  them  56  lbs.,  and  that  the  quantities 
now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts,  are  120  lbs.,  100  lbs.,  and  60  lbs.  for  the 
three  classes  of  passengers  respectively.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "The  Ilfracombe  Railway  Company ,"  with  a  Objects, 
capital  of  210,000/.  in  20 1,  shares,  and  70,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  a  Railway, 
length  12  miles  294  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  North  Devon  Railway  (on 
lease  to  the  London  and  South  Western  Railway  Company),  at  Bishop's  Tawton, 
to  Ilfracombe  ;  and  two  Tramways,  lengths  33|  chains  and  20$  chains,  to  the 
Harbour  at  Ilfracombe :  to  be  completed  within  five  years." 

The  London  and  South  Western  Railway  Company  are  to  be  required  to  take 
and  hold  shares  for  70,000/.  (which  are  to  be  u  postponed  shares/'  not  entitled 
to  dividend  till  4  per  cent,  dividend  has  been  paid  on  the  ordinary  shares),  and 
are  to  be  authorised  to  subscribe  for  ordinary  shares  to  the  further  amount  of 
60,000/. ;  to  raise  money  for  their  contributions  by  new  ordinary  or  preferential 
shares  or  stock ;  and  to  guarantee  dividend  or  interest  on  all  or  any  part  of  the 
share  and  loan  capital  of  the  new  Company.

It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  Observations* 
postpone  any  guarantee,  which  may  be  granted  by  the  London   and   South'

priorities  already  granted  by  that  Company. 

Section  36.  After  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act"  should  be  added, 
*c  and  of  the  Acts  and  Parts  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith. 

Section  38.  The  proposed  power  to  stop  up  permanently,  u  as  shown  on  the 
deposited  plans,  or  otherwise"  all  roads,  &c,  is  inconsistent  with  the  16th  clause 
of  the  "  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Par- 
liament, which  requires  that  roads,  &c.  which  may  be  stopped  up  shall  be 
specified  in  the  Bill. 

Sections  40  and  41.  See  observations  on  "  Dimensions  of  Bridges  "  in  the

(page  20). 
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Section  52  would  authorise  a  charge  for  the  conveyance  of  small  parcels  by 
"  express  trains"  (which  are  not  defined  in  the  Bill),  beyond  the  special  rates  for 
such  parcels  limited  in  Section  50.     This  is  not  usually  sanctioned. 

Section  53.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  this  Bill  does  not  expressly  subject  the. 
agreements  mentioned  in  this  clause  to  the  provision  saving  the  rights  of  third 
parties,  and  the  other  usual  conditions  which  are  contained  in  Part  III.  ("  Work- 
ing Agreeraenta")  of  the  '*  Railways  Clauses  Act*  186a,"  and  which  are  expressly 
made  applicable  to  agreements  uflde*  SectiQi*  &&  of  this  Bill. 

Section  56.  It  is  not  usual  to  authorize  contracts  with  another  Company  for 
the  making  of  the  new  works ;  it  being  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  leave  the 
execution  of  the  works  to  the  Company  who  obtain  powers  to  take  lands,  and 
raise  funds  for  the  purpose.

The  above  interference,  if  allowed  by  Parliament*  would  render  necessary  the

Llynvi  Valley  and  Ogmore  Valley  Railway  Companies  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  constitute  a  joint  Committee  of  the  Llynvi  Valley  Objects, 
and  the  Ogmore  Valley  Railway  Companies,  to  be  called  u  The  Porth  Cawl  Har- 
bour Committee/'  for  the  construction,  maintenance,  and  management  of  the 
Railway  and  Harbour  works  of  the  Llynvi  Valley  Railway  Company,  south  of 
the  northern  entrance  to  their  tunnel,  at  Porth  Uawl,  which  works,  except  the 
main  line  of  the  Llynvi  Valley  Railway,  are  to  be  vested  by  the  Bill  in  the  two 
Companies  jointly ;  and  for  the  execution  of  the  new  works  to  be  authorised  by 
the  Bill.

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  that  the  "  Manchester  and  Milford  Railway  Com-  Objects, 
pany"  (incorporated  in  1860,  for  making  a  Railway  from  the  Llanidloes  and  New- 
townRailway  at  Llanidloes,   to  the  Carmarthen  and   Cardigan    Railway,    at 
Pencader,  length  about  52  miles,  and  further  empowered  in   1861  to  ma^e  a 
branch,  length  about  11  miles,  to  Aberystwith,)  shall  be  authorised  to  make — 

(1)  A  deviation,  length  19  J  miles,  in  lieu  of  the  portion  of  the  authorised 
Main  Line  between  a  point  at  Llangurig  and  a  point  near  and  to  the 
north  of  Tregaron ; 

(2)  and  (3)  Lengths  33}  chains  and  26}  chains,  from  a  double  junction  with 
(l)  to  a  junction  with  the  Mid-Wales  Railway  at  Llangurig; 

(4)  Length  13  miles  60}  chains,  from  a  junction  with  (1),  in  the  parish  of 
Ystrad  M eyrie,  to  a  junction  with  the  authorised  Harbour  line  of  the 
Aberystwith  and  Welsh  CoastRailway  atAberjtstwith — to  be  in  substitution 
for  the  Aberystwith  Branch,  authorised  in  1861 ; 

(5)  Length  29$  chains,  to  form  a  second  junction  between  (1)  and  (4)  ; 

(6)  Length  1 7  chains,  to  connect  the  Harbour  Line  and  the  Main  Line  of 
the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  at  Aberystwith ;

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised —

and  the  Mid- Wales  Railway  Companies,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect 
to  the  construction,  use,  and  working  of  the  Railways  proposed  to  be 
authorised,  and  the  interchange  of  traffic : 

To  contract  with  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Company, 
with  regard  to  the  construction,  management,  and  use  of  a  Joint  Station 
at  Aberystwith : 

To  run  over  portions  of  the  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway,  at 
and  near  Aberystwith , 

The  Aberystwith  and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to 
subscribe  or  otherwise  contribute  50,000/.  to  the  funds  of  the  Company,  and  for 
the  purpose  of  the  Joint  Station  a  farther  sum  of  10,000  Z.,  with  power  to  raise 
those  sums  by  new  ordinary  or  preference  shares. 

The  Bill  divides  the  Company's  undertaking  into  the  "Original  Undertaking,'' 
and  the  "  Aberystwith  Lines  Undertaking/'  and  divides  their  capital  into  050,000  £ 
for  the  former,  and  110,000 1,  for  the  latter, 
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Observations-  Section  4.  To  this  clause  should  be  prefixed  "  Subject  to  the-  provisions  of 

Part  II.  (•  Extension  of  Time')  of  the  Railway  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 

Section  5.  If  more  than  four  years  be  allowed,  as  proposed  in  Section  13,  for 
the  completion  of  the  deviation  (length  nearly  20  miles)  which  will  separate  the 
nnabandoned  portions  of  the  Main  Line,  the  limitation  of  four  years  in  Section  4 
would  seem  to  be  practically  useless. 

Section  6.  The  proposed  power  to  purchase  easements,  &c.  compulsorily  is  incon- 
sistent with  the  "Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of 
Parliament,  which  authorises  the  taking  of  partial  interests  in  land  by  agree- 
ment only. 

Section  12.  If  the  making  of  any  authorised  works  be  abandoned,  the  Bill 
should  contain  the  usual  provisions  for  protecting  rights  under  existing  contracts, 
and  for  compensation  for  damage  in  surveying,  &c.

It  is  not  usual  to  authorise  a  Company  to  contract  for  the  construction  of  thei 
works  by  or  "  at  the  expense"  of  another  Company ;  it  being  the  practice  c 
Parliament  to  leave  the  construction  of  works  to  the  Company  who  obtar 
powers  to  take  land  and  raise  funds  for  the  purpose.

With  respect  to  the  proposed  powers  to  the  Aberystwit 
and  Welsh  Coast  Railway  Company  to  raise  money  for  new  purposes  by  prefei  - 
ence  shares,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  they  have  not  completed  their  own  origins' 
undertaking. 

Section  38.  The  proposed  amount  of  the  Company's  capital  (viz.,  650,000/.; 
is  less  by  1,000/.  than  their  present  authorised  capital,  and  less  than  three  time 
the  amount  of  the  sums  they  are  now  authorised  to  borrow. 

Section  41.  If  an  allotment  be  made  of  the  Company's  share  capital  in  separat 
divisions  to  separate  portions" of  their  undertaking,  it  would  be  in  accordance  wit  . 
the  practice  of  Parliament  to  make  a  corresponding  division  and  allotment  (no 
provided  for  in  this  Bill)    of  the  aggregate  sum    which   the  Company  arc 
authorised  to  borrow.

This  Bill  is  to  dissolve  the  Much  Wenlock  and  Severn  Junction  Railway  Objects. 
Company,  and  to  vest  their  Undertaking  in  the  Wenlock  Railway  Company,  the 
capital  of  which  is  to  be  173,000 1,  in  10  /.  shares,  with  power  to  borrow  47,600/. 
including  existing  debt. 

The  capitals  of  the  two  Companies  are  to  remain  distinct,  and  the  ordinary 
shares  of  the  former  Company  are  to  be  entitled  to  four  per  cent,  dividend  in

Extension  of  Time,  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863," 
should  be  incorporated  with  this  Bill.  Perhaps  Part  III.  in  Section  21  is  a  mis- 
take  for  Part  II.

Sections  4,  7,  and  lO.—In  each  of  these  clauses,  after  "  subject  to  the  provisions  Observations. 
of  this  Act,"  should  be  added,  "  and  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated 
herewith/' 

Section  8.  (E.)  The  proposed  power  to  stop  up  all  roads,  &c,  permanently,  is 
inconsistent  with  the  16th  clause  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act, 
1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament.  In  other  respects  the  16th  clause 
of  the  General  Act  renders  Paragraph  (E)  of  this  Bill  unnecessary.

Section  20  is  rendered  unnecessary  by  the  proviso  at  the  end  of  Section  13  of

properly  omitted. 

Section  25.  It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  make 
a  specific  appropriation  of  an  adequate  part  of  the  dew  share  and  loan  capital  to 
the  new  works.

Swansea  Harbour  Trust  Bill 


This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Swansea  Harhour  Trustees,  incorporated  by  an  Object* 
Act  of  1854,— 

To  execute  the  works  more  particularly  described  below,  to  be  completed  within 
five  years,  and  to  be,  for  the  purposes  of  rates,  part  of  Swansea  Harbour ; 

To  lease  lands  for  the  construction  of  dry  docks,  slips,  ship-building  yards,  and 
other  convenifences  for  building  or  repairing  vessels ; 

To  control  the  getting  of  minerals  from  under  lands  vested  in#the  Trustees; 

To  enter  upon  adjoining  lands,  to  repair  or  prevent  accidents  to  the  Trustees' 
Piers  and  Works ;  and,  if  necessary  for  the  safety  of  such  works,  to  take  lands 
under  compulsory  powers  to  be  renewed  on  a  certificate  of  the  Board  of  Trade  ; 

To  raise  further  sums,  not  exceeding  30,000  /.,  by  mortgage  of  the  Swansea 
Harbour  Fund,  with  provision  for'  a  sinking  fund  to  discharge  such  debt,  when 
previously  authorised  debt  shall  have  been  paid  off. 

Section  9.  After  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be  added  Obsenrations. 
"  and  of  the  Acts  incorporated  herewith/' 

Section  2.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  exemption  from  incorporation  with 
this  Bill  of  sections  16,  17,  18,  and  19  of  the  Harbour,  Dock,  and  Pier  Clauses 
Act,  1847,  which  relate  to  the  keeping  a  life-boat  and  a  tide  and  weather  guage,  it 
is  to  be  observed  that  it  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament, 
and  in  the  case  of  a  harbour  so  important  as  that  of  Swansea,  it  seems  especially 
desirable,  that  power  should  be  reserved  to  the  Board  of  Trade  to  call  upon  the 
Trustees  to  provide  those  requisites  at  any  future  time. 

The  Bill  should  contain  the  usual  reservation  of  present  and  future  general  Acts 
relating  to  harbours  or  piers,  or  ships,  or  goods  carried  in  ships,  or  pilotage,  or 
lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  or  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  jurisdiction  of  the 
general  lighthouse  authorities  ;  and  of  the  authority  of  Parliament  to  revise  the 
authorised  rates  and  the  limits  of  the  harbour. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz.  :— 

The  taking  down  and  re-building  "both  the  piers  at  the  entrance  of 
Swansea  Harbour,  and  extending  the  western  pier  seaward. 

The  making  a  new  cut  or  entrance  channel  across  the  foreshore,  from  near 
low  water  mark,  in  Swansea  Bay,  to  the  piers,  and  deepening  the  harbour  in 
front  of  tHe  tidal  basins. 
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The  stopping  op  the  present  entrance  channel  of  Swansea  Harbour,  and 
the  diversion  of  the  River  Tawe  into  the  new  channel. 

The  removal  of  the  jetty  at  the  northern  end  of  the  western  pier. 

The  proposed  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The  Harbours,  Pocks,  and  Piers 
Clauses  Act,  1847,"  and  the  provisions  in  clauses  25,  26,  27.  28,  and  29,  of  the 
Bill  will  afford  the  protection  to  navigation  rendered  necessary  by  such  inter- 
ference.

Section  29.  It  should,  perhaps,  appear  more  distinctly  whether  this  pro- 
vision for  securing  completion  of  works  includes  the  intended  "  Railways  or 
Tramways,"  as  well  as  the  intended  "  Railways/' 

Section  36.  The  extra  charge  for  loading,  &c.  is  not  limited,  as  the  practice 

of  Parliament  requires,  to  such  services  at  a  "  terminal  station."

Section  39.  See  observations  on  "  Running  Powers,"  in  the  General  Report 
of  the  Board  of  Trade,  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  19. 

Sections  41,  42,  43,  and  45,  severally  authorise  the  Company  to  contract  for 
the  "  making  "  or  u  construction  "  of  parts  of  their  intended  works  by  other 
parties.  This  is  not  usually  sanctioned,  it  being  the  practice  of  Parliament  to 
leave  the  execution  of  works  to  the  Company  who  obtain  powers  to  take  lands 
and  raise  funds  for  the  purpose. 

Section  44.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  power  to  the  Belfast  Harbour 
Commissioners  to  raise  30,000?.  on  the  security  of  their  funds,  tolls,  and  duties, 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  it  would  not  be  in  accordance  with  the  principles  which 
have  guided  Parliament  in  recent  legislation,  to  allow  any  charge  to  be  laid 
upon  shipping,  or  upon  funds  or  revenues  derived  from  dues  on  ships,  or  on 
goods  carried  in  ships,  unless  the  purpose  for  which  such  charge  is  to  be  made 
is  clearly  shown  to  be  advantageous  to  the  harbour  in  question.

(3)  (4)  and  (5)  lengths  47  chains,  22ichains,  and  21  chains,  to  connect  (l) 
with  the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway,  near  Brixton  Rise,  near  Bedford 
Road,  and  near  Shepherds*  Lane,  all  in  the  parish  of  Saint  Mary,  Lambeth; 

(6)  and  (7)  lengths  15  chains  and  67£  chains,  in  the  parish  of  Beckenham,  to 
connect  (2)  with  the  Fat nboroagb  Extension,  near  and  to  the  west  of  Clay  Lane, 
and  with  the  Main  Line,  near  and  to  the  south-east  of  the  Penge  Station,  of  the 
London,  Chatham,  and  Dovef  Railway : 

To  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  South  Eastern, 
the  London,  Chatham,  and  Dover,  and  the  London,  Brighton,  and  South  Coast 
Railway  Companies,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  working  of  the  intended

Section  29.  The  quantity  of  luggage  now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts 
to  first-class  passengers  is  not  less  than  120  lbs.

Dumfriesshire  and  Cumberland  (Solway)  Junction  Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Dumfriesshire  and  Cumberland  (Solway)  Objects, 
Junction  Railway  Company,"  with  a  capital  of  320,000/.  in  10/.  shares,  and 
100,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  the  following  Railways,  viz. : — 

(1.)  Length  20  miles  33  J  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Caledonian 
Railway,  near  and  to  the  north  of  its  Kirtlebridge  Station,  passing  near 
and  by  the  east  of  Annan,  to  Seafield,  thence  across  the  Solway  Frith  and 
by  the  west  of  Bowness  to  Kirkbridge,  and  thence  southwestward  to  a 
junction  with  the  Maryport  and  Carlisle  Railway,  near  and  to  the  east  of 
Bray  ton  Station ; 

(2.)  Length  25  i  chains ;  and  (3.)  Length  1  mile  1  chain,  at  Annan, 
from  (1)  to  the  Glasgow  and  South  Western  Railway,  and  to  the  Eastern 
Jetty  at  Annan  Waterfoot ; 

(4.)  Length  1  mile  62  chains,  at  Bowness,  to  connect  (1)  with  the  Main 
Line  of  the  Port  Carlisle  Railway,  at  Port  Carlisle ; 

(5.)  Length  23 £  chains,  from  a  junction  with  (I),  at  Holme  East  Waver, 
to  the  Carlisle  and  Silloth  Bay  Railway : 

To  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised — 

To  run  over  the  portions  of  the  five  above-mentioned  Railways,  between  the 
intended  junctions  therewith  and  their  Stations  at  Kirtlebridge,  Bray  ton,  Annan, 
Port  Carlisle,  and  Abbey  Kirkbridge,  respectively,  and  to  use  those  Stations : 

To  contract  with  the  Caledonian,  the  Glasgow  and  South  Western,  the 
Maryport  and  Carlisle,  and  the  North  British  Railway  Companies,  the  Port 
Carlisle  Dock  and  Railway  Company,  and  the  Carlisle  and  Silloth  Bay  Railway 
and  Dock  Company,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  working  of 
the  intended  Railways,  and  the  interchange  of  traffic. 

The  Bill  requires  those  six  Companies  to  afford  facilities  to  the  traffic  of  the 
new  Company  at  awarded  rates. 

Sections  21  and  26.    .In  these  clauses,  after  "subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Observations. 
Act,"  should  be  added,  "  and  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated 
herewith." 

Section  25.  See  observations  on  "  Running  Powers  "  in  the  General  Report   • 
of  the  Board  of  Trade  pn  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session  (page  19). 

Sections  27 — 29.  The  jurisdiction  which  these  clauses  would  give  to  the  Ad- 
miralty now  belongs  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  virtue  of  the  "  Harbours  Transfer 
Act,  1862."  Provisions  for  the  purposes  of  these  clauses  are  contained  in 
Part  I.  of  the  "  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  which  .is  incorporated  with  this 
Bill ;  and  these  three  clauses  would  therefore  be  properly  omitted.

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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  1  crosses  Solway  Frith,  from  the  Annan  shore  at  Seafield, 
on  the  north,  to  near  Bowness  on  the  south,  by  a  solid  embankment  on 
either  side,  to  near  the  low-watermark,  and  then  by  a  viaduct  over  the  low- 
water  channel,  of  800  yards  in  length,  consisting  of  75  spans  of  30  feet  each, 
and  one  opening  span  of  36  feet ;  all  8  feet  above  ordinary  highwater  of 
spring-tides. 

This  line  also  is  to  be  carried  across  the  River  Wampool,  at  Whitrigg, 
by  a  bridge  over  the  low-water  channel  of  5  spans,  each  of  30  feet,  and 
10  feet  high  above  low- watermark. 

Railway  No.  3  runs  along  the  northern  foreshore  of  the  Frith. 

Railway  No.  4,  from  about  1 J  mile  from  its  commencement,  also  skirts 
the  southern  shore  of  the  Frith. 

The  objections  to  the  proposed  crossing  of  the  Solway  Frith  are  as  follow  : — 

First, — The  solid  embankments  will  cause  a  serious  stagnation  of  the  main 
tidal  stream,  and  the  natural  consequence  will  be  an  acceleration  of  deposit 
both  below  and  above  the  interference,  and  a  proportional  exclusion  of  tidal 
influence. 

Secondly, — The  channel  crossed  by  the  viaduct  is  to  be  intercepted  by  74  piers* 
between  which  the  tidal  stream  will  be  forced  with  greatly  increased  velocity, 
but  with  diminished  benefit  to  the  maintenance  of  the  depth  in  the  channel ;  as 
the  tide,  instead  of  advancing  in  a  body,  will  be  divided  into  numerous  narrow 
streams,  which  will  probably  produce  alternate  pools  and  shallows :  while  sailing- 
vessels  especially  will  find  great  difficulty,  and  will  be  exposed  to  much 
risk,  in  attempting  to  shoot  through  the  narrow  opening  of  36  feet  only,  even  if 
the  deepest  bed  of  the  channel  should  always  accommodate  itself  to  this 
opening,  of  which,  however,  there  is  no  certainty. 

Any  interference  with  tidal  waters  which  may  be  sanctioned  woulcl  render 
necessary  the  incorporation  with  this  Bill  of  "  The  Railway  Clauses  Consolida- 
tion Act,  1845/'  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a  Railway"  of  "  The  Railways 
Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

Herne  Bay,  Hampton,  and  Reculver  Fishery  Bill 


This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  4i  The  Heme  Bay,  Hampton,  and  Reculver  Oyster  Objects. 
Fishery  Company,'*  with  a  capital  of  100,000/.  in  10 /.  shares,  and  33,300/.  by 
loan,  for  making  and  maintaining  oyster  beds,  or  tanks  for  the  storage  of  oysters, 
with  a  water  supply  from  the  Estuary  of  the  River  Thames ; 

A  Tramway,  length  57  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Kent  Coast  Railway 
westward  of  the  Heme  Bay  Railway  Station  to  Hampton  Point ; 

A  Pier  and  Landing-place  at  Hampton  Point ; 

To  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  Company  propose  to  take  as  their  oyster  grounds  the  foreshore  and  bed 
of  the  Estuary  of  the  Thames,  containing  an  area  of  15J  square  miles,  extending 
2}  miles  westward  and  b\  miles  eastward  from  Heme  Bay  Pier  along  the  shore, 
and  2  miles  seaward ;  the  seaward  limits  to  be  marked  by  buoys,  subject  to  the 
approval  of  the  Board  of  Trade. 

Within  those  oyster  grounds  the  Company  are  to  have  a  several  fishery,  and  an 
exclusive  right  to  deposit  and  take  oysters ;  and  for  the  protection  of  sach  fishery, 
it  is  to  be  penal  for  any  person  without  their  authority  to  «dredge  or  trail  for 
oysters  or  flat  fish,  or  anchor  or  moor  any  boat  within  its  limits. 

Assuming  that  this  interference  with  navigation  can  be  permitted  at  all,  Observations, 
a  primary  question  in  the  consideration  of  this  Bill  appears  to  be,  what  is 
the  equivalent  offered  by  the  promoters  for  the  acquisition  by  tliem  of  exclusive 
rights  in  15  J  square  miles  of  foreshore  and  bed  of  the  sea  ?  If  the  equivalent 
be  an  enlarged  and  improved  supply  of  oysters  in  the  public  market,  what 
quantity  of  oysters  do  the  promoters  anticipate  may  be  annually  brought  by 
them  to  sale  from  their  oyster  grounds,  when  their  operations  are  perfected,  and 
what  security  will  the  public  have,  that  the  powers  of  the  Company,  which 
under  the  Bill  would  be  perpetual,  will  be  used  to  that  effect.  It  may  deserve 
consideration,  whether  any  exclusive  rights  and  powers  which  may  be  given  to 
the  Company,  should  not  be  made* terminable,  in  default  of  their  bringing  to 
sale  in  any  year  after  the  lapse  of  a  reasonable  time,  say  10  years,  for  the  per- 
fecting of  their  operations,  a  minimum  quantity  of  oyster*  to  be  specified  in  the 
Bill. 

Section  2.  To  give  due  effect  to  the  incorporation  of  Part  I.  of  "The  Railway 
Clauses  Act,  1863/'  it  should  be  stated  in  .the  Bill  that,  in  the  application  of  the 
clauses  relating  to  "  Protection  of  Navigation ,f  to  the  works  authorised  by  the 
Bill,  the  words  "  work  "  and  "  Railway/'  shall  include  all  works  below  high- 
water  mark  to  be  executed  under  the  authority  of  the  Bill. 

Section  25.  (H.)  The  proposed  power  of  stopping  up  permanently  all  high- 
ways, &c.  (which  might  include  access  to  the  seashore  tor  a  space  of  eight  miles) 
is  inconsistent  with  "  The  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/'  and  with  the     • 
practice  of  Parliament,  which  requires  that  highways,  &c.  to  be  stopped  up, 
shall  be  specified  in  the  Bill. 
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Section  29.  With  reference  to  the  mention  here  made  of  the  conveyance  of 
passengers  on  the  Tramway,  it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not  limit  the 
rates  &c.  for  the  conveyance  of  passengers,  parcels,  animals,  or  goods. 

Section  42.  Having  regard  to  the  existence  of  local  regulations  in  the  Metro- 
polis, and  perhaps  elsewhere,  limiting.the  season  for  dealing  in  oysters,  it  might 
be  proper  to  add  to  this  clause,  words  to  the  following  effect,  viz.,  "  where  and 
when  oysters  may  be  lawfully  dealt  ip  for  the  time  being/9 

Section  55.  The  observations  in  this  clause  should  include  general  Acts 
already  passed,  and  also  all  general  Acts  relating  to  lights,  buoys,  and  beacons, 
and  the  rights,  powers,  and  privileges  of  the  General  Lighthouse  Authorities, 


Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

The  proposed  limits  of  this  Company's  powers  enclose  about  15  square  miles 
of  the  sea  and  bed  of  the  Thames  Estuary,  embracing  portions  of  the  navigable 
channels  for  shipping,  and  anchorages  for  the  same,  while  nearly  the  whole  area 
is  available  for  the  anchorage  of  small  craft. 

Clause  36  provides  for  defining  the  seaward  limits  by  a  buoy  at  each  of  the 
extreme  points,  separated  from  each  other  by  a  distance  of  about  eight  miles,  and 
two  miles  from  the  shore.  Vessels,  fishing  or  otherwise,  could  not  ascertain 
when  they  were  or  were  not  within  the  forbidden  limits,  and  might  consequently 
become  subject  to  penalties  without  being  aware  of  it 

Clause  44  (D)  forbids  to  dredge  for  any  ballast,  mud,  sand,.  &c«,  within  the 
limits,  and,  therefore,  should  it  be  found  necessary  to  dredge  for  the  improve- 
ment of  the  navigation,  this  provision  of  the  Bill  would  prevent  it. 

G  interferes  with  the  placing  of  any  buoy,  beacon,  &c,  for  navigable  purposes. 

H  forbids  to  "Wilfully  anchor,  or  moor,  or  cast  the  anchor  of  any  boat." 

It  is  obvious  that  the  effect  of  these  provisions  will  be  to  appropriate  to  a 
private  Company  a  large  area  in  this  part  of  the  Estuary ;  and  to  prevent  vessels 
which  now  have  the  full  use  of  it  from  navigating  within  its  limits. 

It  is  a  very  serious  question  whether  such  an  interference  with  the  free  navi- 
gation of  an  important  Estuary  ought  to  be  permitted.

This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Hoylake  Railway  Company,  incorporated  in  1863,  Object* 
for  making  Railways  from  Birkenhead  and  Poulton-cum-Seacombe  to  Hoylake, 
and  whose  name  it  is  proposed  by  the  Bill  to  change  to  "  The  Birkenhead  and 
Flintshire  Railway  Company/' — 

To  m^ke  a  Railway,  length  6  miles  35  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Com- 
pany's authorised  line,  No.  3,  at  Little  Meols,  across  the  Estuary  of  the  River 
Dee  to  a  junction  with  the  Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway,  near  its  Mostyn 
Station ;  to  be  completed  within  five  years : 

To  raise  additional  sums  of  500,000  I.  by  shares,  and  166,666 1  by  loan  : 

To  exchange  traffic  facilities  with  the  London  and  North- Western  Railway 
Company : 

To  contract  with  that  Company  with  respect  to  the  working  and  using  of  the 
Hoylake  Railway  Company's  authorised  and  proposed  Lines : 

To  run  over  the  portion  of  the  Chester  and  Holyhead  Railway  between  the 
intended  junction  and  Mostyn  Station,  and  to  use  that  Station. 

Section  5.  After  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,'*  should  be  added,  Obgemtiona. 
u  and  of  the  Acts  incorporated  herewith,"  as  in  Section  4. 

Section  6.  The  number  of  lines  of  rail  at  the  level  crossing  is  not  limited. 

Section  25.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  «  Running  Powers," 
in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session, 
page  19. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz.  ;< — 

The  Dee  Estuary  is  to  be  crossed  by  the  Railway  at  a  point  where  it  is  about 
five  miles  wide ;  and  the  mode  of  crossing  is  by  an  embankment,  in  which 
there  are  to  be  three  viaducts  across  the  low-water  channels :  the  first,  from 
the  north  shore,  is  over  Dawpool  Deep,  which  is  to  consist  of  64  openings,  of 
30  feet  in  width  each ;  the  second  is  over  Salisbury  Gut,  Bar,  and  Bank, 
and  to  consist  of  170  openings,  of  30  feet  span  each  ;  and  the  third  is  across 
Mostyn  Deep,  and  to  contain  148  openings,  of  30  feet  span  each,  with  an 
opening  span  of  40  feet  in  width ;  and  the  headway  under  all  the  viaducts  is 
to  be  32  feet  above  low  water. 

This  scheme  if  adopted  will,  in  the  opinion  of  my  Lords,  have  the  effect  of 
destroying,  for  purposes  of  navigation,  a  valuable  tidal  Estuary. 

The  channels  are  ever  changing,  and,  therefore,  no  openings  for  the  passage 
of  vessels  could  avail  for  any  lengthened  period.     The  scheme,  however,  proposes 
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to  confine  their  transit  to  a  single  opening  of  40  feet  wide,  in  a  width  of  channel 
about  five  miles  in  extent,  and  which,  from  the  great  rise  of  tide,  is  available  for 
vessels  at  times,  in  every  part. 

Besides  the  large  regular  trade,  many  ships  use  the  Estuary  as  a  harbour  of 
refuge,  and  these  cannot  be  limited  either  to  particular  times,  or  to  confined  open- 
ings, but  may  require  to  pass  at  all  times  (night  or  day)  and  wherever  circum- 
stances oblige  them.  They  may  break  adrift  from  the  lower  anchorage  in  storms/ 
and  be  compelled  for  safety  to  run  up  the  Estuary ;  and  such  an  obstruction  as  the 
viaduct  proposed  might  cause  their  ruin. 

The  Board  of  Trade  have  not  before  them  the  case  for  this  Bill,  but  it  must 
be  one  of  extraordinary  strength,  if  its  advantages  are  such  as  to  outweigh 
the  objections  arising  from  the  injuries  it  will  cause  to  navigation.

Swansea  and  Oystermouth  Railway  Bill 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Swansea  and  Oystermouth  Railway  Com-  Objects 
pany,"  with  a  capital  of  24,000  Z.,  in  10/.  shares,  and  8,000 1,  by  loan,  for 
making  a  Railway,  length  2  miles  62  chains,  from  a  point  near  Swansea,  in  the 
Deviation  line  of  the  Llanelly  Railway  and  Dock  Company,  authorised  in  1 863, 
to  the  Mumbles  Head  on  the  shore  of  Swansea  Bay,  in  the  parish  of  Oyster- 
mouth  ;  and  a  Pier,  length  3  chains,  at  the  termination  of  the  Railway ;  such 
works  to  be  completed  within  three  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Llanelly  Railway 
and  Dock  Company,  with  respect  to  the  interchange  and  conveyance  of  traffic, 
and  the  use  of  their  respective  Railways  between  Swansea  and  Oystermouth  ;

North  Eastern  Railway  {Additional  Powers)  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  empower  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company —  Objects. 

To  make  (1)  a  Railway,  length  31  chains,  at  Bishop  Auckland,  to  connect  the 
Company's  Bishop  Auckland  Branch  with  their  Stockton  and  Darlington  line : 
(2)  a  Railway,  length  14  J  chains,  to  connect  (1)  with  the  Stockton  and  Darling-

To  make  byelaws  for  the  Company's  entire  undertaking,  under  the  provisions 
of  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845  : 

To  hold  superfluous  lands  acquired  under  Acts  relating  to  the  Company's 
Leeds  and  Thirsk,  Newcastle-upon-Tyne  and  Carlisle,  and  Stockton  and  Dar- 
lington Railways,  for  a  further  period  of  ten  years. 

Section  25.  The  object  of  this  clause  appears  to  be  to  vary  some  of  the  Observations, 
provisions  of  the  "  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  witn  respect  to  the 
taxation  and  recovery  of  costs,  in  cases  of  arbitrations  and  inquiries  before 
justices,  where  the  costs  exceed  10 1.     In  general,  it  is  not  desirable  that  the 
provisions  of  the  Consolidation  Acts  should  be  departed  from. 

Section  27.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  there  should  not  be  made 
applicable  to  the  entire  undertaking  of  the  Company,  not  only  the  provisions 
with  respect  to  regulating  the  use  of  the  Railway  (which  relate  to  Bye-Laws 
only),  but  also  Sections  63  and  64  (relating  to  screens  for  public  roads),  and 
the  provisions  with  respect  to  the  carrying  of  passengers  and  goods  upon  the 
Railway,  and  the  tolls  to  be  taken  thereon,  of  the  "  Railways  Clauses  Consolida- 
tion Act,  1845." 

Section  28.  It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Preamble  of  this  clause  refers  only 
to  lands  which  "may  hereafter  become  superfluous;"  but  the  enacting  part 
authorises  the  Company  to  hold  for  ten  years  more,  and  dispose  of  "  any  lands 
which  are  or  may  not  eventually  be  required,"  including,  as  it  would  seem, 
lands  that  have  already  become  superfluous,  and  in  which  rights  may  have 
consequently  accrued  to  other  parties. 

In  reference  to  this  and  the  various  other  Bills  promoted  by  the  North 
Eastern  Railway  Company  in  the  present  Session,  my  Lords  think  it  right  to 
bring  to  the  notice  of  the  Select  Committee  the  following  fact,  viz. : — 
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Complaint  having  recently  been  made  to  the  Board  of  Trade  by  numerous 
persons  connected  with  the  town  of  Penrith,  that  Parliamentary  cheap  trains 
are  not  run  on  the  Eden  Valley  Line,  a  Railway,  length  about  22  miles, 
between  Kirkby  Stephen  and  Clifton  Junction,  near  Penrith,  which  became 
vested  in  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company,  by  virtue  of  the  "  North  Eastern 
and  Stockton  and  Darlington  Railways  Amalgamation  Act,  1863,"  an  appli- 
cation was  made  to  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company,  by  my  Lords* 
direction,  for  an  explanation  of  the  absence  of  cheap  trains  on  that  line.  An 
answer  has  been  received  from  the  Company,  by  which  it  appears  that  the  amount 
derived  by  them  from  the  conveyance  of  passengers  during  the  year  ended  31st 
December  1863,  was  less  than  one-third  (though  more  than  one-fourth)  of  the 
gross  revenue  of  the  Company  for  that  year ;  and  that,  consequently,  the  North 
Eastern  Railway  not  being  a  "  passenger  Railway,"  within  the  definition  of  the 
25th  clause  of  the  Act  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  85,  the  Company  are  not  under  any  obli- 
gation to  comply  on  any  part  of  their  system  with  the  provisions  of  sections  6 — 
10  of  that  Act,  which  provide  for  the  conveyance  of  the  poorer  class  of  travellers 
on  "  passenger  Railways  "  at  cheap  fares. 

The  Company,  in  their  reply  to  this  Board,  state  that,  in  their  opinion,  the 
existing  arrangements  on  the  Eden  Valley  Railway  are  more  beneficial  to  the 
public  than  the  running  "  cheap  trains  "  would  be ;  but  at  the  same  time  they 
deny  their  liability  to  run  such  trains  on  that  line. 

This  consequence  of  the  amalgamation  of  the  North  Eastern  and  the  Stockton 
and  Darlington  Railway  Companies,  viz.,  thfet  by  the  union  of  their  respective 
revenues  not  only  does  the  Stockton  and  Darlington  portion  of  the  system 
continue  exempt,  as  it  seems  to  have  previously  been,  but  the  North  Eastern 
portion — the  larger  and  more  important  of  the  two — which  was  previously 
subject  to  the  cheap  train  provisions  of  the  Act  7  &  8  Vict.  c.  85,  has  become 
exempt  from  those  provisions,  can  scarcely  have  been  anticipated  by  Parliament 
when  the  amalgamation  was  permitted. 

Upon  any  application  by  the  North  Eastern  Railway  Company  to  Parliament 
for  enlarged  powers,  it  might  deserve  consideration  whether  the  granting  of  such 
powers  should  not  be  conditional  on  the  Company  submitting  to  conform,  in 
respect  of  all  their  lines,  to  the  cheap  train  provisions  of  the  Act  7  &  8  Vict, 
c.  85.  And  the  present  Bill,  more  especially,  by  which  the  Company,  besides 
seeking  enlarged  powers,  chiefly  with  reference  to  the  Stockton  afrd  Darlington 
section  of  their  system,  desire  to  obtain  over  all  their  Railways  the  advantages  of 
certain  provisions  in  the  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  might,  if 
Parliament  think  fit,  afford  an  opportunity  for  extending  to  all  those  Railways 
the  cheap  train  provisions  of  the  Act  7  &  8  Vict.  c.

Sections  9,  10,  and  11  of  this  Bill  also  give  certain  powers  to  the  Board  of 
Trade  with  regard  to  the  crossing  of  the  River  Ouse,  at  a  part  of  that  river 
above  the  flow  of  the  tide.

Section  16.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Running  Powers"  ObtervatKMw.

400,000/.  in  10/.  shares  and  130,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  a  dock,  piers,  break- 
waters, and  other  works  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Blyth,  to  be  completed  within 
five  years. 

The  Gompany  are  to  be  authorise  d —  * 

To  contract  with  the  Blyth  and  Tyne  Railway  Company  with  respect  to  the 
appropriation  by  the  latter  Company  of  any  part  of  the  dock  or  other  works,  and 
the  conveyance  of  traffic. 

To  take  a  lease  or  a  transfer  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Blyth  Harbour  and 
Dock  Company,  incorporated  in  1858  ; 

To  raise  money  for  the  purpose  of  any  such  transfer,  by  shares  and  by

Section  17.  It  is  usual  and  desirable  that  there  should  be  a  more   specific  Observations, 
description  of  the  nature  and  position  of  the  principal  works  intended  to  be 
authorised,  than  this  Bill  now  contains. 

Section  21  to  23.  To  the  provisions  in  these  clauses  for  the  protection  of 
navigation,  should  be  added  the  further  usual  provision,  for  the  exhibition  of 
lights  on  the  intended  works,  to  the  effect  of  the  13th  section  of iC  The  Railways 
Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Section  59.  To  the  reservation  of  present  and  future  general  Acts  in-  this 
clause  should  be  added  those  relating  to  "  pilotage,  or  lights,  buoys  and  beacons, 
or  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Lighthouse 
Authorities." 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters.

Sections  25  and  26.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  periods  of  four  years  and  six 
years  for  compulsory  purchase  and  completion  of  works,  it  is  to  be  observed  that 
the  periods  usually  allowed  do  not  exceed  three  years  and  five  years. 

Section  31.  The  extra  charge  for  loading  and  unloading  is  not  confined  to 
such  services  at  any  "  terminal  station  "  of  the  goods,  as  the  practice  of  Parlia- 
ment requires. 

Section  38.  Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "Running 
Powers/'  in  the  above-mentioned  General  Report,  page  19.

Exmouth  Docks  Bill. 


By  this  Bill,  and  the  intended  additional  provision  therein,  it  is  proposed  to  Objects, 
incorporate,  under  the  Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,  as  "The 
Exmouth  Docks  Company/'  the  Exmouth  Pier  Company,  Limited,  authorised  by 
a  Provisional  Order,  confirmed  by  Act,  in  1863,  to  make  a  pier  at  Exmouth,  in  . 
the  county  of  Devon. 

The  Company  are  to  be  further  authorised — 

To  make  the  Docks  and  other  works  described  below ;  and  a  Railway,  length 
57  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Exeter  and  Exmouth  Railway,  north  of  its 
passenger  station  at  Exmouth,  to  the  proposed  Docks,  such  works  to  be  completed 
within  five  years : 

To  raise  additional  sums  of  60,000/.  by  new  shares,, and  15,000/.  by  loan: 

To  contract  with  the  Londotf  and  South  Western  Railway  Company  with 
respect  to  the  use,'  working,  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railway. 

Section  3.  In  order  to  give  due  effect  to  the  incorporation  of  Part  I.  of  "  The  ^beerrations. 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  it  might  be  proper  to    state  in  this  clause,  that, 
"  in  Sections  13,  18  and  19  of  that  Act,  the  word  '  work*  shall  include  as  well 
the  Docks  and  Works  connected  therewith,  as  the   Railways  authorised  by  this 
Act."

Falmouth  Docks  Bill.

The  capital  of  the  Company  is  to  consist  of  99,875  /.  in  25  L  shares,  already  « 

subscribed  for;  100,125/.  further  capital  already  authorised,  but  not  subscribed 
for;  and  160,000/.  additional  capital;  of  which  the  two  last-mentioned  sums 
may  be  issued  as  ordinary  or  preference  shares  or  stock. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  borrow,  with  reference  to  the  payment 
up  of  successive  portions  of  their  capital,  sums  amounting  in  the  whole  to 
120,000 1 

In  addition  to  the  tidal  harbour  and  works  already  authorised  (the  periods  for 
compulsory  purchase  and  for  execution  of  which  are  to-be  extended  by  the  Bill), 
the  Company  are  to  be  enabled  to*  form  a  floating  dock,  a  pier  or  breakwater, 
and  other  works,  to  be  completed  within  seven  years. 

Sections  51  and  55.  In  these  clauses,  after  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this   Observation*.

Section  85.  This  power  to  lease  rates  appears,  in  effect,  as  regards  the  "  short 
lines  of  railway  or  sidings,"  mentioned  in  Section  82,  to  amount  to  a  power  to 
enter  into  arrangements  with  the  Cornwall  Railway  Company,  or  any  other 
parties,  with  respect  to  the  working  and  traffic  of  those  Railways.

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

On  the  proposed  interference  with  tidal  waters  in  this  case,  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  no  observations  to  make,  because  the  intended  works  will  be  within 
that  portion  of  Falmouth  Harbour  over  which  the  Admiralty  has  retained  its 
jurisdiction,  pursuant  to  the  9th  Section  of  "The  Harbours  Transfer  Act,

10  5,  by  new 
ordinary  or  preferential  shares  or  stock,  in  addition  to  the  above-mentioned 
First  Class  (A)  and  Second  Class  (B)  Preferential  Shares  and  Stock,  and  to 
the  existing  Third  Class  (C)  4  per  Cent.  Preferential  Shares  (40,000  l.)  now 
held  by  the  Dublin 'and  Dro»heda,  and  the  Dublin  and  Belfast  Junction 
Railway  Companies,  and  to  the  Clones  and  Cavan  Extension  Shares, 
(30,000  I.)  now  held  by  the  Ulster  Railway  Company  and  to  the  existing 
ordinary  shares  (171,420  /.),  making  an  aggregate  capital  of  900,000/. 

The  limit  of  the  Company's  borrowing  power  is  to  be  300,000  /.,  inclusive  of 
their  present  debenture  debt  of  233,000  I. 
The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  — 

To  let,  mortgage,  or  sell  their  rolling  stock  to  the  Drogheda,  the  Belfast 
Junction>  and  the  Ulster  Companies,  or  any  of  them  ; 

To  contract  with  those  three  Companies,  or  any  of  them  with  respect  to 
the  ownership,  making,  letting,  working,  using  and  traffic  of  the  respective 
undertakings  of  the  contracting  Companies ;  and  with  respect  to  participa- 
tion in  working  or  traffic  arrangements  entered  into  with  certain  other 
Companies. 

The  Bill  further  provides  that  the  Company's  undertaking,  including  their 
rights  in  other  undertakings,  may  be  amalgamated  at  any  time  with  the  under- 
takings of  the  three  above-mentioned  Companies.  .      
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Sections  10  and  15.  The  creation  of  additional  First  Class  (A)  Preferential 
Stock  in  satisfaction  of  debt,  not  being  authorized  debenture  debt,  and  the  pro- 
vision by  which  the  dividend  of  existing  First  Class  (A)  Preferential  Shares  may, 
at  the  option  of  an  individual  creditor,  become  dependent  on  the  profits  of  each 
year,  instead  of  continuing  a  guaranteed  dividend,  appear  to  be  alterations  of  the 
terms  of  existing  preferences. 

Section  24.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  proposed  conditions  for  the 
exercise  of  the  additional  borrowing  power  are  such  as  the  practice  of  Parliament 
would  require. 

Sections  33  and  37  appear  to  authorize  the  uniting  of  the  undertakings  of  the 
Irish  North  Western,  the  Drogheda,  the  Belfast  Junction,  and  the  Ulster 
Companies. 

The  Bill  however  does  not  regulate,  as  is  usual  when  such  arrangements  are 
authorized,  the  combined  capitals  of  the  undertakings,  when  united. 

See  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale  and  Lease,"  including  those  on 
"  Notice  of  Transfer  "  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of-  Trade  on  the  Rail- 
way Bills  of  this  Session,  pages  ,18  and  19. 

Section  34  would  seem  to  authorize  any  of  the  four  Companies  to  engage  to 
pay  rents,  &c,  and  to  give  guarantees  with  priority  overj  preferences,  and 
guarantees  previously  granted  by  them.  This  appears  to  be  at  variance  with  the 
practice  of  Parliament.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "The  Lymington  Harbout  and  Docks  Company,"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  200,000?.  in  10  h  shares,  and  66,600/.  by  loan,  to  be  em- 

K)wered  to  reclaim  certain  land  from  the  Solent  Sea  and  from  the  Lymington 
iver;  to  make  in  such  land  a  harbour  and  docks,  with  improvements  of  the 
channel  of  the  Lymington  River  between  its  mouth  and  Hey  wood  Mill,  and  a 
new  cut  at  the  southward  of  Ferry  Point,  in  lieu  of  the  existing  channel;  to 
make  a  railway,  length  64  chains,  from  the  Lymington  Railway  to  the  intended 
docks ;  and  to  acquire  and  alter  Lymington  Bridge ;  such  works  to  be  completed 
within  seven  years. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorized— 

To  take  by  agreement  a  lease  or  transfer  of  any  lands  of  the  Lymington

Sections  17  &  27.  It  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the  proposed  periods  of 
Jive  years  and  seveh  year3  for  compulsory  purchase  and  for  completion  of  works 
would  not  be  unusually  long,  at  least  as  regards  the  intended  railway. 

Section  22.  If  the  power  of  disposing  of  superfluous  lands  to  be  given  by  this 
clause  are  intended  to  exceed  in  duration  the  usual  period  of  10  years,  limited 
by  "The  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  virtually  to  be  without 
limitation,  the  reason  for  so  unusual  a  power  would  require  to  be  explained.  If 
no  enlargement  of  the  ordinary  power  of  disposition  is  intended,  Section  22 
might  be  properly  omitted. 

Section  23.  After  "  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act"  should  be  added 
"and  of  the  Acts  and  parts  of  Acts  incorporated  herewith." 

Section  24  (H) — The  proposed  power  to  stop  up  all  roads,  &c,  is  inconsistent 
with  the  16th  clause  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and 
with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  which  requires  that  roads,  &c,  which  may  be 
stopped  up,  shall  be  specified  in  the  Bill. 

Sections  30,  31  &  32,  relating  to  the  consent  of  the  Board  of  Trade  to  works 
on  tidal  lands,  would  *be  properly  omitted ;  because  more  efficient  provisions, 
vesting  like  powers  in  the  Board  of  Trade  (who  now  possess  the  jurisdiction  in 
these  matters  formerly  belonging  to  the  Admiralty)  are  contained  in  the  17th 
section  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,'*  and  in  the  12th 
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section  of  "The  Harbours,  Docks,  end  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  which  are 
incorporated  with  this  Bill. 

With  a  view  to  the  further  protection  of  navigation,  and  in  accordance  with 
the  practice  of  Parliament,  section  13  (relating  to  lights),  and  sections  18  and  19 
(relating  to  abatement  of  abandoned  works  and  a  load  survey)  in  Part  I.  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  which  is  incorporated  with  this  Bill,  should  be 
expressly  made  applicable  to  the  Doc^s  and  other  Harbour  work* ;  and  for  that 
purpose  a  provision  should  be  added  to  th^Bill,  stating  that  in  the  application 
of  sections  13, 18  and  19  to  the  works  authorised  by  the  Bill,  the  word <#  work  " 
in  those  clauses,  shall  include  the  Railway  and  also  the  Docks  and  other 
Harbour  works. 


Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

(1).  The  embankments  on  the  northern  foreshore  of  the  Solent  and  the 
western  side  of  the  low-water  channel  of  Lymington  River,  for  the  reclama- 
tion of  slob  lands  on  which  docks  are  to  be  constructed. 

(2).  The  filling  up  and  reclaiming  a  portion  of  the  bed  and  low-water 
channel  of  the  river  at  Lymington,  and  making  a  new.  straight  cut  in  lieu 
thereof;  extending  about  350  yards  in  a  southerly  direction  from  the  toll- 
bridge  across  the  neck  of  land  known  as  Ferry  Point. 

(3).  The  construction  of  a  railway  over  a  portion  of  the  channel  proposed 
to  be  filled  up,  and  along  the  edge  of  the  river  to  the  lands  proposed  to  be 
reclaimed  for  dock  purposes* 

(4).  The  removal  of  the  sluices  at  the  toll-bridge,  diverting  a  portion  of 
the  river  and  embanking  it  on  either  ride  for  about  two  and  a  half  miles 
above  the  bridge,  over  which  distance  the  tide  will  be  allowed  to  flow  by  the 
removal  of  the  sluices. 

It  is  a  question  whether  the  proposed  enclosure  of  the  mud  lands  by  embank- 
ments to  and  along  low-water  mark,  standing  out  as  it  would  abruptly  opposed 
to  the  course  of  the  stream,  would  not  have  the  effect  of  extending  the  shoal  water 
into  the  Solent,  and  thus  injuring  the  navigation  of  that  channel,  the  preservation 
of  which  is  of  the  highest  importance. 

Should  the  above  interferences  be  sanctioned,  they  would  render  necessary  the 
incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  1845," 
"The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act  1847,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construc- 
tion of  a  Railway/*  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  "The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 


Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz. : — 

The  construction  of  the  Sewer  across  the  foreshore,  to  convey  the  Sewage 
of  Edinburgh  and  Leith  into  the  Fiith  of  Forth,  at  low-water  mark,  near 
the  East  Craigs. 

Tt  is  desirable,  and  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament, 
that,  in  addition  to  the  provisions  in  Sections  24,  25,  &  26  of  this  Bill,  relating 
to  access  to  the  River  and  Seashore,  abatement  of  works  abandoned  or  decayed, 
and  survey  of  works  by  the  Board  of  Trade,  there  should  be  inserted  in  the  Bill 
a  provision  to  the  effect  of  that  part  of  Section  12  of  the  Harbours,  Docks  and  Piers 
Clauses  Act,  1847,  which  provides  that  the  works  in  tidal  waters  shall  not  be  com- 
menced, or  altered,  except  in  accordance  with  plans  previously  approved  by  the 
Board  of  Trade  (which  Department  now  has  the  jurisdiction  in  such  matters, 
formerly  belonging  to  the  Admiralty) ;  and  also  a  provision  respecting  the  ex- 
hibition of  lights  during  the  execution  of  works  in  tidal  waters,  to  the  effect  of 
that  in  the  13th  section  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863."

Fleetwood  Docks  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Fleetwood  Docks  Company  "  with  a  capital  of  Objects. 
200,000  /.  in  20 1,  shares,  and  66,665  /.  by  loan,  for  making  the  Embankment 
and  Dock  described  below,  and  other  works  in  Kirkscar  Bay,  on  the  west  side  of 
the  Wyre  Estuary,  in  the  county  of  Lancaster,  to  be  completed  within  six  years ; 
and  for  reclaiming  land  inclosed  by  such  Embankment. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised — 

To  contract  with  Sir  P.  Hesketh  Fleetwood,  Bart.,  with  reference  to 
works  now  in  course  of  execution  for  reclaiming  certain  lands  in  Kirkscar  Bay, 
and  to  the  acquisition  of  such  lands  by  the  Company  ; 

To  contract  with  the  Lancashire  and  Yorkshire,  and  the  London  and 
North  Western  Railway  Companies,  with  respect  to  the  management  and 
interchange  of  traffic,  the  division  of  receipts,  and  the  appropriation  of 
warehouses,  quays,  wharves,  or  other  conveniences  for  the  joint  or  separate 
use  of  the  respective  Companies. 

Section  49  and  Schedule  B.— The  words  "  Foreign  Goods/'  and   "  British  Observations, 
or  Irish  Goods,9'  stand  at  the  head  of  the  third  and  fourth  columns  of  rates  in 
Schedule  B. 

If  those  words  are  intended  to  be  equivalent  to  *  Foreign  "  and  a  Coastwise," 
which  stand  at  the  head  of  the  first  and  second  columns,  there  would  be  no  objec- 
tion in  principle  to  differences  in  rates  for  these  two  classes  of  exported  goods;  but 
it  would  be  desirable  to  substitute  "  Foreign  "  and  "  Coastwise  "  in  the  headings 
of  the  third  and  fourth  columns. 

But  as  ordinarily  used,  the  expressions,  "  Foreign  Goods/*  and  "  British  or  Irish 
Goods,"  would  refer  to  the  origin  of  the  goods.  Differential  dues,  however,  in 
respect  of  the  origin  of  goods  have  been  long  discountenanced  by  Parliament, 
and  were  finally  put  an  end  to  by  "The  Harbours  and  Passing  Toils,  &c. 
Act,  1861." 

Having  regard  to'the  heading  of  Schedule  B.,  it  is,  perhaps,  intended  that  the 
third  and  fourth  columns  of  rates  shall  apply  to  goods  exported  respectively  to 
"  Foreign  countries,"  and  to  u  British  Colonies,  Plantations,  or  Settlements." 

To  rates  on  ships,  or  goods  carried  in  ships,  varying  with  the  length  or  direc- 
tion of  the  voyage,  there  would  be  no  objection  in  principle  :  but  differential  dues 
in  respect  of  the  destination  of  goods  being  to  a  foreign  country,  or  to  a  British 
possession,  would  bp  contrary  to  the  present  policy  of  this  kingdom,  and  to 
Treaties  with  foreign  nations. 

My  Lords  observe  that  Schedule  B.  corresponds  with  one  of  the  schedules  of 
rates  in  the  Act  7  Will.  4,  c.  2$,  relating  to  Wyre  Harbour.  That  Act,  how- 
ever, was  passed  before  the  general  abolition  of  differential  dues ;  and  it  would 
not  in  any  case  have  been  desirable  for  the  sake  of  uuiformity,  merely,  to  adopt 
expressions  which  would  be  so  inconvenient  from  their  ambiguity  (if  they  were 
not  objectionable  on  grounds  of  policy)  as  "  Foreign  Goods  "  and  4<  British  or 
Irish  Goods." 
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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

(1).  An  Embankment  and  Dock  an  slob  lands  in  Kirkscar  Bay,  on  the 
western  shore  of  the  River  Wyre,  above  Fleetwood ; 

(2).  Deepening  the  bed  of  the  River  Wyre  from  Canshe  Hole  to  the 
entrance  of  the  proposed  Dock. 

Certain  usual  provisions  for  the  protection  of  navigation,  which  are  rendered 
necessary  by  the  above-mentioned  intended  interferences  with  tidal  waters,  are  not 
inserted  in  this  Bill.  The  provisions  referred  to  are  contained  in  Sections  4  and  13, 
16, 17, 18,  and  19  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  which  should  be  incorpo- 
rated with  the  Bill ;  and  to  give  due  effect  to  such  incorporation,  it  should  be  stated 
in  the  Bill  that  the  words  "  work "  and  "  railway  "  in  those  sections  of  the 
General  Act  shall  mean  the  Embankment  and  Docks,  and  works  connected 
therewith  authorised  by  this  Bill.

This  Bitt  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Millwall  Canal  Company/9  With  at  rtpital  of  Objects. 
510,000  I.  in  20  /.  shares,  and  170,000  /.  hy  loan,  for  making— 

A  Canal  across  the  Isle  of  Dogs,  and  basins,  with  entrances  from  the  River 
Thames,  at  a  point  southward  of  Millwall  Docks,  and  at  a  point  northward  of 
Cubitt  Town  Pier,  and  quay  walls  at  the  River  Thames  north  and  south  of  those 
entrances ;  also  a  Canal  from  the  former  to  the  southern  side  of  the  timber  duck 
of  the  East  and  West  India  Dock  Company,  all  in  the  parish  of  Poplar,  to  be 
completed  within  five  years :  with  power  to  the  Company  to  appropriate  lands 
acquired  by  them,  for  wharfs,  quays,  shipbuilding  and  other  yards,  manufactories 
and  other  purposes  requiring  water  frontage. 

The  new  Company,  and  the  East  and  West  India  Dock  Company,  are  to  be 
authorised  to  contract  with  respect  to  the  making  a  connexion  between  their 
respective  works,  and  the  use  of  such  connexion,  and  of  the  intended  graving 
docks  and  other  works. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  charge  in  respect  of  vessels  using 
their  canals,  "reasonable  tonnage  rates,9'  and  in  respect  of  goods  using  their 
works,  such  wharfage  rates  as  are  *  usually  demanded  and  taken  at  the  docks  in 
th*  Port  of  London/9 

Section  20.  For  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  works  it  is  intended  to  make  Observations, 
alterations  of  the  course  and  levels  of  certain  important  roads  in  the  Isle  of  Dogs. 
It  appears  to  be  a  question,  however,  whether  the  Bill  contains  due  provisions 
for  regulating  such  interferences  with  roads. 

On  this  subject  My  Lords  have  received  a  communication  from  the  Board  of 
Works  for  the  Poplar  district,  representing  that  the  iron  ship  building  trade  and 
other  large  establishments  in  the  Isle  of  Dogs,  which  use  the  present  roads,  and 
especially  the  East  Ferry,  the  West  Ferry,  and  the  Manchester  Roads,  for  the 
conveyance  of  heavy  traffic,  will  be  seriously  inconvenienced  if  any  alteration  of 
these  roads  be  made,  which  will  have  gradients  exceeding  one  in  40. 

The  character  and  importance  of  the  trade  of  the  district  in  question  appear  to 
give  much  weight  to  its  claims  that  there  shall  be  no  unnecessary  diminution  of 
its  present  facilities  in  conveyance. 

Sections  22  and  23.  As  the  12tl?  clause  of  "The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers 
Clauses  Act,  1847,"  which  is  incorporated  with  the  Bill,  would  give  the  Board  of 
Trade  (who  have  now  the  jurisdiction  in  such  matters,  formerly  belonging  to  the 
Admiralty),  powers  corresponding  to  those  contained  in  these  two  clauses,  Sections 
22  and  23,  might  be  properly  omitted. 

Sections 
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Sections  58-61.  It  would  seem  that  these  clauses  would  enable  the  Company 
to  levy  rates  in  respect  of  barges,  lighters,  and  other  craft  engaged  only  in  re- 
ceiving or  discharging  goods  from  or  into  vessels  within  the  Company's  canals, 
&c. 

In  other  docks  within  the  Port  of  London  such  craft  are  exempt  from  pay- 
ment of  rates  while  so  engaged ;  and  it  has  been  represented  to  the  Board  of 
Trade,  on  the  part  of  "  The  Association  for  Promoting  the  Interests  of  the 
Traders  of  the  Port  of  London,"  that  there  should  be  a  similar  exemption  within 
the  intended  works  of  this  new  Company. 

Interference  with  Tided  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
works,  viz. : — 

The  canal,  or  navigable  cut,  with  entrance  basins  and  quay  walls  at  the  River 
Thames,  above-mentioned. 

The  proposed  incorporation  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act, 
1847/'  and  sections  24,  25,  and  29  of  the  Bill  appear  to  make  due  provision  for 
the  protection  of  navigation,  so  far  as  respects  matters  in  which  jurisdiction  is 
usually  given  in  special  Acts  to  the  Board  of  Trade.

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Devon  and  Somerset  Railway  Company,"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  660,0002.  in  26/.  shares,  and  216,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  the 
following  Railways,  viz. : — 

No.  1.  Length  42  miles,  from  a  junction  with  the  Bristol  and  Exeter 
Railway,  at  its  junction  with  the  West  Somerset  Railway,  west  of  Taunton, 
passing  by  Milverton,  Wiveliscombe,  Bampton,  Dulverton,  and  South 
Molton,  to  Barnstaple  ; 

No.  2.  Length  10  miles  59  chains,  from  the  termination  of  No.  1,  at 
Barnstaple,  to  Ilfracombe ; 

No.  3.  Length  30i  chains,  to  connect  No.  1  with  the  West  Somerset 
Railway,  near  Taunton ;

Such  Railways  to  be  of  the  broad  or  narro^  gauge,  or  both,  and  to  be  com- 
pleted within  seven  years.

Port  Glasgow  Harbour  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  consolidate  and  amend  the  Acts  relating  to  the  Harbour  of  Port  Objects. 
Glasgow. 

It  transfers  the  management  of  the  Harbour  from  the  members  of  the  Corpo- 
ration of  Glasgow,  and  five  persons  connected  with  Port  Glasgow,  and  five 
other  persons  connected  with  the  trade  and  navigation  of  the  River  Clyde  (who 
are  the  present  Trustees)  to  the  Corporation  of  Port  Glasgow,  in  the  first  instance, 
and  from  December  1865,  to  the  Lord  Provost  and  Senior  Bailie  of  Glasgow,  the 
Provost  and  Magistrates  and  Town  Councillors  of  Port  Glasgow,  and  four  persons 
to  be  elected  by  resident  owners  of  vessels  registered  at  Port  Glasgow,  and  resi- 
dent payers  or  agents  of  payers  of  rates  leviable  under  the  Port  Acts,  who  are 
to  be  incorporated  as  "  The  Trustees  of  Port  Glasgow  Harbour/' 

The  Trustees  are  to  be  authorised  to  borrow  60,000  /.,  and  to  levy  the  Rates 
specified  in  the  Schedules  to  the  Bill ;  and  the  money  borrowed  and  the  other 
revenues  of  the  Trustees  are  to  be  applied  in  payment  of  the  existing'preferable 
debt  of  the  Trust,  amounting  to  5,500  /.,  and  a  composition  of  five  shillings  in  the 
pound  on  the  postponed  debt,  amounting  to  23,000/.  (which  composition  the  post- 
poned creditors  are  required  bv  the  Bill  to  accept),  and  in  execuiing  the  purposes 
of  the  Bill. 

The  Bill  defines  the  undertaking  of  the  Trustees  :  among  the  purposes  of  which 
are  to  be  the  deepening  the  Harbour,  the  building  such  additional  Piers  or  Quays 
as  may  to  the  Trustees  appear  expedient,  the  constructing  (so  far  as  not  already 
done)  the  Wet  Docks  and  other  Works  authorised  by  the  existing  Acts  relating  to 
the  Port,  with  such  further  or  subsidiary  Works  for  the  improvement  of  the 
Harbour  as  the  Trustees  may  think  expedient. 

Section  6.  There  is  no  apparent  reason  why  the  usual  power  to  the  Board  of  Observations. 
Trade  to  call  upon  the  Port  Authorities  to  keep  the  apparatus  contemplated  by 
"  The  Harbour,  Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  should  be  limited  to  a  Life- 
boat, as  in  this  clause,  and  not  include  a  Tide  and  Weather  Gauge. 

Section  41.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  power  to  borrow  60,000/.  on  the 
security  of  the  Rates  to  be  leviable  under  this  Bill,  it  is  to  be  observed  that,  pur* 
guant  to  Section  7  of  this  Bill,  the  power  of  raising  and  expending  that  sum 
might,  until  December  1865,  be  exercised  by  the  Corporation  of  Port  Glasgow 
alone,  without  the  presence  in  the  governing  body  of  the  Harbour  of  any  repre- 
sentatives of  the  Harbour  Ratepayers. 

Section  60.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  seaward  extent  of  the 
Harbour  limits  for  the  execution  of  works  and  levying  of  rates  should  not  be 
further  defined  by  the  Bill. 

Section  61  appears  to  be  intended  to  renew  all  the  powers  given  by  the  recited 
Acts  of  12  and  41  Geo.  3,  and  11  Geo.  4,  of  constructing  works  not  already 
constructed,  but  does  not  limit,  as  is  usual,  the  time  within  which  such  powers 
may  be  exercised. 
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The  provisions  in  sections  65  and  66  for  the  protection  of  navigation  by  a  local 
survey  of  works,  and  removal  of  works  abandoned  and  disused,  are  restricted  to 
works  in  or  affecting  "  the  waterway  or  navigable  channel  of  the  River  Clyde," 
instead  of  extending  to  all  works  in  tidal  waters,  as  would  be  in  accordance  with 
section  64  of  this  Bill,  and  also  with  sections  18  and  19  of  "The  Railways 
Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Section  73.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  authorised  works,  which 
include  any  that  the  Trustees  think  expedient,  are  not  so  indefinite  as  that  the 
commencement  of  the  Sinking  Fund  may  be  indefinitely  postponed. 

Section  81.  It  is  desirable,  and  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of 
Parliament,  to  insert  in  the  reservation  of  general  Acts,  after  "  goods  carried 
in  ships"  the  words  "or  to  pilotage,  or  to  lights,  buoys  and  beacons,  or  the  rights, 
powers,  privileges,  and  jurisdiction  of  the  General  Lighthouse  Authorities." 


Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

The  construction  of  piers,  quays,  wet  docks,  and  other  works  in  the  Har- 
bour of  Port  Glasgow,  and  the  deepening  of  the  Harbour  and  of  the  River 
and  Frith  of  Clyde  opposite  or  adjacent  to  the  Harbour. 

The  proposed  works  are  authorised  in  general  terms  in  the  61st  Clause  of  the 
Bill,  and  some  of  them  are  referred  to  as  having  been  authorised  by  previous 
Acts  relating  to  the  Harbour. 

No  plans  of  intended  works  have  been  deposited  at  the  Board  of  Trade  with 
reference  to  this  Bill. 

As  regards  the  proposed  power  of  interference  with  tidal  waters,  it  appears  to 
my  Lords  that  due  protection  will  be  afforded  to  the  interests  of  navigation 
within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Trade  by  the  provisions  in  Sections  64  of 
this  Bill,  and  by  those  in  Sections  65  &  66,  if  extended  to  "  tidal  waters,"  as 
above  suggested  in  reference  to  those  clauses.

Tralee  Canal  Bill. 

This  Bill  provides  that,  if  the  Commissioners  of  the  Harbour  of  Tralee  (called  Objects, 
in  the  Bill  "The  Canal  Commissioners")  shall,  on  or  before  31st  December  1864, 
discharge  the  mortgage-debt  due  to  the  Public  Works  Loan  Commissioners  (who 
are   mortgagees  in   possession),  the  Canal,  Basin,   Dock,  Harbour,  and  other 
Works  and  Property  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  shall  be  revested  in  them. 

The  Canal  Commissioners  are  to  be  empowered  to  execute  the  new  works, 
described  below,  to  be  completed  within  ten  years ;  to  reclaim  and  dispose  of 
slob-lands ;  and  to  borrow  on  mortgage  of  their  undertaking,  and  the  tolls 
payable  under  their  original  Act  of  9  George  4,  c.  118,  a  sum  of  13,000  l.t  to  be 
applied  in  discharge  of  the  above  mentioned  debt,  and  for  the  construction  of 
works. 

Section  23  imposes  a  penalty  on  the  master  or  owner  of  any  vessel  entering  or  Observations, 
leaving  the  Harbour  without  a  pilot  licensed  by  the  Canal  Commissioners. 

At  present  it  would  seem  that  under  the  Act  9  George  4,  c.  118,  relating  to 
Tralee  Harbour,  unlicensed  persons  who  act  as  pilots  in  the  Harbour  are  liable 
to  penalties ;  but  net  if  the  vessel  piloted  be  of  less  than  30  tons  burthen.  At 
the  salne  time,  there  does  not  appear  to  be,  at  present,  any  restriction  on  the 
navigation  of  a  vessel  into  or  out  of  the  Harbour  by  any  of  its  own  crew. 

Section  23  would  have  the  effect  of  making  the  employment  of  a  licensed 
pilot  compulsory  in  every  case,  without  exception  even  of  vessels  under  30  tons. 

The  Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  Merchant  Shipping  (I860,) 
investigated  the  subject  of  compulsory  pilotage,  and  reported  generally  against 
it.     Their  observations  are  as  follows : — 

"  As  regards  the  main  question  of  voluntary  or  compulsory  pilotage,  your 
Committee,  after  weighing  most  attentively  all  the  arguments  upon  the 
subject,  have  arrived  at  the  conclusion  that  a  system  of  voluntary  pilotage 
might  be  safely  established  in  most  parts  of  the  Empire,  due  consideration 
being  had  to  the  interests  of  those  parties  who  have  invested  capital  on  the 
faith  that  the  compulsory  system  would  be  maintained.  Your  Committee 
have  had  the  most  convincing  evidence,  that  where  the  system  of  voluntary 
pilotage  prevails,  the  supply  of  pilots  is  more  abundant,  their  efficiency  is 
in  no  way  inferior,  and  the  rates  generally  lower  than  at  any  of  the  ports 
where  compulsory  pilotage  is  still  in  force.  The  arguments,  therefore,  which 
have  been  used  in  favour  of  the  existing  system,  and  the  fears  which  have 
been  expressed  in  regard  to  obtaining,  at  all  times  and  under  all  circum- 
stances, a  sufficient  supply  of  pilots,  must  give  way  to  the  facts  which  have 
been  adduced  in  evidence.  For  instance,  it  appears  that  at  Cork,  where 
pilotage  is  voluntary,  there  are  no  less  than  103  licensed  pilots ;  whereas 
at  Falmouth,  where  quite  as  many  vessels  call  for  orders,  and  where  pilot* 
age  is  compulsory,  there  are  only  36  pilots,  who  appear  to  be  less  vigilant, 
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and  who  demand  much  higher  rates  for  their  services,  although  it  is  an 
open  place,  free  from  any  danger." 

In  addition  to  this,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  partial  existence  of  com- 
pulsory pilotage  in  any  district  involves  a  serious  anomaly.  By  the  388th  sect, 
of  "The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854/'  it  is  provided  that — 

"  No  owner  or  master  of  any  ship  shall  be  answerable  to  any  person 
whatever  for  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  the  fault  or  incapacity  of 
any  qualified  pilot  acting  in  charge  of  such  ship  within  any  district  where 
the  employment  of  such  pilot  is  compulsory  by  law." 

This  proceeds  upon  the  obvious  principle  that  where  the  law  compels  a  ship- 
owner to  employ  a  given  person  to  conduct  his  ship,  that  person  cannot  be 
considered  to  be  the  servant  of  the  owner,  and  the  owner  therefore  cannot  be 
considered  responsible  for  what  he  does.  But  this  exemption  from  liability 
does  not  extend  to  a  case  where  the  owner,  without  being  compelled  to  do  so, 
employs  a  pilot.  Consequently,  supposing  that  a  ship  which  is  by  law  com- 
pelled to  employ  a  pilot  comes  into  collision  with  a  ship  which  is  not  so  com- 
pelled, the  owner  of  the  latter  bhip  will  be  responsible  for  damage,  whilst  the 
former  will  not  be  so  responsible.  And  this  will  be  the  case  even  though  both 
ships  are  at  the  time  of  collision  actually  employing  pilots.  For  instance,  if  a 
ressel  under  30  tons,  which,  under  the  Act  of  9  Geo.  4,  would,  in  Tralee  Harbour, 
be  exempt  from  compulsory  pilotage,  whether  employing  a  pilot  or  not,  were  to 
come  into  collision  with  a  vessel  of  larger  tonnage,  the  owner  of  the  smaller 
vessel,  if  in  fault,  would,  even  though  he  employed  a  pilot,  have  to  pay  damages, 
whilst  the  owner  of  the  larger  vessel,  if  she  were  in  fault,  would  not.  So,  if  the 
captain  of  a  vessel  has,  by  obtaining  a  certificate  that  he  is  able  to  pilot  his  own 
vessel,  procured  her  exemption  from  compulsory  pilotage,  under  the  340th  sect, 
of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  he  may  by  that  course,  which  it  was  the  obvious 
policy  of  the  Act  to  encourage,  have  made  his  owners  liable  in  damages  when 
they  would  not  otherwise  be  so. 

Under  these  circumstances,  my  Lords  feel  it  their  duty  to  call  attention  to  the 
point,  as  the  principle  in  the  Bill  is  directly  at  variance  with  that  of  the  Report 
of  the  Shipping  Committee. 

The  Bill  does  not  contain  the  usual  reservations  of  general  Acts,  &c.,  which  in 
this  case  might  be  to  the  following  effect,  viz. ; — 

"Nothing  in  this  Act  contained  shall  he  deemed  to  exempt  the  Harbour, 
or  the  works  of  the  Canal  Commissioners  in  the  River  or  Harbour,  from 
the  provisions  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,  or  of  the  Merchant 
Shipping  Act  Amendment  Act,  1855,  or  of  any  general  Act  relating  to 
harbours,  or  to  dues  on  shipping  or  goods  carried  in  ships,  or  to  pilotage,  or 
to  lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  and  the  rights  and  privileges  of  the  general 
lighthouse  authorities  now  in  force,  or  which  shall  be  passed  during  the 
present  or  any  future  Sessioo  of  Parliament,  or  from  any  revision  or  altera- 
tion, under  the  authority  of  Parliament,  of  any  of  the  tolls,  rates,  dues,  or 
duties  authorised  by  any  Act  relating  to  the  said  Harbour/' 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  Following 
instances,  viz : — 

An  embankment,  sea  wall,  or  pier,  from  the  math  shore  of  flic  estuary  of 
.    .  the  river  Lee,  half  a  mile  westward  of  BleanerviUe  Bridge,  running  in  a 
northerly  direction  nearly  across  the  estuary,  tkeoce  for  about  half  a  mile 
in  a  westerly  direction  into  Tralee  Bay. 

-  A  similar  embankment  from  the  northern  side  of  the  entrance  to  the  canal, 

-  Tunning  into  Tralee  Bay  ibr  about  half  a  mile,  parallel  to  and  about  60 
yards  northward  of  the  former  embankment. 

Deepening  trf  the  Tralee  Canal  from  the  lock  seaward*  and  oT  the.  new 

-  ehannd  to  the  seaward  end  of  the  new  sea  walls. 

Diversion  vi  the  River  Lee  into  Che  hew  channel.    .. 
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The  above-mentioned  embankments  will  impede,  and  at  times  cut  off  access 
for  boats  between  the  Bay  and  Blennerville  Quay. 

In  respect  of  such  of  the  proposed  works  as  may  be  sanctioned,  it  would  be 
in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  insert  in  the  Bill  provisions  for 
the  protection  of  navigation,  by  lights,  by  survey,  and  by  removal  of  disused 
works,  such  as  are  contained  in  sections  13, 18,  and  19,  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses 
Act,  1863."

Victoria  (London)  Docks  Bill. 

Bt  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  that  the  Victoria  (London)  Dock  Company,  who  Object* 
are  stated  to  have  heen  authorised  to  raise  1,599,000  /.,  and  to  have  raised 
857,318/.  by  capital,  and  172,480/.  by  debentures,  and  who  have  leased  their 
Docks  and  divers  of  their  powers  and  privileges  to  Sir  S.  M.  Peto,  Baronet,  and 
Messrs.  Betts  and  Brassey,  for  21  years  from  1st  January  1855,  shall  be  authorised 
at  any  time,  with  the  assent  of  those  Dock  Lessees, — 

To  contract  with  the  London  Dock  Company,  and  the  Saint  Katherine  Dock 
Company,  and  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company,  and  any  Joint  Stock  Company 
or  Companies,  and  the  Dock  Lessees,  with  respect  to  the  management,  working, 
and  user  by  the  contracting  Companies  or  any  of  them,  of  the  docks,  works,  and 
property  of  any  other  or  others  of  them,  and  the  exercise  of  powers  relating 
to  the  premises : 

To  make  a  lease,  or  sale,  or  amalgamation  of  all  or  any  part  of  the  Company's 
undertaking  to,  or  with  the  undertaking  of,  any  of  the  other  parties,  including,  if 
so  arranged,  a  surrender  of  the  existing  lease  by  the  Dock  Lessees. 

For  any  such  purpose,  the  Company,  and  any  of  the  other  parties  being  Com- 
panies, are  to  be  authorised  by  the  creation  and  issue  of  new  shares  or  stock, 
ordinary  or  preferential,  or  by  borrowing  on  mortgage,  to  raise  such  monies  as 
they  find  requisite,  and  to  create  and  issue  any  shares,  stocks,  annuities,  rent- 
charges,  or  securities,  which  they  find  requisite. 

Section  2.    It  seems  to  be  a'  question  whether  there  is  any  proper  ground  in  Observation*, 
the  proposed  provisions  of  this  Bill  for  the  incorporation  of  "  The  Lands  Clauses 
Acts,"  or  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks  and  Piers  Clauses  Act/*    Such  incorporation 
might  give  rise  to  questions  whether  powers  which  have  expired,  or  may  be  about 
to  expire,  are  not  thereby  renewed. 

Section  6.  By  the  terms  of  this  Clause,  it  would  seem  that,  amongst  other 
things,  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  would  become  empowered  to  con- 
tract for  the  management,  working,  and  user,  if  the  Victoria  (London)  Dock 
Company  concur  in  the  contract,  not  only  of  that  Company's  Docks,. but  also  of 
the  London  Docks  and  the  Saint  Katherine  Docks,  and  of  the  undertakings 
of  any  number  of  Joint  Stock  Companies,  including,  perhaps,  all  those  which 
are  incorporated  for  any  purposes  whatever  by  special  Acts  incorporating  "  The 
Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845." 

In  this  instance  and  in  others,  the  provisions  of  the  Bill  appear  not  only  to  go 
beyond  the  objects  indicated  by  its  title,  but  to  have  a  scope  greater  than  the 
practice  of  Parliament  would  sanction  for  a  private  Bill  of  this  kind. 

ip— CCL.  It 
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It  is  to  be  observed  also  that  the  Bill  purports  to  enable  any  Joint  Stack  Com- 
pany, incorporated  for  any  purpose,  however  restricted,  to  contract  for  the 
management,  &c.,  of  the  several  docks  above  mentioned,  and  that  although  by 
"  The  Companies  Act,  1862,"  the  shareholders  in  companies  regulated  by  that 
Act  are  precluded  from  altering  the  purposes  of  their  incorporation  specified  in 
their  articles  of  association. 

Section  12.  The  indefinite  power  in  this  clause  of  creating  additional  ordinary 
or  preferential  capital,  and  of  borrowing  money,  without  limitation  of  amount,  and 
as  regards  borrowing  without  the  other  usual  conditions,  appear  to  be  inconsistent 
with  the  practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  17.  The  provision  in  this  clause,  authorising  persons  holding  shares  in 
the  Company  as  trustees  to  accept  any  shares  in  any  Company,  not  designated  in 
the  Bill,  who  may  become  lessees  or  purchasers  of  the  Company's  undertaking, 
seems  to  be  unusual,  and  questionable  in  policy. 

Section  20.  The  proviso  that  the  acquiring  parties  shall  not  be  bound  to  sell 
any  land  forming  part  of  the  Victoria  Dock  and  premises  until  the  expiration  of 
ten  years  after  the  time  of  the  sale  and  transfer,  or  the  amalgamation,  might  have 
the  effect  of  giving,  by  implication,  power  to  the  Company  to  hold  superfluous 
land  for  an  indefinite  time.

Wandsworth  and  Fulham  Bridge  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  "  The  Wandsworth  and  Fulham  Objects. 
Bridge  Company/'  with  a  capital  of  70,000  /  in  10  /.  shares,  and  35,000/  by  loan, 
for  making  the  Bridge,  described  below ;  also  three  roads  to  connect  the  southern 
end  of  the  Bridge  with  the  Wandsworth  Road,  and  its  northern  end  with  the 
Peterborough  Road  eastward,  and  the  King's  road  westward :  such  works  to  be 
completed  within  five  years* 

Section  42.  This  Bill  does  not  contain  the  usual  provision,  enabling  the  Board  Observations, 
of  Trade  to  order  a  local  survey  to  be  made  at  any  time  of  the  works  affecting 
tidal  waters ;  and  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  in  the  case  of  works  affecting  the  tidal 
waters  of  the  River  Thames,  it  is  usual  to  give  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  as  well  as 
to  the  Conservators  of  the  River,  the  power  to  remove  abandoned  or  disused 
works,  which  is  contained  in  Section  42. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following      * 
instance,  viz. : — 

A  Suspension  Bridge  across  the  River  Thames  from  a  point  on  the  south 
shore,  280  feet  north-east  of  Wandsworth  Pier,  to  Fulham  meadows  on  the 
north;  such  Bridge  to  have  three  spans,  and  the  headway  in  the  centre  to 
be  not  less  than  20  feet,  and  the  soffit  at  the  abutments  not  less  than  6  feet, 
above  Trinity  high-water  mark. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  provisions  contained  in  Section  38  of 
this  Bill,  and  the  further  provisions  above-mentioned.

Waterford  and  fVewford  Railway  and  Rosslare  Harbour  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Waterford  and  Wexford  Railway  Company," objects 
with  a  capital  of  330,000  /.,  in  10  /.  shares,  and  110,000/.  by  loan,  for  making — 

A  Railway,  length  29  miles  22  chains,  from  a  point  on  the  beach  of  the  * 

River  Suir,  at  Bally  hack,  opposite  to  Passage,  thence  eastward  by  the  head 
of  Bannow  Bay  to  Killian,  then  northward  to  a  junction  near  and  at  the 
north  of  Wexford,  with  the  authorised  extension  to  Wexford  of  the  Dublin, 
Wicklow,  and  Wexford  Railway ; 

A  Branch  Railway,  length  5  miles  49  chains,  from  the  former  intended 
Railway  at  Killian  to  South  Bay,  otherwise  Greenore  Bay,  in  the  southern 
part  of  Wexford  Bay,  near  Greenore  Point ; 

A  pier  and  breakwater  in  Greenore  Bay,  described  below. 

Such  works  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Dublin,  Wicklow,  and 
Wexford,  and  the  Waterford  and  Passage  Railway  Companies,  or  either  of  them, 
with  respect  to  the  working,  use,  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railways, 
• 

Section  4.  To  give  due  effect  to  the  provisions  for  "  projection  of  navigation,"  Observation*, 
in  Part  L  of  the  •*  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  it  should  be  added  to  the  inter- 
pretation of  terms  in  this  clause,  that  in  Sections.  13,  18,  and  19  of  "The  Rail- 
ways Clauses  Act,  1863,'*  the  expression  •'  work  "  shall  mean  "the  Railway  and 
Branch  Railway,  and  also  the  Pier  and  Breakwater,  and  works  connected  there- 
with respectively." 

Section  29.  After  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be  added, 
41  and  of  the  Acts  incorporated  herewith." 

Section  36.  Having  regard  to  the  four  miles,  "  short  distance,"  six  miles  is 
perhaps  a  mistake  for  Jour  miles,  in  the  second  paragraph  of  this  clause. 

Section  49  authorises  the  Company  to  license  pilots,  to  have  exclusive  right  to 
act  as  pilots  within  the  limits  of  the  intended  harbour. 

If  this  power  be  given,  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  Bill  should 
not  declare  the  Company  a  pilotage  authority,  within  the  provisions  of  "  The  Mer- 
chant Shipping  Act,  1864 ;"  and  also  that  the  employment  of  a  licensed  pilot  shall 
not  be  compulsory  on  persons  desirous  of  navigating  their  vessels  without  a  pilot. 

It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  add  a  clause  to 
this  Bill,  to  the  effect  "  that  nothing  herein  contained  shall  exempt  the  pier  or 
harbour  from  the  provisions  of  "The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,"  or  of  any  gene- 
ral Act  relating  to  shipping,  or  to  goods  carried  in  ships,  or  to  pilotage,  or  to 
lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  or  to  the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  general  lighthouse  authorities,  now  in  force,  or  which  may  hereafter  pass 
during  this  or  any  future  Session  of  Parliament,  or  from  any  future  revision 
and  alteration  under  the  authority  of  Parliament  of  the  pier  and  harbour  rates 
authorised  by  this   Act." 
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Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : 

The  Railway  for  the  first  quarter  of  a  mile  runs  below  high-water  mark 
of  the  eastern  side  of  Waterford  Harbour,  with  limits  of  deviation  extending 
still  further  seaward.  About  10}  miles  from  its  commencement  it  crosses 
the  upper  end  of  Bannow  Bay  by  six  arches,  each  20  feet  span  and  15  feet 
headway  over  high  water  at  neap  tide.  At  28}  miles  it  crosses  a  bight  of 
the  River  Slaney,  near  Wexford ; 

(2).  The  Branch  Railway  terminates  on  the  landward  end  of  the  pier 
next  described ; 

(3).  A  Pier,  820  yards  in  length,  to  be  constructed  in  South,  or  Greenore 
Bay,  in  the  southern  part  of  Wexford  Bay ; 

(4).  A  Breakwater,  500  yards  in  length,  lying  to  the  north-east  of  the 
pier  above  described. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  the 
"  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks,  and 
Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  and  of  Part  I.  (Construction  of  Railways)  of  **  The 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863/' 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments*

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "The  Bristol  Central  Station  and  Railways  Company,"  Objects, 
with  a  capital  of  500,000  L  in  10  L  shares,  and  165,000/.  by  loan,  for  making  the 
following  works,  viz : — 

Railway  No.  1,  length  1  mile  10  chains,  from  a  point  at  St.  Augustine's  Parade, 
near  and  at  the  south  of  the  Drawbridge,  passing  along  the  Floating  Harbour,  north 
of  the  Drawbridge,  then  eastward,  under  Broad-street,  Union-street,  Old  Market- 
street,  and  the  eastern  end  of  Jacob-street,  to  a  junction  with  the  Goods  Branch 
of  the  Midland  Railway,  near  and  at  the  east  of  Lear's  lane ; 

Railway  No.  2,  length  38J  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1  at  the  south  side 
of  Old  Market-street,  to  a  junction  with  the  Great  Western  Railway  near  and  at 
the  east  of  the  Kingsland  Road ; 

Railway  No.  3,  length  2  miles  30g  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1,  at  its 
commencement  at  St.  Augustine's  Parade,  passing  southward  and  then  south 
westward,  across  Canon's  Marsh,  crossing  under  the  Floating  Harbour  and  the  new 
cut  of  the  River  Avon,  near  and  at  the  east  of  Cumberland-terrace,  and  passing 
at  the  west  of  Bedminster  to  a  junction  with  the  Bristol  and  Exeter  Railway,  at 
about  three  miles  from  its  Bristol  terminus  ; 

Railway  and  Tramway  No.  4,  length  52^  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  3, 
at  the  Butts,  passing  westward,  to  the  north  side  of  the  Floating  Harbour,  at  the 
Hotwell  Road,  and  terminating  at  Mardyke  Quay  : 

Railway  No.  5,  length  55  J  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  3,  westward  to  a 
junction  with  the  authorised  line  of  the  Bristol  and  Portishead  Railway,  near  and 
at  the  south  of  the  Bedminster  and  Long  Ashton  Road : 

Such  Railways  and  Tramway  to  be  of  the  broad,  or  the  narrow,  or  the  mixed 
gauge,  and  to  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  Bill  enables  the  Company  to  acquire  the  portion  of  the  Floating  Harbour 
north  of  a  line  near  and  at  the  south  of  the  Drawbridge  for  station  purposes  ; 
and  to  arrange  witli  the  Corporation  of  Bristol  as  to  the  construction  of  the 
Railway,  No.  3,  which  is  to  cross  under  the  Floating  Harbour  and  the  River 
Avon. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Midland,  the 
Great  Western,  the  Bristol  and  Exeter,  the  Bristol  and  South  Wales  Union, 
and  the  Bristol  and  North  Somerset  Railway  Companies,  and  the  Bristol  and 
Portishead  Pier  and  Railway  Company,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the 
working  and  traffic  of  the  intended  Railways  and  Tramway;  and  the  con- 
struction, working,  and  management  for  their  joint  or  separate  use  of  a  passenger 
station,  at  the  commencement  of  Railway  No.  1. 

The  new  Company,  on  the  one  part,  and  the  six  other  Companies  on  the  other 
part,  are  to  facilitate  the  transmission  of  traffic  to  and  from  each  other's  lines  by 
through  booking,  through  carriages,  station  accommodation,  and  otherwise. 
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Observations.  Section  21.  The  proposed  power  te*topqp*Nd»>  fee.,  permanently,  appears  to 

be  inconsistent  with  the  16th  Section  of  the  "  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act, 
1845,"  and  with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  which  requires  that  roads,  &c,  which 
may  be  stopped  up,  shall  be  specified  in  the  Bill. 

Section  lft.  With  respect  to  No.  4,  the  proposed  "  Railway  and  Tramway," 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  the  Bill  does  not  define  what  portion  will  be  "  Tramway," 
so  as  to  be  within  the  provisions  of  Sections  22-33  of  this  Bill. 

Section  22  authorises  the  Cofiipaay,  for  the  purposes  of  the  proposed  Tram- 
way to  use  any  street,  road,  &c.  shown  on  the  deposited  plans ;  Section  23 
would  enable  the  Company,  with  the  concurrence  of  the  Corporation  of  Bristol, 
to  select  any  other  line  for  the  Tramway ;  and  Section  26  provides  that  the  Com- 
pany may  use  such  mode  of  propulsion  on  the  Tramway  as  the  Corporation  may 
authorise. 

It  is  the  practice  of  Parliament,  when  authority  is  given  to  Railway  Com- 
panies to  lay  Tramways  on  streets,  roads,  quays,  sr  other  public  highways,  either 
to  prohibit  the  use  of  steam  and  atmospheric  traction  thereon,  or  to  subject  the  use 
of  such  power  to  special  restrictions  with  a  view  to  the  public  safety,  io  the  Act 
authorising  the  making1  of  the  Tramway. 

In  the  corresponding  provision  relating  to  the  construction  and  use  of  Tramways 
at  Bristol,  in  "  The  Bristol  and  North  Somerset  Railway  Act,  1863"  (c.  1 98,  Sw  27), 
the  use  of  locomotive  steam-engines  was  prohibited* 


Section  50  purports  to  enable  the  Company  and  the  Corporation  of  Bristol  to 
"  enter  into  and  carry  into  effect  agreements  and  arrangements  with  respect  to 
the  construction  of  Railway  No,  3,"  &c. 

Interference  with  the  Floating  Harbour  would  not  bet  but  interference  with 
the  tidal  waters  of  the  River  Avon  in  the  construction  and  maintenance  of  Rait- 
way  No.  3  would  be  a  watter  within  the  jurisdiction  of  the  Board  of  Trade,  under 
the  17th  section  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,"  184&  (as  amended 
by  the  Harbours  Transfer,  &c  Act,  1863/')  and  voder  Sections  1*-1»  of  ~The 
Railways  Clauses  Act,  1868." 

It  would,  therefore,,  be  desirable  to  obviate  doubt  as  to  such  jurisdiction  befng 
reserved  to  the  Board  of  Trade,  which  might  be  done  by  prefixing  to  Section  5«, 
such  words  as  *  subject  to  the  provisions  for  the  protection  of  navigation  in  '  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/  and  in  Part  L  of  'The  Railways 
Clauses  Act,  1863/  n 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waten. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  3   passes  under  the  bed  of  the  River  Avon  by  a  tunnel 
4£  furlongs  from  its  commencement. 

The  intended,  minimum  depth  of  the  top  of  the  crown  of  the  tunnel  under  the 
bed  of  the  river,  does  not  appear  by  the  deposited  section.  It  would  be  undesir- 
able to  permit  the  tunnel  to  be  so  constructed  as  to  prevent  future  deepening  of 
the  River  Avon  at  that  point. 

The  proposed  interference  renders  necessaoy  the  incorporation  fn  the  Bill  of 
"The  Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Aet,  1846,"  and  of/Part  I.  ^Construction 
of  a  Railway*"  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  k£tyl%6S.n 

The  Bill  propoBes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

That  the  Board  of  Trade  do  present  to  this  House  a  Report  upon  the 
Railway  and  Canal  Bills,  and  Bills  relating  to  Harbours,  Docks, 
and  Tidal  Waters,  of  this  Session." 


Bristol  Port  and  Channel  Docks  £%U. 


By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  "The  Bristol  Port  and  Channel  Dock  Objects. 
Company,"  with  a  capital  of  295,000  /.  in  20  /.  shares,  and  98,300  /.  by  loan,  for 
making  the  Dock  and  Embankment  at  the  mouth  of  the  River  Avon,  on  the 
Gloucestershire  side,  more  particularly  described  below  ;  and  a  Tramway,  length 
54  chains,  to  connect  the  intended  Dock  with  the  line  of  the  Bristol  Port  Railway, 
authorised  in  1862 ;  to  be  completed  within  seven  years  :  and  with  power  to  alter 
the  channel  of  the  River  Avon  at  the  intended  works. 

The  Bill  exempts  the  new  Company  from  the  obligation  to  obtain  the  consent  of 
the  Corporation  of  Bristol,  as  conservators  of  the  River  Avon.  On  the  other 
hand,  it  provides  that,  in  respect  of  sailing  vessels  not  exceeding  1,200  tons 
register,  and  steamers  not  exceeding  800  tons  register,  entering  the  Docks,  and  in 
respect  of  goods  imported  into  the  Dock  from  foreign  parts,  certain  rates  shall  be 
payable  to  the  Corporation  of  Bristol,  in  full  of  all  dues  that  might  be  leviable  by 
them  in  respect  of  vessels  or  goods  using  the  Dock. 

The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  the  Bristol  Port  Rail- 
way and  Pier  Company,  and  the  Bristol  and  Exeter,  the  Bristol  and  South  Wales 
Union,  the  Great  Western,  and  the  Midland  Railway  Companies,  and  the  Corpo- 
ration of  Bristol,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  leasing  and  use  of  any  of 
the  Company's  wharfs  and  other  works ;  the  erection  of  works  at  the  Dock  by  the 
other  contracting  parties ;  the  use  by  the  Company  of  the  railways,  piers,  and 
works  of  the  other  parties ;  and  the  interchange  of  traffic. 

The  Bill  authorises  the  Bristol  Port  Railway  and  Pier  Company  to  subscribe 
for  50,000  /.  in  the  capital  of  the  new  Company ;  and  to  raise  that  amount  by  new 
ordinary  or  preference  shares  in  their  own  undertaking,  or  as  to  16,600  £  part 
thereof,  by  mortgage ;  and  it  authorises  the  Corporation  of  'Bristol  to  subscribe  for 
100,000/.  in  the  capital  of  the  new  Company,  and  to  raise  that  amount  out  of 
their  existing  funds  or  by  loan ;  and  to  take  shares,  mortgages,  or  rentcharges  of 
the  new  Company,  as  compensation  for  the  interest  of  the  Corporation  in  any 
lands  required  for  the  intended  undertaking. 

The  Bill  further  provides  that  the  Corporation  of  Bristol  may,  if  authorized  by 
Parliament,  purchase  the  intended  undertaking,  on  certain  conditions,  at  any  time 
within  ten  years,  but  not  afterwards  without  the  consent  of  the  Company. 

1 9— CCLI V.  Section  44. 
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Observations.  Section  44.  As  regards  this  provision  for  the  payment  of  rates  to  the  Corpora- 

tion of  Bristol  in  respect  of  certain  vessels  and  goods  using  the  proposed  new 
Docks,  reference  may  be  made  to  the  Reports  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Bristol 
Docks  and  Bristol  Port  and  Channel  Docks  Bills,  introduced  in  the  Session  of 
1863,  in  which  the  history  of  the  Bristol  Dock  Bates  is  fully  given.  The  proposed 
rates  to  be  paid  by  the  trade  which  uses  the  new  Docks  to  the  owners  of  the  old 
Docks  is  a  tax  levied  by  one  undertaking  upon  its  rival.  Though  these  may  be  paid 
willingly  at  present,  in  order  to  avoid  opposition,  the  payment  may  be  expected, 
as  the  trade  of  the  new  Docks  increases,  to  lead  to  the  same  kind  of  disputes 
which  have  caused  so  much  trouble  and  litigation  on  the  Mersey;  and  it  maybe  a 
matter  of  consideration  whether  prevision  cannot  now  be  made  for  prospectively 
putting  an  end  to  the  tax,  either  at  the  expiration  of  a  given  time,  or  on  payment 
of  some  adequate  consideration. 

Sections  46-49.  These  clauses,  respecting  lien  for  freight  or  goods  landed, 
would  be  properly  omitted,  in  order  to  obviate  doubt  as  to  the  applicability  of 
the  general  law  on  the  same  subject,  contained  in  Sections  68-77  of  "  The 
Merchant  Shipping  Acts  Amendment  Act,  1862." 

Sections  59  and  60.  The  proposed  powers  to  the  Bristol  Port  Railway  and 
Pier  Company  (whose  own  railway  is  not  completed)  to  raise  money  for  a  sub- 
scription by  preferential  capital  and  by  mortgage,  seem  to  be  at  variance  with  the 
practice  of  Parliament. 

Section  67.  The  grounds  on  which  it  is  proposed  that  the  Company's  powers 
of  borrowing  shall  not  be  reduced  (in  accordance  with  the  general  law)  in  respect 
of  any  rentcharges  which  they  may  grant  to  the  Corporation  of  Bristol,  appear  to 
require  explanation. 

Section  69.  It  would  be  in  accordance  with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to 
insert  in  the  reservation  of  general  Acts,  after  "  dues  on  shipping/*  the  words, 
"  or  on  goods  carried  in  ships,  or  to  pilotage,  or  to  lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  or 
the  rights,  powers,  privileges,  or  jurisdiction  of  the  general  lighthouse  authorities/* 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

The  dock  or  basin  on  the  north  side,  and  near  the  mouth  of  the  River 
Avon,  and  an  embankment  along  the  south  side  of  the  Dock,  and  along 
the  shore  to  the  present  Landing  Slip,  opposite  Dum  Ball  Island ;  and  the 
alteration  and  improvement  of  the  channel  of  the  River  Avon  near  the 
Dock  and  works. 

The  proposed  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks,  and  Piers 
Clauses  Act,  1 847,"  together  with  Sections  23 — 27  of  this  Bill  appear  to  make 
due  provision  for  the  protection  of  navigation,  in  respect  of  the  above-mentioned 
interferences  with  tidal  waters.

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  incorporate  "The  Bristol  Pert  Extension  R*il*sy  objects. 
Company"  if  ith  a  capital  of  480,000  L  in  20  /.  shares,  and  1 60,000  /.  fey  low,  tor 
making  the  following  Railways,  viz: — 

Nos.  1,  2,  and  8,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  2  miles  44}  chains,  frwa  a 
junction  with  the  authorised  line  of  the  Bristol  Port  Railway,  new  thfc 
eastern  pier  t)f  the  CHfton  Suspension  Bridge,  passing  at  the  north-east  of 
Hotwells,  and  north  of  Hotwell  Road,  under  the  southern  part  of  Bran*M| 
Hill,  across  the  River  Froome,  at  Queen-street,  over  Nelson-street,  under 
Union-Btreet  and  St.  Peter-street,  along  the  north-eastern  side  of  the  Floating 
Harbour  from  Castle  Moat  to  the  Glass  Works,  then  twice  across  the 
Floating  Harbour,  to  a  junction  with  the  Great  Western  Railway  between 
its  bridges  over  Avon-street  and  over  the  Floating  Harbour ;

To  contract  with  the  Corporation  of  Bristol,  or  with  the  Corporation  and  the 
four  other  Companies,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  appropriation  and  use 
for  the  purposes  of  the  intended  undertaking,  of  any  existing  or  intended  docks, 
tramways,  quays,  streets,  roads,  and  bridges. 

The  Bill  authorises  the  Port  Company  to  subscribe  for  50,000  /.  in  the  capital

Observations.  Sections  19  and  20.  With  respect  to  the  proposed  periods  of  Jive  years  and  seven 

years  for  compulsory  purchase,  and  for  completion  of  works,  it  is  to  be  observed 
that  the  periods  usually  allowed  for  those  purposes  respectively  do  not  exceed 
three  years  and  Jive  years. 

Section  35.  The  proposed  power  to  the  new  Company  to  contract  with  other 
Companies,  with  respect  to  the  construction  and  ownership  of  the  Railways  and 
works  of  any  of  the  contracting  Companies,  seems  to  go  beyond  the  purposes  for

Railway  No.  1,  for  about  the  first  furlong,  skirts  the  north  side  of  the 
River  Avon ;  its  limits  of  deviation  extend  into  the  river ;  and  it  is  pro- 
posed within  the  limits  to  narrow  the  river  for  a  portion  of  the  above 
distance. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway/'  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

Pari  III.  (not  Part  II.)  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863,"  relates  to  working 
agreements. 

Section  24.  After  "  Subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,"  should  be  added, 
a  and  of  the  Acts,  and  Parts  of  Acts,  incorporated  herewith." 

Section  33.  The  quantity  of  luggage  now  usually  allowed  in  Railway  Acts  to 
first-class  passengers,  is  not  less  than  120  lbs.

Dublin  Trunk  Connecting  Railway  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Dublin  Trunk  Connecting  Railway  Com-  Objects, 
pany,"  with  a  capital  of  250,000/.,  in  10/.  shares,  and  85,000  by  loan,  for 
making  the  following  Railways ;  viz. : — 

No.  1.  Length  5  miles  18  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Great 
Southern  and  Western  Railway,  near  and  at  the  west  of  its  Goods  Dep6t, 
at  the  King's  Bridge  Terminus,  passing  northeastward  over  the  River  Liffey, 
at  the  west  of  the  Phoenix  Iron  Works,  to  near  Westmoreland  Bridge,  on 
the  Royal  Canal,  crossing  the  Canal  at  the  east  of  that  Bridge;  then  east- 
ward to  North  Strand  ;  then  southeastward  by  the  eastern  end  of  the  North 
Wall,  crossing  obliquely  under  the  River  Liffey  to  a  point  in  the  South 
W|dl ;  then  southward  between  Ringsend  and  Irishtown  to  a  junction  with 
the  Dublin  and  Kingstown  Railway,  near  Sandymount  Lane ; 

Nos.  2  and  3.  Lengths  16 1  chains  and  18  J  chains,  junction  curves  from 
No.  1  to  the  northeast  and  southwest  sides  of  the  Main  Line  of  the  Mid- 
land Great  Western  Railway ; 

No.  4.  Length  23  f  chains,  to  connect  No.  1,  westward  with  the  Liffey 
Branch  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway,  near  Westmoreland 
Bridge ; 

No.  5.  Length  16  i  chains,  a  junction  curve  from  No.  1,  near  North 
Strand,  eastward  to  the  Dublin  and  Drogheda  Railway ; 

Nos.  6  and  T .  Lengths  38  chains  and  28f  chains,  junction  curves  from 
No.  1  to  the  Dublin  and  Drogheda  Railway,  northward  in  Dublin  Bay,  and 
westward  at  the  Royal  Canal ; 

Also  two  Tramways,  viz. ; — 

No.  8,  length  70  chains,  from  No.  1  near  Sheriffs-street,  to  near  the 
eastern  end  of  North  Wall ;  then  westward  along  North  Wall  to  the  Royal 
Canal  entrance ; 

No.  9,  length  53  chains,  from  a  junction  with  No.  1,  between  Irishtown 
and  London  Bridge,  northwestward  over  the  River  Dodder,  near  Ringsend 
Bridge,  and  along  Charlotte  Quay,  of  the  Grand  Canal  Dock ; 

To  be  completed  within  five  years. 

The  Bill  prohibits  the  use  of  atmospheric  or  steam  traction  on  the  Tram- 
ways. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised — 

To  contract  with  the  Great  Southern  and  Western,  the  Dublin  and 
Drogheda,  the  Dublin  and  Kingstown,  and  the  Dublin,  Wicklow,  and 
Wexford  Railway  Companies,  and  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway 
(of  Ireland)  Company,  or  any  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  construction, 
working,  and  use  of  the  intended  Railways  and  Tramways,  and  the  inter- 
change of  traffic ; 
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To  contract  with  the  Corporation  of  the  City  of  Dublin,  and  the  Cor- 
poration of  the  Port  of  Dublin,  or  either  of  them,  with  respect  to  the  con- 
struction, working,  and  use  of  the  intended  Tramways. 

The  Bill  empowers  the  City  and  the  Port  Corporations  respectively,  for  the 
purposes  which  they  are  to  be  authorised  to  carry  into  effect,  to  apply  their 
corporate  funds,  and  to  raise  any  sums  by  borrowing  on  mortgage. 

Obi«rrftti<mi.  Section  36.  The  proposed  power  to  the  new  Company  to  contract  with  other 

Companies  with  respect  to  the  construction  of  the  intended  works  appears  to 
be  inconsistent  with  the  practice  of  Parliament,  which  leaves  the  execution  of 
works  to  the  Company  who  are  authorised  to  take  lands  and  to  raise  funds  for 
the  pupose. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  1,  near  its  commencement,  crosses  the  River  Iiffey,  above 
King's  Bridge,  by  a  Bridge  of  eight  arches,  each  of  30  feet  span  and  8  feet 
high  ;  and  at  four  miles  from  its  commencement  it  is  to  be  carried,  by  a 
Tunnel,  under  the  River  Liffey,  seaward  of  the  entrance  to  the  Grand  Canal 
Docks,  at  Ringsend ; 

Tramway  No.  8,  at  about  3£  furlongs  from  its  commencement,  runs  along 
and  terminates  on  the  North  Wall  Quays  ; 

Tramway  No.  9  crosses  the  River  Dodder  obliquely  at  Ringsend,  by  a 
Bridge  of  four  arches,  each  of  30  feet  span  and  4  feet  high,  of  which  one 
is  to  be  an  opening  span. 

With  respect  to  the  proposed  Tunnel  under  the  River  Liffey,  my  Lords  have 
received  from  the  Dublin  Ballast  Board  (the  Corporation  for  preserving  and 
improving  the  Port  of  Dublin)  a  copy  of  a  Report  made  to  that  Board  by  their 
Engineer,  in  which  it  is  computed  that  if  the  Tunnel  be  constructed  according 
to  the  deposited  plans  and  sections,  and  if  the  depth  of  soil  over  the  Tunnel  be 
taken  at  six  feet,  which  the  Engineer  considers  the  least  that  can  be  allowed  for 
safety,  there  would  be  left  over  the  Tunnel,  at  low-water,  a  depth  of  nine  feet 
only  of  water,  being  four  feet  less  than  the  depth  to  which  the  River  is  now 
being  dredged  by  the  Ballast  Board. 

It  is  further  represented  in  that  Report,  that  works  are  in  progress  for  deep- 
ening the  Quays  west  of  the  proposed  Tunnel,  by  which  it  is  intended  to  give 
to  the  River  a  low-water  depth  of  16  feet  alongside  the  Quays,  and  24  feet  in 
mid-channel ;  whereas  the  proposed  Tunnel  would  have  over  it  a  low-water 
depth  of  not  more  than  seven  feet  at  the  Quays,  and  nine  feet  in  mid-channel 

The  Engineer  of  the  Dublin  Ballast  Board  considers  that  by  such  a  tunnel  a 
permanent  bar  would  be  placed  to  any  further  improvement  west  of  the  Tunnel, 
where  hitherto  nearly  all  the  trade  has  been  concentrated ;  and  that  the 
probable  effect  of  a  dam,  such  as  that  suggested,  would  be  to  make  the  River 
west  of  it  silt  up  much  more  rapidly  than  it  does  at  present.  It  is  the  opinion 
of  the  Engineer  that,  if  the  construction  of  a  Tunnel,  crossing  under  the  River 
at  the  place  in  question,  be  sanctioned,  the  top  of  the  crown  of  the  Tunnel 
should  be  not  less  than  45  feet  below  highwater  standard,  being  15  feet  more 
than  is  proposed  by  the  projectors  of  this  Railway. 

My  Lords  are  advised  that  the  objections  to  the  proposed  Tunnel,  which  are 
stated  in  the  above-mentioned  Report,  deserve  serious  consideration ;  and  they 
understand  that  it  is  the  intention  of  the  Dublin  Ballast  Board  themselves  ta 
bring  their  views  with  respect  to  it  before  the  Select  Committee  on  this  Bill. 

On  the  subject  of  Tramways  on  parts  of  the  Eastern  Quays  of  the  River 
Liffey,  proposed  in  this  Bill,  and  in  some  of  the  other  Bills  of  this  Session  for 
Railways  at  Dublin,  it  appears  to  be  the  view  of  the  Dublin  Ballast  Board  that, 
having  regard  to  the  width  of  the  Shipping  Quays,  which  is  scarcely  sufficient 
for  the  present  traffic,  it  will  be  necessary,  if  Tramways  are  to  be  laid  dowa  on 
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the  Quays,  that  in  order  to  render  them  a  public  convenience,  and  to  their 
being  constructed  so  as  to  be  capable  of  future  extension,  not  merely  having 
reference  to  the  \\  ants  of  a  particular  Company, — 

(1.)  The  Tramways  should  be  public,  and  therefore  made  and  maintained  by 
the  Ballast  Board  (to  whom  the  Quays  appertain,  as  Conservators  of  the  Port 
of  Dublin);  and 

(2.)  Some  special  Harbour  Rules  bearing  on  the  subject  should  be  made  and 
enforced,  in  order  that  the  traffic  of  the  Tramways  and  the  general  traffic  of  the 
Quays  may  be  so  ordered  as  to  interfere  as  little  as  possible  with  one  another. 

Reference  may,  perhaps,  be  usefully  made  to  sections  24-34  of i(  The  Bristol 
and  North  Somerset  Railway  Act,  1863"  (c  168),  which  contain  provisions  for 
the  construction,  maintenance  and  use  of  tramways  under  the  control  of  city 
authorities. 

As  regards  the  proposed  Bridge  over  the  River  Dodder,  my  Lords  are  advised 
that  it  would  be  desirable  that  the  Bridge,  instead  of  crossing  the  River 
obliquely,  as  proposed,  should  cross  it  as  nearly  at  right-angles  as  possible. 

If  interferences  with  tidal  waters  such  as  are  above  mentioned  be  sanctioned, 
it  will  be  necessary  that  there  be  incorporated  in  the  Bill  "The  Railways 
Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  and  Part  I.  u  Construction  of  a  Railwav"  of 

"The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863."

Great  Southern  and  Western,  and  Midland  Great  Western  Junction 

Railway  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Southern  and  Midland  Junction  Railway  obJectfc 
Company,"  with  a  capital  of  75,000/.  in  10/.  shares,  and  25,000/.  by  loan,  for 
making  a  Railway,  length  1  mile  71  chains,  from  a  junction  with  the  Great 
Southern  and  Western  Rail^y,  near  the  north-eastern  angle  of  the  Goods  Depot 
at  King's  Bridge,  passing  north-eastward  over  the  River  Liffey,  and  then 
northward  to  a  junction  with  the  main  line  of  the  Midland  Great  Western  Rail- 
way (of  Ireland)  at  its  junction  with  the  Iiflfey  Branch  of  that  Railway ;  to  be 
completed  within  five  years. 

The  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  run  over,  but  by  agreement  only,  the 
Liffey  Branch  ot  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  (of  Ireland),  and  the  portion 
of  the  main  line  of  that  Railway,  between  the  junction  of  the  intended  Railway 
therewith  and  the  Broadstone  Terminus ;  also  the  portion  of  the  Great  Southern 
and  Western  Railway  between  the  junction  of  the  intended  Railway  therewith 
and  the  King's  Bridge  Terminus  and  Goods  Depot ;  and  to  use,  by  agreement,  the 
Stations  of  those  Railways ;  and  to  contract  with  the  Great  Southern  and  Western 
Railway  Company,  and  the  Midland  Great  Western  Railway  (of  Ireland)  Com- 
pany ,  with  respect  to  the  use  and  working  of  the  intended  Railway. 

Section  34  is  not  in  the  terms  of  the  Clause  respecting  charges  for  terminal 
services  now  required  by  the  practice  of  Parliament.  Obserrationi. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instance,  viz : — 

The  Railway  crosses  the  river  Liffey  about  370  yards  above  King's 
Bridge,  Dublin,  by  a  bridge  of  four  arches,  each  40  feet  span,  and  seven 
feet  headway  above  high-water  mark. 

Such  interference  renders  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act  1845,"  and  of  Part  I.,  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway,"  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  these  enactments.

Harwich  Corporation  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  empower  the  Mayor,  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  Objects, 
of  Harwich  to  execute  certain  works,  more  particularly  described  below,  to  be 
completed  within  seven  years  ;  to  levy  rates  on  vessels,  passengers,  and  goods 
using  the  intended  Pier,  Tidal  Basin,  or  Channel ;  to  borrow-  40, OftO  /.- on  mortgage 
of  the  borough  rates  and  property,  and  of  the  intended  new  rates  and  property 
under  this  Bill ;  to  construct  Sewage  Works  in  the  parish  of  Dovercourt,  and  to 
act  as  a  Local  Board  of  Health  for  that  parish,  and  to  levy  rates  therein  for  the 
intended  improvements. 

The  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorized  to  contribute,  out  of 
their  existing  funds,  any  sum  they  think  fit  towards  the  cost  of  the  intended 
works. 

Section  5  authorizes  the  construction  of  the  intended  Approach  Road  over  the  Observation!. 
Harwich  branch  of  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  on  the  level. 

~  If  such  level-crossing  can  be  properly  sanctioned,  the  practice  of  Parliament 
would  require  that  it  should  be  subject  to  regulations  such  as  are  contained  in 
Sections  5  to  8  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

Section  40.  It  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  the  unlimite&power  here  gitf&n 
to  the  Great  Eastern  Railway  Company,  to  contribute  money  towards  the  cost  ^bf 
the  intended  works,  and  which  might  practically  enable  them  to  become  the 
owners  of  the  reclaimed  lands, -&c,  would  aot  be  inconsistent  with  the  practice 
of  Parliament. 

Section  47.  In  the  reservation  of  General  Acts  in  this  ckutfe,  there  should  be 
added,  after  "  goods  carried  in  ships,"  the  usual  words,  u  or  to  pilotage,  or  to 
lights,  buoys,  and  beacons,  or  the  rights,  powers,  privileges)  and  jurisdiction  of 
the  General  Lighthouse  Authorities." 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

1.  The  reclamation  of  the  slob-lands  of  the  River  Stour,  to  the  west 
of  Harwich,  between  Bathside  and  Ray  Island,  by  an  embankment  from 
Ray  Point  to  the  commencement  of  an  intended  pier  on  the  foreshore 
opposite  the  Corporation  Pier,  Harwich  ; 

2.  A  navigable  cut  for  the  Ramsey  River,  across  the  lands  reclaimed,  to 
the  Stour; 
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3.  A  bridge  over  the  cut,  consisting  of  three  arches,  of  45  feet  span  each, 
and  four  feet  high  on  the  clear  above  high-water,  of  which  one  is  to  be  an 
opening  span  for  navigable  purposes  ; 

4.  A  pier  or  jetty  extending  into  Harwich  Harbour ; 

5.  A  roadway  along  the  northern  side  of  Ray  Island,  the  limits  of 
deviation  for  which  pass  below  high-water  mark  for  about  a  mile. 

The  Bill  appears  to  contain  the  usual  provision  for  the  protection  of  navigation 
in  respect  of  the  proposed  interferences  with  tidal  waters. 

A  question  has,  however,  been  raised  whether  the  proposed  measure  will  not, 
by  embanking  a  large  part  of  the  mud  lands  of  the  Harbour,  injure  the  naviga- 
tion, by  depriving  fishing  vessels  and  small  craft  of  their  beaching  ground.  This 
question  will,  no  doubt,  receive  due  consideration  from  the  Committee.

London  Docks,  St.  Katharine  Dock,  and  Victoria  {London)  Dock 

Amalgamation  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  amalgamate  the  London  Dock  Company  and  the  Objects, 
St.  Katharine  Dock  Company,  by  dissolving  those  two  Companies,  and  incor- 
porating their  shareholders  as  "  The  London  and  St.  Katharine  Docks  Company  " ; 
the  capital  of  the  amalgamated  Company  to  consist  of  3,816,897  I.  5  s.  10  </.,  and 
1,939,800  I.,  which  are  stated  to  be  the  amounts  raised  by  capital  stock  by  the 
London  Dock  Company  and  by  the  St.  Katharine  Dock  Company,  and  are  to  be 
appropriated  to  the  shareholders  in  those  Companies,  respectively ;  and  of  the  sum 
of  34*147  /.,  which  is  stated  to  be  the  amount  of  capital  of  the  St.  Katharine  Dock 
Company  not  raised  by  them,  and  which  the  amalgamated  Company  are 
to  be  authorised  to  raise  by  new  ordinary  or  preferential  shares  or  stock,  or  by 
borrowing. 

.  The  debenture  debts  of  the  two  Companies,  stated  to  be  1,121,413/.  and 
678,853/.  respectively,  and  their  respective  mortgages,  are  to  become  debenture 
debt  and  mortgages  of  the  amalgamated  Company ;  and  the  Company  are  to  be 
authorised  to  borrow,  inclusive  of  those  sums,  .the  aggregate  suni  of  1,930,281  /: 
and  to  create  debenture  stock  in  lieu  thereof. 

By  the  Bill  it  is  also  proposed  to  confirm  an  agreement  for  the  sale  to  the 
two  Companies  of  the  property  of  the  Victoria  (London)  Dock  Company,  entered 
into  between  the  two  Companies  and  Sir  S.  M.  Peto,  Baronet,  E,  L.  Betts,  and 
Thomas  Braasey,  who  are  stated  to  be  now  managing  the  Victoria  Docks,  as  lessees 
thereof,  for  a  term  of  21  years,  from  1st  January  1855 ;  and  heads  of  arrange- 
ment for  the  transfer  of  the  undertaking  of  the  Victoria  (London)  Dock  Company 
to  the  other  two  Companies,  purporting  to  be  entered  into  between  the  three 
Companies. 

Pursuant  to  those  arrangements,  upon  the  amalgamation  of  the  two  companies, 
the  undertaking  and  property  of  the  Victoria  Company  (exclusive  of  the  Steel 
Yard)  are  to  be  vested  in  the  amalgamated  Company,  freed  from  the  debenture 
and  other  debts  of  the  Victoria  Company;  that  Company  is  to  bd  dissolved;  and 
1,062,500  /.  four  per  cent,  debenture  stock  of  the  amalgamated  Company  is  to  be 
created  (in  addition  to  their  above-mentioned  debenture  debt  and  stock),  and  is 
to  be  issued  to  the  three  above-named  Victoria  Dock  lessees,  and  to  be  applied 
in  satisfaction  of  the  debts  and  liabilities  of  the  Victoria  Dock  Company,  and 
subject  thereto  to  be  distributed  among  the  shareholders  of  that  Company. 

The  amalgamated  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  raise  by  new  ordinary  or 

preference  shares  or  stock,  or  as  to  one-fourth  by  borrowing,  an  additional  capital 
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of  537,500/.,  being  the  difference  between  the  above-mentioned  sum  of  1,062,500/. 
of  intended  debenture  stock  and  1,599,000/.,  which  is  stated  to  be  the  amount 
which  the  Victoria  Company  are  authorised  to  raise. 

The  Bill  repeals  the  several  Acts  relating  to  the  three  companies,  and  re-enacts 
certain  of  their  provisions,  and  makes  new  provisions,  with  respect  to  the  amal- 
gamated Company  and  their  undertaking;  and  it  authorises  the  Company  to  take 
" reasonable  rates"  for  all  vessels  entering,  and  all  goods  brought  into,  their 
docks,  except  ballast  lighters  and  ballast. 

Observation*  Preamble,  page  6.  With  respect  to  the  statement  here  made,  that  the  Victoria 

Dock  Company  has  raised  by  capital  stock  800,000/.,  and  by  debentures  399,000/., 
it  is  to  be  observed  that  in  the  Victoria  (London)  Docks  Bill  of  this  Session  it  is 
stated  that  that  Company  have  raised  by  capital  stock  857>318  /.,  and  by  deben- 
tures 172,480/, 

Section  3  excludes  from  incorporation  with  the  Bill  certain  sections  of  u  The 
Companies  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  among  which  are  Section  45,  requir- 
ing a  register  of  mortgages  and  bonds  to  be  kept,  and  to  be  open  to  inspection  ; 
Section  55,  requiring  the  accounts  of  the  Company  to  be  open  to  inspection  by  the 
mortgagees  and  bond-creditors ;  and  Section  63,  requiring  a  register  of  stockholder* 
to  be  kept  and  to  be  open  to  inspection.  It  does  not  appear  that  the  Bill  con* 
tains  adequate  provisions  instead  of  those  so  proposed  to  be  excepted. 

It  also  seems  to  be  a  question  whether  there  is  sufficient  reason  for  the  pro- 
posed exception  from  incorporation  with  the  Bill  of  Section  50  of Ci  The  Harbours, 
,   Docks,  and  Piers  Clauses  Act,  1847,"  requiring  the  annual  publication  of  an 
account  in  abstract  of  the  total  receipts  and  expenditure. 

Sections  48  and  49.  The  terms  of  these  clauses  seem  to  make  it  doubtful  whether 
the  mortgages  are  securities  for,  or  are  distinct  from  and  additional  to,  the  deben- 
ture debt  of  the  two  Companies. 

Sections  116  and  119.  It  is  not  proposed  to  fix  the  limits  of  the  charges 
which  the  amalgamated  Company  may  make  for  the  use  of  their  works ;  but 
they  are  to  be  left  at  liberty  to  demand  for  vessels  and  for  goods  "  such  reason- 
able rates,  rent,  or  sums  as  the  amalgamated  Company  from  time  to  time 
appoint." 

There  does  not  appear  to  be  at  present  in  force  any  specific  limitation  of  rates 
to  be  taken  by  the  London  Docks  Company,  or  by  the  St.  Katharine  Dock 
Company ;  and  as  regards  the  Victoria  Dock  Company,  there  appears  to  be  a 
limitation  of  rates  as  to  certain  vessels  and  articles  only. 

The  union  of  the  undertakings  of  these  three  Companies  into  one  property, 
under  one  management,  as  proposed  in  this  Bill,  will  diminish  competition  in 
dock  accommodation  in  the  Port  of  London ;  and  it  would  seem  to  be  a  question 
deserving  the  careful  consideration  of  the  Select  Committee,  whether  the  sanction 
by  Parliament  of  such  union  should  be  accompanied  bj  a  specific  limitation  of 
the  charges  which  the  amalgamated  Company  may  make,  for  the  use  of  their 
docks  and  wharves  by  vessels,  and  in  shipping,  &c.,  of  goods ;  or  whether,  as 
it  would  be  the  interest  of  the  Company  to  afford  facilities  for  the  use  of  their 
works,  they  may  be  left  without  any  more  direct  limitation  of  the  charges  which 
they  make  than  is  proposed  in  Sections  116  and  119  of  this  Bill.

Regent's  Canal  (Lime house  Basin)  BUL 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed, —  Objects. 

To  confirm  an  agreement  of  8  December  1852,  between  the  Trustees  of  the 
River  Lee  and  the  Company  of  Proprietors  of  the  Regent's  Canal,  relative  to  the 
ownership  and  use  of  their  respective  works  near  the  Britannia  Lock,  on  the 
Limehouse  Cut  of  the  Lee  Navigation  at  the  Commercial  Road : 

To  transfer  the  jurisdiction  in  the  Limehouse  Cut,  between  the  Commercial 
Road  and  the  River  Thames,  from  the  Trustees  to  the  Company : 

To  authorise  the  Company  to  stop  up  the  portion  of  the  Cut  leading  into  the 
River  Thames,  and  to  execute  the  new  works  described  below : 

To  extinguish  the  Company's  liability,  under  their  original  Act  of  1812,  to  pay 
an  annual  sum  of  450  /.,  now  payable  to  the  Thames  Conservancy  Board  : 

To  authorise  the  Company  to  raise  160,600  Z.  as  additional  ordinary,  or  pre- 
ferential capital,  and  325,700  /.  (inclusive  of  their  present  mortgage  debt  of 
109,550  /.)  by  loan  ;  and  to  create  debenture  stock. 

Section  8.  The  proposed  power  to  purchase  easements,  &c,  cwnpulsorily,  is  Observations, 
inconsistent  with  the  Lands  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,   1845,  and  with  the 
practice  of  Parliament,  which  authorises  the  acquisition  of  partial  interests  in  land 
by  agreement  only. 

Section  65.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  reservation  in  this  clause 
which  relates  to  docks  and  piers  only,  should  not  be  extended  to  all  general  Acts 
now  in  force,  or  hereafter  to  be  passed  relating  to  canals,  or  to  shipping,  or  to 
goods  carried  in  ships ;  and  whether  there  should  not  be  added  a  reservation  of 
the  future  revision,  by  authority  of  Parliament,  of  the  rates  and  charges  autho- 
rised by  the  Acts  relating  to  the  Canal. 

A  question  has  been  raised  by  the  traders  interested  in  the  River  Lee,  whether 
the  proposed  alterations  will  not  injuriously  affect  their  access  to  the  River 
Thames.  They  allege  that  it  will  do  so,  whilst  the  promoters  of  the  Bill  allege 
the  contrary. 

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  tidal  waters  is  proposed  by  this  scheme  in  the  following 
instances,  viz. : — 

The  construction  of  a  new  cut  or  entrance  lock  from  the  Thames  near 
Kidney  Stairs  into  the  ship  basin  of  the  Regent's  Canal  Company  at  Lime- 
house, with  piled-work  stagings  on  either  side  for  the  convenience  of  vessels 
entering  and  leaving,  extending  on  the  eastern  side  90  feet  into  the  Thames, 
and  on  the  western  side  about  40  feet.  Also  a  new  line  of  quays  from  the 
western  side  of  the  new  entrance  to  the  present  Regent's  Canal  entrance  to 
the  basin.

The  new  entrance  will  be  at  or  near  the  site  of  the  present  communication 
(which  it  is  proposed  by  the  Bill  to  shut  up)  between  the  Limehouse  Cut 
of  the  River  Lee  Navigation  and  the  Kiver  Thames. 

To  the  provisions  in  Sections  18, 19,  20,  and  21  of  this  Bill,  giving  to  the 
Board  of  Trade  usual  powers  for  the  protection  of  navigation,  it  might  be  proper 
to  add  a  provision  for  the  exhibition  of  lights  on  the  intended  works  at  the  River 
Thames,  to  the  effect  of  Section  13  of  "  The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863."

Saint  Helen's  Canal  and  Railway  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  dissolve  the  Saint  Helen's  Canal  and  Railway   Object*. 
Company,  and  to  vest  their  undertaking  in  the   London  and  North  Western 
Railway  Company,  as  from  1st  July  1864. 

The  latter  Company  are  from  that  day  to  pay  interest  on  the  mortgages,  and 
the  fixed  dividends  on  the  various  classes,  (amounting  in  the  whole  to  725,200  Lf 
of  which  some  are  redeemable,)  of  the  preferential  stocks  of  the  former  Company; 
and  also  dividends  on  the  ordinary  stock  (334,000/ .)  of  the  latter  Company,  at 
the  rate  of  4  per  cent,  for  the  first  year,  4J  per  cent,  for  the  second  year,  and 
5  per  cent,  for  every  subsequent  year. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale,  and  Observations. 
Lease/9  and  also  to  those  under  the  head  "  Railway  and  Canal  Companies/'  in 
the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of  the  Session, 
pages  18, 19,  and  20. 

My  Lords  have  received  a  memorial  on  the  subject  of  this  Bill  from  manufac- 
turers and  traders  of  Saint  Helen  s. 

In  that  memorial  it  is  urged,  amongst  other  things,  that  if  the  transfer  of 
the  undertaking  be  sanctioned,  "  provision  should  be  made  for  the  maintenance, 
cleansing,  and  repair  of  the  Canal,  and  for  facilitating  the  traffic  thereon." 

It  is  to  be  observed  that  this  Bill,  in  its  present  form,  contains  no  express 
provision  for  those  purposes. 

It  will  be  found  tnat  in  the  Act  8  and  9  Vict.  c.  117,  (Local),  "  for  uniting 
the  Sankey  Brook  Navigation  with  the  Saint  Helen's  and  Runcorn  Gap  Railway, 
and  for  other  purposes,"  there  is  a  provision  (Section  42)  requiring  the  Saint 
Helen's  Canal  and  Railway  Company  "  to  keep  open  and  maintain  the  whole  of 
the  said  Canal  in  good  repair  and  condition,  and  well  supplied  with  water,  and 
fit  for  the  purpose  of  navigation/'  with  the  proviso,  however,  that  u  if  any  part 
or  parts  of  the  said  Canal  shall  not  yield  or  produce  a  traffic,  the  rates,  tolls,  and 
dues  payable  in  respect  of  which  shall  be  equivalent  to  the  cost  of  repairing  and 
upholding  the  same  part  or  parts,  and  if  the  said  Company  shall,  after  giving 
one  month's  notice  in  the  '  London  Gazette '  and  in  two  Liverpool  newspapers  of 
their  intended  application,  obtain  the  consent  in  writing  of  the  Lords  of  the 
Committee  of  Privy  Council  for  Trade  for  that  purpose,  it  shall  be  lawful  for  the 
said  Company  to  cease  the  repair  and  maintenance  of  such  part  or  parts  of  the 
said  Canal." 

It  may  now  be  a  question  for  consideration,  whether,  upon  a  transfer  of  the 
ownership  of  the  Canal  to  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company, 
provision  should  not  be  made  for  securing  to  the  public  the  permanent  use  of 
the  present  navigation  between  Saint  Helen's  and  the  Mersey,  at  fair  and  mode- 
rate rates  of  charge. 

On  the  subject  of  the  tolls  leviable  for  the  use  of  the  Canal,  the  memorial 
above  mentioned  urges  that  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company 
should  not  be  left  at  liberty  to  charge  the  maximum  rates  which  are  at  present 
authorised  for  the  use  of  the  Canal,  but  that  the  tolls  should  be  limited  according 
to  a  lower  scale  which  has  been  for  some  time  in  operation  on  the  Canal. 
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As  regards  regulating  the  charges  for  traffic  on  a  Canal  after  it  has  become 
vested  in  a  Railway  Company,  the  principle  laid  down  on  this  6«bject  by  the 
Select  Committee  of  the  House  of  Commons  on  "  Railway  and  Canal  Bills,  1853," 
is  stated  in  the  following  terms  in  their  Fifth  Report,  p.  11  ;  viz  ,  "  That  while 
the  shareholders  [in  the  Railway  Company]  should  be  permitted  to  extract  from 
the  Canal  the  greatest  profit  which  it  is  capable  of  returning  them  by  the  develop- 
ment of  the  water  carriage,  they  are  not  entitled  to  charge  such  rates  on  the 
Canal  as  would  necessarily  divert  the  traffic  from  the  Canal  to  the  Railway,  and 
render  inaccessible  to  the  public- the  advantages  of  water  communication.  This 
consideration  is  the  more  important,  from  the  bearing  which  such  a  practice 
upon  one  link  of  a  chain  of  inland  navigation  must  obviously  have  upon  Canals, 
the  property  of  independent  Companies,  but  constituting  other  and  perhaps  distant 
links  in  the  same  line  of  communication." 

To  give  effect  to  the  principle  so  stated,  various  methods  have  been  adopted 
in  different  cases. 

In  the  case  of  the  Trent  and  Mersey  Canal,  the  North  Staffordshire  Railway 
Company  were  restricted  from  making  higher  charges  for  the  Canal,  than  were 
being  made  by  its  former  proprietors  at  the  time  of  the  transfer  (a  schedule  of 
such  maximum' charges  being  annexed  to  the  Act) :  and  they  were  also  expressly 
prohibited  from  giving  any  preference  to  traffic  on  their  Railway  over  traffic 
on  the  Canal ;  and  power  was  vested  in  the  Board  of  Trade  of  regulating,  upon 
complaint  made,  the  charges  for,  and  the  user  o£  the  Canal  (9  &  10  Vict.  c.  ft4, 
(Local)  ss.  38  and  39). 

As  to  the  particular  precautions  which  should  be  adopted  in  this  ease,  whether 
by  limiting  the  charges  which  may  be  made  upon  the  Canal  to  rates  not  exceed- 
ing, those  which  may  be  charged  at  the  passing  of  the  Bill,  or  by  subjecting  the 
Canal  rates  to  revision  at  any  time  by  a  public  department  or  otherwise,  my 
Lords  are  not  in  a  condition  to  make  any  further  suggestion,  as  they  do  not 
possess  the  opportunities  which  the  Committee  on  the  Bill  will  have  of  examining 
all  the  circumstances,  and  of  hearing  all  parties  interested*    . 

With  respect,  however,  to  a  provision  which  was  some  years  ago  frequently 
adopted  in  Acts  transferring  Canals  to  Railway  Companies,  viz.,  a  clause  enabling 
the  Lords  Commissioners  of  the  Treasury  or  the  Board  of  Trade,  if  it  should 
appear  to  them  that  evil  results  to  the  public  from  the  transfer,  to  require  the 
Railway  Company  to  correct  the  evil,  and  in  case  of  the  inability  or  neglect  of 
the  Railway  Company  to  correct  it,  to  require  the  Company  to  introduce,  or,  in 
their  default,  the  public  department  itself  to  introduce  a  Bill  into  Parliament  for 
the  correction  of  the  evil,  my  Lords  desire  to  observe  that  the  clause  has  proved 
a  dead  letter,  and  cannot  be  regarded  as  likely,  if  adopted  in  the  present  case,  to 
afford  any  effectual  security  against  mischief  which  it  may  be  thought  desirable 
to  guard  against. 

The  following  point  has  also  been  brought  forward  in  the  above-mentioned 
memorial : 

In  "  The  London  and  North  Western  Railway  (Lines  near  Liverpool)  Act, 
1861,"  (c.  128),  which  authorised  the  construction  of  a  Railway  Bridge  across 
the  River  Mersey  at  Runcorn,  there  is  contained  a  clause  (Section  35)  for  pro- 
tecting the  access  or  entrance  to  the  Widnes  Dock  and  the  Sankey  Canal  of  the 
Saint  Helen's  Canal  and  Railway  Company  from  being  impeded  or  rendered 
less  deep  by  the  execution  of  works  authorised  by  that  Act. 

That  provision  enables  the  Saint  Helen's  Company  to  enforce  a  remedy  for 
the  injury  referred  to  ;  and  it  is  apprehended  by  the  memorialists  that  the  pro- 
vision in  question  will  be  nugatory  and  void  when  the  undertaking  of  the  Saint 
Helens  Company  is  vested  in  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Com- 
pany ;  and  they  urge  that  provision  should  be  made  in  this  Bill  to  enable  all 
parties  interested  in  the  traffic  on  the  navigation  to  enforce  the  obligation  of  the 
London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company,  and  to" compel  them  to  maintain 
the  Canal  navigation  in  such  a  repair  and  condition  as  to  admit  of  the  passage  of 
all  vessels  drawing  six  feet  of  water  at  the  least. 

This  matter  appears  to  be  of  importance  in  connexion  with  the  preservation  of 
the  present  Sankey  navigation  between  Saint  Helen's  and  the  Mersey,  and  ta 
deserve  the  consideration  of  the  Select  Committee  on  the  Bill. 

Section  6  authorises  the  London  and  North  Western  Railway  Company  to  raise 
from  time  to  time  additional  capital  for  the  purpose  of  redeeming  thg  u  Redeem- 
able 
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able  Shares"  of  the  Saint  Helen's  Company,  and  to  attach  to  the  additional  capital 
a  preference  or  priority  of  dividend.  By  the  proposed  incorporation  of  Part 
II.  of  "  The  Companies  Clauses  Act,  1863,''  the  rate  of  preferential  dividend 
which  may  be  attached  to  such  additional  capital,  would  be  limited  to  6  per 
cent,  per  annum ;  but  as  some  classes  of  the  "  Redeemable  Shares,*  appear 
to  be  now  entitled  to  dividends  at  4  J  per  cent,  only,  it  would  be  in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice  of  Parliament  to  provide  by  this  Bill,  that  the  rate  of 
preferential  dividend  to  be  attached  to  new  capital  to  be  created  for  the  purpose  of 
redeeming  any  "  Redeemable  Shares,"  shall  not  exceed  the  rate  of  dividend 
attached  to  the  Shares  to  be  redeemed  thereby. 

Section  9.  It  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  reservations  of  this 
clause  should  not  be  extended  to  general  Acts  relating  to  Canals  or  Navigations 
(such  as  "  The  Railway  and  Canal  Traffic  Act,  1854"),  and  to  revision  of  the 
maximum  rates  authorised  to  be  taken  in  respect  of  any  part  of  the  undertaking 
of  the  Saint  Helen's  Canal  and  Railway  Company.

1.  To  enable  the  Board  to  construct  new  Docks  and  Works  on  the  Mersey  Docks  and 
Liverpool  side  of  the  Mersey  at  the  north  end  of  the  town ;  and  for  this   Harbour  Board 
purpose,  to  borrow  875,000  /.  Bia- 

2.  To  make  all  tonnage  rates  upon  steamers  levied  by  the  Mersey  Board  Objects. 
leviable  upon  the  gross  instead  of  upon  the  registered  tonnage,  without  any 
deduction  for  engine-room. 

3.  To  give  additional  powers  for  the  collection  of  the  town  and  anchor- 
age dues. 

4.  To  alter  and  determine — the  rates  of  pilotage ;  the  mode  of  measuring 
the  distances  for  which  vessels  are  to  be  piloted  ;  the  manner  of  settling 
pilotage  disputes ;  and  the  contributions  to  the  Pilots'  Superannuation 
Fund. 

New  Works. 

The  application  of  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  Board  for  additional  History  of  former 
borrowing  powers  for  the  purpose  of  extending  their  Docks  on  the  Liverpool  proceedings  in 
side  of  the  Mersey,  is  opposed  by  parties  interested  in  Birkenhead.    To  make  Parliftment* 
the  questions  at  issue  intelligible,  it  is  necessary  to  call  attention  to  the  pro- 
ceedings of  Parliament  in  recent  years  with  reference  to  dock  extension  on  both 
sides  of  the  Mersey. 

It  is  scarcely  necessary  to  refer  to  the  history  of  either  the  Birkenhead  or  the 
Liverpool  Docks  prior  to  1855.  At  that  time  the  Liverpool  Docks  were  vested 
in  the  governing  body  of  the  Corporation  of  the  Borough  of  Liverpool,  under 
the  title  of  "  Trustees  of  the  Liverpool  Docks>"  and  were  managed  by  a  com- 
mittee partly  appointed  by  that  Corporation,  and  partly  by  the  Dock  ratepayers. 
The  Birkenhend  Docks  were  in  the  hands  partly  of  a  public  trust,  partly  of  a 
Joint  Stock  Company ;  the  works  were  very  far  from  completion,  and  the 
undertaking  was  in  difficulty.  There  had  previously  been  and  there  was  then 
great  rivalry  or  apprehension  of  rivalry  between  the  two  sides  of  the  river. 

In  the  year  1855  the  committee  of  the  Liverpool  Docks  promoted  a  Bill  by 
which  they  proposed  to  raise  3,500,000  /.  on  mortgage  of  their  rates,  for  the 
purpose  of  making  new  Docks  on  the  Liverpool  side  of  the  River  Mersey. 

Several  other  Bills  relating  to  the  Mersey  were  also  introduced,  the  principal 
object  of  their  promoters  being  to  relieve  the  trade  of  Birkenhead  from  the 
Liverpool  town  dues,  and  from  certain  payments  to  the  Liverpool  Dock 
Trustees. 

These  Bills  were  all  referred  to  one  Committee.

After  some  contest,  an  agreement  was  come  to  between  the  Birkenhead  Dock 
Trustees  and  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Company  on  the  one  hand,  and  the  Liver- 
pool Corporation  on  the  other,  by  which  the  Corporation  agreed  to  buy  the 
Birkenhead  Docks,  and  Birkenhead  agreed  to  withdraw  its  Bills,  and  not  to 
oppose  the  Liverpool  Docks  Bill.  The  Committee  in  the  end  came  to  the 
following  conclusions: — 

They  refused  to  the  Liverpool  Dock  Trustees  power  to  extend  their  Docks  on 
the  Liverpool  side  of  the  Mersey  as  proposed,  and  confined  the  new  powers  of 
borrowing  which  they  sought  to  the  sum  of  850,000  /.,  instead  of  extending 
it  to  3,500,000  /.  as  proposed. 

They  confirmed  the  arrangement  for  the  purchase  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks ; 
but  inserted  in  the  Bill  (which  passed  as  the  Birkenhead  Docks  Act,  1855), 
provisions  to  the  effect  that  the  Birkenhead  Docks,  when  completed,  should  be 
managed  by  the  Committee  of  the  Liverpool  Corporation,  which  then  managed 
the  Liverpool  Docks ;  that  separate  accounts  should  be  kept  of  the  Revenue  of 
the  Birkenhead  Docks ;  and  that  any  surplus  should  be  applied  in  repayment  of 
the  money  paid  by  the  Corporation  for  the  purchase. 

The  Committee  also  added  the  following  Clauses : — 

"  And  whereas  it  is  expedient  that  the  Birkenhead  Docks  should,  with  as 
"  little  delay  as  possible,  be  constructed  and  completed  in  such  manner  as 
"  may  render  them  most  available  for  the  commercial  purposes  of  the  Port  of 
"  Liverpool  in  connexion  with  the  Liverpool  Docks,  and  that  the  same  rates, 
"  dues,  and  charges  should  be  levied  in  respect  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks  as  are 
"  now  or  may  hereafter  be  levied  in  respect  of  the  Liverpool  Docks,  and  that  all 
"  the  said  Docks  should  be  placed  permanently  under  the  same  control  find 
"  management,  and  be  consolidated  with,  and  become  part  of  the  existing  estate 
,c  of  the  Liverpool  Docks  ;  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  the  Corporation  shall, 
"  and  they  are  hereby  required,  either  alone  or  conjointly  with  the  Trustees  of 
€<  the  Liverpool  Docks,  to  prosecute  a  Bill  in  Parliament  in  the  next  Session 
iC  for  obtaining  the  requisite  powers  for  accomplishing  the  several  objects  afore- 
said." 

**  Unless  Parliament  shall  otherwise  determine,  the  Corporation  shall, 
"  and  they  are  hereby  required,  immediately  after  the  first  day  of  September 
"  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty-six,  to  proceed  with  the  construction 
"  of  the  several  Docks  and  Works  which  the  Trustees  and  Company  respectively 
"  are  empowered  to  construct  by  such  of  the  provisions  of  the  recited  Acts  as 
"  are  now  in  force,  and  the  Corporation  shall  in  that  case  immediately  after  the 
"  said  last-mentioned  day  become,  and  they  are  hereby  made  subject  to  all  the 
"  liabilities  of  the  Trustees  (viz.  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Trustees)  and  Company 
"  (viz.  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Company)  respectively,  in  regard  to  the  construc- 
u  tion  of  such  Docks  and  Works,  and  the  Corporation  shall  and  they  are 
"  hereby  required  wholly  to  complete  the  said  Docks  and  Works,  in  accordance 
"  with  the  plans  sanctioned  by  the  subsisting  provisions  of  the  said  recited 
iC  Acts,  before  the  first  day  of  September  one  thousand  eight  hundred  and  fifty- 
"  eight." 

Further  provision  was  made  by  the  Bill  for  uniting  the  Birkenhead  Docks, 
when  complete,  with  the  Liverpool  Docks,  and  making  the  whole  one  estate. 

The  Committee  also  inserted  in  the  Bill  promoted  by  the  Liverpool  Dock 
Trustees,  which  passed  as  the  Liverpool  Dock  Act,  1855,  the  following 
Clause : 

4i  Whereas  a  Bill  is  now  pending  in  Parliament,  having  for  its  object 
"  (amongst  other  things)  the  sale  «f  the  Birkenhead  Docks  to  the  said  Mayor, 
"  Aldermen,  and  Burgesses  of  Liverpool,  on  certain  terms  and  conditions 
"  therein  set -forth:  And  whereas  it  is  expedient,  after  such  sale  shall  have 
"  been  perfected,  that  tihe  saM  Birkenhead  Docks  should  be  transferred  to  rfhe 
u  Trustees  of  libe  Liverpool  Docks,  and  itamld,  with  as  little  delay  ns  possible, 
"  be  constructed  and  completed  in  such  manner  as  may  render  them  mast>araail- 
"  able  for  the  commercial  purposes  irfctiie  fftarfc  of  Liverpool,  in  connexion  TOth 
"  tbe  Liverpool  Docks,  and  that  the  same  rates,  dues  and  charge?  ^should  be 

"  levied 
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"  levied  in  respect  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks  as  are  now  or  may  hereafter  be  ^^Vo&(j¥ 
«  levied  in  respect  of  the  Liverpool  Docks,  and  that  all  the  said  Docks  should   *«r»<w#oard 

u  be  placed  permanently  under  the  same  control  and  management,  and  be  ' 

u  consolidated  with  and  become  part  of  the  existing  estate  of  the  Liverpool 
«  Docks :  Be  it  therefore  enacted,  That  the  Trustees  shall,  and  they  are  hereby 
u  required,  either  alone  or  conjointly  with  the  Corporation  of  Liverpool,  to 
u  prosecute  a  Bill  in  Parliament  in  the  next  Session,  for  obtaining  the  requisite 
u  powers  for  accomplishing  and  giving  full  effect  to  the  several  objects  afore- 
"  said." 

The  Committee  further  made  a  special  Report,  which  was  as  follows : —  Special  Report  of 

Committee. 
"  The  Committee  on  Group  (D,)  of  Private  Bills,  in  considering  the  Liverpool 

H  Docks  Bill  and  the  Birkenhead  Docks  and  Liverpool  Docks  Bill  referred  to 

"  them,  have  come  to  the  conclusion  that  it  is  of  great  importance   that  an  , 

*'  amalgamation  should  take  place  of  the  Birkenhead  and  Liverpool  Docks  on 

"  both  sides  of  the  river,  under  the  control  of  one  public  body. 

"  In  lending  their  assistance  to  promote  and  effect  this  amalgamation,  the 
"  Committee  have  not  been  able  to  provide  for  all  the  points  which  must  ulti- 
"  mately  be  arranged  with  regard  to  it,  and  which  it  is  proposed  should  be 
"  finally  settled  in  a  Bill  to  be  introduced  in  the  next  Session.  They  are,  how- 
"  e¥er,  desirous  of  specially  calling  attention  to  the  following  subjects  : — 

1.  "That  the  earliest  opportunity  should  be  taken  of  carefully  considering 
"  the  constitution  of  the  Dock  Trust,  with  reference  to  the  altered  circumstances 
"  in  which  it  will  be  placed  in  consequence  of  this  amalgamation. 

2.  "  That  they  should  have  provided  for  the  immediate  equalisation  of  the 
u  rates  of  both  sides  of  the  river,  with  the  full  concurrence  of  the  promoters  of 
**  the  Bill,  had  they  not  been  apprehensive  that,  on  technical  grounds,  the  pass- 
"  ing  of  measures  which  they  considered  of  urgent  public  advantage  during  the 
"  present  Session  would  have  been  endangered. 

3.  "  That  they  were  very  sensible  of  the  importance  of  accurately  defining 
*  and  limiting  the  arrangements  consequent  on  the  proposed  transfer  of  the 
*'  Birkenhead  property  from  the  Liverpool  Corporation  to  the  Dock  Trustees ; 
u  but  as  the  whole  matter  will  necessarily  come  under  the  consideration  of 
u  Parliament  next  Session,  they  are  unwilling  to  prejudge  this  particular  part 
"of  it. 

4.  "  That  the  question  of  the  Liverpool  Town  Dues  only  came  incidentally 
"  before  the  Committee  as  a  portion  of  the  existing  revenues  of  the  Corporation. 
"  It  has  been  their  object  not  to  prejudge,  or  affect  in  any  maimer,  either  the 
"  title  of  the  Corporation  or  the  general  question  of  the  propriety  of  future 
u  legislation  with  regard  to  municipal  changes  of  this  character." 

By  the  Birkenhead  Act  the  Liverpool  Corporation  were  empowered  to  borrow  S.  25. 
500,000  I.  for  the  purposes  of  that  Act,  i.  e.y  the  prosecution  and  completion  of 
the  Works  at  Birkenhead  transferred  to  them. 

In  !856,  the  Liverpool  Corporation  introduced  a  Bill  concerning  Birkenhead  General  effect  of 
Docks.     One  of  the  objects  of  that  Bill  was  to  alter  the  plans  known  as  Renders  &*  omissions  in 
plans.     The  Bill  did  not  provide  for  the  objects  contemplated  by  the  Committee  *•  Bm  of  1856' 
of  the  previous  Session.     The  Bill  was  also  opposed  by  the  Railway  Companies 
who  were  interested  in  Birkenhead,  on  the  grounds  that  the  plans  as  altered  by 
the  Bill  were  inadequate. 

The  Committee,  after  hearing  the  promoters9  case  and  one  witness  for  the 
opponents,  threw  out  the  Bill. 

In  the  same  Sesrian  (1866),  the  whale  case  of  Liverpool,  Birkenhead,  and  the 
trade  of  the  Mersey  underwent  a  searching  investigation  before  the  Select 
CoBwaittee  ©f  the  House  of  Ckmammp*  on  local  chafes  on  shipping.  The  Com- 
mittee merely  reported  tbe  etidenee;  but  a  aunwaary  of  the  principal  poiats  is 
*bca  in  the  Board  of  Trade  Report  on  the  Mb  of  the  tufcseqwettt  Seawon.

Mersey  Docks  and  by  the  Corporation  of  Liverpool,  and  known  as  Town  Dues  ;  the  history  and 
Harbour  Board    constitution  of  the  Liverpool  Dock  Trust  and  its  relation  to  the  Corporation, 
and  the  history  of  Birkenhead  and  its  contests  with  Liverpool. 

In  1 857  the  several  interests  opposed  to  Liverpool  brought  in  a  Bill,  the  chief 
objects  of  which  were  to  place  the  whole  dock  estate  of  Liverpool  and  Birken- 
head in  the  hands  of  a  body  representing  the  ratepayers ;  to  transfer  the  town 
dues  to  this  body,  and  to  provide  for  the  completion  of  the  Birkenhead  Works. 
20  &  21  Vict.  This  Bill  was  passed  under  the  title  of  "The  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour 

*  162#  Act,  1857."     By  this  Act  a  single  public  trust  representing  the  Dock   and 

Harbour  ratepayers  was  created  with  the  title  of  "  The  Mersey  Docks  and 
Harbour  Board  ;"  the  Dock  Estates  of  Liverpool  and  Birkenhead  were  amalga- 
mated atid  placed  in  their  hands  ;  and  all  public  taxes  levied  on  shipping  in  the 
Port,  including  the  Liverpool  Town  Dues,  and  all  duties  connected  with  the 
navigation  of  the  Port  and  Harbour,  were  entrusted  to  this  Board. 

This  Act  recites  that  it  is  expedient  that  Docks  and  Works  at  Birkenhead 
should  be  completed  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  It  also  contains  the  following 
sections : — 

6.  51.  "  The  Board  shall  immediately  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act  proceed 

"  with  the  construction  of  the  outer  Works  at  Birkenhead  referred  to  in  *  The 
"  Birkenhead  Docks  Act,  1853/  with  a  view  to  the  completion  of  the  same, 
"  substantially  in  accordance  with  the  plans  that  have  been  sanctioned  by  Par- 
"  liament." 

S.  52.  "  Until  the  Board  shall  take  possession  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks  under  the 

*c  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Corporation  shall  proceed  with  the  construction  of 
"  the  works  authorized  by  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Acts,  and  after  the  Board  shall 
"  have  entered  into  possession  of  the  said  Birkenhead  Docks  they  shall  assume 
"  all  contracts  and  all  liabilities  of  the  said  Corporation  in  respect  of  the  said 
"  works." 

S.  57.  "  The  Board  may,  in  addition  to  any  powers  required  by  them  under  the 

"  Acts  specified  in  the  schedule,  from  time  to  time  borrow  at  interest,  on  the 
"  security  of  any  rate  or  rates,  or  any  dues  forming  part  of  its  general  receipts, 
"  any  sum  or  sums  required  for  the  completion  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks  and 
<c  Works,  or  for  the  purposes  specially  provided  for  by  this  Act,  but  for  no  other 
"  purpose  whatever." 

The  Act,  whilst  giving  these  express  powers  of  borrowing  for  the  purpose  of 
completing  the  Birkenhead  Works,  gave  no  power  of  borrowing  for  the  purpose 
of  Works  at  Liverpool. 

The  next  year  (1858),  the  then  existing  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  Board 
introduced  two  Bills  into  Parliament : 

One,  to  alter  the  plans  for  Birkenhead  Docks ;  and  to  obtain  powers  and 
money  for  certain  Works ; 

20  &  21  Vict.  The  other,  to  consolidate  their  Acts,  this  latter  Bill  being  introduced  in 

o.  162,  s.  60.  pursuance  of  a  provision  in  the  Act  of  1857,  which  required  them  so 

to  do. 

Under  these  Bills  as  introduced,  the  Board  sought  power  to  borrow,  in  addi- 
tion to  what  might  be  required  for  Birkenhead,  sums  amounting  together 
to  866,000  /.,  and,  in  altering  the  Birkenhead  plans  in  accordance  with  arrange- 
ments proposed  and  accepted  in  1857,  to  postpone  considerably  the  dates  by 
which  the  various  Works  should  be  completed. 

The  proposed  alterations  were  objected  to  on  the  ground  that  the  expenditure 
of  money  on  the  Liverpool  side,  as  well  as  the  proposed  postponement  of  the 
times  for  completing  the  Birkenhead  Works  would  seriously  interfere  with  the 
completion  of  these  Works,  and  were  inconsistent  with  the  previous  decisions 
of  Parliament  with  respect  to  them.  Some  negotiations  took  place,  the  par- 
ticulars of  which  will  be  found  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Bills, 
and  the  result  waa  embodied  in  certain  clauses  of  the  Bills,  which  then  passed 

without  opposition.

21  &  22  Viet.  "  The  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  (Works)  Act,  1858,"  after  reciting  that 

c-  90-  "  the  Birkenhead  Docks  would  be  rendered  more  available  for  the  commercial 

"  purposes  of  the  Port  of  Liverpool  if  the  Board  were  authorised  to  construct 
"  certain  Works  in  lieu  of  the  Works  authorised  or  required  to  be  constructed 
"  by  the  said  Acts  passed  in  reference  to  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Trustees,  and  in 
"  reference  to  the  Birkenhead  Dock  Company,"  proceeds  to  define  the  Worics 
to  be  executed,  and  to  provide  for  their  execution  as  follows : 

S#  a.  "  Whereas  the  Works  proposed  to  be  constructed  under  the  authority  of  this 

Power  to  oonstraet  "  Act,  consist  of, — 

to  deported  Plans.  "  1st-  -^  great  Low- water  Basin  opening  into  and  communicating  with 

11  the  Great  Float  by  means  of  a  lock  50  feet  wide  and  240  feet  long,  and 
"  having  sluices  of  not  less  than  800  feet  sectional  area,  for  the  purpose 
"  of  drawing  water  therefrom  for  scouring  and  deepening  the  said  Low- 
u  water  Basin : 

"  2dly.  The  enlargement  and  alteration  of  the  Morpeth  Dock  and  its 
u  present  entrance,  and  the  formation  of  a  new  and  additional  entrance 
"  thereto  from  the  Woodside  Basin : 

"  3dly.  The  formation  upon  certain  lands  known  as  the  North  Reserve  of 
"  an  Outer  or  Low-water  Basin  (with  a  Pier  or  Jetty  therein)  near  to  and 
cc  to  the  Northward  of  the  present  authorised  Entrance  from  the  River 
tc  Mersey  to  the  Great  Float,  and  the  removal  of  so  much  of  the  existing 
u  River  or  Sea-wall  of  the  North  Reserve  as  may  be  necessary  for  that 
"  purpose ;  and  also  of  an  Inner  Basin  between,  and  communicating  with 
"  such  last-mentioned  Low-water  Basin  and  the  Great  Float : 

u  4thly.  A  permanent  Embankment  across  the  Eastern  end  of  the  Great 
"  Float,  commencing  at  or  near  the  Western  Entrance  of  Egerton  Dock, 
"  and  terminating  at  a  short  distance  Northward  of  the  Northern  extremity 
"  of  the  permanent  Embankment  as  at  present  authorised  across  the  end 
"  of  the  Great  Float : 

41  5thly.  The  formation  of  a  Quay  by  the  inclosure  by  a  Sea-wall  of  part 
"  of  the  Woodside  Basin,  and  of  part  of  the  Shore  or  Bed  of  the  River 
"  Mersey,  to  the  South  of  the  Woodside  Pier  or  Jetty :  also  the  construc- 
"  tion  to  the  Northward  of  the  Woodside  Pier  or  Jetty,  and  behind  the  said 
4C  intended  Sea-wall,  of  an  open  Dock  or  Basin  communicating  with  and 
"  opening  into  the  River  Mersey  through  the  said  intended  Sea-wall ;  also 
"  the  construction  of  a  Graving  Dock  behind  the  said  intended  Sea-wall, 
u  on  the  South  side  of  the  Woodside  Pier  or  Jetty,  communicating  with 
"  and  opening  into  the  River  Mersey,  through  the  said  intended  Sea-wall ; 

*  also  the  providing  and  erecting  of  a  floating  Landing  Stage  in  the  front 
"  of  and  connected  with  the  said  intended  Sea-wall : 

"  6thly.  A  new  Street  or  Road  between  Taylor- street  and  Hamilton- 
"  street,  at  Birkenhead,  and  the  widening  of  the  existing,  and  the  making 
"  of  additional  Quays  between  the  said  intended  new  Road  and  the 
"  Docks,  Basins  and  other  Works  at  Birkenhead,  now  belonging  to  the 
"  Corporation : 

"  7thky.  A  Wharf-waH  or  Embankment  on  the  North  ride  of  the  Great 
"  Float,  between  the  site  of  the  said  intended  permanent  Embankment  and 
"  WaUaaey  or  Poulton  Bridge-road,  exocgit  in  parts  where  a  Wharf-wall  or 
**  Embankment  has  already  been  constructed,  but  including  alterations  of 
"  some  parts  of  the  Wharf-wall  or  Embankment  which  has  been  so  con- 
-"fteuoted: 

"  8thly. 
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u8thly.  Anew  Road  or  Street  northward  of  the  said  last- mentioned  Mertey  Backnmd 
a  Wharf- wall  or  Embankment,  commencing  at  or  near  a  Point  now  or    S^f^owrBottrd 

"  formerly  known  as  Neff  Point,  and  terminating  by  a  junction  with  the  

"  Wallasey  or  Poulton  Bridge-road,  at  or  near  the  Turnpike-gate  at  Wallasey 
u  Bridge,  and  a  Drain  or  Culvert  under  the  said  intended  new  Road  or 
"  Street,  and  communicating  with  the  Drain  or  Culvert  authorised  to  be 
"  made  across  the  North  Reserve,  to  or  into  the  River  Mersey,  at  or  near 
"  Seacombe  Ferry  Slip ; 

"  -9fhly.  An  Embankment  hereinafter  called  the  Duke-street  Erobank- 
u  me*it,  together  with  a  «ew  Koad  or  Street  over  the  same  across  the  Great 
"Float,  commencing  at  or  near  the  West  side  of  the  Seacombe  Copper 
"  Mills,  and  terminating  with  a  Junction  with  Corporation-road,  at  or  ©ear 
*6  the  corner  of  Duke-street. 

"  And  whereas  Hans  and  Sections  describing  the  Line,  Levels,  and  Situation 
"  of  all  the  aforesaid  Works,  with  a  Book  of  Reference  to  such  Plans,  have 
"  been  deposited  in  the  office  of  the  Clerk  of  the  Peace  for  the  County  of 
"  ^Chester  :  Therefore,  subject  to  the  provisions  of  this  Act,  the  Board  may 
"  construct  and  complete  such  Works  .according  to  the  said  deposited  Plans  aad 
a  Sections,  and  upon  the  Lands  described  or  comprised  in  the  said  Book  of  Re- 
<c  ference,  and  for  that  purpose  may  purchase  such  Lands,  or  any  part  thereof, 
"  and  may  enter  upon,  take,  and  use  the  same,  or  such  part  thereof  as  shall  be 
"  necessary  ;  and  the  Board  may  construct  all  such  Warehouses,  Transit  and 
"  other  Sheds,  Graving  Docks,  Graving  Blocks,  Inclined  Planes,  Patent  Slips,  *■ 

u  Gridirons,  Jetties,  Piers,  Walls,  Wharfs,  Quays,  Landing  Stages,  Slips,  Stairs, 
"  Locks,  Gates,  Bridges,  IVeirs,  Sluices,  Channels,  Railways,  Tramways,  Ap- 
"proaches,  Cranes,  Engines,  Wells,  Machinery,  and  other  Works,  matters  and 
14  things  as  the  Board  shall  from  time  to  time  deem  necessary  for  the  efficient 
iC  completion,  or  the  convenient  use  of  the  aforesaid  Works." 

The  following  section  of  the  same  Act  defines  the  periods  within  which  these 
various  works  are  respectively  to  be  completed : — 

"  The  Eoard  shall,  immediately  after  the  commencement  of  this  Act,  proceed  s.  is. 
6  to  put  the    same  into    execution,  and    shall  complete  the   Works  hereby  Periods  for  com- 
"  authorised  by  the  respective  periods  hereinafter  mentioned  (that  is  to  say) : —  pletion  of  Works. 

"  As  to  so  much  of  the  Works  as  are  4thly,  7tMy,  8tbly  and  fttbly 
"  before-mentioned,  the  same  shall  be  completed  oax  or  before  the  31st  day 
"  of  March  1860. 

€€  As  to  so  much  of  the  works  as  are  1st  before-mentioned,  together 
"  with  the  Works  on  the  South  Reserve,  adjoining  the  same,  and  the  forma- 
"  tion  of  the  land  in  connexion  therewith,  the  same  shall  be  completed  on 
t€  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November  1860. 

"  As  to  so  much  of  the  Works  as  are  5thly  before-mentioned,  except  the 
"  formation  of  the  Land  behind  the  said  intended  Sea-wall,  the  same  shall 
"  be  completed  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  November  1860. 

"  As  to  the  residue  of  such  of  the  Works  as  are  5thly  before-mentioned, 
"  that  is  to  say,  the  formation  of  the  Land  behind  the  said  intended  Sea- 
"  wall,  the  same  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  May  1861. 

"  As  to  so  much  of  the  Works  as  are  2dly  before-mentioned,  the  same 
"  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  30th  day  erf  June  1861. 

"  And  as  to  so  much  of  the  Works  as  are  3dly  befo*e-»mentior>ed,  the 
"  same  shall  be  completed  on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  October  1863." 

The  following  year  (1859)  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Hafrbow  Board  introduced  a 
Bill  seeking  Powers  to  borrow  a  Sum  not  exceeding  300,000/,  to  "  be  ^p- 
"  plied  exclusively  in  or  towards  the  construction  and  completion,  upon  Land 
"  now  veated  in  the  Board,  on  the  East  or  Liverpool  side  of  the  Me*sey,  of  such 
•"  Docks,  Piers  and  other  Works  as,  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  32d  section 
"  of '  The  Mersey  Dock  Acts  Consolidfttion  Act/,1858,\th£  Board  are. authorised 
u  to  construct  a©d  complete/9 

The  section  referred  to  has  been  given  in  extenso  above,  in  page  5. 
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Mersev  Docks  and      This  Bill  was  opposed  by  parties  interested  in  Birkenhead,  on  the  ground 
HwvotirBoard    ^sit  the  proposal  to  borrow  money  for  the  purpose  of  executing  New  Works 

on  the  Liverpool  Shore  of  the  Mersey  was  virtually  a  breach  of  arrangements 

made  and  confirmed  by  Parliament  for  the  completion  of  the  Docks  at  Birken- 
head; but  it  ultimately  received  the  sanction  of  Parliament,  under  the  Title  of 
•  22  Vict  c  20.      "  The  Mersey  Docks  (Money)  Act,  1859."* 

With  reference  to  this  Bill,  it  may  be  observed  that,  as  originally  introduced, 
it  referred  to  no  Plans,  and  left  it  doubtful  what  Works  were  contemplated. 
An  Amendment  was  made  in  Committee,  defining  the  various  Works  upon 
which  the  300,000  /.  was  to  be  spent.  The  attention  of  the  Committee  was  also 
called  to  the  effect  of  the  284th  section  of  the  Consolidation  Act  of  1858 
(above  given  in  extenso),  under  which  it  seemed  probable  that  the  Mersey  Board 
would,  in  case  of  there  being  a  surplus  arising  from  their  ordinary  revenue,  be 
authorised  to  apply  that  surplus  in  improving  their  Estate  by  making  New 
Docks  or  Works,  the  Plans  for  which  might  not  have  been  specifically  approved 
by  Parliament.  The  Bill,  as  amended  by  the  Committee,  contained  additional 
Clauses,  requiring  the  Mersey  Board  to  apply  their  surplus  Rates  annually  to 
the  extent  of  100,000  /.,  or  such  less  amount  as  the  surplus  might  be,  towards 
paying  off  their  Debt  and  redeeming  and  extinguishing  their  Annuities,  or 
towards  purposes  for  which  they  have  power  to  borrow  money ;  their  Borrow- 
ing Powers  to  be  extinguished  to  the  extent  of  the  moneys  so  applied.

c.  160.                  certain  Works  for  the  purpose  of  facilitating  the  conveyance  of  Goods  and 

Vehicles  across  the  Mersey.    This  Act,  "The  Mersey  Docks  (Ferry  Accommo- 
S.  io.  dation)  Act,  I860,"  provided  that  the  Lands  and  Works  which  it  authorised 

the  Mersey  Board  to  purchase  aud  construct  at  Birkenhead,  should,  for  the 
purpose  of  authorising  the  Board  to  borrow  money,  be  deemed  part  of  the  Birken- 
S.  n.  head  Docks  and  Works  referred  to  in  the  57th  section  of  the  Act  of  1857 ;  and, 

that  the  Lands  and  Works  which  it  authorised  the  Board  to  purchase  and  con- 
struct at  Liverpool  should  be  paid  for  out  of  their  General  Receipts,  and  be 
deemed  part  of  the  Charges  and  Expenses  of  supporting,  maintaining  and 
repairing  the  Works  which  the  Board  were  authorised  to  erect,  establish  and 
maintain. 

28  &  24  Viot  In  the  same  year  (1860),  an  Act  was  passed  providing  for  the  transfer  to  a 

c  126.  new  trust  constituted  by  it  under  the   title   of   "  The  Upper  Mersey  Dues 

Trustees,"  of  the  Town  and  Anchorage  Dues  collected  by  the  Mersey  Docks 

S.  17.  and  Harbour  Board  on  the  trade  of  the  Upper  Mersey,  i.  e.,  of  "  all  such  and  so 

"  many  of  the  said  Town  Dues  as  shall  be  payable  for  or  in  respect  of  any  goods 
"  not  liable  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  '  Mersey  Dock  Acts  Consolidation  Act, 
"  1858/  to  the  payment  of  Dock  Rates  on  goods  specified  in  Schedule  (C)  to 
"  such  Act  annexed,  or  any  of  them,  which  shall  be  carried  or  conveyed  upon, 
"  over,  or  along  any  part  of  the  Upper  Mersey,  and  all  such  and  so  many  of  the 
"  said  Anchorage  Dues  as  shall  be  payable  upon,  or  for,  or  in  respect  of  any 
"  vessel  not  liable  under  or  by  virtue  of  the  said  Mersey  Dock  Acts  Consolida- 
"  tion  Act,  1858,  to  the  payment  in  respect  of  the  same  voyage  of  Dock 
tc  Tonnage  Rates  mentioned  in  Schedule  (B)  to  the  same  Act  annexed,  which 
"  shall  enter  into    or   depart    from,    or    navigate,    or  sail,    or   be   propelled 

S- 10-  "  upon  or  along  any  part  of  the  Upper  Mersey."     The  consideration  for  the 

dues  so  transferred,  to  be  paid  by  the  Trustees  to  the  Mersey  Board,  was 
105,000  /.  The  effect  of  this  Act  was  to  put  an  end  to  all  claims  by  the  Mersey 
Board  for  Liverpool  Town  Dues  on  vessels  loading  or  discharging  at  places 
above  a  certain  line  in  the  Mersey. 

24  &  26  Vict.  In  the  Session  of  1861,  was  passed  an  Act  intituled  "  The  Mersey  Docks 
«• 188*                   (Corporation  Purchase)  Act,  1861."     It  confirmed  an  agreement  between  the 

Corporation  of  Liverpool  and  the  Mersey  Docks  and  Harbour  Board,  for  the 
purchase  by  the  Board  from  the  Corporation  of  the  reversion  of  certain  Lands 
forming  part  of  the  Dock  Estate  at  Birkenhead,  for  a  Sum  of  200,000  /.,  for 
which  the  Mersey  Board  were  to  give  a  Bond  or  Bonds  payable  on  the  31st 
October  1923,  bearing  interest  at  3£  per  cent*,  and  secured  on  their  general 
rates. 
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This  Act  made  certain  alterations  in  the  times  of  completion  of  some  of  the  Mer*y  Docks  and 
Birkenhead  Works.    The  following  sections  show  what  these  alterations  are :—    Barbour  Boar*

"October  1868,  the  period  prescribed  for  that  purpose  by  such  Act :  Works  at  Birken- 

head. 

"  And  the  Board  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable  diligence  and  dispatch  in 

"  the  execution  of  the  whole  of  the  Works  1st  mentioned  in  the  said  section, 
u  together  with  such  portion  of  the  Works  on  the  South  Reserve  adjoining  the 
"  same,  and  the  formation  of  the  land  in  connexion  therewith,  as  is  not  depen- 
"  dent  on  the  completion  of  the  Works  2ndly  mentioned  in  such  section,  so  as 
"  to  afford  accommodation  for  the  Railway  Traffic  of  the  London  and  North 
"  Western  and  Great  Western  Railway  Companies,  and  of  either  of  them,  and 
"  shall  complete  the  Works  lstly  mentioned  in  such  section,  together  with  the 
"  said  portion  of  the  Works  on  the  South  Reserve,  and  the  formation  of  such 
"  land  as  aforesaid,  on  or  before  the  31st  day  of  March  1862  : 

"  And  the  Board  shall  also  proceed  with  all  practicable  diligence  and  dispatch 
"  in  the  execution  of  the  Works  2ndly  mentioned  in  the  said  Section  6  of  such 
u  Act,  but  shall  not  be  required  to  complete  the  same  till  the  31st  day  of 
*  M^rch  1864  ;  and  such  Act  shall  be  read  and  construed  accordingly : 

u  Provided  always  that  nothing  in  this  present  section  contained,  shall  have 
"  the  effect  of  extending  the  period  limited  by  such  Act  for  the  compulsory 
"  purchase  of  lands  (if  any)  necessary  for  the  purposes  of  any  of  such  Works  ; 
€$  provided  also  that  if  the  engineer  for  the  time  being  of  the  Board  shall,  at  any 
u  time  before  the  31st  day  of  March,  1862,  certify  in  writing  to  the  Board  that 
"  he  has  found  it  impracticable  to  complete  the  Low-water  Basin  comprised 
u  amongst  the  Works  1st  mentioned  in  the  said  6th  section,  by  the  said  31?t 
"  day  of  March,  by  reason  of  the  nature  of  the  foundations  on  which  the  South 
"  Wall  of  the  said  Basin  is  to  be  constructed,  then  the  said  Board  shall  be 
"  released  from  the  obligation  by  this  Act  imposed  upon  them  to  complete  the 
<c  said  Low  Water  Basin  on  or  before  the  said  31st  day  of  March,  but  nevertheless 
"  shall  proceed  with  all  practicable  dispatch  in  the  execution  of  the  same,  aod 
€C  so  that  it  shall  be  completed  at  the  earliest  possible  period  after  the  said 
"3 1st  day  of  March." 

In  the  year  1862  another  Bill  was  introduced  by  the  Mersey  Board,  having 
for  the  most  part  the  same  objects  as  the  present  Bill,  but  was  withdrawn  in 
consequence  of  the  apprehended  opposition. 

By  the  "  Mersey  Docks  North  Wall  Act,  1863/  the  Mersey  Board  were  enabled  26  Viet  cap.  54. 
to  borrow  450,000  L,  for  the  purpose  of  embanking  the  shore  at  the  north  end  of 
the  Dock  Estate  on  the  Liverpool  side  of  the  Mersey. 


By  the  present  Bill  the  Mersey  Board  seek  power  to  borrow  (exclusive  of  any  Proposed  Borrow- 
sum  or  sums  of  money  required  for  the  completion  of  the  Birkenhead  Docks  ing  Powers  and 
and  Works,  and  for  the  purposes  specially  provided  for  by  "The  Mersey  Docks  }J[0'k8k 
"and  Harbour  Act,  1857")  a  further  sum  not  exceeding  875,000/.,   thus 
increasing  their  debt  for  Works  on  the  Liverpool  side  to  8,825,000  /.  t  the 
money  to  be  borrowed  under  the  Bill  to  be  applied  exclusively  to  the  following 
purposes,  viz. : — 

The  purchase  of  certain  land  at  the  north  end  of  Liverpool :  the  con- 
struction of  a  road  there  :  the  construction  and  completion,  upon  land  now 
vested  in  the  Board  on  the  Liverpool  side  of  theHiver  Mersey,  of  two  Docks 
on  "the  east  Bide  of  the  Hugkisson  Dock  :  the  erection  of  sheds,  and  laying 
down  of  rails  on  the  quays  of  the  said  Docks :  and  the  construction  of  a  new 
Dotk  to  the  north  of  the  Canada  Basin  ;  and  Graving  Dock  accommoda- 
tion to  the  north  of  such  new  Dock.

From  the  foregoing  statement,  it  appears  that  Parliament,  in  dealing  with 
the  various  schemes  relating  to  the  Mersey  which  have  recently  come  before  it, 
has  repeatedly  decided  that  Works  at  Birkenhead  should  be  completed  with  as 
little  delay  as  possible ;  has  enforced  that  decision  by  refusing  to  grant  additional 
borrowing  powers  for  new  Works  at  Liverpool ;  and  has  limited  the  power  of  the! 
Dock  Board  to  spend  its  surplus  revenues  for  that  purpose. 

The  Works  at  Birkenhead  have,  unfortunately,  not  been  completed  within  the 
times  fixed  by  Parliament,  and  the  parties  interested  in  those  Works  object  to 
the  proposed  new  Works  on  the  ground  that  they  will  interfere  with  the  speedy 
and  effective  prosecution  of  the  Birkenhead  Works,  and  that  they  may  be  found 
to  be  superfluous  and  unnecessary  when  the  Birkenhead  Works  come  into  full 
operation. 

On  the  other  hand,  the  promoters  state  that  the  Works  at  Birkenhead  have 
been  proceeded  with  with  due  diligence,  and  that  their  completion  has  been  delayed 
by  unavoidable  circumstances ;  that  the  trade  of  Liverpool,  and  especially  the 
steam  trade,  urgently  require  the  proposed  Works ;  and  that  Parliament,  in  pro- 
viding for  the  due  completion  of  Birkenhead,  never  intended  to  put  a  stop  to 
all  works  at  Liverpool. 

Looking  to  the  decisions  of  Parliament,  and  to  the  interests  not  of  Birkenhead 
or  of  Liverpool,  but  of  the  trade  of  the  country,  for  which  the  Mersey  is  the 
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channel,  and  which  has  to  pay  the  expense  of  these  Works,  the  following  seem  M$rmf  Docks  and 
to  be  questions  raised  by  this  part  of  the  Bill :—  Harbourjioard 

1st.  Whether  proper  efforts  have  or  have  not  been  made  to  finish  the 
Birkenhead  Works  by  the  times  fixed  for  that  purpose  by  Parliament, 
and  whether  the  delay  in  completing  them  has  arisen  from  circumstances 
beyond  the  control  of  the  Mersey  Board. 

2d.  Whether  the  trade  of  the  Port  will  or  will  not  require,  in  addition  to 
the  accommodation  which  now  exists  or  which  will  exist  when  the  Birken- 
head Works  are  completed,  the  additional  accommodation  of  the  proposed 
new  Works  upon  the  Liverpool  side. 

Tonnage  Rates  on  Stbambrs. 

The  proposal  to  levy  rates  on  steamers  according  to  the  gross  instead  of  the 
registered  tonnage,  raises  important  questions. 

It  has  been  the  policy  of  Parliament,  from  the  date  of  the  first  statutory 
measurement  of  steamers,  to  make  a  distinction  between  the  rules  of  measure- 
ment applied  to  them,  and  the  rules  applied  to  sailing  vessels.  The  registered 
tonnage  of  sailing  vessels  is  ascertained  by  measuring  the  whole  contents  or 
carrying  capacity  of  the  ship,  whilst  the  registered  tonnage  of  steamers  is 
ascertained  by  first  taking  the  same  measurements,  and  then  deducting  from 
the  space  so  obiaiueu  so  much  of  that  space  as  is  used  for  the  engines.  Both 
the  gross  and  the  net  tonnage  are  entered  on  the  certificate  of  registry,  though 
the  latter  is  deemed  to  be  the  registered  tonnage.  This  distinction  between  sailing 
vessels  and  steamers  has  been  continued  in  successive  Acts,  though  the  prin- 
ciple has  been  frequently  impugned  by  the  sailing  interest,  and  though  the 
details  of  the  deduction  have  constantly  given  rise,  and  still  give  rise  to  serious 
disputes  and  difficulties.  The  importance  of  the  distinction  arises  from  the 
fact  that  the  registered  tonnage  of  ships  is,  generally  speaking,  the  standard  by 
which  the  rates  they  have  to  pay  are  determined  ;  although  it  is  to  be  observed 
that  there  is  nothing  in  the  Act  containing  the  rules  of  measurement  which 
states  or  implies  that  it  is  to  be  the  standard,  still  less  that  it  is  to  be  the  uni- 
versal standard. 

It  is  perhaps  not  very  easy  to  determine  the  whole  of  the  questions  thus 
raised  by  the  test  of  any  strict  principle.  The  present  distinction  between  the 
tonnage  of  steamers  and  of  sailing  vessels  seems  to  proceed  on  the  assumption 
that  the  liability  of  a  ship  for  rates  is  to  be  determined  by  the  cubical  space 
she  possesses  available  for  carrying  cargo  or  passengers.  But  in  the  different 
tariffs  (which  vary  in  every  port)  other  principles  have  found  a  place.  Thus  the 
length  of  the  voyage,  the  quarter  of  the  world  to  or  from  which  the  ship  is  bound, 
the  comparative  value  of  her  freight  or  earnings,  the  accommodation  she 
receives,  and  her  draft  of  water,  are  all  constantly  made  grounds  for  differences 
in  taxation.  It  is  therefore  impossible  to  state  that  cubical  capacity  for  cargo,  and 
that  al<»ne,  is  now  the  sole  standard  for  determining  tonnage  rates  It  is  perhaps 
(taking  every  kind  of  rate  into  consideration)  no  less  difficult  to  say  what  ought 
to  be  the  standard.  But  there  is  an  obvious  difference  between  rates  of  different 
kinds.  Some  rates,  e.<?.,  light  Dues,  can  have  little  or  no  reference  to  the 
space  which  a  vessel  occupies;  the  lighthouse  is  the  same  for  a  small  vessel  as 
for  a  large  one,  and  it  costs  no  more  to  light  a  Cunard  steamer  than  it  does  to 
light  a  fishing-boat.  There  is  in  such  a  case  no  absolute  relation  between  the 
amount  or  cost  of  the  accommodation  given,  and  the  size  of  the  vessel.  But  the 
case  of  Dock  Rates  is  different :  There  the  accommodation  afforded  is  the  tem- 
porary use  of  quay  space  and  water  space,  i.  e.  of  a  certain  portion  of  an  expensive 
artificial  work ;  and  the  comparative  value  of  the  accommodation  afforded  to 
different  ships  can  be  strictly  measured  by  taking  into  account,  first,  the  amount 
of  space  occupied,  and  secondly,  the  time  for  which  it  is  occupied.  The  charge 
made  for  Dock  accommodation  is,  in  fact,  in  the  nature  of  rent.  Now  the  amount 
of  space  occupied  depends  on  the  actual  size  of  a  ship,  rather  than  on  her  carry- 
ing capacity,  and  so  far  therefore  as  the  element  of  space  is  concerned,  the 
conclusion  would  seem  to  be  in  favour  of  those  who  seek  to  levy  Dock  Rates 
on  steamers  by  the  gross  rather  than  by  the  registered  tonnage.  But  time  is 
no  less  important  an  element  than  space,  and  if  every  ship  is  to  be  charged 
19— CCLXX.  C  according 
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Docks  <md  according  to  her  actual  size,  she  ought  also  to  be  charged  in  proportion  to  the 

mr  Board    time  for  which  she  uses  the  Dock. 

BUL 

-—  It  is  admitted  on  all  hands  that  steamers  enter  and  leave  the  Docks  more 

frequently  than  sailing  vessels,  paying  Tonnage  Dues  each  time ;  and  their 
owners  assert  that  by  reason  of  these  more  frequent  payments  they  do  actually 
pay  more  year  by  year  for  a  given  quantity  of  dock  space  and  water  space  than 
sailing  ships  do.    The  supporters  of  the  present  Bill  deny  this  to  be  the  case. 

The  issue,  if  confined  to  Dock  Rates,  would  seem  to  be,— > 

First ;  whether,  taking  both  time  and  space  into  consideration,  steamers 
using  the  Liverpool  Docks  do  or  do  not  pay  less  year  by  year  for  a  given 
amount  of  accommodation  than  sailing  vessels ;  and  if  they  do,  in  what  way  the 
difference  should  be  rectified.  Supposing  that  this  is  effected  byr  taking  the 
gross  instead  of  the  registered  tonnage,  it  will  be  a  further  question  whether 
there  should  not  be  some  additional  charge  on  vessels  remaining  in  dock  beyond 
a  limited  time,  that  time  being  the  time  for  which,  as  a  general  rule,  a  steamer 
remains  in  dock. 

As  regards  the  Harbour  or  Conservancy  Dues,  it  is  less  easy  to  bring  the 
question  to  so. definite  an  issue,  since  the  space  occupied  by  the  vessel  is  a  much 
less  important  element  in  the  calculation. 

Town  and  Anchorage  Dubs. 

The  history  of  these  Dues  is  given  at  length  in  the  Report  of  the  Board  of 
trade  on  the  Bills  of  1857-  They  were  old  Dues,  to  which  the  Corporation  of 
Liverpool  claimed  a  title  by  purchase,  and  which  they  applied  to  town  purposes. 
The  justice  and  legality  of  this  claim  were  from  time  to  time  disputed  ;  and 
eventually,  by  the  settlement  of  1857,  the  Dues  were  transferred  from  the  Cor- 
poration to  the  Dock  Estate,  to  be  applied  to  shipping  purposes,  and  an  aggre- 
gate sum,  amounting  to  about  ten  years'  purchase  at  their  then  amount,  was 
made  payable  by  the  Dock  Estate  to  the  Corporation.  The  injustice  of  taxing 
trade  for  the  benefit  of  the  town  was  thus  removed.  But  there  still  remained 
the  inconvenience  of  an  old,  ill  arranged  and  disputed  tariff;  the  anomaly  of 
charging  Dues  which  had  in  effect  become  Liverpool  Dock  Rates  on  ships  bound 
to  or  from  rival  docks  in  the  Mersey  ;  and  the  difficulty  of  collection  without 
those  powers,  with  which  Parliament  now  enforces  the  Dues  it  sanctions. 
These  inconveniences  were  in  part  removed  by  the  Act  of  1860  above  referred 
to,  which,  in  consideration  of  a  sum  paid  to  the  Dock  Board,  exempted  ships 
trading  to  the  Upper  Mersey  from  the  Town  Dues ;  and  also  by  a  revision  of 
the  tariff  which  the  Mersey  Board  have  effected.  But  there  are  still  rival 
Docks  in  the  Lower  Mersey,  the  trade  of  which,  though  deriving  no  benefit  from 
the  Liverpool  Docks,  has  to  pay  Town  Dues  to  them.  And  the  parties 
interested  in  these  Docks,  complain  that  by  the  6th  clause  of  the  present  Bill, 
the  Mersey  Board  will  gain  a  statutory  title  to  these  Dues,  which  Parliament 
has  hitherto  refused  to  give  to  them ;  and  will  obtain  effective  statutory  powers 
of  collecting  them,  instead  of  the  somewhat  vague  and  inefficient  common 
law  powers  which  were  transferred  to  the  Mersey  Board  from  the  Corporation 
of  Liverpool. 

There  is  perhaps  some  justice  in  these  complaints.  That  the  Mersey  Dock 
Estate  should  have  the  power  of  taxing  rival  Docks  for  its  own  benefit,  is  a 
perpetuation,  though  as  yet  on  a  comparatively  small  scale,  of  the  causes  of 
dispute  which  have  been  so  prevalent  on  the  Mersey,  and  must  inevitably  lead  to 
further  difficulties.  On  the  other  hand,  it  is  clear  that  the  Mersey  Board  ought 
to  have  full  powers  to  enforce  their  legitimate  Dues,  whether  in  the  shape  of 
Town  Dues  or  Dock  Rates.  The  obvious  mode  of  settling  the  question  would 
be  to  amalgamate  the  Town  Dues  with  the  Dock  Rates,  and  thus  have  one 
Tariff  to  be  strictly  enforced  against  that  Trade,  and  that  Trade  only,  which 
uses  the  Docks  of  the  Mersey  Board.  If  this  cannot  be  effected  in  the  present 
Bill,  it  would  seem  to  be  a  question  whether  in  giving  the  Mersey  Board  power 
to  enforce  the  revised  Town  Dues  against  Trade  which  uses  their  works,  provi- 
sion should  not  be  made  for  reserving  to  that  Trade  which  does  not  use  them 
the  same  legal  position  with  respect  to  Town  Dues  which  they  enjoy  at  pre* 
sent. 
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Mersey  Docks  and 
Liverpool  Pilotage.  MarbowrBoard 

The  proposed  alterations  of  the  Pilotage  System  are  numerous  and  important.  prop0sed  altera- 
Before  referring  to  them  in  detail,  it  may  be  observed  that  the  Liverpool  Pilots  tione  to  Pilotage, 
have  been  hitherto  in  receipt  of  a  large  sum,  upwards  of  9,000  /.  a  year,  from 
the  Public  Funds,  byway  of  compensation  for  Differential  Dues  on  Foreign  &*  Return,  Home 
Vessels  abolished  under  Reciprocity  Treaties.     Had  this  Bill  been  promoted  in  J28  ^^Jj*    ** 
an  earlier  Session,  it  would  have  been  the  duty  of  this  Board  to  call  attention  to 
the  extraordinary  and  anomalous  character  of  this  Compensation,  and  to  the 
fact  that  Parliament  has  been  in  the  habit  of  requiring  parties  seeking  for 
fresh  Powers  to  abandon  their  claim  to  it. 

But  it  seems  unnecessary  to  enter  further  on  this  question,  since  in  1861    24  &25Tict. 
an  Act  was  passed  putting  an  end  to  Differential  Dues    altogether,   and   at  o.  47. 
the  same  time  providing  that  the  parties  who   had  previously  received  com- 
pensation for  them,  should  continue  for   10  years  to  receive  the  same  sum 
annually  as  they  had  received  in  1860.     This  arrangement  will  no  doubt  be 
considered  to  be  a  final  settlement  of  the  question. 

The  first  point  of  importance  is  the  alteration  of  Pilotage  Rates.  The  Mersey  Rates. 
Board  are  empowered  by  the  Bill  to  determine  these  Rates  within  a  given 
maximum,  but  the  Rates  are  to  be  according  to  the  Tonnage  of  the  Vessel. 
Hitherto  they  have  been  according  to  the  Draft  of  Water,  as  is  the  case  with 
the  Trinity  House  Pilotage  Rates,  and  with  most  of  the  Pilotage  Rates  in  the 
United  Kingdom. 

The  reason  for  adopting  the  Draft  of  Water  rather  than  Tonnage  as  the 
Standard  has  been,  that  the  difficulty  of  piloting  a  Ship  has  been  supposed  to 
depend  on  her  Draft  of  Water,  rather  than  on  her  carrying  power.  It  is  pre- 
sumed that  the  reason  for  altering  the  standarjl  is  that  ships  are  now  built  of 
large  capacity,  and  very  long,  without  any  proportionate  increase  in  their  draft 
of  water.  The  importance  of  the  proposed  change  is  obvious,  more  especially 
as  it  will  probably,  if  adopted  at  Liverpool,  lead  to  similar  changes  elsewhere 
It  will,  no  doubt,  receive  careful  consideration  from  the  Committee  on  the 
Bill. 

It  seems  right  to  call  attention  to  the  question,  whether  the  effect  of  the  pro- 
posed change  will,  in  altering  the  standard,  increase  the  aggregate  amount  of 
the  rates. 

As  regards  steamers,  the  tonnage  on  which,  according  to  this  Bill,  they  will 
have  to  pay  Pilotage,  is  the  gross  and  not  the  registered  tonnage.  The  princi- 
ples adverted  to  above  in  speaking  of  Dock  Rates,  do  not,  in  their  full  extent, 
apply  to  Pilotage.  The  difficulty  of  piloting  a  ship,  and  the  consequent  value 
of  the  services  rendered,  appear  to  depend  on  her  draft  of  water ;  on  her 
length  ;  and  on  the  speed  and  facility  with  which  she  can  be  moved  and 
handled.  Taking  the  first  two  of  these  elements.into  consideration,  the  size, 
i.  e ,  the  gross  rather  than  the  registered  tonnage,  appears  to  be  the  true 
standard.  But  steamers  and  vessels  towed  by  steam  move  much  more  rapidly, 
and  are  handled  much  more  easily  than  vessels  under  sail ;  and  it  is  therefore 
the  practice  of  the  Trinity  House  to  make  a  considerable  deduction  from 
Pilotage  Rates  in  the  case  of  such  vessels.  The  concluding  paragraph  of  clause 
8  of  the  present  Bill  is  perhaps  intended  to  effect  the  same  object*  But  it  is 
doubtful,  looking  to  the  previous  heading,  whether  that  paragraph  might  not 
be  held  to  apply  to  coasting  steamers  only. 

The  Bill  further  proposes  to  alter  the  distances  for  which  vessels  are  to  be  s^ 
piloted,  and  also  the  distances  within  which  half-pilotage  only  is  payable.     If,  ^  g  127  of  q^ 
as  would  seem  to  be  the  case,  the  latter  limits  will  thus  be  made  considerably  ^ot# 
narrower  than  tbey  now  are,  the  effect  of  this  alteration  will  also  be  to  increase 
still  further  the  aggregate  amount  of  rates.    The  Bill  also  gives  power  to  the 
Board  to  alter  these  distances  from  time  to  time. 

The  Bill  further  vests  in  the  Mersey  Board  the  judicial  power  of  determining  See  s.  185. 
all  disputes  of  any  kind  which  may  arise  between  pilots  and  masters  or  owners,  Qu«re>  dots  tins 
including  claims  for  Pilotage  Rates,  compensation  for  detention,  and  any  other  fltate  httU-dMl!MlceT 
matter  incidental  to  Pilotage.     It  gives  any  two  members  of  the  Mersey  Board,  Sects.  Wf 20  &  2i# 
or  of  the  Pilotage  Committee,  power  to  summon  any  person  before  them  to  give 
evidence ;  and  it  then  gives  the  Board  power  to  determine  the  dispute  and  to 
settle  the  amount  due.    Their  decision  is  to  be  final,  and  cannot  oe  called  in 
question  before  any  Court  of  Justice.    It  will  thus  be  seen  that  the  Mersey 
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Mersey  Bocks  and  Board,  themselves  an  executive  body,  in  the  first  place  appoint  the  Pilots ; 

Harbour  Beard  that  they,  in  the  second  place,  determine  their  remuneration,  subject  to  a  given 
^^  maximum ;  and  that  they,  in  the  third  place,  determine  in  individual  cases,  not 

only  as  regards  their  own  servants,  the  Pilots,  but  as  against  the  public,  what 
sums  are.  to  be  paid  to  the  Pilots,  or  in  case  of  damage  by  the  Pilots.  They 
are  thus  to  exercise  judicial  powers  without  the  publicity  or  other  safeguard  by 
which  judicial  tribunals  are  surrounded,  and  without  appeal.  The  Mersey  Board, 
represent  to  a  great  degree,  the  Shipping  and  Trading  Interests  of  the  Mersey, 
and  will  no  doubt  exercise  their  powers  with  a  view  to  those  interests.  But 
they  do  not  represent  each  individual  class;  they  are  in  no  sense  a  judicial 
body  ;  and  the  immediate  jurisdiction  in  natters  of  pilotage  is  exercised,  not  by 
the  Board,  or  by  an  ordinary  Committee  of  the  Board,  but  by  a  special  Pilotage 
Committee,  of  which,  though  appointed  by  the  Mersey  Board,  one-third  are 
persons  familiar  w  ith  the  duties  and  qualifications  of  Pilots,  but  not  members 

Cons. Act, s.  lis.  of  the  Board.  How  far  this  Pilotage  Committee  now  resembles  the  Pilotage 
Committee  which  existed  before  1858,  my  Lords  are  not  aware.  But- of  this 
body,  viz.,  the  old  Pilotage  Committee,  it  is  not  too  much  to  say,  that  they  at 
all  times  opposed  themselves  to  the  liberal  views  which  have  recently  prevailed 
on  the  subject  of  compulsory  Pilotage,  and  which  were  embodied  in  the  Acts 
of  1853  and  1854. 

To  make  the  powers  thus  given  effectual  a  further  clause  is  added,  by  wh     % 

S.  9.  Pilotage  Rates,  whether  outwards  or  inwards,  are  to  be  enforced  by  stopping  the 

clearance  of  the  ship,  so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  bring  the  question  before 
a  court  of  justice  at  all. 

A  further  point  of  importance   is   connected   with   compulsory    Pilotage. 

Con*.  Act,  sects.      Pilotage  both  outwards  and  inwards  is  now  payable  by  all  vessels  not  being 

130  &  139.  coasting   vessels  in   ballast   or   under   100  tons.     The  compulsory  outward 

Pilotage  is  not  altered  by  the  BiU,  except  in  so  far  as  it  gives  the  Mersey  Board 
the  power  of  deciding  questions ;  against  owners,  and  gives  a  summary  and 
effectual  mode  of  recovery  by  stopping  clearance. 

But  the  law  concerning  Pilotage  inwards  is  materially  altered.     By  section  19 

S.  li.  it  is  provided,  that  "  in  case  the  master  of  any  inward  bound  vessel,  not  already 

"  having  a  pilot  on  board,  and  other  than  a  coasting  vessel  in  ballast,  or  under 
"  the  burthen  of  100  tons,  shall  refuse  to  take  on  board  or  to  employ  any  pilot 
"  who  shall  offer  his  services,  sttch  master  shall  pay  to  such  pilot,  or  to  each  of 
"  such  pilots,  if  more  than  one,  the  Pilotage  Rates  which  would  have  been  pay- 
"  able  to  him  if  his  services  had  been  accepted  and  he  had  actually  piloted  such 
"  vessel  into  the  Port  ^>f  Liverpool :  Provided  always,  that  it  shall  be  lawful  for 
"  the  Buarti/  at  their  dfeerfetion,  in  any  such  case,  if  they  shall  think  fit  so  to  do, 
"  but  not  oth^r#teeV*o  authorise  the  payment  by  any  such  master,  to  all  or  any 
u  of  the  pilots  wliose  services  may  have  been  offered  to,  but  not  accepted  by  such 
"*  master,  of  a  less  amount  than  stich  Pilotage  Rates." 

The  effect  of  this  would  seem.  t(5  be  that  if  a  ship  after  passing  Point  Lynas  is 
successively  hailed  by  a  dozen  Pilots,  and  refuses  to  take  them,  each  of  these 
Pilots,  onfc  after  the  other,  may  recover  the  whole  of  the  Pilotage  Rates  from  the 
owners,  with  no  means  of  resistance  and  no  appeal  except  to  the  governing  body 
of  the  Pilots. 

It  is  further  to  be  observed  that  as  this  Bill  does  not  refer  to  or  reserve  the 
operation  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  it  is  at  least  doubtful  whether  it  will 
not,  so  far  as  inward  pilotage  at  Liverpool  is  concerned,  frustrate  the  measure  by 
which  the  Legislature,  after  full  discussion  of  the  subject,  intended  to  give  to 

Merchant  Shipping  masters  of  vessels  who  could  prove   themselves  competent,  exemption  from 

Act,  1854.  compulsory  Pilotage,  and  under  which  the  Mersey  Board  have,  after  much  dis- 

art  cussion,  consented  to  give  such  exemptions. 

Since  therefore  this  Bill  actually  extends  and  confirms  the  system  of  com- 
pulsory Pilotage  in  the  Mersey,  it  is  desirable  to  call  more  especial  attention  to 
this  part  of  the  subject. 

Since  the  passing  of  the  Mersey  Dock  Acts  Consolidation  Act,  1858,  the 

Merchant   Shipping  Committee  of   the  House   of  Commons   of  1860  have

<€  had  the  most  convincing  evidence,  that  where  the  system  of  voluntary  pilotage  "         "—~ 

"  prevails,  the  supply  of  Pilots  is  more  abundant ;  their  efficiency  is  in  no 

"  way  inferior,  and  the  rates  generally  lower  than  at  any  of  the  ports  where 

"  compulsory  pilotage  is  still  in  force.     The  arguments  therefore  which  have 

"  been  used  in  favour  of  the  existing  system,  and  the  fears  which  hatfe  been 

"  expressed  in  regard  to  obtaining  at  all  times,  and  under  all  circumstances,  a 

*c  sufficient  supply  of   Pilots,  must  give  way  to  the  facts  which  have  been 

"  adduced  in  evidence.     For  instance,  it  appears  that  at  Cork,  where  pilotage  is 

"  voluntary,  there  are  no  less  than  103  licensed  Pilots  ;  whereas  at  Falmouth, 

4i  where  quite  as  many  vessels  call  for  orders,  and  where  pilotage  is  compulsory, 

"  there  are  only  36  Pilots,  who  appear  to  be  less  vigilant,  and  who  demand  much 

"  higher  rates  for  their  services,  although  it  is  an  open  place,  free  from  any 

4€  danger." 

In  addition  to  this,  it  is  to  be  observed,  that  the  partial  existence  of  compulsory  • .  •  * 

pilotage  in  any  district  involves  a  very  serious  anomaly.     By  the  388th  sect,  of 
*'  The  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  1854,"  it  is  provided  that — 

"  No  owner  or  master  of  any  ship  shall  be  answerable  to  any  person  whatever  17  &  18  Vict* 
"  for  any  loss  or  damage  occasioned  by  the  fault  or  incapacity  of  any  qualified  c- 104>  «•  388. 
"  Pilot  acting  in  charge  of  such  ship,  within  any  district  where  the  employment 
"  of  such  Pilot  is  compulsory  by  law/' 

This  proceeds  upon  the  obvious  principle  that  where  the  law  compels  a  ship- 
owner to  employ  a  given  person  to.  conduct  his  ship,  that  person  cannot  be 
considered  to  be  the  servant  of  the  owner,  and  the  owner  therefore  cannot  be 
considered  responsible  for  what  he  does.  But  this  exemption  from  liability  does 
•not  extend  to  a  case  where  the  owner,  without  being  compelled  to  do  so,  employs 
ti  Pilot.  Consequently,  supposing  that  a  ship  which  is  by  law  compelled  to 
employ  a  Pilot  comes  into  collision  with  a  ship  which  is  not  so  compelled, 
the  owner  of  the  latter  ship  will  be  responsible  for  damage  whilst  the  former 
will  not  be  so  responsible.  And  this  will  be  the  case  even  though  both  ships 
are  at  the  time  of  collision  actually  employing  Pilots.  In  the  Mersey,  for 
instance,  under  the  present  law,  coasting  vessels,  in  ballast  or  under  100  tons, 
are  exempt  from  compulsory  pilotage.  If,  therefore,  such  a  vessel,  say  a 
steamer  from  Dublin,  whether  employing  a  Pilot  or  not,  were  to  come  into 
collision  with  a  foreign  bound  vessel,  the  owner  of  the  steamer,  if  in  fault, 
would,  even  though  he  employed  a  Pilot,  have  to  pay  damages,  whilst  the 
owner  of  the  other  vessel,  if  she  were  in  fault,  would  not.  So  if  the  captain  of 
one  vessel  has,  by  obtaining  a  certificate  that  he  is  able  to  pilot  his  own  vessel, 
procured  her  exemption  from  compulsory  pilotage,  under  the  340th  sect,  of 
the  Merchant  Shipping  Act,  he  may  by  that  course,  which  it  was  the  obvious 
policy  of  the  Act  to  encourage,  have  made  his  owners  liable  in  damages  when 
they  would  not  otherwise  be  so. 

It  should  also  be  stated,  that  the  same  Committee  report,  that  "  Shipowners 
"  engaged  in  the  long-voyage  trades  generally  express  themselves  satisfied  with 
"  the  existing  system ;"  that €C  this  class  of  shipowners,  in  the  confidence  that 
"  when  a  Pilot  is  on  board  their  ships,  they  a|re  practically  exempt  from  liability 
"  in  the  event  of  collision,  cheerfully  submit  lto  bear  the  charge  of  compulsory 
t€  pilotage ;"  and  that  "  the  witnesses  from ,  Liverpool  were  in  favour  of  main- 
"  taining  the  existing  system  of  compulsory  pilotage,  and  that  the  establishment 
"  of  Pilots  at  that  Port  is  evidently  conducted  in  a  satisfactory  manner." 

Whether  there  are  any  circumstances  peculiar  to  the  Port  of  Liverpool  which 
call  for  an  exception  from  the  ordinary  principles  of  recent  legislation,  which 
the  Committee  of  1860  have  reported  to  be  no  less  applicable  to  Pilotage  than  to 
♦other  matters,  is  no  doubt  a  question ;  but  the  Board  of  Trade  cannot  help 
observing,  that  the  present  Bill,  so  far  from  being  a  step  in  the  direction  recom- 
mended by  the  Committee,  is  precisely  the  reverse.  It  apparently  increases  the 
rates  of  Pilotage  ;  it  confirms  the  system  of  compulsory  Pilotage ;  it  enforces 
compulsory  Pilotage  by  a  series  of  cumulative  penalties  perfectly  uncertain  and 
unlimited  in  amount ;  and  it  withdraws  the  power  of  enforcing  these  penalties 
from  the  judicial  tribunals  of  the  country,  and  places  them  in  the  hands  of  an 
♦executive  and  irresponsible  body,  by  whom  these  Pilots  are  appointed. 
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Mersey  Docks  and      That  the  Mersey  Pilotage  is,  on  the  whole,  admirably  managed,  there  seems  to 

Harbour  Board    be  no  doubt ;  but  whether  its  management  is  such  as  to  justify  and  demand 

BM"  powers  so  inconsistent  with  the  usual  course  of  Legislation  and  Government  in 

this  country  may  well  be  doubted ;  no  such  powers  have,  my  Lords  believe,  ever 

been  asked,  and  have  certainly  not  been  obtained  from  the  Legislature  in  the 

case  of  the  Trinity  House,  or  of  other  pilotage  authorities. 

Whatever  may  be  the  decision  upon  the  general  subject,  my  Lords  would  sug- 
gest, that  the  operation  of  the  clauses  of  the  Merchant  Shipping  Act  relating  to 
Pilotage  should  be  reserved,  so  that  the  intention  of  the  Legislature  to  exempt 
from  compulsory  pilotage  such  persons  as  are  able  to  pilot  their  own  vessels  may 
not  be  frustrated. 
S.  22.  The  Bill  further  proposes  to  extend  the  power  of  holding  shares  or  interests  in 

Pilot-boats  to  the  case  of  superannuated  Pilots.  The  system  requires  explanation. 
It  appears  that  the  pilotage  earnings  of  each  Pilot-boat  are  divided  into  shares 
according  to  regulations  of  the  Pilot  Committee;  a  certain  proportion  is  allotted 
Pari.  Paper,  No.  to  eac^  boat,  an(*  Soes  to  *^e  owners  of  the  boat.  These  boats  are  owned  by  the 
832  of  1866,  Ev.  Pilots  themselves  in  shares,  and  each  Pilot's  shares  are,  on  his  death,  sold  for  the 
of  Liverpool  Pilots  benefit  of  his  representatives  to  *ome  other  Pilot.  The  proportion  of  the  Pilot's 
Qu  sSo  *totkii  earning8  awarded  to  the  boats  is  so  large,  that  the  purchase-money  which  Pilots 
and  especially  aie'i  w^  g*ve  f°r  a  boat  which  h&*  actually  cost,  say  2,000  /.,  amounts  to,  say  6,000/. 
to  3182,  3206  to  or  8,000  /.,  and  the  interest  which  the  owners  of  the  boat  receive  in  the  shape  of 
3227, 8832  to  3336,  a  proportion  of  the  earnings  of  the  boat  amounts  to  9  per  cent,  upon  the  money 
and  3849.  which  they  so  invest.  The  Pilots  appear  to  allege,  that  they  have  a  vested  interest 

in  the  continuance  of  the  existing  rates  of  pilotage,  since,  if  the  general  pilotage 
earnings  were  diminished,  the  value  of  the  property  in  which  they  have  invested 
their  money  would  be  diminished  also. 

Upon  this  state  of  things,  it  appears  to  deserve  consideration,  whether  the 
existing  arrangement  of  apportioning  so  large  a  sum  to  the  boats,  and  thereby 
giving  them  a  factitious  value,  is  a  desirable  one,  so  far  as  regards  the  interests 
of  the  trade  of  the  port.  The  only  ground  which  can  justify  the  appro- 
priation of  so  large  a  share  of  the  pilotage  earnings  to  the  boats,  would  seem 
to  be,  that  the  high  value  thus  given  by  it  to  the  Pilots9  investments  is  to  be 
looked  on  as  part  of  their  remuneration  for  the  services  they  perform.  Assuming 
this  to  be  the  case,  it  seems  to  be  questionable  whether  it  iB  wise  to  give  remu- 
neration in  a  form  winch  enables  the  Pilots  to  allege  that  any  reduction  of,  or 
alteration  in  the  pilotage  rates,  is  an  invasion  of  their  rights  of  property,  and 
still  more  questionable  whether  it  is  wise  to  extend  the  number  of  persons 
interested  in  these  investments. 

The  Board  of  Trade  think  it  light  to  make  these  observations,  though  they 
are  aware  that  the  fact  ctf  the  existence  of  the  present  arrangement  renders  it 
impossible  to  deal  with  the  case  as  if  a  new  Pilotage  system  and  superannua- 
tion fund  were  now  to  be  established  for  the  first  time.

Portpatrick  Railway  (Steamboats)  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Portpatrick  Railway  Company  to  work  or  enter  Objects, 
into  arrangements  for  working  steam  vessels  between  Portpatrick  and  Stranraer,  in 
Scotland,  and  Donaghadee,  Belfast,  Larue,  and  Londonderry,  in  Ireland  ;  and  to 
raise  by  new  shares,  which  may  have  a  6  percent,  preferential  dividend,  and  may  , 
form  a  separate  capital,  a  further  sum  of  £.72,000,  and  by  loan  one-third  of  the 
amount  of  the  additional  capital  which  is  from  time  to  time  subscribed  for,  and 
of  which  one-half  is  paid  up. 

The  London  and  North  Western,  the  Glasgow  and  South  Western,  and  the 
Belfast  and  County  Down  Railway  Companies  are  to  be  respectively  authorised 
to  take  shares  in  the  additional  capital,  and  to  raise  the  amount  of  their  sub- 
scription by  new  shares  in  their  own  capital,  which  may  have  a  5  per  cent, 
preferential  dividend :  and  those  Companies  respectively  and  the  Portpatrick 
Railway  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  enter  into  agreements  with  respect 
to  the  establishment,  maintenance,  and  use  of  the  steamboats,  and  the  conveyance 
of  traffic  thereby. 

The  general  subject  of  granting  steamboat  powers  to  Railway  Companies  has  Observations, 
been  considered  and  reported  on  by  aSelpct  Committee  of  The  House  of  Com- 
mons in  the  present  Session  (No.  141).

This  Bill  incorporates  Part  IV.  (with  respect  to  steam  vessels)  of  "The  Railways 
Clauses  Act,  1863  ;"  seetions  30  and  31  of  which  appear  to  guard  against  the 
abuses  of  excluding  or  unduly  favouring  traffic,  which  are  referred  to  in  the 
Report  of  the  Committee. 

Section  9.  It  appears  to  be  a  question  whether  the  conditions  on  which  this 
new  borrowing  power  may  be  exercised  are  such  as  the  practice  of  Parliament 
requires.

Metropolitafi  Dist?ict  Railways  ( No.  2)  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  incorporate  "  The  Metropolitan  District  Railway  Company ,"  Ot>j<*»- 
with  a  capital  of  3,600,000/.  in  20 1,  shares,  which  may  be  divided  into  preferred 
and  deferred  half  shares,  and  1 ,200,000  /.  by  loan,  for  making  the  following 
Railways,  viz. : — 

No.  32.  "  Brompton  to  Westminster  Bridge/'  length  2  miles  20£  chains, 
commencing  at  a  point  near  Alfred  Place  West,  Thurloe  Square,  at  which  point 
the  Extension  Railway,  proposed  by  the  Metropolitan  Railway  (Notting  Hill 
and  Brompton  Extension)  Bill  of  this  Session,  and  also  Railway  6a  mentioned 
below  will  terminate  ;  then  running  eastward,  north  of  Sloane  Square,  north- 
-west and  then  south-east  of  Chester  Square,  north  of  Victoria  Station,  and 
under  Victoria  Street  to  Bridge  Court,  near  Westminster  Bridge ;  with  a  road 
to  connect  Cromwell  Road  and  Alfred  Place  West,  and  a  covered  way  between 
the  intended  Station  at  Westminster  Bridge,  and  the  Palace  ^of  Westminster. 

No.  33.  "  Westminster  Bridge  to  Cannon  Street,"  length  1  mile  7b  chains, 
from  the  termination  of  No.  32,  passing  at  the  west  and  north  of  the  Thames 
Embankment  (North  Side)  to  Blackfriars  Bridge,  and  thence  under  the  London, 
Chatham,  and  Dover  Railway,  and  under  a  portion  of  the  proposed  New  Street

(Nos.  6  and  6  a  will  be  parallel  and  adjacent  to  the  west  and  south  side  of  a 
portion  of  the  proposed  Metropolitan  Railway  Extension  by  Notting  Hill  to    • 
Brompton.) 

Nos.  7*  8,  and  9,  of  an  aggregate  length  of  ]  mile  A\\  chains,  to  connect 
No.  6  by  a  double  junction  near  and  at  the  north  of  Redhill  Lane,  with  the 
West  London  Extension  Railway,  by  a  double  junction,  near  and  at  the  north 
of  Richmond  Road. 

To  be  completed  within  seven  years. 
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The  new  Company  are  to  be  authorised  to  contract  with  any  Companies 
having  or  authorised  to  have  termini  within  the  Metropolis,  with  respect  to  the 
working  and  traffic  of  the  proposed  Railways ;  and  with  the  Metropolitan  Rail- 
'  way  Company  with  respect  to  the  working  and  traffic  of  their  respective  under-

Ofoerraiions.  Section  38  provides  that  for  parcels  or  goods  exceeding  56  lbs.  in  weight,  the

Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

Interference  with  the  tidal  waters  of  the  River  Thames,  in  its  present  state, 
is  proposed  by  this  scheme,  in  the  following  instances,  viz. : — 

Railway  No.  32.  The  limits  of  deviation  extend  below  the  present  high 
water-mark  of  the  River  Thames,  at  the  northern  side  of  the  western  end 
of  Westminster  Bridge. 

Railway  No.  33  runs  along  the  north  foreshore  of  the  Thames,  within  the 
line  of  the  river  wall  of  the  embankment  authorised  by  "The  Thames 
Embankment  Act,  1 862/'  from  the  western  end  of  Westminster  Bridge  to 
the  northern  end  of  Blackfriars  Bridge. 

Such  interferences  render  necessary  the  incorporation  in  the  Bill  of  "  The 
Railways  Clauses  Consolidation  Act,  1845/'  and  of  Fart  L,  "  Construction  of  a 
Railway;'  of  "The  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863." 

The  Bill  proposes  to  incorporate  both  of  these  enactments."

Company/'  with  a  capital  of  1,200,000  /.,  in  20  /.  shares,  and  416,600  /.  by  loan, 
for  making  the  following  Railways  and  works,  viz. : — 

That  portion  of  No.  1,  in  the  deposited  Plan,  length  4  miles  10  chains,  from 
its  commencement  by  a  junction  with  the  West  London  Railway  on  its  west 
side  between  the  Uxbridge  and  the  Hammersmith  roads,  crossing  under  the 
Hammersmith-road  and  the  West  London  Extension  Railway,  then  eastward  by 
the  north  of  Earl's  Court,  Old  Brompton,  and  Pelham -crescent,  under  the 
Fulham  -road,  and  Sloane-square,  by  the  north  of  Victoria  Station  and  of  Victoria- 
street,  to  the  Broad  Sanctuary,  and  also  that  portion  of  No.  1,  length  45  J  chains, 
between  a  point  under  the  London  and  Blackwall  Railway  near  America-square, 
and  its  termination  by  a  junction  with  hat  Railway  on  the  north  side  at  Christian-

It  is  to  be  observed  that  the  proposed  powers  to  deviate  laterally 
and  vertically  would  exceed  the  limits  allowed  by  "  The  Railways  Clauses 
Consolidation  Act,  1845,"  sections  11  to  15;  and  in  the  case  of  extensive  works 
to  be  executed  chiefly  in  streets  or  in  lands  "continually  built  upon,"  within 
those  clauses,  such  powers  might  seriously  affect  the  owners  of  property  along 
the  intended  Railways.  A  power  to  deviate  underground  portions  of  the  line  to 
accommodate  it  to  sewers  and  other  existing  works,  would  be  more  in  accord- 
ance with  the  practice  of  Parliament  in  like  cases.  See  Observations  on  "  Devi- 
ations in  Levels  and  Gradients,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on 
the  Railway  Bills  of  this  Session,  page  20.

To  make  a  Railway,  length  1  mile  34  J  chains,  from  a  point  in  the 
Company's  authorised  line  on  the  south-west  side  of  the  Hollo  way-road, 
near  Saint  John's  Church,  passing  south-westward  to  a  double  junction 
with  the  authorised  line  of  the  Midland  Railway  Extension  to  London, 
at  Kentish  Town  ;  and  a  Railway,  length  30  chains,  from  the  Company's 
authorised  line  south-eastward,  to  a  junction  with  the  Cambridge  line  of 
the  Great  Eastern  Railway,  where  it  crosses  the  River  Lea ;  to  be  com- 
pleted within  five  years  :

Wallasey  Improvement  Bill. 


This  Bill  is  to  authorise  the  Wallasey  Local  Board, —  Objects. 

To  make  a  Pier  or  Landing  Stage  at  New  Brighton,  and  a  Reservoir,  for 
the  better  supply  of  Water : 

To  lease  for  any  term  not  exceeding  21  years,  all  or  any  of  their  New 
Brighton,  Egremont,  and  Seacombe  Ferries  : 

To  lay  Tramways,  to  be  worked  by  animal  power,  on  any  streets  or  roads 
within  their  district,  and  to  make  charges  for  the  use  thereof  t 

To  borrow  40,000  /.  for  the  purposes  of  the  Ferries  on  Mortgage  of  "  The 
Wallasey  Ferries  Account." 

It  is  to  be  observed,  that  although  it  is  proposed  by  this  Bill  to  authorise  the  Observations, 
construction  of  a  Pier,  at  which  tolls  may  be  taken,  the  Bill  does  not  incor- 
porate any  of  the  provisions  of  "  The  Harbours,  Docks  and  Piers  Clauses  Act, 
1847." 

Section  16.  It  may  deserve  consideration,  whether  if  the  construction  of 
Tramways  be  authorised,  provision  should  not  be  made  fpr  their  free  and  equal 
use  by  all  persons,  on  payment  of  the  proper  charges. 


Interference  with  Tidal  Waters. 

On  the  proposed  interference  with  Tidal  Waters  in  this  case,  the  Board  of 
Trade  have  no  observations  to  make,  because  the  intended  Pier  will  be  within 
the  part  of  the  River  Mersey,  over  which  the  Admiralty  has  retained  its  juris- 
diction, pursuant  to  the  9th  section  of  "  The  Harbours  Transfer  Act,  1862."

Irish  North  Western  and  the    Dundalk  and  Greenore  Railway  Companies,  on 
the  other  hand,  to  contract  with  reference  to  the  transmission  of  traffic  on  their 
respective  Railways,  and  the  fixing  and  apportionment  of  rates  for  the  same  :

Railway  Companies  to  enter  into  traffic  arrangements  with  proprietors  of  steamboats 
or  other  vessels,  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  Bill  should  not  incor- 
porate Part  HI., "  Working  Agreements"  (which  also  relates  to  traffic  arrangements), 
and  Part  IV.  "  Steam  Vessels,"  of  "  the  Railways  Clauses  Act,  1863."

1.  Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge  Railway  (Cross  Keys  Bridge)  Bill.

] .  Lynn  and  Sulton  Bridge  Railway  (Cross  Keys  Bridge)  Bill. 

By  this  Bill  it  is  proposed  to  repeal  the  enactment  in  "  The  Lynn  and  Sutton  Objects. 
Bridge  Railway  Act,  lSeS,"  which  requires  the  Company,  in  adapting  the 
Cross  Keys  Bridge  (which  is  an  opening  roadway  bridge  over  the  River  Nene) 
to  the  purposes  of  the  Railway,  to  provide,  side  by  side  with  the  Railway,  a 
separate  roadway,  not  less  than  nine  feet  in  width,  for  ordinary  road  traffic, 
with  a  screen  between  the  Railway  and  the  roadway ;  so  as  to  authorise  the 
Company /to  construct  their  Railway  along  the  roadway  bridge,  and  its 
approaches. 

It  seems  to  be  a  question  of  doubt,  and  deserving  of  grave  consideration,  Observations. 
whether  the  construction  and  working  of  the  Railway  along  the  roadway,  so 
that  the  same  roadway  shall  be  used  both  for  Railway  and  for  ordinary  traffic, 
can  be  effected  without  danger  to  the  public,  whether  travelling  on  the  Railway 
or  on  the  road. 

The  same  proposition  was  made  in  a  Bill  promoted  by  this  Company  in  the 
last  Session,  but  the  Committee  on  that  Bill  declined  to  sanction  it,  and  the 
existing  enactment  was  substituted  for  what  was  then  proposed. 

Section  3.  It  seems  to  be  a  further  question  of  doubt,  whether,  if  the  Rail- 
way be  constructed  along  the  roadway  and  its  approaches,  the  proposed 
provision  that  the  regulations  of  the  Company  for  the  use  of  the  Bridge  for 
road  traffic  shall  be  subject  to  revision  by  two  Justices,  will  afford  adequate 
security  for  the  safety  of  travellers  on  the  Railway  and  on  the  road  respec- 
tively. 

It  is  observable  that  no  power  of  revising  or  amending  regulations  once 
approved  by  them  is  reserved  to  the  Justices. 


2.  Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge  Railway  (Transfer)  Bill. 

This  Bill  is  to  amalgamate  the  undertaking  of  the  Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge  Objects. 
Railway  Company,  with  that  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company,  when 
the  Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge  Railway  has  been  completed  to  the  satisfaction 
of  the  latter  Company:  the  proprietors  of  shares  in  the  capital  of  the 
former  Company,  which  is  to  be  taken  as  not  exceeding  84,000/.,  to 
become  proprietors  of  "  Great  Northern  (Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge)  Stock," 
of  equal  nominal  value,  with  a  41  per  cent,  dividend,  payable  with  the 
dividends  on  ordinary  stock  of  the  Great  Northern  Railway  Company. 

Reference  may  be  made  to  the  observations  on  "  Amalgamation,  Sale,  and  Observations. 
Lease,"  in  the  General  Report  of  the  Board  of  Trade  on  the  Railway  Bills  of 
this  Session,  page  18. 

19-CCLXXVIL  Sections 
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Sections  5  and  7-  The  name  to  be  given  to  the  new  Stock  differs  in  these 
two  clauses. 

Section  7.  Mention  is  made  near  the  end  of  this  clause  of  "  the  aggregate 
sum  of  133,000  /.  hereinbefore  provided  for"  The  accuracy  of  that  expression 
seems  questionable  ;  and  it  may  deserve  consideration  whether  the  BiU  should 
not  show  more  distinctly  whether  it  is  intended  that  the  Great  Northern- 
Railway  Company  may  raise  by  shares  the  difference  between  100,000  /.,  the 
amount  of  the  authorised  share  capital  of  the  Lynn  and  Sutton  Bridge  Rail- 
way Company,  and  84,000  /.,  which  is  declared  in  Sections  5  and  7  to  be  the 
limit  of  such  share  capital  converted  into  "  Great  Northern  (Lynn  and  Sutton 
Bridge)  Stock."
